SECOND DAY 
Thursday, October 6, 1921

sions, delivered the devotional address.

M. S. McGee read the report of the Special. Committee on 
Brotherhood of Travel.

On his request, the resignation of Samuel Hughes as 
Railroad Secretary was accepted, and M. S. McGee was elected 
as Railroad Secretary, and was authorized to make adjustments 
of travel expenses on the basis of last year. He named the fol- 
lowing as his assistants, W. C. McIntire, W. A. JeRnines: N. F.

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On motion of W. E. Tilroe the report of the Conterence 
Claimants Commission was made the order of the Day for 11:30 
Friday morning. 

On motion of F. G. H. Stevens, the question of where the 
next Conference shall be held was made the Order of the Day for 
Saturday morning, immediately following the reading of the 
Journal. 

On motion of C. J. Livingston, the Conference Program Com- 
inittee was requested to have L. T. Guild give a report of the 
Ecumenical Conference on Friday afternoon, providing it was sat- 
isfactory to A. Wesley Mell. 

Lay Association—George H. Page; W. G. Cline, and John S. 
Turner, representatives of the .Lay Association, were introduced 
and gave the greetings of the Lay Association, to which Bishop 
Leonard responded. 

Motion Pictures—On motion by Ray C. Harker, R. P. Shuler, 
pastor of the Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, South, repre- 
senting the Los Angeles Ministerial Union, spoke on the need 
of a moving picture censorship. At the close of his ten minute 
address, R. C. Harker presented the following resolutions and 
they were unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved: That the Southern California Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, assembled in regular session in the 
city of Los Angeles heartily commends the action of the City 
Council of Los Angeles instructing the City Attorney to prepare 
an ordinance providing for the creation of a Commission for film 
censorship: and that we urge said City Council to pass, at its 
earliest convenience, such an ordinance as will protect the youth 
cof our city from salacious and suggestive films. 

Resolved further: That since the Moving Picture industry 
is one of the great factors in our civilization, it is of vital import- 
ance that it be made a constructive, rather than a destructive force; 
and we believe that such a Commission as is contemplated will 
help in accomplishing this purpose, protecting the worthy producer 
as well as the public. 

Resolved also: That in the name of the rising generation we 
cnallenge any argument in favor of allowing selfish men to under- 
mine virtue for private gain, placing box receipts above character, 
and material wealth above human worth. 

Resolved finally: That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded 
to the City Council, and a copy handed to the Daily Press.” 

Howard M. Boys was introduced and spoke on the work of the 
Methodist Book Concern. He presented the Book Concern divi- 
dend for $3,995 and a check on the Chartered Fund for $35 which 
checks were ordered turned over to the Conference Treasurer. 


The time was extended. R. T. Flewelling presented the in- 
terests of “The Personalist,” and H. H. Stranberg was appointed to 
represent the same. 


Harry Shepherd was appointed representative of the Methodist 
Review. 


Centenary—Carl S. Knopf spoke on some of the present-day 
administration problems in connection with the Centenary. 

Student Pastor—E. P. Dennett, pastor of Trinity Church, 
Berkeley, was introduced and spoke on the necessity of our Con- 
ference continuing our financial assistance for the support of the 
Student Pastor of Trinity Church.

THIRD DAY 
Friday, October 7, 1921

President and the proper officers in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of our action. 

__ Further, that the preceding Sunday be observed in accordance 
with the program suggested by the Federal Council of Churches. 
Adopted. 

: Open Door—Willsie Martin offered the following resolution and 
it was adopted :— : 

“We commend the action of Secretary Hughes in reaffirming 
our policy of the open door in China and we call upon our represen- 
tatives at the Disarmament Conference to take all proper steps to 
secure for China justice and a square deal.” 

Those members of the class for admission who were at the 
Conference session were called to the front, consisting of R. K. 
Schade, B. P. Hovey, and Emilio Hernandez. 

E. D. Hoffman, a member of this year’s class for admission 
into Conference was unable to be present at the time the class was 
received, on account of a funeral. The Bishop requested permis- 
sion to ask the Disciplinary questions in private, and it was granted. 


Bishop’s Address—The Bishop addressed the class, speaking on 
“The Elements that Go to the Making of a Successful Methodist 
Preacher.” He emphasized the important place which the preacher 
has always held in all departments of life, and this dignified posi- 
tion should be maintained in spite of attack of press, stage, and filin. 
The minister must be a statesman, not a provincial; a leader in 
educational life, never afraid of truth from any source. 


He must combat every foe which tends to break down the ideals 
of purity and righteousness. 

In spite of a capitalistic press, the church of God holds the 
power to make any righteous movement a success. 

Our church still stands for the old doctrines. There is no place 
here to preach doubts. We are in a time when religious forces are 
in danger of being divided. It is easy to become an extremist. 

We are not to regard holiness as a profession, but a life, it is 
a great privilege to become holy. 

Divine healing has had its place but Christ’s great task was to 
save the world from sin. 

Premillenialism as taught today is opposed to the fundamental 
doctrines of our Methodism. 

In conclusion, the Bishop urged the laity to support the work 
of the preacher and not to always demand that the_preacher shall 
be’a success from the purely financial standpoint; asked that we 
train the young folks so that they have a vital religious experience; 
and that we watch ourselves that each of us shall become Christ’s 
man. 

The Disciplinary questions were asked and answered and the 
class was admitted into full membership in the Conference.

1. “Resolved that we, the members of the Southern California 
Annual Conference, request the members of the Presbyterian and 
Christian Churches to at once investigate the situation at Imperial 
and take such measures as are necessary to preserve denominational 
loyalty and interests there. 

2. That we, as a Conference, recommend that our General 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension extend an im- 
mediate loan of $15,000 to the First Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Imperial, for the modernizing of our Church plant, particularly the 
erection of adequate Sunday School and Social equipment. 

3. That we pledge ourselves as a Conference to raise $5,000 
toward the aforementioned end on a basis of 10 cents per member 
ir our individual churches. , 

4, That we pledge ourselves on record as opposed to “Feder- 
ated” and “Union” Churches without denominational supervision.” 


Dr. T. A. Stafford representing the Board of Conference Claim- 
ance was introduced and, addressed the Conference, 
‘ Bishop Leonard announced that this Conference has contri- 
buted $3,000 for the Centenary over last year. The Bishop read 
the following telegram :—

Central Treasury reports twentyfive per cent decline in first 
dozen Fall Conferences. If the ratio continues the Foreign Board

every building project must be immediately stopped, that not a 
dollar can be paid upon debt, that the church must default in its 
agreements with native Christians, that quite probably work must 
be abandoned and missionaries withdrawn from the field. These aie 
not guesses, they are facts which bite like an acid into my soul. 
Does the Church really understand that its world program is at 
the breaking point, and is close to being its world tragedy.

The work of the drafting boards in the Great War revealed 
to us an appalling illiteracy. Intelligence is the foundation of self 
government, and illiteracy and ignorance threaten its very exis- 
tence, therefore a free people must educate their children. 


The American public school is the smelter which reduces the 
crude ore of immigration, and the raw stuff of childhood into the 
fine gold of citizenship. For years past it has received the 
assults of a hierarchy dominated by a foreign potentate, and many 
American children are under the tutelage of parochial and private 
schools, although Romanists in increasing numbers are found 
teaching in the schools which they repudiate. 


We feel the time has come when the federal government must 
take cognizance of the need for education, and that it should super- 
vise all parochial and private schools that true history and Ameri- 
can ideals may be taught in them. Therefore, we earnestly urge 
the support of the Towner-Sterling bill which will accomplish 
these things and establish a national department of education. 
It has the backing of the best educators of the nation and ought 
immediately to be enacted. 

Resolved, that the secretary of this conference communicate 
with the senators representing California, and the representatives 
from Southern California and to the Congressional Committee on 
reorganization of Executive Departments and urge their hearty 
support of this bill. We also advise our ministers and people to 
urge upon them the support of this bill.

(a) District Superintendents 


FRESNO DISTRICT 


It goes without saying that financially this has been a trying 
year over large sections of the district. The price of cotton, the 
apparent overproduction of alfalfa, the ruinous prices received 
for melons and some other fruits, besides one of the most disas- 
terous frosts that ever visited the valley, have presented serious 
difficulties to some of our churches. 


Building Projects—While the Minutes this year will contain 
no picture of a completed building, our District has put the largest 
sum in its history into building projects, and next year your 
Minutes will be adorned with photos from the Fresno District, of 
as handsome churches as are to be found anywhere. The sum 
total paid for buildings and improvements this year is $138,000 
while the total cost of the projects in course of construction is 
$450,000, nearly one half a million. 


Chesboro Memorial, or East Bakersfield, as it is to be called 
in future, has continued its building program under the efficient 
leadership of their energetic pastor, Rev. Harry C. Slater, and will 
soon have their fine edifice completed and ready for dedication. 


Laton, profiting by the practical experience and building skill 
of their pastor, Rev. Arthur Chalfant, has moved their church and 
parsonage to a fine location between the Public Library and the 
Grammar School on the main street of the town, converted the 
old church building into a social hall and added a fine church 
auditorium. The plant is now about complete, and will be dedi- 
cated within a few weeks. 


Cutler has had a building committee for several years, but 
Bro. E. H. Barnhart brought them the vision of what a church 
might be and do in a community, enforcing his lessons with the 
Centenary slides. These appeals so aroused public interest that 
the business men of the town came to him and offered to secure 
volunteer labor to help in the kind of enterprise he outlined. The 
result was that 600 tons of rock were brought from the hills in ten 
days to the new site secured for the church, and the labor for this 
task was so largely volunteer that the total cost was a little more 
than the gasoline for the trucks transporting the material. The 
basement is now ready for finishing. 


The church building at Madera was destroyed by fire some 
years ago, and since then our people have been worshiping in-a 
narrow brick store building. This year however they cleared off 
the old site, and following their pastor, Rev. G. W. Bruce with a 
fine enthusiasm they started their new edifice. By February they 
were worshiping in their new building although it was not com- 
Pane etn ee pro neees as Le people were able to finance 

3 ‘ avin een expen i i i 
sine ee ee pended this year, tho it will take 
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Raisin City is rejoicing in a new building nearly completed to 
cost about $7,500. 

Reedley had hoped to have their new church completed by 
Conference time, and would have done so had not their project 
like most of the others on the district been held up by the financial 
stringency which made it almost impossible to borrow money even 
on gilt edged security. 

Sanger, under the leadership of that master builder, Walter 
B. Cole, has its new edifice well under way, $14,000 having been 
thus far expended, and the building gives evidence of justifying the 
sacrifice our people are making for it. 

Taft, as our report of last year indicated, has been forced to 
modify its program owing to the failure of some other churches 
to live up to the arrangements agreed upon in connection with the 
Interchurch program. That tireless worker, Don. S. Ford, with 
a real vision for the needs and opportunities of the place has started 
On an aggressive program which includes all the essential features 
of the former one adapted to the work of our own church and lo- 
cation. About $7,000 has already been expended, the parsonage 
moved to a very fine location on Taft Heights, an outdoor audi- 
torium arranged, and the plans about completed for the new 
buildings to be placed on the former site of the parsonage. 

Tranquility and San Joaquin have finished the parsonage 
promised last year if Bro. Plannette was returned, so that he now 
holds the enviable-record of having transformed within a little 
over a year a $300 afternoon appointment to a charge paying 
$2100 and Parsonage. 

Tulare, under the enthusiastic leadership of that human 
dynamo, C. R. Montague, has paid off their long-standing debt 
of $12,800, installed the splendid Swall Memorial pipe organ with 
_ other improvements totaling $11,000, and has paid their pastor $3,000 

salary where two years ago they were paying but $1,600. 

The outstanding achievement of the year from the standpoint 

of building enterprises is that of First Church, Fresno, F. G. H. 
Stevens, pastor. Our report last year stated that they had secured 
the necessary ground for their new building, and had started their 
subscription. The estimate cost of the complete plant was $155,000, 
or $200,000 with lots and furnishings, and the building committee 
was instructed to proceed with the building as soon as the required 
three fourths of the cost was available in good subscriptions or 
other resources. Early in the Summer the Social Hall and Sunday 
School room were completed sufficiently to allow them to be used. 
Since then every department has felt the impulse toward enlarged 
activities. So enthusiastic have the people become that the Com- 
mittee has just been carrying to completion a new subscription 
which will allow them to complete the building and dedicate with- 
out having to ask for any money at the dedication services. When 
we remember that some of the official members advocated repairing 
‘the old burned building at a cost of a few thousand dollars because 
it would be impossible to raise the money to build a new church 
adequate to their needs the significance of the foregoing statements 
will be apparent. Now everyone rejoices, and harmony prevails. 
That First Church is not using this new plant selfishly would be 
manifest to anyone who on a Sunday morning watched the autos 
with first Church banners on them bringing the children in from 
the unchurched sections of the city to enjoy the privileges of this 
splendid equipment. On a recent Sunday I saw fifteen volunteer 
autos in this manner bring 112 children. 
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Evangelism.—The group plan recommended by the Area 
Meeting was faithfully carried out. As a result we have received 
nearly 600 on Probation, 450 from preparatory membership, and 
will report a net increase of over 1,000 in full members. 

Another cause for rejoicing is that everywhere the average 
attendance on the Sunday Schools is improving. Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools have also been held with great success in Fresno, 
Visalia, Dinuba and other points on the District, and will probably 
become permanent institutions in these communities. 

Sierra Chatauqua.—This institution has had the best year of its 
history in attendance, interest, and financially. The running ex- 
penses have been fully met from receipts, and permanent improve- 
ments made on the property. The Epworth League Institute 
reached the highest point yet attained in its history under the able 
leadership of its Dean, Thomas Burden, with over three hundred 
registered in its classes. 

Problems.—Our problems remain with us. While we succeed 
in most places, there are some in which we seem to fail. This 
is especially true where foreign populations are coming in and 
supplanting our own people. 

One day in the middle of August, I was driving down the upper 
West Side of the Valley near Gustine, in company with the pastor 
of the Ingomar church, and one of its charter members, a lady 
with silvered hair, looking out over the valley covered with its 
carpet of green alfalfa, with the distant orchards visible near the 
foothills, I exclaimed about the beauty of the scene. The Lady said, 
“Yes it is beautiful, and when I came here fifty years ago it was 
peopled with families of American folk on every quarter section, 
and we thought our home was in the finest place in all the world. 
We used to meet in the school house and crowded it to the doors 
when there was preaching. Then we built our church which was 
all too small for the people who attended. There are only a few 
of us left now, and the ranches as far as you can see belong to 
Portugese who do not care for our church or its life. The priests 
control them, 


I do not bring you this as a challenge. It is rather th 
of a battle lost. The war is not Gaished: but for this pape ee: 
strangers are entrenched in the firing line that used to be ours. 

Because of its complete change of population, we have with 
your consent transferred our church and parsonage at Newman 
to the Latin American Mission, and they are going to try single 
handed to combat a force entrenched in great institutions with 
priests in their churches, teachers in their schools, and putting on 
their blasphemous Holy Ghost Feasts. : 


_ Why do I call them “Strangers?” You have the answer in 
this notice. They are learning to speak our language, but they 
know nothing of our traditions, and they are not learning them 
The Puritan to them is not the man who is willing to blaze his 
way to freedom even at the risk of his life, but rather they see him 
as a narrow little bigot who makes atrocious Sunday laws that can 
be ridiculed in moving picture shows. Their heroes are not a 
Luther, a Wesley, a Washington, a Lincoln, but the Autocrat of 
the Tiber, and his emmisaries. It is no pleasant picture, but I 
would be untrue to you did I not paint it as it is. : 


An economic conquest is j : 

LOT : t is just as deadly as a conquest at arm 
and the rapidity with which it is being carried on a sections y 
our state is seen in the history of the Armenians at Malaga, near 
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Fresno. The teacher of the primary school told me that when 
she began to teach there six years ago there were three Armenian 
Children and the rest were American. Today there are 40 children 
in that grade, of whom she describes 6 as “white.’ We would 
welcome such people if they held to our traditions, and cease to 
be a menace to our institutions. 


Our hope is in the rising generation, in keeping the Public 
Schools free and untrammeled, and in establishing churches with 
a social and religious community program, 


In reading over this report I am impressed with its inade- 
quancy in one important respect, that is in showing the spirit of 
the men who have accomplished the wonderful things that have 
been recorded. I have visited the homes of the men and enjoyed 
their confidences, and the conviction has grown that such men can- 
not fail. Theirs is the love embodied in lowly service against 
which the human heart has no armour. They are bound to win 
men and to win them for the Kingdom. —Harry W. White. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


General Observation—There is so much in the life and work of 
every minister and congregation that does not lend itself to the 
written page that any written report will seem to be more or less 
superficial. Our institutions and churches alike are all in their for- 
mative period. This is the day of transition when we must develop 
proportionately with a city which is surpassing all other cities in our 
land in its rate of development. One hundred thousand dollars 
would not be too much for us to wisely use in giving even a modest 
start for needed new work. Annandale, Chester Square, Church 
of All Nations, Crescent Heights, East Thirty-eighth Street, East- 
Jake, Echo Park, Edendale, First Church, Florence Avenue, Gar- 
dena, Garvanza, Highland Park, Hollywood, First, Melrose, San 
Pedro, South Main, Stephenson, Traveller, University, Vermont 
Square, Vernon Avenue, Western Avenue, West Seventy-eighth 
Street, and Woodcrest are all in desperate straits on account of 
needing more buildings and equipment. The very lowest possible 
estimate for plants that would in any way be adequate for their 
needs would be $1,674,000. In this list, we have not included 
churches that really need new parsonages, social halls or com- 
munity houses to carry on a modern church program, but only those 
that are facing an immediate and imperative program of develop- 
ment. 


_ Acording to the comparative statistical records, printed by our 
church boards for 1920, our District raised for all purposes, $1,275,- 
000, which added to our above estimated needs, totals over $3,000,000, 
This is only a little excursion into the financial or temporal part of 
our great institutions with their call for increased capacity and 
endowments. 


(Changing Conditions—Most heroically, some of these churches 
are already taking hold of their task. The outstanding accom- 
‘plishment of any church in Methodism, we believe, is that of our 
Tirst Church. The location at the corner of Eighth and Hope is 
clear of debt and worth approximately one-half million dollars. 
$275,000 in cash, for the building, is in the bank and about that 
much is secured in good subscriptions. It will be a great joy to 
world-wide Methodism when First Church is again established in her 


own home. 
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We consider it a great victory that the Church of All Nations 
has in subscriptions and in cash, approximately $20,000. An option 
is held on a stragetic location, corner of Sixth and Gladys streets. 

Pico Heights has taken a great forward step in the installation 
of a new pipe organ and $12,000 improvement of church and par- 
sonage. 

Florence Avenue has the money subscribed for a $12,000 addi- 
tion to her plant. They have purchased a corner lot adjoining their 
property, which gives them an ideal location for their work. 

Harbor City has added a $5,000 Sunday School plant and volun- 
tarily taken herself from the list of churches dependent upon mis- 
sionary help. 

Garvanza, San Pedro and West Seventy-ninth Street, have a 
part of the money subscribed for their new churches. 


Chesterfield Square, Echo Park, Edendale, Gardena, Highland 
Park, Hollywood—First, Melrose, South Main Street, Traveller, Ver- 
mont Square, University, Union Avenue and Western Avenue have 
building committees appointed and are clearing the decks as fast 
as possible to launch into building enterprises. 

Asbury, Belvedere Highland Park, Vermont Square and West 
Seventy-ninth Street have all either built or purchased parsonages 
during the year. This means more than we can tell, in permanent 
constructive effect on our work. 


DEBT PAYMENT AND IMPROVEMENTS 


$46,658 has been paid on church debts this year, and $38,471 for 
building and improvements. This amount has not been large, but 
has in most part been paid by the smaller churches, which means 
much to them and their future welfare. 


Salaries—Our Methodist statistician in his comparative tables 
from 1917 gives our district as having increased the pastors’ salaries 
each year respectively $3,687, $4,600, $9,728 and this year the best of 
all, will be $12,200. Some of the charges are contemplating quite an 
increase for next year. 


Benevolences—We have not been able to get completed returns, 
but we fear that there has been no great gain over last year. This 
is accounted for by two reasons. First that our City Missions was 
added to the Centenary by a majority of our charges and was re- 
ported in the totals after the campaign, and was not deducted until 
after the report was made. The second and greatest cause is that we 
were charged with two large gifts, which have been delivered, 
amounting to nearly $300,000 for which we have not yet had credit 
given. When credits are given for these items, we are certain our 
percentage of payment will be equal to the highest. 


Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues—Here is the future 
church in embryo. Dr. Jesse Lee Corley is helping to remind us of 
this and by his splendid leadership is standardizins the work of the 
Sunday Schools and establishing the Vacation Bible Schools and 
religious educational training here, as in the whole Conference. Our 
pastors and people are awakening to the importance of these great 
modern movements, which will soon make their impact on the so- 
cial order. Our gain in average attendance this year is over 1200. 


Our gain in membership for the Leagues will be over 300. 
Rollin S. Tuttle is partly supported by the Leagues of the District 
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as their Executive Secretary. He has only been with us one-fourth 
of the year, but has already endeared himself to the young people 
as a consecrated, competent leader. 


Woman’s Work—The women of the Foreign and Home Mis- 
sionary Societies have reported advance in almost every church. 
Their zeal and consecration are a great blessing to the churches and 
a mighty force for righteousness. The Aid Societies of our District 
are Kingdom Builders, not only do they furnish material aid, but by 
ee visitations and kindly ministering they are a great spiritual 
orce. 


Institutions—The pride of our Conference is our University. 
The new building is a wonderful achievement for beauty and utility. 
This year’s enrollment is a great encouragement. While our needs 
give serious concern to us, it seems almost a miracle that we are as 
well off as we are at this time. Thanks to our great leader, George 
Finley Bovard. May he be our President Emeritus through many 
coming years. It would be well if our Conference could know the 
sacrifice and devotion of some of the trustees of this institution. 


The Maclay School of Theology lies near the hearts of the men 
of this Conference. Dean Healy becomes our Emeritus Dean. How 
thankful we are that he is able and willing to continue his work 
and blessed influence. The newly elected Dean, the Rev. John F. 
Fisher, D. D., brings to us a ripe experience, compelling personality 
and winning enthusiasm for our school. We anticipate a great fu- 
ture. 


The Methodist Hospital, The Friendly Cottage, Deaconess’ 
Home, Home for Japanese and Korean children and Francis De 
Pauw Home for Spanish Girls, with its beautiful new building just 
completed, are all doing their splendid work and growing in 
strength and influence under the careful direction of the Woman’s 
liome Missionary Society. 


The Spanish American Institute has had one of the best years 
of its history. The Plaza, The Fifth Street Mission, Goodwill In- 
dustries and City Missionary Society have all had a very prosper- 
ous year. The financial depression throughout the land has made 
the work of all institutions harder and curtailed their activities. 


The Pacific Palisades is the youngest of all our institutions and 
gives great promise. It looks as though we are being led into a 
new and potential field of service. 


A Personal Word—If you ask for those who deserve special 
mention on the Los Angeles District during this year, I would an- 
swer the question by handing you a list of last year’s appointments. 
Every man has done some special service in his own individual way 
that has been vital to the Kingdom and an honor to his profes- 
sion... 

Fred Ross, our Conference Evangelist, has been a great bless- 
ing to some of our churches this year. In this District, there is a 
long list of men appointed as Professors in our University and 
to other fields of Christian work that we would have the Confer- 
ence remember. Not all the ship’s crew are in plain view, but all 
are essential to its sailing. Many of our churches are blessed with 
retired heroes of the Cross. May God bless those who have the 
task of surrendering leadership when they loved the battle so. 
There is great strength in the Godly counsel of those who have 


fought and won. 
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Evangelism—Forty out of our fifty-two churches have reported 
professed conversions during this year. The total number reported 
is 1023. Our net gain in membership is 1361, or 9% of the total 
membership. The changing methods of evangelism to meet the 
world’s need tries the ingenuity and courage of the modern pastor. 
If any man has only a formula he used twenty years ago, he is 
wholly unprepared for his day. We must have all our fathers had, 
plus much they never dreamed of. Great crowds of unconverted 
people are not in attendance upon our ministry today. Modern 
life challenges our faith and courage as never before and especially 
is this true in.the great city. Conservation by education and or- 
ganization becomes quite as much a part of evangelism as getting 
decisions. 


Forward—We look into the mist-covered future with brave 
hearts. As we stand at the threshold of the new year, we will not 
forget our local needs as congregations. Our communities must 
be ministered to, which means an era of building in almost every 
charge. The great city appeals to us with its endless needs. We 
must major here and see that our Methodism gives itself to the com- 
nion interest of saving the city and strengthening its own hands 
with new work and adequate institutions. The world-wide appeal 
grips us and we must deliver 100 percent on the Centenary in these 
closing two years of the five, for which we are obligated. 


We hope to see in all our churches the adoption of the unit 
system of church organization, and this accompanied by steward- 
ship will solve our financial problems. 


The recreational life of our young people must be planned by 
the church. Religious Education as a means of conservation, must 
be in some way wisely carried on in our congregations. We believe 
that the Vacation Bible School and Schools of Religious Education 
will fill a long-felt want in Christendom. All this we long for in 
the coming year, and then we would keep ever in mind that great 
institutions, imposing churches with all else that is material, may 
challenge our admiration, add interest to our report and give us some 
cause for rejoicing, but how inadequate it might all be to meet the 
world’s need. It is life, directed life, positive life, the world needs. 
Spiritual death may lurk in temples reared for worship. Churches 
aad institutions that are spiritually static may mean no more nor 
less than a stagnant pool to a community. For the coming year, 
we pray for the positive spirit-fraught life that by precept and ex- 
emple gives Christ to the multitude.

PASADENA DISTRICT 


The Pasadena District is entirely surrounded by the other 
districts and is the only one touched by all the others. Our moun- 
tains are the hills whence come their help. It is estimated that on 
the average the Pasadena District is fully 2,000 feet nearer heaven 
than any other in the Conference. 


Evangelism—The grand total of accessions is 2,708. The total 
losses from all causes have been 835, leaving a net gain for the year 


of 1,901, or 13.6%. 


Eight pastors received each, more than a hundred new mem- 
bers. The largest gain was made by First Church Pasadena, 
279. The largest numerical net gain was made by First Church, 
Glendale, 222. The highest percent net gain was made by Monterey 
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Park, 957%. Merle N. Smith made 1750 calls, Clyde M. Crist made 
1835. It is noteworthy that the record in accessions always seems 
to accompany the record in calls. 


Equipment—Four dedications have increased the district’s 
capacity. Bishop Leonard dedicated the commodious new church 
at Puente early in the year. The full $25,000 was more than pro- 
vided for before dedication day by the untiring H. G. Burgess and 
nis sacrificing folks. The beautiful new El Monte church, stand- 
ing right in the heart of town, commanding the main highway at 
an angle in the street, was dedicated by the superintendent in the 
winter. E. Vaughn, the former pastor, and G. E. Twomley, the 
present pastor, literally built themselves into the walls. The peo- 
ple met this devotion with $30,000.. Casa Verdugo, E. O. Thayer, 


pastor, laid the corner stone of her new building in the spring 
and the new church costing $10,000 is already a hive of industry. 
V. Hunter Brink discovered, when the mortgage was about to be 
lifted that Central Avenue had never been dedicated. This was 
done in September by the Superintendent. 

Four destructive fires raged on the district this year. Samuel 
Hughes was chief incinerator at First Church, Alhambra, when the 
mortgage, calling for $7,100, was burned. V. Hunter Brink started 
the conflagration at Central Avenue, Glendale, that consumed the 
$3,750 mortgage note. Ernest W. Mager began the burning at 
Mountain View and the old $600 note fell back into memory. At 
Covina, Will C. Geyer started a fire under the $4,900 debt, and it 
went up in hallelujahs and smoke. When the smoke had cleared 
away, a new $4,000 pipe organ, the gift of W. P. Watts, sprang from 
the ashes. 

Four new parsonages house four happy preachers’ wives: Mrs. 
Robert J. Taylor, Trinity, Pomona; Mrs. J. A. Sutton, Lamanda 
Park; Mrs. Fred E. White, San Gabriel; Mrs. David Loofborrow, 
am vere: 

Benevolences—Many churches put on the Centenary re-canvass, 
bringing in a total of more than $10,000 additional for benevolences. 
Other churches will put on the re-canvass this fall. 

W. C. Loomis scoured the district for the Conference Claimants’ 
Endowment Fund, and $55,000 were underwritten by the churches, 

Not in the history of women have the women’s organizations 
made the records they have this year. The W. F. M. S. has raised 
and distributed through regular channels a total of $27,398; the W. 
H. M. S., a total of $34,592.

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The Ladies’ Aid Society of First Church, Alhambra, holds first 
place for amount of money raised, $3,046; First Church, Glendale, 
stands second with $2,000. The Aid of First Church, Redlands, 
made the most calls, 2,520; First Church, Glendale, 2,338. 


One hundred and seventeen thousand dollars have been taken 
in certificates for the Pacific Palisades by the Pasadena District. 


Young People—The young: people’s work has far surpassed 
normal. Daily Vacation Bible Schools were conducted at Alhambra, 
(both, churches) Azusa, Glendale, (all churches). Coyina, Lamanda 
Park, Monrovia, Pasadena, (all churches). Pomona, (both 
churches). Redlands, (both churches). San Bernardino, South 
Pasadena and Upland. Total enrollment was 2,437. Samuel Stagg 
and Carl Seitter are paid Directors of Religious Education in Pasa- 
dena and Glendale First Churches. They are promoting Week Day 
Bible Schools for all the year around. 


The Laborers—Twenty-five charges increased salaries over last 
ycar as follows: Samuel Hughes, $500; J..M. Barnhart, $500; G. I. 
R. Lawrence, $1,000; W. A. Jennings, $300; R. I. McKee, $300; W. 
W. Hull, $300; W. C. Geyer, $200; E. Sedweek, $300; Z. D. Ban- 
croft, $200; G. E. Twomley, $300; V. H.. Brink, $500; Clyde M.

$100; A. L. Baer, $300. The aggregate is $10,450. 


Three churches are putting on comprehensive community pro- 
grams that are receiving comment. In each case the properties and 
© ganizations are strictly Methodist Episcopal; but the program is 
built to include Presbyterians, Baptists, Disciples, Episcopalians, 
Congregationalists and many others. These are not hybrid 
churches hiding their Methodism behind a smoke-screen of union 
or federated names. The pastors, Ernest W. Mager, H. G. Bui- 
gess and G. I. R. Lawrence have the confidence of their own de- 
nominations, as well as of the others whom they serve. The lion 
and lamb are lying down beautifully together in the Methodist 
fold at Mountain View, Puente and Monterey Park. 


The loud “Amens” heard on the Pasadena District came, when 
M. K. Stone bought a new downtown site on the main highway 
within a square of the center of Victorville for a new church; when 
W. C. Botkin completed his quiet campaign and announced that 
$3,500 had been subscribed for a new pipe organ in Washington 
Street, Pasadena; when John M. Barnhart and his Marengo Ave- 
nue people resolved to build a new $40,000 plant, and secured a new 
$1000 corner lot opposite the church for a new parsonage; when 
Washington Street, Pasadena, discovered it had the largest en- 
rollment of the city in the Daily Vacation Bible School, 202; when 
First Church, Pasadena, learned she was one of the very few 
churches overpaid in her Centenary subscriptions; from First 
Church also, when Miss Clara Mills, deaconess, reported 3,341 calls; 
when Marengo Avenue found $463 in her budget treasury after 
all bills were paid; when Montebello women received the Confer- 
ence banner for most money raised by Home Guards and Mothers’ 
Jewels; when Yucaipa received the banner for the largest new or- 
ganization of Mothers’ Jewels; when the San Bernardino Auxiliary 
received two banners, the District and Conference, for the largest 
net gain in members in the W. H. M. S.; by J. F. Humphrey, when 
the new pipe organ was dedicated at Glendora, by B. J. Jordan 
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when his church approved the purchase of a new lot immediately 
south of the church, by First Church, Pasadena, when $292,000 
were offered for the old property. 


While cotton slumped in the Palo Verde Valley, John Gabriel- 
son did not. Leo C. Kline did not burn up in 130 degrees Farenheit 
at Las Vegas, Nevada: he must be pure gold. D. W. Andrewartha 
reports from Altadena the largest pro rata subscription to the Con- 
ference Claimants’ Endowment Fund, $1,500. Charles A. Kent has 
put on every program that has come down the line, and his works 
and a committee do follow him. The Superintendent has not been 
able to recognize either the parsonage or church since Mr. and Mrs. 
S. W. Carnes went there. They always embroider their work with 
chrysanthemums. Wade Hamiilton is fast making Grace, Redlands, 
a self-supporting charge again. 

Only one church failed to make a net gain in membership. Our 
Centenary subscriptions were 87% paid up in May. What they 
are now at Conference, your imagination will have to officiate. And 
this 87% was calculated on the oversubscription of $260,000 a year, 
If it had been calculated upon the quota give us, the per cent would 
have been 93. 

And all this was done in spite of “red ink” in oranges, lemons, 
walnuts and cotton. Money does not grow on trees in the Pasadena 
District more than in other places. Sacrifices in giving are a 
fair criterion of spiritual condition. So I should like to report that 
the spiritual condition is about.95%. Our men have not sought 
numbers; they have sought souls. Riding up and down the Pasa- 
dena District is like riding up and down a rainbow. 

Our preachers have ridden through the desert, with rattlesnakes 
and owls as their only companions, planting new societies which 
would be regarded as hopeless by anybody else; one was flung from 
his car in his haste to arrive and broke his shoulder; another was 
overturned in his car, crawled out and reached and preached; 
others of our preachers have done good jobs and then have been 
rejected, but they are ready for another charge; they have stood by 
the graves of loved ones, then turned and gathered up their shat« 
tered hopes and started off in the great quest again; some have 
gone so hard, and so late, that they burned out, and at last fell 
into their own graves; many, very many, plod on through the days 
and nights, marching to the sullen hum-drums of life, beating 
monotonously, with little hope of much worldly advancement or 
reward, yet still doing the work of servants of the Most High 
those best heroes of the district; each has received his dole of the 
work for the year, and, with back bending and heart singing, has 
responded as a prince; some, with not a hand to help save God’s, 
have dragged forward whole churches filled with folks up; to higher 
ground; some have cleansed and served and shaven the sick and 
dying, with no recompense save what was distilled in their own 
bosoms; all have preached the unsearchable riches of Christ, and 
their wives have helped them. 

The Future—We have yet some unfinished business. There are 
problems in civics. If it be a question between the purity of our 
boys and girls, let the movies move,—or have censors] And the 
preachers must drive the van! 

The church created the sentiment that crystalized into the 18th 
amendment. The preachers, not the police, nor politicians, must 
finish the job. A concerted movement is revealing itself in the pub- 
lic press to dampen the nation again. The mind of the nation had 
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to go dry before the nation went dry. The mind of the nation must 
be kept dry. The preacher must do it. 

During the war it was necessary to preach the fury of the 
Father. The war is over, and it is now necessary to preach the for- 
giveness of the Father. The mind of the world will have to be dis- 
armed before the world will disarm. 

It is the hour of harnessing all the forces, lay and clerical, to 
the task. The preacher who assumes to do the whole job by a 
sermon in the pulpit is passing and forever. The unit system must 
be universally installed. It is the old fashioned Wesleyan organiza- 
tion with modern accessories attached. 

The insistent word today is stewardship, whether of life, or 
of wealth. A church must give as much at least to benevolence 
as to its own budget to keep its soul alive. Such churches are ideal. 
A modern Christian must not give less than an ancient Jew! Here 
is strenuous work for the preacher! 

We must never again have culture without Christ. Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools are commanding attention. Better Sabbath 
School teachers, methods and equipment must forever remove the 
Sunday Schooly stigma. J. L. Corley should be given right of emi- 
nent domain through all our programs. Week-day Christian Edu- 
cation is on the road; there must be no heathen at home. 


But the peak of our high endeavor must be discipling men 
for Christ. All the folks must be stirred to feel that it is a lay- 
man’s job as well as a preacher’s. Christian education must not 
supplant birth; it complements it. Preachers of sin, of righteousness 
and judgment to come are the greatest demand. We must preach 
Christ! We must preach with the passion of Gabriel, organize 
with the genius of Wesley, visit with the insistence of Saint Paul. 
No Methodist must ever turn the job of rescue over to the Salvation 
Army. We must sing, save, burn out—and be forgotten. If 
others be not consecrated, the greater responsibility is upon us. 
We have the job of jobs, the life of lives, the glory of glories, the 
Christ of God! Wi Ley.) Davis:

With profound gratitude to God we record that death “has in- 
vaded none of our parsonages this year. 


Our first test of success is the souls won for Christ. Ninety 
weeks of special services have been held on the district this year 
resulting in more than 500 conversions. At the same time we have 
increased our Sunday School enrollment by nearly 2,000. 


Our second test is our interest in Christ’s great missionary pro- 
gram. Christ still says “Go,” and our people are heeding it as never 
before, for the district gave four times as much this year for the 
Apportioned Benevolences as we gave three years ago. While the 
church at large paid 72% of its Centenary subscriptions the first 
two years of its program, the Long Beach district divides honors 
with that of Pasadena in leading the area in our American work, 
paying 87% of our Centenary pledges. 


The most outstanding feature of our work this year is our 
building activities. 


The first Sunday of the conference year we laid the corner 
stone of our new church at Burbank, Dr. Merle Smith being the 
s:eaker. The temporary structure which had been used for church 
purposes has been made into one of the most attractive parsonages 
in the district, and is now occupied by Brother Allen and his family. 
The basement of the church has been finished and is now used for 
our services. The church will cost about $45,000, of which $10,000 
has been paid this year. This faithful pastor has made 1325 calls, 
and the membership of the church and Sunday School has made 
splendid growth.

Under the leadership of G. A. Hunt our new church building 
at Lankershim is well under way. This most modern church plant 
will cost $50,000. There is no other church, Catholic or Protestant, 
in this community. Of the $20,000 already paid 90% is from people 
outside the church. Brother Hunt and his devoted wife are univer- 
sally beloved, and no better work is being done anywhere in the 
Conference. 


On an elegant corner of a Los Angeles boulevard stands our 
new Methodist Church at Artesia, a beautiful, commodious building 
of stucco with tiled roof. It will cost $35,000, and is the only 
modern, adequate church plant of any denomination ina rural sec- 
tion twenty miles long. The pastor, Byron E. Horn has donated 
over three months of manual labor on the building, carried on 
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teacher training and mission study classes, made more pastoral 
calls than three-quarters of the pastors on the district, and held a 
two weeks’ revival resulting in 52 conversions. 


Santa Maria is a rapidly growing city 200 miles up the coast, 
with a large Swiss, Portugese, Catholic population. Bishop Leonard 
has twice visited this field, first to advise concerning the purchase 
of a suitable site, and next to launch the drive for subscriptions. 
he opportunity is ours of having the most outstanding Protestant 
church in a territory 200 miles long, and Glenn R. Phillips is the 
boy who is doing it. He is a community man with a community 
program which has gripped the town and surrounding country. The 
new church will cost $60,000. The pastor’s salary has been raised 
$500, all the charges in the Conference are asked to keep their hands 
ofl this preacher. 


Have you heard what A. L.. Baker of Huntington Park is 
doine? On Sunday, March 13th, Bishop. Leonard was present and 
opened the financial campaign. It poured with rain, but no storm 
could quench the zeal of the bishop or the enthusiasm of the people. 
The giving was hilarious. $40,000 was quickly subscribed, and the 
success of enterprise assured. On Sunday afternoon, September 
11th, we laid the corner stone of this $75,000 building, which, when 
completed will-be one of the finest church structures in the Confer- 
ence, Brother Baker has made 1270 calls, raised his Sunday School 
enrollment 30%, collected $10,000 for the new church and $2,400 for 
the Centenary, and gives a son to the Southern California Confer- 
ence this year. 


First Church, Santa Monica, has a similar story to tell. C. H. 
M. Sutherland has led his people in the task of remodeling their 
building at a cost of $30,000. A fine gymnasium, an elegant ban- 
quet hall, a new pipe organ, and the most modern Sunday School 
equipment is planned, and the auditorium will have a seating capacity 
of 1000. Notwithstanding this great undertaking for which no out- 
side help is asked, this church gives over $2000 this year in its Cen- 
tenary offerings, and the pastor reports 1152 calls and 52% increase 
in the membership. 


At Whittier, G. B. Cliff, pastor, new lots have been secured ad- 
jacent to our present property upon which to construct an adequate 
building for the great religious educational program this church has 
undertaken, and steps are now being taken to raise the $45,000 neces- 
saty to erect the first unit. This church for the third year is 100% 
in its Centenary giving, and is 100% efficient in every other phase 
oi its church life. No wonder its pastor has received a unanimous 
invitation to return for his sixth year. 


_ First Church, Long Beach, has recently purchased a fine corner 
just opposite our present property at a cost of $21,000. The house 
on it will be used for the present as a parsonage, and later a two or 
three story building will be erected for educational and recreational 
purposes. Grace Church, Long Beach has purchased two lots ad- 
joining our property on the east at a cost of $9100, preparatory to 
the erection of its great new edifice. Belmont Heights, Long Beach, 
has bought one of the finest church sites in East Long Beach at a 
cost of $7000 and, if Centenary aid is given, will build the Sunday 
School unit of the ultimate church this coming year. Trinity Long 
Beach, has purchased a lot next to the parsonage to provide room 
for its recreational program. 


These new building projects represent an outlay of three hun- 
dred and twenty-two thousand dollars for the current year.

Have you heard of the Kitchener Boys? They went, not as 
conscripts but as volunteers, to do their bit in the bloodiest strug- 
gie history records. “You found plenty of hot heads among them,” 
said one who knew, but “you never found any with cold feet,’ and 
the fight those laddies put up decided the fate of the world. 


Have you heard of these boys of the Long Beach District? 
Some of them have hot heads, all of them have warm hearts, but 
none of them have cold feet. There’s Oleson of Bardsdale who has 
raised $2600 to improve his church property and $2000 Centenary 
meney; and Alhf of Chatsworth who has built a $2400 Social Hall 
and kept a wife and a Ford on a $600 salary; and McIntire of East 
Santa Monica who has increased his membership 45% built a Social 
Hall for his rapidly growing Sunday School, and whose church is 
a flame of revival fire: Simmons of Trinity paying off a $3000 
church debt, increasing his membership 25%, and has the district 
record in pastoral work having made 2050 calls; and Taylor of Seal 
Beach who has another district record, having increased his mem- 
bership 266%; and Saylor of Compton, paying $1000 on his church 
debt and making 1125 pastoral calls; and Clark of Fillmore renovat- 
ing the church property, gripping the whole community with his 
Boy Scout work and having a continuous revival; and Boyer of 
Inglewood increasing his Sunday School 41%; and Barron of Saw- 
telle, paying off an old church debt and increasing his Sunday 
School attendance 33%; and Alfred Inwood of Central Long Beach, 
raising his Sunday School enrollment 100% and bringing to his 
people a missionary vision which resulted in a 100% increase in its 
Centenary offerings; Wenz of Lompoc, whose greatest joy is having 
revivals and getting Centenary money; Barker of Paso Robles who 
has kept the benevolent fires burning so that he brings $4,000 in 
cash and vouchers to Conference; Lewis Thurber Guild, preaching 
great sermons to vast throngs of people, wielding a commanding 
influence in the political and commercial life of our city, standing 
with the superintendent in his district program in a way that heart- 
ens beyond expression; and A. J. Hughes of Santa Barbara, whose 
church this year raised $23,000, who paid $7000 on the church debt, 
$6500 for benevolences, made over 1000 calls, had a gracious revival 
which brought fifty persons to confess Christ, and is putting on 
all around program of church efficiency that can’t be surpassed this 
side the pearly gates; and Houlgate of Ventura, making 1000 
pastoral calls and say! how his people love him; Goodell of El 
Segundo whose people showed their love for him at our quarterly 
Conference a week ago by presenting him with a beautiful new 
Chevrolet; Harrison of Santa Paula who is everlastingly on the job 
‘and has put his Sunday School out of the red column, increasing 
its enrollment 28%; Wimberley of Oxnard, whose year’s record is 
one of the best in all around efficiency in the history of the church; 
Walker of Ocean Park, pushing his membership up 47%; Magee of 
Zafaria whose membership increased 28% and his Sunday School 
enrollment 65%, and is 100% Centenary; Hoffman of Watts, com- 
bining gracious revivals with winning fights for civic righteousness 
while advancing his church and Sunday School membership 20%; 
Roissy of Belmont Heights, adding 39% to his membership and is 
100% Centenary; Hocker of Redondo, making 900 pastoral calls 
increasing his membership 25%, paying off his church debt of $2800 
and putting a tithing campaign and Centenary recanvass that 
places Redondo $500 beyond its Centenary quota; J. W. Neely of 
Grace Church, Long Beach, making 1000 pastoral calls, going 100% 
Centenary, holding the district record in personally winning men to 
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Christ,-and invited back for the seventh year with increased salary; 
Claude Smith of Van Nuys, purchasing a $4000 parsonage and in- 
creasing his membership 34%; Wood of Piru getting $1000 to im- 
prove the church property. Lewis of Owensmouth, whose mem- 
bership has increased 55%, and Norcross and Butterfield, Crandall 
and Cowgill, Ross and Preston, Morgan and Lee, Sellers and 
Welch, Langstaff and Muchmore, Simpson and Bennett and Todd, 
who have toiled and tithed, prayed and perspired, attempted and 
achieved that the Kingdom of God might come. Let’s give them 
the flowers now.. Only two charges on the district have lowered 
the pastors’ salaries for the coming year, while twenty-three are 
raising them. 

And now our record is before you, with so devoted a chief as 
3ishop Leonard, who has never considered his own comfort or con- 
venience or strength if ony he could serve the church, with men 
who have wrought so triumphantly in every charge, with such a 
host of praying and tithing and loving and serving laity, whose 
passion is to establish the Kingdom of Jesus Christ here and now; 
Who wouldn’t be the Superintendent of the Long Beach Dis-

ARIZONA MISSION DISTRICT 


The year opened with fine prospects. We thought we had 
right to expect a year of wonderful results. By the middle of the 
year the business depression had paralyzed all our industries. 


Our great mining companies, stimulated by the government 
during war times to produce copper to the limit of their capazity, 
found themselves with immense stocks on hand and these stocks 
steadily and rapidly increasing, and no market. 


The ranchers in the great valleys, led by the manufacturers of 
rubber tires to believe that the demand for long staple cotton could 
never be met, turned their own broad acres to the growing of 
cotton, rented additional Jand at high prices and paid the largest 
wages for labor. They slowly awoke to the fact that there was 
absolutely no sale for cotton even at a price that would scarcely 
cover half the cost of production. 

The stockmen found the price of cattle and of sheep at the 
very lowest while the long continued drought was making sad in- 
roads upon their herds and flocks. = 

Men who regarded themselves and were regarded by others 
= worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, found themselves penni- 
ess. 


In a condition such as that our pastors and people have stood 
heroically, taking their own losses in the best possible spirit and 
in every conceivable’ way trying to inspire each other and their 
neighbors with a spirit of hopefulness. The scant record of the 
year represents more of real Christian effort and sacrificial giving 
than for many years. 


Evangelism—The pastors have been pushing the work of 


evangelism, most of them conducting their own meetings and con- 
ducting them in their own way. 


We had the good fortune to secure the assistance of Dr. 
Haudenschield. for five meetings. He conducted successful cam- 
piigns at Chandler, Douglas, Flagstaff, Gilbert and Mesa, which 
peru in most instances in a substantial increase in the member- 
ship. . 


REPORTS—DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


Sunday School Institutes—In April we had the good fortune to 
secure the services of Dr. Corley and Mrs. Rice for a tour of the 
district in Sunday School Institute work. Together with the 
superintendent and his wife these splendid workers visited _practi- 
cally every charge in the district. Their work was of the highest 
character, not only instructive but immensely inspirational. In 
almost every school a teacher training class was organized. 

_ Vacation Bible Schools—Vacation Bible Schools were conducted 
tor from four to six weeks at Phoenix, Bisbee, Douglas and Gilbert. 
The universal verdict was that they were very profitable. 


Epworth League Institutes—The seven Leagues in the Salt 
River Valley held two institutes and a third was held at Douglas, 
with representatives present from Bisbee, Wilcox and Tucson. They 
helped greatly in stimulating interest in the work of the Leagues. 


The Tucson League was also finely represented at Arroyo 
Grande by the president, Sheldon Dunlap, and one other. 


Building, and Miscellaneous Mention—In the matter of build- 
ing we have been compelled to postpone most of our projects. At 
Glendale a large part of the material for the superstructure is on 
the ground and most of it paid for. Bisbee has a-new site practi- 
caily paid for. David Roberts has finished 31 years of service in 
this Conference, 28 years within the bounds of the present Arizona 
Mission District. He desires to lay down the responsibilities of the 
pastorate and will ask for the retired relation. Clarkdale, S. J. 
Lindsay, pastor, got their building far enough along before the 
slump came so that with $1500 just received from the Centenary 
they will put the basement in condition for occupancy. At Needles 
$3,000 has been pledged, $2,100 of which has already been paid in. 
At Seligman, the church building has been refitted and made very 
attractive. 


Late in February Wm. C. Norcross, one of our most princely 
men received his crown. For five years he has done royal service 
in Arizona. The churches at Oatman and Clarkdale really owe 
their existence to the fact that he came to them at an opportune 


time; he practically laid his life on the altar at Creighton and the 
little church there is his monument. The dropping out of such a 
man makes a sad break in our ranks. 


W. H. Zook is proving to be a great fit in the delicate situa- 
tion at Flagstaff. As the seat of the Arizona Normai School this 


is a most important point. 
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C. L. York has had a very successful year at Winslow. The 
interior of the parsonage has been beautified, and it is now a very 
comfortable home for the pastor’s family. 

Holbrook was cut off from Winslow this year and made into 
a separate charge. That the experiment succeeded is a fine tribute 
to the pastor, Frank R. Speck, and his accomplished and tactful wife. 


T. H. Dodd holds the record for length for pastorate in our 
district. He has completed seven years at Kingman. His return 
is asked and if he shall go back he and his people will most urgent- 
ly invite Bishop Leonard to spend next Easter Sunday with them 
and to dedicate the best church in the district absolutely free of debt. 


Brother Andrews at Prescott has had the trying experience of 


‘seeing a large number of his best people leave because of the re- 


moval of the R. R. offices and shops. 


D. H. Reid and his devoted wife have rendered most faithful 
service at Tempe under peculiarly difficult-conditions. As the seat 
ot the Tempe Normal School, it is a most stragetic point, and 
our Board of Education should get behind Tempe with substan- 
tial help. 


Gilbert, G. W. Imel, pastor, under the inspiration of the pas- 
tor’s wife has the best Junior League in the district and one of 
the best anywhere. It was under the auspices of the Junior League . 
that the Vacation Bible School was put on and carried to a notable 
efficiency. 


Wilcox, N. F. Hoffpauir, pastor, has seemingly had more than 
its share of calamities. The removal of several of the leading 
workers, a bank failure and the general depression throughout the 
state have made it a very hard year. 


Tucson, A. F. Hasse, pastor, divides with Ajo the distinction 
of being the only charges in the district to pay more to the Cen- 
tenary than last year. 


McNeal, C. U. Prior, pastor, is one of our small rural points, 
but excellent work is being done. 
: C. W. Griffin, at Gadsden and Somerton, in the lower Yuma 
Valley, has cheerfully shared the hardships of his people, and of 
course has a large place in their hearts. 


_\Oatman is the one gold mining camp in the district, and is 
quite prosperous. 


While the work of the Yuma Indian Mission is not under my 
supervision I have had a chance to see much of the work, and I 
cannot refrain from speaking this word of recognition of the splen- 
did service of J. A. Crouch and wife. 


Douglas, Wilbur Fisk, pastor, has had a great year despite the 
fact that the smelters upon which a large part of the livelihood of 
the town depends have been closed for six months. Taking ad- 
vantage of the psychological situation occasioned by the financial 
depression, the pastor entered upon a campaign of systematic pas- 
tural visitation right in the month of August. As a result he took 
21 people into the church, 19 by letter and 2 into preparatory and 
later into full membership. 


Dr. Stavely at Phoenix has had a great year. He conducted his 
own evangelistic campaign with excellent results, and followed it 
with an eight weeks’ stewardship campaign, resulting in the en- 
rollment of a long list of Christian Stewards.

: Dr. Rogers is leading in a most important enterprise the build- 
ing of a great Deaconess Hospital. 


Because of the exodus of the people I doubt whether we will 
report as many members as a year ago. But they have simply gone 
elsewhere. Our Centenary offering will not be as large as last 
year. There will be more and heavier deficiences in self-support 
than last year. To keep our churches open next year there must 
be some doubling up of charges but because of our distances that 
will be difficult to do. But by God's help we are going to press the 
battle. We are not defeated. We will not fail. 


I must not close without recognizing the splendid work of our 
women. What would we do without the Ladies’ Aid Societies. 
Just now we cannot push the work of the Women’s Missionary 
Societies in the smaller charges. The home claims are too press- 
ing, but the time for that will soon come. 


Brethren, we are a great missionary field. You must help us 
in every way. We thank you for taking us to your hearts. You 
must give us of your very life blood. In the great industrial dis- 
tricts, and these really take in our state, we are being crushed be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones of the great economic mill. 
The world must be gotten upon a more righteous basis. We have 
been living on war too long, war between labor and capital, war be- 
tween races and classes, and war between nations. Let us see to it 
that November 11, 1921, is a new Armistice Day. The Commission 
on the reduction of Armament cannot end war, yet it can do a 
whole lot toward creating an atmosphere unfavorable to war. The 
world simply must get on the basis of Jesus Christ. “Blessed are 
the peacemakers!” When the time comes, as it will come, when 
the kingdoms of this world shall become the Kingdom of our Lord 
and of his Christ, then indeed they shall beat their spears into 
pruning hooks and their swords into plough shares, and they shall 
not learn war any more. As followers of the Prince of Peace it 
is our business to hate war, with an eternal hatred. LET US

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON CONFERENCE 
CLAIMANTS FUNDS 


With one reasonably successful year duly completed in the 
face of not a few difficulties and with a foundation of not less than 
Fifty-five Thousand Dollars ($55,000) in cash and good subscrip- 
tion for our Conference Endowment Fund, this Commission feels 
it may rightfully report progress, having had three full meetings 
of the Commission and numerous subsidiary consultations relative 
to all matters involved. The following recommendations are made 
to the Annual Conference without divided vote: 

Jl. That the Southern California Conference again re- 
affirms its favorable action of previous years in the 
interest of the Endowment Fund Campaign, continuing 
intact for the year ensuing the plans made at our last 
session pledging itself to an active prosecution of said 
plans as then adopted: 

2. That the Annual Conference request the reappointment 
of Rey. W. C. Loomis as the Executive Secretary and 
assure him of every needed help and co-operation. 

WHEREAS, it is the manifest judgment of the majority of the 
members of the Southern California Annual Conference that the 
continuance of the annuity funds known as the Annuity Endow- 
ment Funds is not for the greatest benefit to the largest number 
of the members of the Conference. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: 

First. That we hereby instruct the treasurer of this fund 
to discontinue receiving Annual Payments from the members of 
the Conference for this special fund and not receive any more con- 
tributions from others for its beneficiaries. 

Second. The treasurer is hereby authorized and instructed 
to pay cash, to the ministerial contributors at the earliest pos- 
sible date, all monies received from ministers as beneficiaries paid 
in annual assessments or special contributions in harmony with the 
conditions of the trust. 

Third. The remaining funds shall be kept in a separate ac- 
count from other endowment funds on the books and the annual 
income shall be reported in the annual minutes separately from all 
other funds in a similar manner to the A. M. Hough endowment 
funds for retired ministers. 
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Fourth. We hereby authorize and instruct the treasurer of 
the Conference to dispose of the income from all other funds for 
the benefit of all the retired ministers of the Conference, if 
his legal advisers shall assure him that such distribution shall not 
violate the conditions of the gifts so as to jeopardize these monies 
by legal claim which might be made hereafter by the original 
donors or their legal heirs. , 1% 

In conclusion the Commission recommends that in the inter- 
ests of efficiency, its personnel be left without change as far as 
possible.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT FUND 


Forty-three churches of the Pasadena District have been vis- 
ited. Four still remain to be canvassed. It has not been the 
fault of these pastors that their churches were not visited this 
year but rather the limitation of time and peculiar financial 
situations. The vote of the Conference to admit me to the 
churches at my convenience has been carried out to the letter. 
Your secretary has had the finest of courtesy from every pastor, 


I wish to express my hearty appreciation for the fine co-opera- 
tion of all the pastors. Also of the churches and official boards 
that have so willingly opened their churches to me in face of the 
fact that many times these churches were already overburdened 
with pledges. 

I would like also to say that the fine spirit of co-operation 
by the District Superintendent, W. L. Y. Davis could not have been 
excelled. Dr. J. B. Green has given brotherly co-operation and 
fatherly advice. I also wish to say a word of appreciation for the 
helpful atmosphere created by the retired preachers themselves. 
Tnese men have so lived in the various communities where they 
are now resting from their labors, that not a single word of criticism 
has come to my ears and their presence in the audience has always 
been helpful. The work of the year results in a total pledge 
of $54,605 on a five year basis. 

This is all money with the exception of $150 in Liberty Bonds 
and $800 in land. 

The amount due on these pledges to date is $7,615. 

The amount collected and turned to the treasurer J. B. Green 
was $9,482 or $1865 ahead of the amount due. 


__[ am informed that more than $500 has since been turned in 
with the pastors’ reports. 


The expense, outside of the Secretary’s salary, has been $561 
for the year. 

_ If I should continue this work I ask for your helpful sugges- 
tions and will expect a vote of the Conference similar to the one 
of last year opening the churches at my convenience. :

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


The Spanish-American Institute had its birth eight years ago, 
During the time of the Great War it made but little growth. 
Within the past two years there has been substantial advance so 
that now with additional buildings and furnishings it is fairly well 
equipped to do the work for which it was established. 

The large building known as Dining Hall, reported as 
under construction a year ago, has been completed. This build- 
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ing contains school rooms, dining rooms, kitchen, store room and. 
a faculty dormitory of eleven rooms. Macadam driveways and ce- 
ment walks have been constructed. 

In order to secure a sufficient domestic water supply, with 
pressure for fire protection, it became necessary to abandon the 
public water company’s service and obtain an ample pressure sup- 
ply from our own well. This necessitated an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $2,000 for concrete reservoir, steel tank, electric power 
pump and additional pipe lines. 

The year opened with a balance in bank of $1663. Receipts 
from all sources, including $10,000 borrowed at bank, were $60,962. 
Disbursements for current expense including salaries amounted to 
$33,477, and for Building Fund $27,282, leaving a balance on hand 
of approximately $1,865. After the usual annual audit a financial 
statement will be supplied to the pastors. 

The enrollment is now 75, “including nine in the Bible train- 
ing department, within a few days this will be increased to 80. 
By the expenditure of approximately $3,000 in fitting up another 
dormitory and in purchase of additional furniture 20 more stu- 
dents could be accommodated, increasing the enrollment to 100. 
We hope that very soon the necessary money can be obtained. 


With sincere regret the resignation of Dr. A. Ray Moore, as, 
Superintendent; has been accepted, and he returns to his chosen 
work of the pastorate. The new Superintendent, Mr. Chas. A. 
Robinson, has been most heartily welcomed. A graduate of the 
University of California; a teacher in the State Normal School at 
Santa Barbara; with a brief and successful business experience; 
accustomed to Christian activities and with-a love for boys Mr. 
Robinson is well, equipped for effective leadership. In the faculty 
also are men and women who with true missionary spirit and for 
love of the work have declined more lucrative positions in the 
public schools and elsewhere. 

The Institute has now not only a well organized academic de- 
partment, but is giving efficient instruction in printing, carpen- 
try and garden-farming. A commercial department has been added 
with the opening of the present school year. There is a growing 
interest in the Bible training department and an increasing appre- 
ciation of the invaluable service it renders to Mexican young men 
who are preparing to devote their lives to Christian ministry among 


their fellows.

SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


Your Committee desires to call the attention of the Church 
Leaders to the following needs of the hour: 


- The W. C. T. U., the Anti-Saloon League and kindred organi- 
zations are still in the great battle for righteousness and must have: 


the continued financial support of our people. We commend them 
and desire to nominate the Rev. L. T. Guild, as our representative 
on, the State Board of the Anti-Saloon League. 


Community Churches in those fields, chiefly rural, where a 
community program may be developed in the larger interests of 
the kingdom of God need our hearty support. Such churches may 
save us from unseemly denominational rivalries but we insist that 
they should: remain loyal to the Christ and denominational guid- 
ance and control. 


In these days when so many seem to have gone “amusement 
mad” it is important that Christians shall maintain high and 
wholesome standards of social life. Some of these forms of amuse- 
ment which have been condemned by our Church, in common with 
many sister churches, have crept into our homes, schools, and the 
lives of our people to such an extent that many "Christian leaders 
are. greatly alarmed at their pernicious influence upon our Young 


People. We look with hopeful interest toward the new office of 


ST 


“Director of Social and Recreational Life,” created by the last ‘ 
General Conference and urge upon our Pastors, Epworth Leagues - 


and Official Boards, the importance of selecting suitable persons 
for this office. We pledge our young people our most hearty 
co-operation in planning and establishing a wholesome social pro- 
gram in our churches to take the place of those forms of amuse- 
ments condemned by our discipline, Thus we hope to “oyercome 


evil with good” 
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It has been unquestionably demonstrated by the rigid test of 
science that the use of tobacco, and especially cigarettes, brings 
serious injuries to the body, mind and morals of our youth, and we 
pledge ourselves to discourage vigorously this destructive habit 
and will do our utmost to secure the enactment of laws to suppress 
its use on the part of minors. 


We call the attention of our people to the fact that the legis- 
lature of California, under the guise of restoring historical land- 
marks, the “Old Missions,” appropriated public funds to rebuild 
or repair the Roman Catholic churches, and that these bills were 
passed with little challenge. We call upon the State Federation 
of Churches to keep vigilant watch over legislation, in order to 
give full publicity to any attempt to appropriate public funds for 
sectarian purposes and pledge ourselves to oppose such attempts 
with all the resources at our command. 

One of the worst evils that has floated to us from across the 
waters is the European conception of Sunday observances as has 
been so forcibly brought to our.attention by the report of one of 
our District Superintendents. God was in dead earnest when he 
said “Remember the Sabbath day and keep it holy,” and he ex- 
pects us to take this commandment seriously. We do not ask our 
people to return to the old Israelitish mode of Sabbath observ- 
ance, nor to the old fashioned Puritan Sunday, altho a generation 
of such old New England Sundays might be a great blessing to 
our country. We do ask, however, that our pastors and people set 
ail their powers to work against the appalling wave of commer- 
cialized Sunday recreation. Sunday baseball games, barbecues, 
county fairs, motion pictures, and joy rides are not sins of the 
churchless crowds we regret to say, but many of our members 
are being swept into an unthinking participation of these desecra- 
tions of God’s Holy Law. Sunday is the laboring man’s rightful 
day of rest and the Christian man’s day of worship. God will not 
hold that home, church or nation guiltless who turns that day into 
one of unholy revel. 


Christian Leaders should make a greater use of the secular 
press in the interests of righteousness. The general attitude of 
the newspapers toward Prohibition, the Censorship of Movies and 
Legislation to protect the day of rest and worship is far from 
worthy and in many cases is detestable. To believe the news col- 
umns of our larger dailies it would appear that the majority of cit- 
izens are bootleggers or accomplices; that those desiring to pre- 
vent the assassination of our children’s characters by salacious pic- 
tures, are bigots; and that the churches are endeavoring to enact 
the laws of Leviticus in California. 


We urge our pastors and people to bring their influence to 
bear in order to correct such misrepresentation and to cause edi- 
tors and newspaper men in general to understand the reasonable- 
ness of our attitude, and to urge them to represent us more fairly. 
We further suggest that our Christian business men, and all pa- 
trons of the newspapers furnish news regarding church actiy- 
ities, and make an effort to influence the press to more wholesome 
policy. We believe that public morals are lowered by the con- 
tinual playing up of scandals, crime and the arousing of prejudice 
against our principles as above mentioned. And we further urge 
that whenever our people find the church sneered at and spoken 
slightingly of, and the ministry caricatured and misrepresented, 
in the press, or the movies, they should protest vigorously and 
follow it up by the withdrawal of patronage if persisted in. 
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We call attention to this because it appears that a persistent prop- 
aganda is on for the purpose of discrediting the prohibition law, 
of preventing needed Sabbath legislation, and of discrediting the 
Christian churches and diminishing the influence of their minis- 
CEy.2

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


A brief review of the work of the Deaconess Home in Los 
Angeles for the past year will show that each Deaconess has tried 
to faithfully perform her every duty in her field of labor, and is 
fulfilling the mission to which she has been called. 


There has been progress along all lines of work. Seven parish 
workers have ministered to churches in Los Angeles, Pasadena, 
Bakersfield, and the Mexican Churches in Santa Paula and Rivera. 
These women have visited the sick and shut-ins, helped the needy 
and given much time to the work with the children. In the Mexi- 
can churches, a very practical program of home-making, Ameri- 
canization and Christianization has been carried out. 
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Deaconesses acting as Travelers’ Aid have met 5173 trains 
and rendered assistance to 5689 persons. 

The Deaconess Friendly House, located near the Church of 
All Nations, and having for its parish the most neglected part of 
our city, has had a busy year. Kitchen, garden, sewing and cook- 
ing classes have been held, boys’ and girls’ clubs organized with a 
total attendance of 2272 little folk to play. Several older girls 
were given music lessons. The Saturday clothes sales, are still 
helping many poor people to be comfortably and respectably 
clothed, and has increased the “Emergency Fund” as well. 

Our Deaconess at San Pedro stays faithfully at her post, help- 
ing many a bewildered voyager. The Japanese Home with its 
Deaconess Superintendent, has been abundant in good works. (See 
reports elsewhere of these two.) 

The Rest Home has been a real haven of rest’ to many of our 
workers; and several outside our own Conference have been ac- 
commodated for short periods. 

Miss Steele, who retired last fall, was translated on July 18, 
1921, after an illness covering several months. Her labors here are 
ended but her works do follow her. : 

Our beloved Superintendent, Miss Isabel Leitch, who ha§ la- 
bored so faithfully for seven years, building up the work, strength- 
ening the weak places, and. giving herself wntiringly to the task 
, dear to her heart, has been ill the. entire year but kept up till 
Thanksgiving day, and even after being confined to her room: di- 
rected the affairs of the Home for five months, and has had gen- 
eral supervision to present date. She is now having an extended 
rest at Upland, California. 

_In all aepartments last year there were: 9582 calls made; 1720 
pieces of literature distributed; 2709 meetings attended; 277 méet- 
ings addressed; 149 letters and postals written; 5689 persons helped 
by the Travelers’ Aid; 1381 persons given religious instruction, 617 
children taught in industrial classes; 297 families and 153 persons 
were given material help; 113 . persons were found employment; 
supplies were distributed to the value of $1094.51 and $1001.43 in 
cash were used. 

The Deaconess Home is valued at $8,000 and the Deaconess 
Rest Home $5,000. The receipts for the past year for carrying on 
the work were $7,167.85. The disbursements were $6,672.32, leaving 
a balance on hand of $579.37. ;

SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


One of the notable developments of the past year, is the new 
place that the Sunday School and its program of religious educa- 
tion is assuming in the Southern California Conference. There are 
a number of things ihat give every evidence to this growth. 

1. There is a deepening consciousiness on the part of Pastors 
and laymen of the fundamental and immediate importance and 
need of Religious Education. 

_ 2. Ali reports show a definite increase in both the enrollment 
and attendance of the Sunday Schools. 

3. A new type of building is being provided to meet School 
needs. Old buildings are being remodeled to fill the demand. 

. There is improvement in the organization of Sunday 
ae especially as regards the extension of the closely graded 
plan. 

5. Leadership training has taken a forward-step. Classes in 

-the Sunday School are providing future leaders. The present lead- 

ers and workers are being developed. Standard Training Courses, 
-Summer Schools of Religious Education, Community Training 
Schools are all gaining favor. 

6. The demand for extended time for religious instruction 

“as evidenced in the remarkable growth of the Daily Vacation Bible 
School augurs well for the coming work of Week Day Religious 
Education. ; 

7. There has been a decided increase in the number of full- 
“time Directors of Religious Education employed. ;

ers to vigorously seek to bring the last school in the Conference 
up to this standard before Conference meets next year. d

ance of our Sunday School and Religious Educational prograin, 
we give close heed to the suggestions that from time to time come 
from those who have matters in charge, incorporating them, as cir- 
cumstances may permit, into our local programs and in every way 
vossible to co-operate with our Conference Superintendent and the 
Conference Sunday School Board as it shall be appointed, to the 
end that throughout the Southern California Conference there may 
be developed more and more an ideal attitude toward the children 
and youth whom we expect to be the church of tomorrow.

EDUCATION 


Our University continues its remarkable success. This year 
there is a larger enrollment than ever. With more than 2000 
registered in the College of Liberal Arts, 700 in the College of Mu- 
sic, 500 in the College of Law, and 450 in the College of Com- 
merce and Business, administration indications are that the entire 
enrollment of students will reach 6000. 


The outstanding feature of the year has been the completion 
and dedication of the George Finley Bovard Auditorium, and Ad- 
ministration building. The Dedication exercises took place June 
1920. Eminent speakers, representing various educational insti- 
tutions throughout the United States, were present, and notable 
addresses were delivered. The new building is considered by ex- 
perts to be one of the most artistically beautiful monuments to 
Christian Education in the United States. It has added 27 class 
rooms to the former equipment, and has temporarily relieved the 
cramped conditions of last year. The most noteworthy features 
of the building is the Bovard Auditorium, with its two balconies 
and a seating capacity of 2000. The new Auditorium has made 
possible the new chapel services. Liberal Arts students are now 
required to attend Chapel services on Tuesday and Thursday. 
Pres. Bovard and the trustees deserve unstinted credit for pushing 
the building to completion. It was constructed during when ma- 
terials were almost unobtainable and there was difficulty with 
almost every form of strike and walkout. 


_ The report of the Treasurer and Comptroller shows that in 
spite of largely increased expenses the University is living within 
its means. A definite campaign for additional funds will have to 
be started within the near future to enable us to take advantage 
of our opportunity. 


We must plan for a greater and still greater University. No 
one of the great schools of our Methodism has achieved such 
great results with so grave limitations. God keep us that our 
faith may watch our opportunity. 


We reiterate anew the supreme importance of maintining and 
promoting vital religion throughout the entire institution May 
Christ fill our entire University with his spirit. ° :

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Your Committee heartily endorses the Towner-Sterling Bill, 
known in the prior session of Congress as the Smith-Towner Bill, 
which provides for the creation of a national Department of Edu- 
cation and we urge its adoption by Congress at an early date. 


The church most earnestly seek the development of a robust 
type of Christian life among her young people. Here is our super- 
lative opportunity. Let the Epworth League be made more effi- 
cient. Let the Sunday School with its expanding program of ef- 
ficiency, be an arm of increasing strength to the church. But back 
of these agencies of the church is the Home as the central place 
of power in the life of youth. Every pressure at our command 
should be brought to bear to impress parents with the sense of ob- 
ligation for the religious training of their children. We commend to 
our Churches the Disciplinary provision for the social and recre- 
ational life of our young people. 


_We record our satisfaction in the expansion in buildings and 
equipment of the Spanish-American institute and bespeak for the 
Institute new friends and additional gifts as it tries to meet the 
needs of the rapidly increasing Spanish-American population.

A year ago, Ezra A. Healy, upon his own initiative, requested 
that he be relieved from the active Deanship of Maclay School of 
Theology, and that his successor be elected by the Trustees. That 
request has been complied with. We honor ourselves today in the 
honor and affection which we shower upon this noble leader of 
our school of the Prophets. 

Throughout two decades he has impressed his unique Chris- 
tian personality upon the youth of our University, for seven years 
as Pastor of the University Church and for fourteen years as the 
Dean of Maclay. 

Dean Healey was appointed to Maclay when the Institution 
had been in abeyance for several years. There was neither curicu- 
lum, equipment, nor students; now he turns over to his successor a 
full fledged Theological school, destined to rank with the best of 
Methodism. Since 1907, fifty students have been graduated from 
its classes. Eighty men of our Conference are graduates or for- 
mer students of the school. 


A tabulation of the study courses, students graduated and en- 
rolled, faculty members and equipment would afford the barest 
outline of Dean Healy’s achievements. His abiding mark and in- 
fluence are made up of ineffaceable instructions, impressions, sug- 
gestions, inspirations upon the character, thought, preaching, and 
ministerial conduct of Christian workers, throughout our Confer- 
ence, the mission fields of the world. A former student of his 
write: “A strain of the spirit of St. John, the mystic, of St. Paul 
the theologian, of Chrysoston, the preacher, unite in this gentle 
stalwart, clear thinking, forward looking Father among us whom 
our hearts would prompt us to canonize St. Ezra as we ask our 
Bishop to appoint him Dean Emeritus of Maclay School of The- 


ology.” 
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In succession to Dean Healy, the Trustees unanimously elected: 
the Rev. John F. Fisher, D.D., Dean of Maclay. The wisdoin of their 
choice is being exemplified. Dr. Fisher is finely fitted by train- 
ing and experience for his task, and has begun his work with tact 
and vigor. 

Mrs. Lena Leonard Fisher has been elected to the Chair of 
Christian Missions, and brings to the University a notable acces- 
sion of vision and strength. 

It was his anxiety concerning the finishing of the Adininistra- 
tion building, in addition to the already heavy duties and responsi- 
bilities of the Presidency which caused President Bovard to suifer 
a very serious break in his health in April, 1921. His family physi-. 
cian was very insistent upon his taking at least six months rest.., 
The Trustees offered the President a six months’ leave of absence, 
during which time the University current affairs were. guided by an 
Administrative Committee consisting of Lester B. Rogers, Dean 
of the School of Education, J. H. Montgomery, Registrar, and W. 
B. Bovard, Comptroller, President Bovard very gratefully accepted. 
the six months’ leave, but returned to duty several weeks prior 
to leaving in order to make certain adjustments with the new Com- 
mittee. He then informed the Committee of the Board of Trustees 
which communicated to him the sympathy and best wishes of the 
Board, together with a notice of the leave of absénce, that he felt 
it was for the best interests of the University that a new President 
be secured at the earliest possible moment who should shoulder the. 
heavy load which he himself felt unable to carry in the aggressive 
manner necessitated by the wonderful opportunities just ahead ‘of 
the University. It should be clearly understood that Pres. Bovard’s 
request that he be retired originated with himeslf and entirely upon. 
his ‘own initiative. The reason assigned by him: was not the con 
serving of his health, but rather the promotion of the interests: 
of the University. 


Happily, under the blessing of God, he is making good recovery’ 
of health and strength, and expects to be so well at the end of six 
months leave that he will as President-Emeritus be active in the 
campaigns for funds and serve in an advisory capacity on the var-. 
ious committees to which he may be appointed by the Trustees.:

Then the annual income was $21,360—now it is $321,000. 


Then the receipts from tuition were $9,997—now they are. 
$220,000. 

Then the total assets of the school were $373,000—now they 
are $1,893,000: 

“It is obvious that a man who could accomplish such results 
should be spoken about; it equally is obvious how impossible it is’ 
that he should be spoken about adequately. phe 
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ciait But: the outstanding fact is clear; year after year, under his 
careful administration and guided by his masterful personality, the 
oop has steadily grown, and carried forward its magnificent 
work. 

: Courageous, patient, wise, farseeing,—rarely skilled in admin- 
istration, undismayed by meagre resources, making one dollar do 
the work of ten, firm when others wavered, courageous when others 
feared, he has walked bravely up a steep and difficult way. 

We cannot tell him what we and the church owe him: we do 
assure him of our pride in him and in his work, of our gratitude 
and our love. 

Blessings be upon Pres. Bovard for his magnificent record of 
service—blessings from earth and blessings from the skies.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON FINANCE 
REPORT NO. 1 


The General Conference of 1916, by Section 328 of the Disci- 
pline of that year, provides an ALTERNATIVE plan for handling 
certain items of Ministerial support and authorized the creation in 
each Conference of a COMMISSION ON FINANCE. 

For the purpose of unifying the Conference and of equalizing 
the salaries of the District Superintendents, this Conference in 
1916 adopted that ALTERNATIVE plan and created this Com- 
mission, which was consequently organized in October 1916 and has 
been operative since that date. 


During the first year of the existence of the Commission, it 
assumed jurisdiction over only those items of ministerial support 
given it by the Discipline; that is, Bishop’s support, Conference 
Claimants, and District Superintendents’ support. 


Prior to the organization of the Commission, each District 
through the District Stewards, fixed the salary of the District 
Superintendent and made its own apportionment. The result was 
a different salary for each Superintendent and a different appor- 
tionment in each District. Furthermore, there resulted no regular 
systematic meeting of these apportionments, and consequently, no 
suggestion or reflex influence on the local church and people to 
care for their own j:astor’s salary in the same systematic and regu- 
lar way. 

The splendid response of the Conference to this ALTERNA- 
TIVE plan and the splendid results obtained demonstrated the 
feasability of broadening the work of the Commission by making 
the office of the Commision the office to which all benevolent funds, 
both local and disciplinary should be sent. 


The 1917 session of this Conference authorized the above broad- 
ened work of the Commission and designated a treasurer of this 
Commission as the treasurer to receive and forward these funds. 

Since the creation by the last General Conference of the Coun- 
cil of Benevolent Boards and the consequent organization within it 
of the Committee on Conservation and Advance with a splendid 
office at Chicago equipped for handling and collecting Centenary 
funds, it seemed wise and was therefore ordered by the Annual 
Conference of 1920 that the office of this Commission receive and 
distribute only the items of ministerial support and local benevo- 
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lences, leaving the collection of all Centenary funds and disciplinary 
benevolences to the Committee on Conservation and Advance at 
Chicago. ; 

In view of the fact that the last General Conference made it 
mandatory that all Conference claims shall be met in full and as 
these claims cannot be known until near the close of the Conference, 
this Commission recommends that the report of the Conference 
stewards be accepted and the amount recommended by them be 
apportioned to the Conference for Conference Claimants. 

REPORT NO. 2 : 

It is the recommendation of the Commission that the apportion- 
tionment for the M. & E. Society be fixed at Thirty (30) cents per 
member. ; 

REPORT NO. 3 

It is the recommendation of the Commission that the appor- 
tionment on the Conference for the expenses of this Commission 
be fixed at Three (3) cents per member. 

REPORT NO. 4 

It is the recommendation of the Commission that the apportion- 
ment on the Los Angeles District for the Los Angeles City Mis- 
sionary Society be the same as last year. 

REPORT NO. 5 

It is the recommendation of this Commission that the request 
of Three (3) cents per member for the State Church Federation 
be continued the coming year. 

REPORT NO. 6 

For the past several years this Conference has shown its in- 
terest in caring for the religious welfare of the Methodist students 
at the State University at Berkeley by contributing to the support 
of an assistant pastor at the seat of that institution. There has 
recently been located in Los Angeles a southern branch of the Uni- 
versity of California having about four thousand students to which 
the struggling Melrose Avenue Church will be called upon to 
minister. In this, that church will probably ask some financial 
help from the Conference. In view of the above, together with 
the demands of. our own University of Southern California for a 
similar ministery, there was some feeling in our Commission that 
this Conference should for the next year be relieved from making 
any contribution for the Berkeley pastor. Your Commission makes 
no recommendation as to this matter. :

_ The new unfinished building of the Arizona Deaconess Hos- 
pital and Home is well located in Phoenix on an attractive five 
acres of ground. 


In the old building we are caring for only a few of the great 


numbers of sick who come to Arizona for health reasons, because 
we are limited for room.

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: We are fortunate in securing as Superintendent Miss Mary 
Burns of Bozeman, Montana, who has given the very best service. 

On the new building we have spent $117,000 and it will take 
more than an additional $100,000 to finish and equip it. 

_We have just finished paying a mortgage of $45,000 held 
against our property and a percentage of our subscriptions. 

The lifting of this mortgage clears our property and puts us 
out of danger and was made possible by the sale of a piece of 
property secured in Phoenix some years ago. 


We can probably mortgage again for $75,000 as we have been 
promised a loan of that amount on certain conditions, but in order 
to do so we must have enough in good subscriptions to assure 
the completion of the building. 


Long staple cotton, to which the people of Salt River Valley 
have devoted their land and energies for the past few years, at 
present has no value to the producer and it is next to impossible 
to collect old subscriptions or to get new’ ones. No one doubts 
the need of a great Hospital such as we are building. 


Methodism is awaking to the possibilities of doing the work of 
the Kingdom through her Hospitals.

REPORT OF METHODIST HOSPITAL 


The Methodist Hospital of Southern California-is now closing 
its sixth year in its present building which has a capacity of one 
hundred and twenty beds. In these six years nearly eighteen 
thousand patients have been our guests. Over five thousand have 
been turned away on account of space to accommodate them. The 
past year 3208 patients were admitted, 1269 received medical care, 
1448 surgical operations performed, 491 babies were born, and 
37,190 days of service rendered. This service is given to the sick 
without regard to race, creed, or pecuniary circumstances. No 
worthy patient is ever refused admission, unless the resources of 
the hospital have been exhausted. A trained Social Service Worker 
secures expert medical and surgical care for the needy and they 
are rendered assistance and kept under observation until they are 
able to return to their employment. In this way the institution 
has done work to the cash value of $11,000, this year, making a 
total of $36,000 during the three years I have acted as Field Sec- 
retary. In this work we have had the splendid co-operation of 
County Charities, Out-Door Relief, the City Nursing Division, the 
Maternity Cottage, and various clinics and private organizations 
of the City. First Church Pasadena has an endowed bed for this 
splendid work. 


The Bethesda Room for the Ministers of this Conference is 
now fully endowed. The gift of ten thousand dollars by the Rev. 
S. J. Carroll, D. D., a member of this Conference, makes it pos- 
sible for me to make this announcement at this time. In addi- 
tion to this Doctor Carroll has pledged ten thousand dollars for 
another room to meet the needs of this growing Conference. The 
gift will surely be appreciated, coming as it does from a retired 
member of our own body, and given, as it is, in memory of his 
sainted Mother. The ministers’ wives fund will supplement this 
zift in a way that will make it possible for our elect helpmates 
to receive every possible assistance in this Christian home. 
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We began the fiscal year with $47.04, and we closed it with all 
bills--paid and a cash balance of $4,062.62. The total receipts 
amounted to $254,155.73. We have on hand $25,856.00 in securities, 
and our balance at the bank today was $17,715.39. 


In the will of the late Milton Laforest Williams of Miami, 
Florida, the hospital was bequeathed the sum of ten thousand. dol- 
lars. The administrator lives in Salem, Massachusetts, and the 
bequest was paid with Canadian Government Bonds. We also 
received a half interest in sixty acres of land in Minnesota, and 
two hundred and fifty dollars in cash from the Estate of Helen 
Cusick whose home was in Miami, Florida. 

We are in process of settlement of one thousand dollars left 
us which also has an interesting history. The hospital has assets 
valued at $350,000 upon which it has outstanding first mortgage 
bonds amounting to $75,350, it has annuities amounting to $34,250 
which are for the most part issued to persons who have reached 
three score and ten years. Our anniity bonds have been reduced 
$2,500 this year on account of deaths. 


This year we sold our small X-Ray plant and installed a new 
plant at a cost of $4,000, so that we now have one of the best X- 
Ray plants on the Pacific Coast. Improvements in the engine room 
and sub-basement amounting to $3,700 have been made, and the 
Pharmacy and linen room have been remodeled at a cost of $500. 
Our Laundry began operating in December and is saving a few 
hundred dollars each month, and the linen is being better cared for 
than is possible in a public laundry. 


We have paid off two mortgages on the site of the Nurses’ 
Home which amounted to $4,500, so that we now have that prop- 
city free of all encumbrance, and in addition to the hospital prop- 
erties, we have a home, only a few blocks from this church, which 
is valued at $5,000 and it also is free from debt. The Training 
School has sixty-five student nurses. There were sixteen gradu- 
ates at the commencement in May. The high standard of the 
school is evidenced by the fact that our graduate nurses take 
first rank in the State examinations. 


Owing to the fact that many hospitals are closing their Train- 
ing Schools for lack of students, the Methodist Hospital of South- 
ern California is to be congratulated in having more applications 
than it could take care of at this time—a splendid compliment to 
the. school. 


These splendid young women, who for the most part come 
irom christian homes, have kept the work running smoothly and 
successfully inside the hospital in giving themselves to the 3208 
patients who have received their Christlike ministry. 

Small gifts this year amount to $736.80. 


In closing this, my third year as Field Secretary, I desire 
to mention a few of the things that engaged our attention. 
The first thing to confront me was the refunding of the bonded 
debt amounting to eighty thousand dollars, which was done at the 
expense of $350.- At: that time we reduced our bonds $4,650 ‘and 
paid off a note-of $5,000. We have paid off mortgages and notes 
to the amount of $22,150; purchased a site for a nurses’ home at 
a cost of $11,575; built a laundry at a cost of $16,000; installed a 
new X-Ray plant at a cost of $4,000. Improvements also amount= 
ing to. $5,000 administered assistance to those in need to ‘thé 
amount-of $35,000; completed the Reynolds Memorial “Fund ‘to ‘the 
amount of $2,500; secured the release of the: endowment for free 
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service to the ministers and the dependent members of their fami- 
lies, and a pledge of ten thousand dollars more for the same pur- 
pose; secured the gifts of the $25,856 in bonds which we now hold, 
and also the $5,000 home on West Jefferson Street, and the half 
interest in the sixty acres of land in Minnesota. Secured the writ- 
ing in a will of $5,000 to endow a Ward bed—a matter which I 
am not permitted to disclose at this time, and the ten thousand by 
Mrs. Julues Brow which was announced today. We have treated 
9200 patient, and kept a Social Service Worker in the field the 
Past two years. Much of my time has been devoted to details 
which required attention, but has had nothing to do with getting 
rioney. I have travelled nearly sixty thousand miles, attended 
forty director’s meetings spoke at hundreds of meetings. The 
total sum of gifts, annuities, bequests, donations, subscriptions to 
our work for the three years amount to $81,000. We came throughh 
the war, and the epidemic of the Flu, and through a year of much 
needed co-operation. 


We have few institutions in Methodism that can show a bet- 
ter record. Dr Davis of the Board of Hospitals & Homes is re- 
svonsible for the statement that we have one of three or four 
of the best hospitals in the entire church. He J. Hartsell. 


THE LATIN AMERICAN MISSION 


From Pole to Pole is the missionary direction taken this year. 
The Sacramento American Center in “Old First,” taken over by the 
Mission, is 650 miles from the two new out-stations over the border 
below Calexico, The King Eternal has been leading on in the first 
really solid gains among the Portuguese, the Italians and the Fil- 
ipinos. 

Latin San Francisco is being taken by storm. The Friendly 
Center there marks another advance in its successful co-operation 
with the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 

Outstanding new movements are seen in the Plaza Gospel Team 
and the Santa Ana Mexican Glee Club, both operating in a stirring 
way in both Mexican and American churches. The Bible Training 
Department of the Spanish American Institute and the Workers’ 
Training Department at the Plaza Community Center are estab- 
lished strongly. The appointment of W. T. Gilliland as super- 
intendent of the Plaza Community Center, and the plan to immed- 
iately proceed with the building of the first unit of the Plaza Church 
are notable steps at the center of our whole enterprise. ; 

_ We rejoice in the Faculty Dormitory and Dining Hall completed 
at the Spanish American Institute, the large W. H. M. S. under- 
taking in the needed new building begun at Francis DePauw, the 
new churches we have completed by Centenary and local aid at 
San Fernando and Long Beach, the parsonages at Calexico and 
Long Beach, the new properties acquired at Stanton, Newman, 
Westminster, and Wilson Street, Los Angeles (Italian). * 


~, Our 54. workers in 48 preaching stations on 22 circuits during 
nine, months held 7,783 services, welcoming 89,053 worshippers; 
made 48,039 visits to the people, reaching more than 15,685 souls, 
winning 650 to. Christ and 150 into church membership and 1616 
new adherents. ° Seventeen of our 22 circuits got all-star records 
in their yearly Centenary quotas during nine months between our 
two last sessions of the Mission. Total giving was over $5,000,

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REPORT OF THE PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 
to the 4 
46TH SESSION OF THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
Los Angeles, California, October 6, 1921 


For all that is contained in this report we wish to express 
our humble gratitude to God for His guidance and to our bretheren 
for their co-operation, our Bishop, committeemen, members of 
the Conference, and laymen. 

The Pacific Palisades Association is the youngest child among 
the institutions of the Southern California Annual Conference 
and is glad to report itself among its older brothers and sisters. 
Two years ago you named a Ways and Means Committee, con- 
sisting of the District Superintendents, five pastors, and the Direc- 
‘urs of the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly, for the purpose 
of locating and establishing an assembly center adequate to the 
growing needs of the great Southwest. The undersigned was ap- 
pointed as superintendent of the enterprise under the direction of 
this Committee. A year ago we reported to you an outline plan 
of such an institution, providing for the merging of the Hunting- 
ton Beach Methodist Assembly into it in the event that a new 
site should be selected during the ensuing year. 


We come now to report the fulfilment of your instructions. 
A new site has been selected and purchased, the new organization 
incorporated, and the functions and the properties merged. Hence 
we bring one comprehensive report covering our activities which 
may be presented for convenience under the following heads: 
Religious Activities, Huntington Beach Properties, New’ Site, 
New Corporation, Property Merger, Future Plans. 

Religious Activities—On a temporary site at Santa Monica 
Canyon we held a series of very profitable summer gatherings 
for our own and other denominations. Many have expressed them- 
selves as believing that the spiritual returns from our own Epworth 
League Institute and Camp Meeting have never been greater than 
this year. The Institute was not so large in numbers as some 
other years, due to uncertainties as to the number who could be 
entertained, but our Epworthians have never been more profoundly 
moved for service in the Kingdom than they were at this session. 

The Camp Meeting service, under the leadership of the Naftz- 
ger Evangelistic Party of Indiana, was a time of great spiritual 
refreshment. The special services of Dr. Thomas O. Grieves, of 
our Westlake Church, should be mentioned. Through his leader- 
ship at the morning devotional hour, the music and general acti- 
vities of the meeting, he endeared himself to all who attended. 

The business of the season was so well conducted by Mr. 
Charles Hoss as to show a small profit on operations. 


One result of the summer session was to turn the heart of 
Southern California Methodism to the Santa Monica region, and 
we believe today that our people feel it is their own. They al- 
ready love it for its natural beauties which are not excelled any- 
where in the world, and already there is a widespread aspiration 
among them to build there a City unto God. 


New Site—Our summer meetings were held on a small tem- 
porary site purchased and re-sold during the year. We have 
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often been asked why this property was not retained. The answer 
is that it is not so situated as to be developed as a part of our 
large permanent site. It was bought and sold at a considerable 
Profit, but it was chiefly profitable to us as business strategy, as it 
was the purchase of this small tract which opened up the way for 
us to secure the larger one at a very favorable price. 


Our large site was purchased May 19, 1921, constituting 1068 
acres, the average price being $618 per acre. Since then a very 
valuable portion of land at the beach front has been added to it, 
making the average price for the total 1100 acres of land a fraction 
less than $660 per acre. 


We believe ourselves to be very fortunate in this purchase, 
as a number of leading bankers and financiers of Southern Cali 
fornia have valued it at twice that sum in its present undeveloped 
state and assure us that developed under our plan it should con- 
servatively produce in excess of three million dollars. 


This will not seem excessive when we are reminded that it is 
capable of subdivision into two thousand or more individual 
lots, that it is so located that a fifteen mile air line circle from the 
center of Los Angeles runs through the middle of it, that it is in 
the direct path of the most rapid and high class residential devel- 
opment of the city, through the Wilshire and Hollywood Districts, 
and that two of the great highways of Southern California now 
under construction are to pass through the land. 


We have paid $150,000 on the purchase of this land, plus the 
interest to September Ist, and have funds subscribed to provide 
the $50,000 payment due December Ist., of this year, after which 
time, payments are at the rate of $25,000 per quarter. 


If the acid test of the interest that people have in anything is 
the amount they will pay into it, we have good ground for saying 
that the Christian people of Southern California are greatly in- 
crested in the Pacific Palisades, for within ninety days from the 
time of purchase of our land $275,000 had been subscribed toward 
it under our Founders Certificate plan, Since September lst, an 
additional $25,000 has been subscribed under the Convertible Invest- 
ment Note plan. By this plan we hope during the next few months 
to provide sufficient funds to have the property under deed and 
to be in a position to give an unqualified permanent lease to those 
who will wish to have permanent homes or seasonal residences 
at the Pacific Palisades. 

From the deep interest indicated by people not only in South- 
ern California but clear across the continent in our properties, we 
are convinced that within a year or two we can dispose of enough 
of our lots to have our whole property clear and a substantial 
amount provided for permanent buildings and equipment. : 

Incorporation—Having secured this site, we _ proceeded to 
incorporate an institution to carry out the general plan which we 
reported to you last year. The Articles of Incorporation were 
filed August 9, 1921, and at the close of this report I shall ask 
the privilege of reading the Articles of Incorporation and the By- 
Laws, subsequently adopted, for your approval. 

Attorney S. W. Odell, in consultation with Attorney W. M. 
Bowen, has prepared these documents for us after a careful study 
of similar documents of Ocean Grove, Lake Chautauqua, and a 
number of the great institutions of this character in the East, 
adapting ours to the requirements of the Statutes of the State of 


California. 
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The present Trustees and the officers regard themselves. as 
temporary and propose to voluntarily resign in groups, electing 
their successors from among those whom this Conference will 
nominate, that the permanent organization shall be clearly under 
Conference direction. 


Property and Merger—Having thus incorporated, we applied to 
the Court of Orange County for a merger of the property interests, 
which was granted September 16, 1921. Subsequently all of the 
indebtedness, contracts, obligations, and personal property of the 
Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly have been assigned to the 
new corporation. ; 

Our attention has been called to the fact that when the ques- 
tion of organizing the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly was 
before the Conference in 1905, there was a discussion and certain 
resolutions were passed regarding the form of incorporatiom 
and disposition of the property, naming the Superannuate Fund 
to receive the proceeds when the institution should be dis-incor- 
oorated. 


Your Joint Ways and Means Committee has carefully investi- 
gated the matter and believe that it would be a proper thing, 
zt this time, when the new corporation has just been organized, 
continuing the same kind of work as the Huntington Beach Metho- 
dist Assembly only with a broader scope, to recognize the interests 
of the Superannuate Fund by a provision that a specific sum or 
percentage of the net proceeds be devoted to that cause at any 
time in the future when our Conference may see fit to discontinue 
this institution, as provided for in the Articles of Incorporation. 


We therefore recommend that the Conference Board of Trus- 
tees appoint a Committee of three to meet with a like committee 
from the Pacific Palisades Association, said committee to prepare 
an equable agreement on this matter which shall be effective when 
accepted by the respective bodies. 


Future Plans—In all our plans your Joint Committee has 
thought not only of the present needs of our own Church and. the 
various Christian and educational agencies of the great Southwest, 
but we have focused our attention at a point two decades from now 
and tried to visualize the vast opportunities and responsibilities 
of these unfolding years. We believe southwestern America is 
scarcely past its pioneering stage. Its measureless natural re- 
sources in agriculture, minerals, fuel and power supply, its indus 
trial, commercial and financial greatness are just beginning to 
unfold. The tides of humanity from the ends of the earth are 
converging here, and leaders of all lines of human activity are 
recognizing that with a startling rapidity southwestern America 
is becoming one of the world’s greatest centers of population and of 
power. ‘ 


_ The meaning of this to spiritual leaders is that all Christian 
institutions must enlarge and strengthen themselves if there shall 
go out from this region in the coming decades a dominant influence 
for the Kingdom of God among the peoples of the Pacific Basin, 
which. is the clearly designated arena for the greatest human 
events of the centuries just before us. 


Pacific Palisades aspires to fill her place in this great program 
as,a. center of: Christian homes and Christian cultural activities, so 
that it may be truthfully said of her on the Pacific seaboard, fifty 
years from now, as one of our own far visioned leaders has often 
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said relative to old Ocean Grove, that for half a century she has 
wielded a greater influence for God and righteousness than any 
“ther single institution of our own or any other church, 


; We believe that the prophetic spirit of every Methodist preach- 
er will catch this vision of spiritual responsibilities and possibili- 
ties of the great Southwest, that vast empire lying west of the 
Rocky Mountains comprising New Mexico, Southern Colorado and 
Utah, Arizona and California. This will shortly be the homeland 
of many millions of human beings. Let others think of the money 
value of their coming in business, industry, commerce and property; 
but-let us remember the value of their souls and that the very 
conditions that bring them here will turn their eyes and thoughts 
to Los Angeles, the Metropolis. 


Out from the heated inland valleys the people will pour in 
the summer season, seeking recreation and the cool sea air. We 
should capitalize these conditions to make the summer life of 
Christian people in the Southwest an asset in their spiritual cul- 
tire rather than a liability against the work of the other months 
of the year, which it must be so long as our people scatter at 
such times to resorts which are operated primarily for financial 
profit and usually by those who are willing to exploit human weak- 
nesses and folly. Who can measure the spiritual value through 
the years of gathering our people at these times in a community 
controlled by Christian ideals, where they may hear the voices of 
the world’s leadership in all that pertains to Christian evangelism 
and culture? 

While the great American southwest is our home base, our 
special sphere of influence is the Pacific Basin. All Latin America, 
Japan, China and India, and the islands of the sea are to receive 
in the future their strongest impact from Christian civilization 
through the channel of southwestern America. Missions is more 
than ever the big business of the world, and Pacific Palisades has 
a service to perform as a recruiting station, a training center, a 
furlough and retirement point of Pacific Basin missions. 

- We have not mentioned what such a Christian haven would 
mean to multitudes of tourists who seek this salubrious climate 
from the East, Middle West, and Canada, but we believe that 
the spiritual value of the service to be rendered to them alone 
would-justify this great project as a part of the program of the 
Kingdom. 

Pacific Palisades plans to be all which similar institutions in 
the East have been, and at least one thing more,—a permanent 
Christian residential community.. Climate and location have made 
‘his impossible elsewhere; they all but necessitate it here. Think 
what it will mean for a year round population of from fifteen to 

‘twenty-five thousand people to live under the protection of this in- 
Stitution. The mind of man has not yet devised a better method 
of guaranteeing the permanence of Christian ideals in a com- 
munity than that worked out at old Ocean Grove, whereby these 
ideals are embodied in a set of rules, which rules are made a con- 
dition of the tenure of the land. This privilege will be of incal- 
c:ulable value to thousands of Christian families in the coming years 
who ‘will make their homes at Pacific Palisades and have their 
business. in the great city of which it is a part. ; 

You will agree that this institution is not local or in competi- 
uon with any institution which performs one or more of these 
functions in a locality, but its interests are general and touch 
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every Christian individual, home, and institution in this vast region. 

Brethren, if these things be true, as we believe they are, one 
thing is supremely necessary to turn the possibilities into realities, 
—-the co-operation of every Methodist preacher. Without this the 
tasx will be long and difficult; with it we cannot fail, and success 
will come soon. 


Pacific Palisades is different from any other project we have 
ever undertaken in this, that it does not depend upon the gifts 
of our people but upon their being led to see, first, the spiritual 
possibilities, and second, the legitimate financial profit of invest- 
ments. There is investment money enough in the hands of 
Methodists, not to mention other Christians, in this region and 
available for such purpose to successfully finance this enterprise 
within the next six months. If every Methodist preacher can 
become convinced that Pacific Palisades property and securities 
are, first, a safe, and second, a profitable financial investment for 
himself, his friends, and his people, and he will co-operate with 
the Association in so presenting it, this vision will be speedily 
realized to the blessing of men and the glory of God.

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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF THE 
PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 
Organized under the laws of the State of California 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS that we, the 
undersigned, citizens and residents of the State of California, 
desiring to establish a seminary of learning, have associated our- 
selves voluntarily together for the purpose of forming a corpor- 
ation under the laws of the State of California and particularly 
under Title XVII, Part IV, of the Civil Code of the State of 
California, and we hereby certify: 


FIRST: That the name of the corporation shall be 
PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION. 


SECOND: That the purposes for which it is formed are: 

1. To form, establish, create, control and operate 
a seminary of learning including an institutional center for re- 
ligious and educational assemblies, conferences, schools of method, 
and for general education. 

2. To purchase, hold or. receive by gift, devise, 
bequest or grant, real or personal property for the purposes of 
the corporation and for the benefit of the institution; and to con- 
vey, sell, mortgage, lease, improve, subdivide, plat or otherwise 
use and dispose of the property of the corporation in such manner 
as the Board of Trustees shall deem most conducive to the pur- 
poses of the corporation; and to make, execute and deliver con- 
tracts, conveyances or leases, promissory notes, bonds, indentures, 
or other instruments necessary for the transaction of the business or 
for the purposes of the corporation. 

3. To admit or expel members. 

4. To make and use a common seal. 

5. To make all lawful by-laws for the control of its 
business. 

6. .To appoint a Board of Trustees who shall have all 
the powers prescribed in Section 650 of the Civil Code of the 
State of California, and such other powers as may be provided by 
law and be necessary or useful in the carrying out of the purposes 
of the corporation; which powers shall be exercised in the name 
of the corporation. 

- THIRD: The place where the seminary of learning and other 
business of the association shall be conducted shall be in the 
County of Los Angeles, State of California. The principal place 
of business of the corporation shall be at the City of Los Angeles, 
S:ate of California. 

Fourth: The number of trustees shall be twenty-five (25). 
Provided, however, that the Board of Trustees may in the manner 
provided by law increase the number of the trustees to any number 
not exceeding thirty (30) altogether. All trustees shall be nomi- 
nated by the Southern California Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and three-fifths of them shall be members 
of said Church. At least a majority of the trustees shall be members 
of the Southern California ‘Annual Conference aforesaid, All 
trustees succeeding the trustees appointed in these articles shall 
be elected by the Board of Trustees. The Board of Trustees shall 
have power to elect-all trustees to fill vacancies from. nominees made 
by the said Conference, and to adopt and make all by-laws and

ordinances necessary and proper to carry into effect the powers of 
this corporation and which may be lawfully adopted. The trustees 
named in these articles shall hold their offices for one (1) year, or 
until their successors are elected. Their successors, when elected, 


‘shall classify themselves so that one-fifth (1-5) of their number 


shall go out of office every year, and thereafter the successors of 
those who go out of office shall hold their offices for five (5) years, 
or until their successors are elected. 


FIFTH: It is declared that this corporation has been promoted 
by the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church for the purposes expressed herein and that all 
by-laws and ordinances necessary and proper to carry into effect 
the powers and advance the interests of this corporation shall be 
subject to the consent and approval of the said Conference. Should 
the Board of Trustees at any time deem it wise to discontinue this 
institution, it may do so by and with the consent of the said Confer- 
ence. In such case the Board of Trustees shall dispose of the 
property and assets of the corporation in the manner directed by 
said Conference, or pay over to the said Conference, the net pro- 
ceeds of its assets, after paymeit of all its obligations. The Board 
of Trustees shall make an annual report of the business and con- 
dition of the corporation to said Conference. 


SIXTH: This corporation shall have no capital stock. All 
profits shall be devoted to the purposes of the corporation and no 
dividends shall ever be declared payable to any members. The 
membership consists of those who shall sign these Articles of 
Incorporation and of all such persons as shall hereafter be elected 
to or upon the Board of Trustees, the act of such election consti- 
tuting such person a member hereof. Upon ceasing to be a trustee, 
such person ceases to be a member. 


SEVENTH: The Board of Trustees may nominate an Advis- 
ory Committee of not less than fifteen (15) nor more than thirty 
(30) persons who shall be elected by the Southern California 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. At least 
three-fifths (3-5) of them shall be members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and at least a majority of them shall be laymen. 
The Board of Trustees shall consult with said committee on the 
business and work -of the corporation and said committee shall 
have such powers and duties as may be lawfully imposed on them 
by the by-laws.

BY-LAWS 

of the 


PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 


The following By-Laws of the PACIFIC PALISADES ASSO- 
CIATION organized on the 9th day of August, 1921, under the 
laws of the State of California, with its principal place of business 
in the County of Los Angeles, State of California, are adopted. 


ARTICLE ONE—POWERS 


Section 1—Approval of By-Laws. These By-Laws or any 
amendments thereto shall be in full force and effect on the adoption 
thereof by the Trustees, but shall be subject to the consent and 
approval of the Southern California Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which may, by resolution duly passed, 
annul, set aside or direct that the same be amended. These By- 
Laws shall be reported to the said Conference at its next annual 
meeting by the President of this Association, and the action of the 
Conference thereon shall be reported by him to the Board of Trus- 
tees and by its orders spread on the minutes of the meetings of the 
Board of Trustees ,and the trustees shall take action upon the re- 
port in accordance therewith. 

Section 2—Quorum. A majority of the trustees shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 3—Elections by Ballot. All elections of officers of the 
Association shall be by ballot. 

Section 4—Actions Upon Measures. The action of the trustees 
may be expressed by resolution duly spread upon the minutes, or 
by motions regularly adopted in accordance with established rules 
ot order. 

Section 5—Vacancies. The president of the Association shall 
request the Southern California Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church at its next annual meeting to nominate suita- 
ble persons in accordance with the Articles of Incorporation from 
whom the trustees may be elected should any vacancies occur, 
and from whom shall be elected the Board of Trustees which 
shall succeed those now in office under and by virtue of the Arti- 
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cles of Incorporation, and shall report such list to the Board of 
Trustees and such report shall be spread upon the minutes of the 
meetings of the Board. The president shall request the said 
Conference to nominate not less than forty (40) persons who are 
eligible for the office of trustee. The Bishop resident of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church shall be elected a member of the 
Board of Trustees. Should any trustee absent himself for eight 
successive regular meetings of the Board, the Board of Trustees 
shall declare his office vacant and proceed to elect a suitable person 
to fill such vacancy. 

Section 6—Execution of Instruments. The Board of Trustees 
shall adopt the regular form of leases or special contracts relating 
to the control of the business and property of the corporation, and 
the proper officers of the Association shall thereupon have power 
in due course of business to make, execute and deliver such instru- 
ments according to such form. The said officers of the Association 
shall have power in the ordinary course of business and to carry 
out any order of the Board of Trustees, to make, execute and 
deliver all necessary legal instruments. 


Section 7—Courses of Study. The Board of Trustees shall 
prescribe the courses of study and discipline to be observed and all 
regulations that may be necessary to control the property, officers, 
employees and business of the Association. The Board of Trus- 
tees shall elect a chairman, a president, a vice president, a secretary 
and a.treasurer. It shall appoint such professors, tutors, or other 
officers as the Board shall deem necessary, who shall hold office dur- 
ing the pleasure of the Board; provided, however, that the president 
may employ such persons as may be necessary to perform labor or 
any other duties by and with the advice of the Executive Committee, 
as may be necessary from time to time subject to the approval of 
the Board of Trustees. 

Section 8—Certificates. Upon recommendation of the president, 
the Board of Trustees shall grant certificates or suitable diplomas 
to students who shall have completed any course of study prescribed, 
or such other literary honors as may be deemed suitable. 

Section 9—Salaries. The Board of Trustees shall fix the salar- 
‘es of all officers, teachers and employees, provided that the presi- 
dent shall have power in emergencies to employ laborers or other 
employees temporarily by and with the advice of the Executive 
Committee, on such wages or compensation as may be usual 
or proper, subject to the approval of the Board. 

Section 10—Executive Committee. The Board of Trustees 
shall elect an Executive Committee of which the president, treas- 
urer and secretary shall be members, which shall have power to 
advise with the officers of the Association, devise and recommend 
plans and to perform such other duties as may be imposed on it from 
time to time by the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE TWO—OFFICERS AND DUTIES. 


Section 1—Officers. The officers of this Association shall be 
a chairman of the Board of Trustees, a president, a vice president, 
a secretary, a treasurer, and such other officers as may be from 
fime to time elected, who shall hold their respective offices for the 
term of one (1) year and until their successors are chosen and quali- 
fied, subject, however to removal by the Board of Trustees. The 
president, vice president and secretary shall be chosen by the trus- 
tees, from among themselves. Other officers may be chosen by the 
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trustees, but not necessarily from among themselves. Any bank 

or banking institution may be appointed treasurer. In the absence 
S anv officer, an officer pro tempore may be appointed to fulfill his 
uties. 


Section 2—Elections. The said officers shall be elected at the 
first meeting of the Board of Trustees appointed by the Articles 
of Incorporation, and thereafter their successors shall be elected 
at the annual meeting in each year. In case any vacancies occur 
in any office the same may be filled at any regular meeting of the 
Board of Trustees. 


__ Section 3—Duties of the Chairman. The chairman shall pre- 
side at all meeting of the Board of Trustees. 


Section 4—Duties of the President. The president, shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Board of Trustees in the abscence of the 
chairman. He shall sign as president all deeds, leases, contracts, 
checks, notes, maps, certificates, diplomas, or other instruments 
in writing such as are required to be signed by law except as 
hereinafter provided. He shall be ex officio a member of all 
regular committees which may be appointed by the Board. He 
snall be executive officer of the Association and see that the busi- 
ness of the Association is properly conducted in accordance with the 
Articles of Incorporation, the By-Laws and the orders of the 
Board of Trustees. He shall call the Board of Trustees together 
whenever he deems it necessary in special meeting. He shall 
pérform such other duties as the Board of Trustees may impose. 


Section 5—Duties of Vice President. The vice president in 
tke absence or in case of the disability of the president shall per- 
form the duties of the president and shall discharge such other 
duties as may be imposed by the Board of Trustees. 


Section 6—Duties of the Secretary. The secretary shall keep 
a full and correct record of the proceedings of all meetings of 
the Board of Trustees and of the Executive Committee and shall 
report to the Board of Trustees all minutes of the meetings of 
the Executive Committee, for its consideration and approval. He 
shall sign as secretary all deeds, leases, contracts, checks, notes, 
maps, certificates, diplomas, or other instruments in writing such 
as are required to be signed by law, and shall affix the corporate 
scal to such instruments as may be required to be sealed by law. 
He shall be custodian of the corporate seal and of the minute booxs 
of the Association, and in said minute books he shall copy, first 
the Articles of Incorporation, second the By-Laws of the Asso- 
ciation, and third the minutes of each meeting from time to time. 


-Section 7—Duties of the Treasurer. The treasurer shall be 
custodian of any moneys of the corporation except as hereinafter 
provided, and shall disburse the same only on warrants signed by 
the president or other officer designated by the Board of Trustees. 
He shall. also if required by the Board give bond in such sum and 
with such sureties as the Board may approve, for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. He shall keep proper books of 
account, and at each regular meeting of the Board or whenever else 
so requested by the Board, he shall submit a report of receipts 
and expenditures with proper vouchers; provided, however, that 
the Board of Trustees may designate a bank or banking insti- 
tution in which funds may be deposited, subject to checks signed 
by the president or by any vice president and the secretary; and in 
that case the treasurer shall perform the duties of an auditor and 
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shall examine all accounts, vouchers, checks and other items of 
income or expenditure and report thereon at regular meetings of 
the Board. 


ARTICLE THREE—FINANCES AND 
BOOKS OF ACCOUNT. 


Section 1—Books of Account. By and with the approval of the 
Executive Committee the president shall adopt a system of account 
books consisting of a daily journal of transactions, a cash book and 
a ledger, or such other books as may be deemed necessary, in 
which shall be entered all business transactions in brief form. All 
Sooks shall be open for inspection during business hours to any 
‘rustee. 

Section 2—Receipts and Disbursements. The president shall 
have the care, custody and collection and disbursement of all funds, 
and shall turn over such funds to the treasurer or to the bank 
lesignated by the Board of Trustees;.and shall draw checks in 
payment of all accounts in excess of the sum of Five Dollars ($5.00), 
which checks shall constitute vouchers; provided, however, that in 
the payment of wages he may pay larger sums in cash, taking 
receipts therefor. He may require the secretary to perform such 
duties in connection with the collection, deposit and disbursement 
of moneys as he himself may perform. He shall give such bond 
for the faithful performance of his duties as may be required by 
the Board of Trustees, and he may require a bond of the secretary 
in case he delegates the duty of handling funds to said secretary. 
THle may also require bonds of any employees handling funds. In 
case bonds of officers and employees are furnished by surety 
companies, premiums therefor may be paid by the Association. 


Section 3—Reports. The President shall at each regular meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees present a general or itemized report 
of the transactions of the Association during the preceding period 
since the last regular meeting, including a statement of the income 
and disbursements. He shall annually prepare a general report 
of the business, income and expenditure of the Association during 
the year ending with such report, together with such recommen- 
dations as he may deem wise. And he shall under and by the 
instruction and advice of the Board of Trustees likewise make an 
annual report to the Southern California Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Section 4—Indebtedness. The president shall have power to 
incur incidental indebtedness for the benefit of the Association not 
in excess of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) at any time, and by 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee he may likewise 
incur an indebtedness not in excess of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) fur the use and benefit of the Association; but he shall 
not incur any indebtedness in excess of said sum without the 
authorization of the Board of Trustees first having been obtained; 
provided, however, that he may enter into contracts subject to 
ratification by the Board of Trustees at the next meeting after the 
contract shall have been negotiated. 


ARTICLE FOUR—ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 

Section 1—Nomination. At the last regular meeting prior to 
the annual session of the Southern California. Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Board of Trustees shall 
nominate at least thirty (30) persons whose names shall be pre- 
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sented to said Conference for election by said Conference as mem- 
bers of an Advisory Committee, who shall hold their office for one 
(1) year after their election or until their successors shall have been 
nominated and elected. It is the purpose of the Association to 
obtain for membership in said Advisory Committee men of emi- 
nence in educational and religious work, in technical and scientific 
training, and in financial and business circles, so that the Board 
of Trustees may have the benefit of their advice. 

Section 2—Duties. The Board of Trustees may call the Advis- 
ory Committee to meet with the Board of Trustees at any time or 
Place to be designated by the call, and may lay before it plans 
for the promotion of the business of the Association, the assemblies 
and schools of method and other educational facilities to be insti- 
tuted, and the plans of subdividing and laying out the property 
of the Association, or such other matters as may be deemed wise. 
At such meetings the members of the Advisory Committee shall 
have the right to engage in the discussion of such proposals. 

Section 3—Reports. The Advisory Committee may likewise 
choose a chairman and secretary and call meetings and gather in 
such meetings as it may deem wise from time to time and consider 
all matters in connection. with the Association at such meetings, 
and shall formulate all action taken by it in a report which shall 
be laid before the Trustees. The said Advisory Committee may 
likewise make a report of any subject relating to the Association to 
the Southern California Annual Conference of the Methodist. 
Episcopal Church with such recommendations as it may deem wise; 
a copy of such report shall be first filed with the Board of Trustees 
at least one month prior to the annual meeting of said Conference. 


ARTICLE FIVE—MEETINGS. 


Sectional—Annual Meeting. The Board of Trustees shall meet 
in annual meeting on the first Monday in November of each year 
at the hour of one o’clock P. M. at the office of the Association, 
or at such other place as the Board of Trustees may by resolution 
designate. Notice of said meeting shall be given by letter signed 
by the president or secretary, mailed to the last known place of 
address of each of said Trustees at least ten (10) days prior to 
said meeting, and a certificate made by the president or secretary 
stating that such notice has been mailed and accompanied by a 
cupy thereof shall be prima facie evidence of the sending of said 
notice, provided, however, that said notice may be handed person- 
ally by either of said officers to members of the Board of Trustees, 
in which case a certificate made by such officer shall state such 
personal service. A majority of the Board of Trustees shall when 
assembled be competent to transact business, but a less number 
may adjourn from time to time and cause notices of the adjourned 
meeting to be given in like manner. 

Section 2—Monthly Meetings. There shall be a regular meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees on the first Monday in each and every 
calendar month at the hour of one o’clock P. M. at the office of 
the Association. 

Section 3—Special Meetings. The president or any three Trus- 
tees may call a special meeting of the Board at any time and place 
within the County of Los Angeles by filing with the secretary notice 
requiring the calling of said meeting, and thereupon the secretary 
siall call said meeting by giving at least three (3) days notice 
in writing personally to each of the trustees or by mailing notice to 
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the last known place of address of said trustees at least five (5) 
days before such meeting, and the certificate of the secretary ol 
the service or mailing of such notices shall be prima facie evidence 


of the serving of such notice. Provided, however, that without 


notice a majority of the trustees may meet on the call of the presi- 
dent and take action on such business as may be laid before them 
by him subject to ratification by the Board of Trustees at the 
next regular meeting; and such action shall be valid until either 
ratified or disaffirmed by the Board of Trustees at the said regular 
nieeting. 

Section 4—Meeting of the Executive Committee. The Execu- 
tive Committee shall meet on the call of the president at any time 
or place and a majority thereof shall constitute a quorum to do 
such business as may lawfully come before said Executive Com- 
mnittee. 

Section 5—Voting. At all meetings votes shall be taken 
hy Yea or Nay, except in the election of officers, which shall be 
by ballot. 

Section 6—Proxies. In all voting each member may cast 
one vote on any subject or for any nominee for office; provided, 
however, that absent members may by proxy authorize an attending 
member of the Board to vote in their names and stead at any 
regular meeting for officers.

ARTICLE SEVEN—AMENDMENTS. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular meeting at 
which two-thirds of all the Trustees are present and voting; pro- 


vided that they may be also amended at any regular meeting ° 


where there is a quorum present if afterwards two-thirds of all the 
Trustees ratify the action in writing. Such amendment shall be 
in force and effect after the same shall have been so passed or 


‘ratified until the next meeting of the Southern California Annual 


Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at which time if 
approved it shall continue in force and effect, and if disapproved 


shall then be null and void.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 


Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present to the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. See 
also Discipline par. 596, Sec. 2. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. Ist. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page), 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the courses of study. But these latter must present 


to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general execution is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 


special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference. 


_.8. The written work required is as follows: Hach student rs to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 
at least 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, and one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one on‘some Self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
is completed it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
given on this work and form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
essays must be sent in by Sept. 1st. The attention of each student excused 
from examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 


9. ‘Phe examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with 
the undergraduates regarding studies.. Inclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

In HMemortam 


WILLIAM C. NORCROSS 


William C. Norcross was a native of Ohio, resided most of his 
life in Michigan; spent a few years in Montana and in Los An- 
geles, but did all his work as a pastor in Arizona. 

He received his educational training at Ferris Institute, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, spent a few years in teaching, a very few more 
in business life, and five years as a pastor. 

Offered a chance to go to Oatman, a gold mining camp just 
reacting from a most unhealthy boom, he rallied the few Christian 
people, organized a Sunday School, built a little church and com- 
pelled the respect of the whole community. 

His two older children being ready for high school he organized 
a school in his own home, a tent house which he had secured for a 
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barsonage, and carried them and three or four others through the 
rst year. At the end of his first full year of service there, that 
his children might have better school advantages, he was moved 
to Clarkdale. Here he did his great work and that mining camp 
will never get away from the noble ideals he held before them. 

At the end of the year, with great regret, but ‘in the hope 
that he might yet recover his health, they consented to his removal 
to a lower altitude. He was sent to Creighton, a rural charge just 
outside the city of Phoenix. The charge was so helpful that he 
was sanguine of complete recovery. He did fifteen months of won- 
derful service. 

Will Norcross was a real hero. His force of will drove the 
weakened body on till it could respond no longer. His funeral in 
First Church, Phoenix, was attended by a large concourse and 
words of appreciation were fitly spoken by Mrs. R. A. Talbot a 
former parishioner at Clarkdale, and by Rev. J. E. Farris, president 
of the Salt River Valley Ministers’ Association. 

A widow, one son and three daughters rise up to call him 
blessed. 

Brother Norcross was only 44 years old, had been preaching 
but five years, and had not yet graduated into the eldership, but 
he accomplished a wonderful life’s work. In the truest and best 
sense he was a great and sood man.—We sadly miss him.

LORENZO DOW VAN ARNAM 


‘Lorenzo Dow Van Arnam was born in Breadalbin, New York, 
November fourteenth, eighteen hundred sixty-six. His mother died 
when he was but four years of age, and Lorenzo was taken by his 
mother’s brother, William Meeker, to Gloversville. 

Having had the usual advantages of the public schools and an 
academy training, he, with characteristic determination and zeal, 
worked his way through Syracuse University, graduating in the 
class of 1893. While yet in college, Mr. Van Arnam was married 
to Minnie E. Button. From this union there were born three 
children: Carlton D., Philip E., and Dorothy B. 

Our brother joined the Troy Conference in 1893. He was 
transferred to the Southern California Conference and stationed at 
Alhambra in 1903. Since that time he has served successively the 
First Churches in the following named cities: Pomona, Riverside, 
Redlands, and Ontario. It was while in his Pomona pastorate that 
he matried Elizabeth Lee, who, for the past nine years, has been 
his devoted companion in the ministry. 

Brother Van Anam was by temperament, and by habit of 
thought, intense in his nature and in his utterances. As pastor and 
as. preacher his energetic leadership compelled admiration and _re- 
spect. The ministry was to him a consuming passion. Determined 
to win men, he gave himself unselfishly and devotedly to that. task. 
Wherever -he served, he had peculiar access to the hearts of. the 
people.., Nor was this true in his charges only.. It was equally. true 
with his brethren in the ministry. His fine qualities of mind and 
heart ‘irresistably drew men to him. mh! Abs 

Soon. after thelastsession of the annual Conference it became 
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generally known that his was a fatal illness. During those trying 
months when the hand of affliction rested so heavily upon him; 
when his body became partially paralyzed, and when finally he be- 
came hopelessly blind; when his dear ones knew the inevitable re- 
suit, our! brother uttered a few words of complaint. . 
This short sketch would be incomplete indeed were not ref- 
erence made to the unselfish devotion with which “Van,” as we 
familiarly and affectionately called him, served this conference as 
Chairman of the Board of Stewards. There was an intelligence and 
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consecration brought to his task, a tenderness and concern for his 
retired brethren, that challenged our admiration and calls for words 
of highest commendation. The Retired ministers and widows of 
ministers have lost in Brother Van Arnam a true and worthy friend. 


At the last annual conference “Van” was a constant sufferer. 
Already the pains of his fatal illness were upon him. Yet, early 
in the session, he began his work and continued throughout the 
entire week, even though at times the pain. was excrutiating. — 
.. His familiar face and figure are still indelibly engraved upon 
our mirids. The memory of his fine. manly spirit still remains to 


enrich our lives.

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THOMAS WENTWORTH LINCOLN 


Thomas Wentworth Lincoln was the son of Harriet Wentworth 
Lincoln and John Lincoln, a pioneer physician who helped hew the 
farms and towns of northwestern Ohio out of the wilderness. 

It was a Christian home into which the tiny bit of humanity 
was born on April 12, 1846. The father who was a doctor was a 
devoted Presbyterian, but failing to find a church of his own order 
he assisted in organizing a Methodist class and became its leader 
and Sunday school superintendent for a quarter of a century. 

Failing health caused Dr. Lincoln to give up practicing medi- 
cine and he went upon a farm where his children grew up, develop- 
ing an appetite for education. Thomas went to Oberlin College, 
worked his way through it, graduating in 1874. He afterward as- 
sisted the other children to a higher education. It is noticeable 
that his college work was done after his army experience, in a day 
when “vocational training” was not known, for the young lad had 
heard the call for volunteers and marched away under the flag as 
a common soldier in the infantry. It was under the preaching of 
that flaming evangelist, Charles G. Finney, that he made the eternal 
decision for Christ. 

Immediately after graduation, Brother Lincoln joined the In- 
diana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. His early 
appointments were in educational work, where he helpfully touched 
the lives of many of those who were, in the future, to lead the 
country and the church. He was professor of Latin in Ft. Wayne 
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College, taught in Wiley University and in 1880 was sent to. Utah 
where he became principal of Salt Lake Seminary, which position he 
nlled for seven years. 

Mr. Lincoln’s devoted wife was Miss: Ida E. Bardwell, of Still- 
man Valley, Ill. Four children were born to them, only one of 
whom survives the father, Miss Bessie B. Lincoln. Mrs. Lincoln 
passed to her reward many years ago. 

In 1887 Brother Lincoln came to California and was pastor 
at Ione, and in 1890 at Pleasanton. In 1892 he transferred to Souti- 
ern California Conference, and filled appointments at South River- 
side, 1892, Santa Maria 1895, Cucamonga, 1898. In 1903 he retired 
and thereafter made his home in Long Beach holding his quarterly 
Conference relation First Church, which honored him highly and 
loved him tenderly. 


Mr. Lincoln-always took a deep interest in civic affairs, and 
naturally engaged in editorial work. He established the Daily 
Tribune later merged into the Press, and served as city editor of 
the Daily Telegram. He was a staunch Republican, always taking 
an interest in the affairs of the party, and at the time of his death 
was a member of the County Central Committee. 


He was also active in the Grand Army of the Republic, and for 
two years. edited the Grand Army Advocate at Des Moines: At 
the time of his death he was national aide for the department of 
California and Nevada. For sixteen years he served as adjutant 
of the local Grand Army Post ,and served as patriotic instructor 
and chaplain of the California and Nevada department. He was 
one of the founders of ou rVeterans’ Association of the Blue and 
Gray and strove in every way to promote patriotism. 

Two sisters survive Brother Lincoln, Miss Jennie, who has 
made her home with him since his wife’s death, and was a home- 
tnaker and mother to his children, and Miss Harriet E. Lincoln of 
Los Angeles. 

He was suddenly stricken with his last illness. He suffered 
greatly some hours before his death and inquired of his physicians 
as to the seriousness of his case. Their reply was not reassuring, 
but he made no comment and soon after passed into unconscious- 
ness. His death was peaceful. 

The funeral services in the First Methodist Church of Long 
Beach were attended by the largest gathering of patriotic organiza- 
tions ever seen in the city for such a purpose. 

_ Mr. Lincoln was.one of the most influential men in Long 
Beach, Though retired from the active work of the ministry he 
was active in public affairs and made his influence felt, always for 
righteousness and goodness. When we enter into moral contests 
in our civic affairs we shall miss his counsels and active service, 
and shall feel as Carthage recorded upon Hannibal’s tomb, long after 
his death: 

“We greatly longed for Him in the Day of Battle.”

Jennie R. Richards who was born at: Hillsboro, Ohio, August 
12, 1836, died at the home of her nephew, August 19, 1921, having 
just passed her 85th birthday.

Historical 
(a) Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m. 


2, The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


3. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate. 


9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)i To lay on the table. (5) To move the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee. 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President, or a member through the President. 


11. All] questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference, Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed. 


13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate and this right snall not be forfeited by a motion order- 
ing the previous question or to lay on the table, 


14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
such motion shall not be debatable. 

15, All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of 
the Conference, 

16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference, 


17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one- 
third of the members present, 
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18. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during 
the devotional exercises. 


19. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, 
one copy of which shall be eultei written in ink for the printer, using 
one side of the paper. 


20. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be con- 
sidered by the Committee on Conference Relations. 


21. <All applications for admission into this Conference on trial, into 
full connection, or from other denominations and all Changes of relation 
of members shall be considered in executive session, and no one shan 
be admitted into the Conference except by a two-thirds vote. 


22, The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Con- 
‘ference immediately following the'Communion Service and shall include the 
Calling of the Roll of the Honored Dead. 


238; The Commitee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be 
divided into three classes of three members each, one class to be elected 
annually. ;

First Methodist Episcopal Church, Fresno, California, F. G. H. 
Stevens, pastor, on Wednesday, October 11th, 1922. 


The Presiding Bishop, Adna W. Leonard, called the Confer- 
ence to order at 9 o’clock.

There being no one to be admitted into full membership, Al- 
fred Inwood moved that the bishop be requested to address the 
undergraduates, in accordance with the action of yesterday, as pro- 
seated the Board of Examiners, and the motion was unanimously 
carried. 


Arthur H. Briggs, State Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, was introduced and spoke on the importance of carrying 
the Wright law in the November election. 


Upon motion of Alfred Inwood, Rule 21 was suspended, and 
Zenas Bancroft, Ed. D. Goodell, A. T. Freeman and John W. Rob- 
inson were represented by their Superintendents and the Confer- 
ence Relations Committee (except in the case of John W. Robin- 
son, who is in school in the east and has not appeared before the 
committee).

Bishop’s Address—The probationers were called to the front 
and the Bishop addressed the undergraduates. He declared the 
minister must possess the conviction that he is called of God for 
the giving of God’s message to man. The message is the vital 
matter, not the method. God is no slave to method. The prac- 
tical factors, which limit or extend the message of the minister, 
were emphasized. The Bishop stressed the necessity of careful 
_ attention being paid to the minister’s physical development. He 
urged that the moral attitudes of the minister harmonize with the 
moral approach of the Christ when He walked among men. The 
highest development of the intellect was shown to be essential in 
the presentation of the message, but withal the minister must be 
spiritually one with God. 


The minister must be a man among men, at once God’s man 
and a gentleman; one whose conduct never offends the refined and 
ever elevates his associates. He must be a thinker, fearlessly seek- 
ing truth, accepting it when found and confidently thrusting his 
life out upon the accepted truth. In his intellectual life he must 
face the fundamental issues of his day, proclaiming his message 
_in the light of present problems. But to finally grip the life of man 
with the message of God, the minister must himself achieve spiritual 
oneness with the spirit of the holy God.

Association.

_East Relief. On motion of B. H. Wilson the following resolution 
was adopted: “Whereas conditions in the Near East reveal a con- 
tinuance of that appalling suffering which for so long a time has 
called insistently for relief, ; 


“RESOLVED, That we heartily endorse the work of the Near 
East Relief and pledge the churches of Southern California Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church to support that work 
and we recommend that the churchés of th’s Conference open their 
pulpits to the presentation of the cause.” 


California Christian Advocate—F. M. Larkin represented the 
cause of the California Christian Advocate. 


Indian Policy—Albert T. Freeman, spoke on the policy of the 
national government toward the Indians, and on motion of {Gem liy 
Graff our pulpits and our towns were declared open to him, and 
the following committte was appointed to present resolutions on 

the subject this afternoon: G. Graff, J. A. Grouch, A. T. Freeman. 


Children’s Home Society—W. L. Summers spoke briefly on 
the work of the Children’s Home Society. 


Public Morals—L. T. Guild read supplementary reports of the 
Committee on Public Morals, the first of which was adopted and 
the second referred to a special committee composed of Earl Hay- 
dock, John Wood, Q. P. Royer, L. T. Guild and C.,-L...York. 
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Stewards—Question 31 was asked and A. Ray Moort read the 
report of the Board of Stewards and it was adopted. (See Reports). 

Date of Conference—On motion of Alfred Inwood the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, that we respectfully ask the Board of Bishops to 
arrange if possible for the calling of our Conference session not 
later than the last Wednesday of September or as early thereafter 
as possible.” 

The Press—On motion of Alfred Inwood the following resolu- 
lution was adopted: 

“We hereby express our warmest appreciation of the attitude 
of the many papers of our state in their hearty support of the 
Wright Act among which are “The Herald” and “The Republican” 
of this city, and would ask our membership to have nothing to do 
with those papers which openly and avowedly stand for disloyalty 
as shown in their efforts to defeat this great law of the state.” 


Statistics—O. W. Reinius read the Statistician’s Report, and 
it was adopted. (See Statistical Tables). 


Minutes—F. G. H. Stevens moved the reconsideration of the 
action directing correspondence with delinquent charges, and the 
action was rescinded. 


Library—W. C. Buckner read the report of the special com- 
mittee on Circulating Library, and it was adopted, as follows: 


“Your committee appointed to consider the advisability of» 
creating a circulating library, with headquarters at the University 
of Southern California, for the benefit of the members of the South- 
ern California Conference, have given due consideration to the 
matter and wish to report that the general plan seems feasible. 
We recommend that a committee of three be appointed from this 
Conference, with power to formulate a detailed plan and put the 
same in execution. 

“We nominate for that committee, Earl Haydock, John G. 
Hill, Fred H. Ross.” 


Conference Entertainment—On motion of‘ E. E. Helms the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“Whereas the matter of Conference entertainment on the Har- 
vard plan is becoming increasingly difficult and whereas the Lay- 
man’s Association has appointed a committee of three and asked 
that a like committee be appointed by this body to consider jointly 
the entire matter of Conference entertainment and report their 


recommendation to the next session of the Annual Conference, 
therefore, 


“Be It Resolved:: “That a committee of three be appointed by 


the chair to comply with the wishes and request of the Layman’s 
Association.” 


The Bishop later appointed L. T. Guild, E. E. Helms and B. 
S. Haywood.

Constitutional Amendment—On motion of Merle N. Smith the 
following resolution was adopted and ordered sent to Congress:

“Be It Resolved, That we, the Southern California Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, do hereby endorse the proposed 
constitutional amendment to prohibit sectarian appropriations, 
House J. Res. 159, and urge its immediate passage.”

Boards and Committees—On motion of A. W. Cummings, the 
District Superintendents were authorized to nominate — standing 
committees and to fill all vacancies on boards and committees not 
otherwise provided for. 


Sabbath Observance—F. C. Edwards offered a special resolu- 
tion concerning Sunday Chautauquas. The secretaries were given 
authority to edit the resolution and were instructed to send a copy 
of the resolutions to Ellison & White. 


Greetings—The secretary read greetings from W. iis Boyds 
Hardie and I. G. Sigler. 


Commission on Finance—On motion of J. B. Green, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the Commission on Finance be authorized to 
distribute the conference apportionments for pastor support and 
conference benevolences to the various charges as ordered this 
session on a basis which includes the elements of membership pas- 
tors’ salaries and property interest, adjusting the same among the 
charges as best can be done to equalize the burden, especially in 
such cases of unusual calamity or misfortune having occurred dur- 
ing the preceding vear and reported immediately to the Commis- 
sion on Finance.

Treasurer’s Report—Maynard W. Beckwith read the Treas- 
urer’s Report and it was adopted. (See Statistical Tables). 

The Treasurer was authorized to transfer $21 undesignated 
funds to the General Fund, and return $50 overpayment to one of 
the District Superintendents. 

On motion, Maynard W. Beckwith was unanimously elected 
Treasurer for the ensuing year, and 50c per member of. Conference 
was apportioned to pay expenses of clerical help. 

Transfer—Lester F. Ketchum was transferred from the Okla- 
homa Conference, having completed the conference course of study, 
and was elected to Elder’s Orders, to be ordained at the conven- 
tence of the Bishop. 

Railroad Secretary—On motion of M. S. McGee, N. F. Hoff. 
pauir was elected Railroad Secretary for the ensuing year. 

__University—John Hedley made a special statement about the 
willingness of faculty members of U. S. C. to supply pulpits, and 
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Transfers—The Bishop announced the transfer of Vincente 
Mendoza to the Mexico Conference, Ralph E. Davis, to the New 
England Conference, and Rollin S. Tuttle to the California Con- 
ference. 

Question No. 34 was asked, “What amount has been paid by 
the Conference Treasurer to the Board of Conference Claimants 
for Connectional Relief?’ The amount was stated as $1097. 

President Obregon—Q. P. Royer read the report of the special 
committee on Mexican Border Conditions, and it was adopted, with 
instructions to the secretary to send copies to President Obregon, 
Mexico City, Governor Lugo of Mexicali, and the Mexican consul, 
Garzo Leal of Los Angeles, and to the California Christian Ad- 
vocate, and to other selected, bodies of the state with a request for 
similar action, said copies to be signed by the Bishop. 

Special Request—W. C. McIntire requested the possession of 
the original or copies of certain papers, and the request was unani- 
mously granted. 

Resolutions—C. D. Lewis read the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, and it was unanimously adopted. (See Reports). 

Closing Service—The Bishop requested the singing of hymn 
No. 481 and called F. D. Mather to the platform to lead in prayer 
before the reading-of the appointments. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

The Bishop spoke briefiy and tenderly concerning the work 
of the Conference. 

The appointments were read and the Conference adjourned 
with the bendiction by Bishop Leonard.

(a) District Superintendents 
LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


If we would stop the inroads of paganism on American life, 
and the encroachment of icontinental ideals on American morals, 
we must save our cities. 

The City of Los Angeles is our district. This is the city that 
grows like magic. In thirty years she has sprung from a village, 
and now vies with the greatest of earth in population, wealth, in- 
fluence, and strength. 

Reports are more or less superficial. We dare not try to meas- 
ure the influence of our sixteen’ thousand members, with their fifty 
two faithful pastors. 

God has given to Methodism a throbbing life and a strong 
arm. We are here entrenched with churches and institutions. 
Much of our city is becoming decidedly and acutely missionary in . 
its character, because of the influx of the stranger, who knows not 
our Christ, our customs, or our America. Our unprecedented in- 
dustrial development is changing whole sections almost over night. 
night. 

Fifty-three men appointed one year ago to the pastorates in 
this district have written in the eternal book of records their 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews. 

In computing the results of their labors, and expressing it in 
figures, we find there has been a twelve percent gain in member- 
ship. There has been quite a good gain in both Sunday School and 
Epworth League average attendance, and no slump in any depart- 
ment of the work, either in the totals of membership or finances. 

Church Buildings—Boyle Heights has dedicated a fine new 
community center plant, thoroughly equipped for their work. This 


Boyle Heights Community House 
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has been made possible by the Reconstruction Fund of the Cen- 
tenary. 

East 38th Street has accomplished the impossible, in thorough- 
ly rebuilding their old church. It also has been dedicated this 
year. 


East 38th St, Church 


Bishop Leonard dedicated the Florence Avenue church in 
June. This is a commodious and modern plant, costing in all 
about twenty-five thousand dollars. 


Florence Avenue Church 


Chesterfield Square, within eighteen months, has risen from 
a mission church, paying six hundred dollars for pastor’s salary, to 
a self supporting church, paying eighteen hundred dollars salary. It 
has also within that time built and dedicated a new ten thousand 
dollar addition to the church. 

Woodcrest has completed a six thousand dollar community 
plant. This fills a great need for its work, and represents heroic 


sacrifice. 
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A. Ray Moore, W. E. Edgin. Louis G. Spring, G. A. Wells, 
and James E. Dunning, the faithful pastors, deserve great .credit 
for the success of these enterprises. : 

Churches Now in the Building—Annandale Church has eight 
thousand dollars subscribed. They have broken ground and expect 
to complete their new building early in next year. 

First Church is well along with their framework, and ex- 
pect to dedicate by June, 1923. 

Garvanza Church has her foundation completed; so have San 
Pedro and Bethel. South Main Street will dedicate her forty-five 
thousand dollar new community center plant in a few weeks. : 

These six churches will expend over one million dollars in 
their buildings. It represents great sacrifice and devotion. 

New Work and Change of Locations—Here is where the great- 
est care must be exercised, so as_to conserve what we now have, 
and also to establish our work for the «future. 

We have bought two fine lots at the corner of West Adams 
Boulevard and Cloverdale Avenue, costing fifty-five hundred dol- 
lars for Calvary Church. We have the first unit of a new plant 
now under ‘construction, which will cost, when completed, ap- 
proximately seven thousand dollars. 

Western Avenue has changed its name to Santa Barbara, and 
has purchased three fine lots, including the corner lot, on Santa 
Barbara and Gramercy Street. 

Traveller Church—The City Missionary Society has purchased 
four lots on Normandie and Sixty-third Street, two miles from any 
other Methodist church, and one mile from a church of any other 
denomination. Here is one of the greatest fields of Los Angeles’ 
southwestern residential development. We expect soon that Travel- 
ler Church will have great development in this territory. 

West 79th Street has changed its location from two inside lots 
on 79th Street, to the corner of Hoover and Eightieth Street, and 
is now called Bethel. They have purchased three fine lots here, 
built a parsonage, and laid the foundation for a new church. 

With the authority and advice of Bishop Leonard we have 
united Edendale Church with Echo Park Church. 

Payments on Debts and on Improvements—The following are 
the churches that have paid Church debts: Arlington Heights, As- 
bury, Belvedere, Brooklyn Heights, Church of All Nations, Ely- 


- sian, Euclid Heights, Hamilton, Harbor City, First Church Holly- 


wood, Melrose, Mount Olive, Pico Heights, Sunnyside, Union 
Avenue, Vermont Square, Vernon, West. Adams, Santa Barbara 
and West 79th Street, amounting in all to $40,129. 

The following are the churches making property improvements: 
Asbury, Boyle Heights, Calvary, Chesterfield Square, Church of 
All Nations, Crescent Heights, Culver City, Eastlake Memorial, 
East 38th Street, Echo Park, Epworth, Euclid Heights, First 
Church, Florence Avenue, Gardena, Garvanza, Hamilton, Harbor 
City, Larchmont Heights, Melrose Avenue, Moneta, Mount Olive, 
Pico Heights, San Pedro, South Main Street, Sunnyside, Union Ave- 
nue, University, Vermont. Square, Vernon Avenue, Vincent, Santa 
Barbara, Westlake, Wesley, West 79th Street, Wilshire, and Wood-: 
crest, amounting in all to $397,717. ae 

Encouraging Observations—There seems to be a strong senti- 
ment among the churches to raise the pastor’s salaries, that they 
may have a living wage. 

The Sunday Schools are trying to raise their standards’ of 
teaching and to introduce the most modern methods of grading 
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their work. The Daily Vacation Bible School and the conference 
of workers are fast becoming fixed institutions. 


_ The Epworth League is doing careful, systematic work. The 
District has adopted the Twenty-four Hour Day plan, and is en- 
tering heartily into all the forward movements of the church. 

_ The Woman’s Home Missionary Society, the Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society, and the Ladies Aid Societies, furnish in- 
spiration, banish doubt, and rescue us from any dark forebodings 
for the future. 


Our Institutions—The University of Southern California com- 
mands the admiration of the intellectual world. It presents a 
mighty challenge to our Church. The enrollment this year is in 
excess of any previous year. Each college and school, including 
Maclay School of Religion is preparing for the greatest year of its 
history. 

L. G. Reynolds has shown himself marvelously well adapted to 
the work of our Methodist Hospital. 

The Deaconess Home, the Home for Japanese and Korean 
Children, and the Frances DePauw Home for Spanish Girls, are 
all doing their splendid work, and growing in strength and influ- 
ence, under the careful direction of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society. 

W. T. Gilliland has made himself felt at the Plaza. They will 
soon be at work on their new building. The Spanish American 
Institute has had another good year. The Goodwill Industries and 
the City Missionary Society have pushed their work a little beyond 
any other year of their history. 

G. A. Porter is swinging Annandale into line for a new 
church. Eight thousand dollars has already been subscribed. O. 
W. Reinius has cleared the Arlington Heights of debt, and is 
clearing the decks to build a beautiful new chapel. E. F. Gates 
has cleared Asbury of all debt on their new church, and new par- 
sonage, and has eleven thousand dollars subscribed towards their 
new gymnasium. 

W. W. Kaler has finished the parsonage at Belvedere, and 
has his church prepared for a greatly enlarged program. A. Ray 
Moore has seen the completion of the new gymnasium, and is 
marshalling his workers for a big program in a needy field. J. E. 
Dunning has completed his new church, bought the two lots ad- 
joining the present church property, and has increased his mem- 
bership two hundred percent. : ; 

G. Bromley Oxnam, at the Church of All Nations, gives him- 
self in unceasing toil for others. He is perhaps more in demand 
as a speaker than any other man in Los Angeles. The Church of 
All Nations is rid of all of its old debts, to the amount of several 
thousand dollars; and has a great, strategical corner at Sixth 
Street and Gladys Avenue, with two large apartment houses on it, 
which it is using for its work. This location cost thirty-three 
thousand dollars. The money is all subscribed, with ten thousand 
dollars to the good toward building our new church of All Nations. 


Archie Matson has done fine work for five months at Crescent. 
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Heights, and has led the people to where they are ready to put on - 


a great program for the new year, paying two thousand dollars for 
pastor. This spoils a mission church. , 
I. R. Lovejoy has brought Culver City to a self-supporting 
church. W. E. Edgin has completely rebuilt the old 38th Street 
church. W. C. Botkin has bought a fine location for a new church 
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at Echo Park, and has enough subscribed to justify the commenc- 
ing of a new church in the immediate future. _ : : 

Arthur F. Wahlquist, a student pastor, Is proving himself to 
be a foundation builder. Elysian Gardens is getting its start un- 
der his efficient ministry. P. P. Carroll has paid the thirty-five 
hundred dollar debt on Epworth Church, installed a new heating 
system, and renovated and painted both parsonage and church, 
just in time to see most of his members move away and leave the 
field to the Hebrew population. They want to buy it for a syna- 

ue. 
= C. W. Harshman has paid one thousand dollars on the Eucud 
Heights church debt, and raised two thousand dollars towards fin- 
ishing the uncompleted building. On account of illness he retires 
this year, loved and revered by his people. 

Elmer E. Helms, has five hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
subscribed towards building the greatest Methodist Church in the 
World. 

L. G. Spring has completed a beautiful new church costing 
twenty-five thousand dollars, and purchased a corner lot adjoining 
the property. E. B. Cole has bought several lots adjoining the 
Gardena Church property, and is clearing the decks to begin build- 
ing early in the new Conference year. G. M. McBride is building 
a forty-five thousand dollar new church at Garvanza. S. M. Beane 
has paid the old debt on the Hamilton church, and is preparing to 
do several thousand dollars worth of improving. 

H. D. Shepherd has completed the payment of the debt on the 
Harbor City Church property. F. D. Asleigh has worked like a 
Trojan to keep the Haven Church up to par against the tides of 
colored and Hlebrew immigration, and the outgoing of his mem- 
bership. 

C. P. Metcalf has built a large membership at Highland Park. 
They are enthusiastic, and will begin a new church enterprise in 
the coming year. Willsie Martin, careful, judicious, has built a 
great organization and a great church at Hollywood. They have 
paid all debts and have a committee appointed to decide just where 
their great new church building will be located. 

D. B. Kingsley, supply at Larchmont Heights, has trebled the 
membership and doubled the pastor’s salary. H. H. Stranberg has 
succeeded in fostering the Melrose Church from a mission church 
to a church paying three thousand dollars salary. They have 
bought two lots adjoining their ichurch property, for eighty-five 
hundred dollars, that are now worth thirty thousand dollars. 

S. J. McConnell was forced to resign at Moneta in the middle 
of the year on account of ill-health. Don Nichols, from the In- 
diana Conference, took his place; has repaired the church and par- 
sonage to the amount of five hundred dollars, and raised every 
claim upon the church in full. W. H. Rogers is building a large 
membership at Mt. Olive clearing up the old debt and preparing for 
a new second unit to their church plant. 

L. D. Lloyd has succeeded in clearing the Normandie Church 
of all its debts, and brings to Conference a good report, in spite of 
great odds against him in that hard field. F,. G. Watson has com- 
pletely transformed the Pico Heights Church and parsonage and 


has most of the debts paid. 


Thomas Grice at San Pedro is loved by thousands of sailors; 
also by more people in his city than any other citizen. The 
foundations are laid for a great new church building. Don S. 
Ford at South Main Street, has purchased a lot on Fifty-second 
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and Main Streets, across from our present church building, and 
is building a forty-five thousand dollar community plant and gym- 
nasium. 

Le BS Hasse will report large increase in every line of church 
work during his first year at St. James. Arthur T, Hobson, stu- 
dent pastor in his third year, has almost entirely cleared his church 
and parsonage of debt, and has brought Sunnyside from a mission 
to a self-supporting church. G. E. Monkman, closing his fourth 
year, reports a church paying eight hundred dollars and receiving 
missionary money, now pays sixteen hundred dollars and parson: 
age. 

Will A. Betts at University, in three years of pastorate, 
has increased the Centenary giving nearly two thousand dollars, 
and the salary of the pastor six hundred dollars. C. D. Lewis, at 
Vermont Square, has, during his five years, seen his church grow 
to be one of the largest in the city. The church has bought lots 
adjoining their present property, and have everything cleared away 
preparatory to begin building in the near future. 

Robert J. Coyne has bought two properties adjacent to Vernon 
Avenue, one of them a parsonage property; the other gives them 
room for building their new building. They have paid all indebted- 
ness, and have ten thousand dollars subscribed towards their new 
church. A. W. Lamport has completed his eighth year at Vincent. 
This year they thoroughly renovated the church, costing thirty-five 
hundred dollars. A. P. Shaw at Wesley Chapel, just after finishing 
the payment of their twenty thousand dollar debt, is now leading 
a movement to thoroughly repair and renovate their churich, at a 
cost of twelve thousand dollars. He reports an increase of eight 
hundred dollars in Centenary giving this year. 

Ray C. Harker at West Adams has had a twelve percent gain 
in membership, and paid four thousand dollars on church debt. 

Thomas O. Grieves reports Westlake one hundred percent per- 
fect in all of its obligations this year. He has been transferred to 
St. Louis Conference, and W. T. Wright of that Conference has 
been transferred to Westlake. 

Frederick Miller reports a gain along every line at Westland 
this year. Benjamin S. Haywood, in his first year at Wilshire, has 
seen the budget doubled, the benevolences all increased, and over 
two hundred net gain in membership. 

G. A. Wells, supply at Woodcrest, has led in the building of 
a six thousand dollar community house, Donald Clarey at York 
Boulevard has brought his church from a student appointment to 
a church paying two thousand dollars salary. 

The pastors of the Los Angeles District have moved together 
like a well-trained army. They have tried to study the field; the 
District Superintendent has only been one in the councils. There 
have been no small or selfish views of the task.

New Projects—In the spring Casa Verdugo and J. C. Living- 
ston dedicated their new $13,000 building. $3,000 in excess was 
subscribed, and this has already grown to $10,000 toward another 
new unit of the plant. 

W. P. Watts made a gift of a new $4,000 pipe organ to 
Covina church, 

La Verne built a new parsonage costing $7,500 for D. B. 
Loofbourrow and family. 

Ontario First is revamping the church to the extent of $6,158 
The acoustics are being doctored also; the people feel that they 
can not afford to miss a word of C. F. Seitter’s sermons. 

E. Sedweek at El Monte has secured a new lot costing $25,000 
on the main street just east of the church for future development. 

Grace Church, Ontario, is no longer to be hidden behind a 
tree on a back street and has purchased six new lots on the corner 
of Euclid Avenue and will remove the old church thither at once 
and rebuild. 

Washington street, Pasadena, has installed a new $4,000 pipe 
organ. 

Las Vegas had a fire in January which burned the church to 
the ground. Leo Kline and an heroic people raked in the ashes 
at once and a new structure has already risen on the same square 
fronting the court house. 

Monrovia church has outgrown its plant and has secured 
two new lots just! west of the church where a modern educational 
plant will be erected. 

Azusa received two lots just north of the church as a gift 
from Mrs. E. E. Wright. 

South Pasadena built and paid for a new $13,000 educational 
plant during the year.

building are already in hand and the trowel and hammer will soon 
be working. 


First Church, Alhambra, will have a new parsonage by 
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Thanksgiving, and also a campaign on for the first unit of a 
new church plant that will likely cost in the neighborhood of 
$100,000. 


First Church, Pasadena, has the foundations of its new plant 
ready for the superstructure. The new structure will be a churchly 
pile in five units; a central auditorium surmounted by a tower, and 
surrounded by four lesser buildings which will house the offices, 
the educational department, the chapel, and the recreational and 
social features. It will be a worshipful cathedral, as well as a 
show place in Pasadena. The total cost will mount up to $800,000. 
Great pressure was brought by business interests to force First 
Church from Colorado Street; but it regarded for King’s business 
as the biggest business in the world, and at an enormous cost 
secured the beautiful site on Colorado Street and Oakland Avenue, 
the new center of population of Pasadena. This brought the First 
Church three blocks nearer Lake Avenue However, Lake Avenue 
has been exceedingly fine spirited about it, and First Church in 
turn, not to be outdone in generosity, has proffered her buildings 
of red stone with a $25,000 bonus to Lake Avenue, and Lake Ave- 
nue has accepted. In addition to this gift, Mr. Bush Stevens also 
will turn over the Bonnie Avenue property to Lake Avenue. Lake 
Avenue has secured an option on a new location on a corner a 
few squares farther east nearer the High School, where a modern 
plant will be built. 

Methodism will have an unsurpassed series of churches on 
Colorado Street—First Church, Lake Avenue, and Hartzell Mem- 
orial, all with modern commodious plants.

The largest gift to the University of Southern California in 
the drive for endowment several years ago came from Covina, 
$200,000. Recently a will has been made in this same neighbor- 
hood that will yield $40,000 to the University. A clause in this 
will also creates a perpetual fund! for the schooling of the children 
of the pastor of that church. 

Young People—The mammoth Epworth League convention in 
May was held in a circus tent at Monterey Park. The next con- 
vention will go to Upland. The District led all comers in regis- 
trations at the Pacific Palisades Institute in July. W. C. Buckner 
was chosen by the Conference Cabinet as Dean of the Institute 
for next summer. A series of oratorical contests and pageants is 
in full swing through the six groups of the District. 

The High Calling—First Church, Glendale, Ladies’ Aid So- 
ciety reports 2,961 calls for the year. The society of First Church, 
Pasadena, made 3,000 calls. The society of First Church, Red- 
lands reports 3,222. This presents the banner to First Church, 
Redlands. : 

The Auditorium Class of First Church, Pasadena, made 3,872 
visits. The deaconess, Miss Clara Mills, of this same church, made 
the record of 3,235 calls. Merle N. Smith, the pastor of the church, 
reported 1,970 calls at the Fourth Quarterly Conference. In all 
departments this church made 10,107 pastoral calls. 

Centenary—On the 31st of last October the Chicago office of 
the Centenary reported the District 98% paid up in its subscrip- 
tions. Then came the frost! And the floods! And then the fire! 
The orange belt of railway advertisement is the Pasadena Dis- 
trict. As high as sixty to eighty per cent of the oranges were 
frozen. Then the floods followed and swept through many orchards 
on their way down from the canyons. Palo Verde Valley was 
gouged out by the Colorado. Then the withering heat of June and 
September pulled off the apples of Yucaipa and many of the 
oranges. ,We were fearful for both Centenary and salaries, But 
not a salary has been lowered. And from the advance report 
blanks from all the pastors, the past week, the Centenary this 
year aggregates $108,000—an advance of $6,000 beyond last year. 
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On the 3lst of last October nine of our churches were re- 
ported overpaid on Centenary; Cucamonga, H. C. Mullen, pastor; 
First Church, Glendale, C. M. Crist, pastor; Monrovia, Charles 
Coke Woods, pastor, Ontario First, C. F. Seitter; Hartzell Mem- 
orial, Pasadena, J. A. Sutton; Trinity, Pomona, R. J. Taylor; 
Yucaipa, N. F, Hoffpauir; South Pasadena, B. D. Snudden,- First 
Church, Pasadena, Merle N. Smith; South Pasadena has one 
unique distinction of the District in being a star charge—having 
paid up in full the amount subscribed over and above the quota. 
We say all these things with a measure of pride, and yet humbly, 
as can be seen. 

_C. B. Dalton’s church announces the largest number of “I Will 
Maintain” $100 subscriptions toward the Centenary deficit, five. 

Membership—The full membership of the District one year 
ago was 15,831. Today it is 17,064. The largest net gain was 
made by the First Church, Glendale—133; the next largest, First 
Church, Alhambra—111. C. M. Crist and Samuel Hughes are the 
pastors. The highest per cent net gain was made by Pacific Ave- 
nue, H. G. Preston, pastor—110%. 

The Sunday School enrollment one year ago was 17,626; to- 
day it is 18857.

The District W. H. M. S. raised $22,871. The W. F. M. S.

Anaheim is planning for a 
fifty thousand annex to their building, while First Church, San 
Diego, and Fullerton are crying for more room, to house the 
increasing host asking to be taken care of. If we are wise in 
our day and generation, we will meet promptly every demand of 
Sunday School opportunity. : 

Not anywhere between the seas can be found a more wide 
awake, consecrated, enthusiastic, loyal company of young people 
than the Epworth Leaguers of the San Diego District. They 
refuse to consent to the lowering of the Disciplinary standards 
and ideals-of Christian living. To district convention, and Pali- 
sades Institute they come in strong numbers. The Leagues of 
the Imperial Valley have started an Institute at Jacumba up amid 
the hills. : 

If I were looking for a striking example of success where a 
“Religious Work Director” is employed I would be compelled to 
consider First Church, San Diego. Here one hundred per cent 
efficiency is manifest. H. V. Mather a young layman engaged in 
that work, is a master at his task. As a supplement to the spir- 
itually wonderful ministry of L. A. Ferris, this church is becoming 
far-famed. 

Once more I call attention of the Conference to the danger 
of “Union Church” propaganda. It is a subtile undermining peril. 
At Imperial and Calexico, the conditions are practically as when 
I reported to you last Conference. At Imperial, the minister of 
the union church, exonerated by his denomination from all unethi- 
cal, unchristian and unbrotherly conduct, in the relation of the 
churches which he serves in an unattached way, and with our own 
church and pastor is renewing his disreputable tactics. In 
Calexico another preacher of the same type, has captured a Con- 
gregational church, and is bidding for all other churches in the 
city. Let this disrupting process go on, and you will soon have 
developed an Unorganized sort of “Imperium in Imperio” dictating 
terms to organized Christianity. Permanent stay of this propaganda 
could have been had at Imperial with the aid from the Church. 
Extension Society, and from the Conference, for which I made 
plea one year ago. The Conference generously voted consent to 
toy plea, the Church Extension Society said it saw no way to 
elp us. 

Three churches have been dedicated this year. Escondido 
brought to completion one of the most convenient and delightful 
churches and dedicated it amid wonderful rejoicing. Robert E 
Wright guided with skillful leadership its erection. Indio has 
now a fine building for worship. J. W. Carson’s devotion and 
self-sacrificing spirit made this project possible. . Where lies La 
Mesa amid the hills, quaint and picturesque, now stands one of 
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the most beautiful buildings in the south. Complete in its equip- 
ment, 1t 1s a joy to the people who worship there. Henry I, 
Rasmus, Jr., saw the task begun and completed.

The lots cost $13,000 and the 
furnishings will cost $5000 more. Torrance, G. A. Riegler pastor, 
has purchased lots» for its new building costing $2100, and has 
adopted its plan. Already a goodly amount has been subscribed 
and the new building will soon be under way. Maywood, J. B. 
Soules pastor, has bought lots costing $3500 and plans a bungalow 
church building costing $5,000. Paso Robles have adopted plans 
for their new church, and L. O. Bostwick, pastor, has just completed 
the canvass for funds. The building will cost in the neighborhood 
of $40,000. Ocean Park, D. K. Burnham pastor, has bought a fine 
corner costing $10,000 upon which it will erect a new building. 
Central Church, Long Beach, A. Inwood pastor, has purchased a 
new site costing $11,000 upon which will be erected a new building. 


Artesia Church 
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East Santa Monica Church 
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Roscoe has been given two lots in the new town site, and has its 
financial canvass partially completed for a $15,000 building. Zaf- 
aria, Long Beach, has bought a fine corner, two blocks from our 
present site, at a cost of $7000, upon which it proposes to erect a 
new church building in the very near future. 

These building enterprises represent an outlay of over seven 
hundred thousand dollars. Nor should it be forgotten that the 
Pacific Palisades, where more than one and a half million dollar’s 
worth of lots have already been sold, and which promises to be 
the greatest Christian resort this side the pearly gates, is also on 
the Long Beach District. 

And now my report is before you. In closing I wish I could 
express the gratitude I feel to the host of my preachers and their 
devoted wives, whose unswerving loyalty, untiring service, undying 
love, have wrought so earnestly and triumphed so gloriously in 
the service of Jesus our King.

ARIZONA MISSION DISTRICT 


This has been the most difficult and trying year in all my 
experience in the superintendency. 

For six months prior to the opening of the year the mines and 
mills had been closed. There were literally acres of cotton bales 
for which there was no sale. Cattle and sheep growers’ were 
facing bankruptcy. There was no immediate prospect of better 
conditions ahead. 

Pastors and their families and our splendid laymen have faced 
hardships heroically. 

Our immediate hope was for the reopening of the mines. This 
did not come till about the middle of the year and then was dis- 
appointing. Smaller wages failed to induce the best men to return, 
or a high grade of men to take their places. A larger proportion 
of cheap labor has been employed than before. New hope has 
been aroused by an advance of wages to certain classes October 1. 

In the face of all these conditions we have tried to do our best 
and have no apologies for the record. 

New Workers—Conference adjourned with several charges to 
be supplied. S. J. Rogers, in connection with his hospital work, 
has rendered splendid service at Creighton. J. M. Sitton rendered 
faithful service at Oatman. J. T. Black has accomplished wonders 
at Jerome where the people and their pastor have very ambitious plans 
for the future. Mesa, facing the future in utter discouragement, 
had the good fortune to secure R. C. Lord for pastor, has over- 
come all its difficulties, and faces the future full of courage and 
hope. C. W. Richmire was a most fortunate selection for Bisbee 
and has fitted into the situation like a native. Late in the year 
W. T. Loomis was secured for Clarkdale and in spite of most 
serious handicaps has done a very fine piece of work. December 
4th we were able to dedicate the basement and are now at home. 
O. L. Enyeart came from Kansas to Winslow, has done a fine 
piece of work, and his report shows a good advance. Hayden 
‘was connected with the Presbyterian work at Winkelman and 
successfully served by A. R. Gay, a Presbyterian minister. 

‘As to the men who returned to the district this year, and 
the charges they served, I have space to refer only in the briefest 


way. 
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Ajo—E. I. LaRue returned to Ajo and has had a fine year. 
To our great regret he transfers to the California Conference. 

Bard—J. A. Crouch has continued to render faithful service 
at Bard, giving all possible attention consistent with the great 
work he and his wife are doing among the Yuma Indians. 

Chandler—W. C. Miller is greatly loved by his people. It 
is with great regret that we see this splendid workman drop from 
the effective ranks.

Douglas—Wilbur Fisk’s fifth year has been highly successful. 
The fine Bible class for men has built this year a substantial and 
commodious building in which to carry on their activities. 

Flagstaff—The death of the gifted wife of Brother Zook has 
brought the supreme grief to the parsonage household, but has 
also called forth deeper expressions of love for the pastor. Brother 
Zook is holding a difficult station well. 

Gadsden and Somerton—C. W. Griffin has had the best year 
of his pastorate and his people greatly love him.

Glendale—For five years, in spite of the fact that on account 
of crushing financial depression the new building enterprise was 
halted right in the midst two years ago, Brother and Sister 
Ferris have led the church steadily forward, and the morale was 
probably never higher than today. 

Globe—J. R. Carpenter and wife have been unceasing in plans 
and work. The nervous strain has been teriffic. Generous help 
secured from the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion ushers in a new day. 

Holbrook—Brother and Sister Speck have done a fine work 
and laid a strong foundation for the rearing of a noble super- 
structure. 

Kingman—Thos. H. Dodd and wife still hold the primacy in 
length of service. They have demonstrated what can be done 
when willing to stand by a difficult task. 

McNeal—C. U. Prior and wife maintain a strong hold on the 
little rural community. It is with sincere regret that we see them 
compelled to drop from our ranks because of infirm health. 

Needles—Brother and Sister C. D. Miller and their loyal peo- 
ple have done the seemingly impossible thing. Following plans 
furnished by Architect A. G. Lindley, they have transformed the 
little and inadequate building into a splendid workshop. No com- 
munity of its size in the district has a better plant. 

Phoenix—J. A. and Mrs. Stavely have had a great year. Every- 
thing that great church has touched, directly and indirectly, has 
revealed the fact it is guided by far-seeing and wise leadership. 

Prescott—Has had a good year under the pastorate of Brother 
and Sister Andrews, and after long pulling against the current. 
the tide now seems to be setting strongly our way. 

Tempe—Is rapidly coming to her own under the optimistic 
leadership of Brother and Sister Raley. _ 

Tucson—Has prospered under the wise leadership of H. A. 
and Mrs. Ingham. Just now they and their people are completing 
the preliminaries to a great building project to cost when completed 
not less than $40,000 and to enable them to fairly well meet their 
wonderful opportunities. 

Wilcox—Too strong praise cannot be given to Brother and 
Sister Reberger for the splendid way they have led their people 
under conditions of greatest difficulty. 

Williams—W. I. Lowe and wife have done exceedingly well 
under very trying conditions. 

Yuma—Has grown steadily during the past three years under 
the leadership of E. H. and Mrs. Nicholson, and its hold upon 
and power over the community are greater than ever before. 

Outstanding Features—There have been at least three. 

1. Epworth League—Growing largely out of the organization 
of the Salt River Valley Sub-District came the wonderfully suc- 
cessful Institute at Carr's Ranch. Dean Stavely assembled a very 
able faculty. 98 persons were enrolled, and the fact that we were 
there for one single purpose made possible the finest kind of 
work, At the Area Conference in January Bishop Leonard and 
Dr. Guthrie appointed Miss Katherine Adkinson Epworth League 
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i secretary for this district. A course of intensive training, an 
Feo ot the “au and the necessary period of convalescence oe 
sumed several weeks. Nevertheless, she has been able to abe 
somewhat hastily most of the district, and her adage aa 
follow-up work have given an impetus to League work that shou 
show itself in splendid advance next year. 

2. Evangelism—Through the kindness of Dr. Dean of oe 
department of Evangelism, we have been able to have the a 
service of Dr. Haudenshield for a year. He has given us roya 
service. At Williams, Gadsden, Bard, Somerton, Winslow and 
Globe there was very marked success. 

3. The Deaconess Hospital—With the impetus given by the 
pastor and the people of First Church, S. J. Rogers and his able 
Board of Trustees determined to go forward and the resulting 
outcome is that the contract is let for the completed building about 
February lst. 

Vacation Bible Schools—Were held at Phoenix, Tempe and 
Douglas, while Tucson conducted a ten weeks Bible School earlier 
in the year. 

Centenary—We have done our best on the Centenary, and the 
result is a small increase over last year. 

We look forward hopefully to a better day, and with your 
sympathies, your prayers, and the help of some of vour choice 
young people, we will bring a better report next year

FRESNO DISTRICT 


In bringing to you this fourth annual report, it is a pleasure 
to be able to state that the year has been one of continuous and 
effective service on all of our charges, uninterrupted by the dis- 
turbing elements of war, pestilence or damaging frost which were 
so large an element in the work of the other three years. 

Sickness, however, has been a visitor in some of the parsonages. 
At Caruthers, where Wm. T. Butcher has supplied so successfully, 
death carried away the wife and mother after a long illness. At 
Hanford, both Mrs. Dexter and her son Delbert have been suf- 
ferers for many weeks. At Madera also, Mrs. Bruce, the wife of 
our pastor, has been ill for some time. Sickness too claimed about 
two months out of the active life of our pastor at Selma, Howard 
Taylor,—but I am glad to report that he is at his task again as 
busy and efficient as ever. 

Our district seems to believe in maintaining the “Supremacy 
of the Pulpit,” although they do not intend to neglect “Religious 
Education.” This is evidenced by three new possible condidates 
for the ministry in the persons of the following late arrivals, Mas- 
ters Ralph Livoni, Leroy William Howlett, and Eldon George 
Jann, in the parsonages of Del Rey, Livingston and Poplar respec- 
tively. Two young ladies also should have their names recorded,— 
Miss Maryln Jane Maxwell, the first girl in a family of five childs 
ren in the Earlimart parsonage, and Miss Lois Ruth McFarland, 
who receives royal homage at Sultana. 

Three fires occurring during the year should be made matters 
of record. The first was on the night of Sunday, August 13th, 
when the church in Taft, together with the new addition just com- 
pleted, was burned to the ground. However, under the able lead- 
ership of their pastor, O. W. Butterfield, this heroic people are al- 
ready planning for a building better adapted to their needs.. 
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A week later, fire of unknown origin destroyed completely the 
Cafeteria of the Sierra Chautauqua, with all the new kitchen 
equipment, and burned also the old Epworth Hall building. The 
Sierra Chautauqua has had a splendid year, with a Camp Meeting 
and Chautauqua program, and an Epworth League Institute, pro- 
nounced by experts to be among the very best held on the entire 
Coast. The Sierra Chautauqua is taking an increasingly vital place 
in the religious life of the Valley. 


The third fire was at Merced on Tuesday night, Sept. 26th, 
when the old mortgage to the amount of $2800, was burned. A. W. 
Gray is pastor. 


A sum in excess of $115,000 has actually been paid during the 
year on buiiding projects. These include five absolutely new 
church buildings, four churches remodelled, with social hall and 
Sunday School additions, three parsonages built, and one church 
bought outright. 


Mojave: At Mojave we have been using a building erected for 
a community church, with real owner unknown. Under the lead- 
ership of Wm. Clyde Beecher, the pastor, and with the help of the 
Ladies Aid, the title was traced down, and by the payment of the 
sum, of $15 we now have a ‘church building. The ladies have also 
spent about $200 on the property since then. 


Parsonages: Kerman, where we were ready two years ago to 
sell out in order to pay back the debt to the Church Extension So- 
ciety, has had a resurrection under the pastoral care of S. J. Hughes, 
a retired Canadian minister. A neat little parsonage has been 
built at a cost of $1100, and the church repaired at a cost of some 
$150. 
At Livingston the pastor, F. W. Howlett, moved his family 
from the very inadequate quarters formerly called the parsonage 
into the beautiful modern bungalow erected by the people at a cost 
of $4500. It is an interesting side light on this project, that the 
Japanese colony of Livingston paid nearly one-half of this amount. 


Social Halls: Big Pine and Independence. Big Pine has had 


the greatest year of its history under the leadership of S. J. Lind-. 


say, reporting the largest addition to membership in the county,— 
the largest increase in Sunday School attendance in their history, 
and the building of the fine Social Hall, a reconstructed school 
building valued at $2500, besides $500 in other improvements. At 
Independence the former County Clerk’s office building was _pur- 
chased and repaired at a cost of $550, and now, as a Social Hall, 
is easily worth $1500. 

Brother Salisbury led his people at Atwater in the rebuilding 
of their church, adding a fine Sunday School room, kitchen and 
other equipment for the social work of the church at a cost of 
$2400, making this a fine workable plant for this growing com- 
munity. At Calwa, Fresno, new social equipment has been pro- 
vided in an addition of Sunday School room, kitchen, etc. to the 
building, costing some $3500, of which $3000 has already been paid 
in icash by the energetic Santa Fe Railroad folk who attend on the 
ministry of Brother Harvey Bailey. The Laton building project 
described last year has been completed this year at a cost of $5500, 
with a debt of only $800. 

Beside these rebuilding projects, the following new church 
buildings have been erected:

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Reedley: On November 20th, Dean J. F. Fisher dedicated the 
fine new Reedley church, built at a cost of $51,816,.and for which 
the Chamber of Commerce and the citizens of Reedley give high 
credit to the pastor, C. D. Hicks. The Sunday School rooms of

this building are equipped to care for 700 scholars in accordance 
with the latest requirements, and the handsome auditorium is 
churchly in all its appointments. 

7 Cutler, which was mentioned last year as starting on a build- 
ing program, has now finished the first unit of their undertaking 
and on January 22nd their basement was dedicated with due cere- 
mony. Brother Barnhart also brought to pass the remodelling of 
the old church building into a neat parsonage, and had it moved to 
the lot next to the church. 

As forecast last year, Walter B. Cole has been able to bring to 
completion the beautiful building at Sanger, and next Sunday 
Bishop Stuntz is to dedicate it. 

The outstanding day of the year from the standpoint of build- 
ings was January 15th, when Bishop Leonard dedicated First 
Church Fresno in the morning and East Bakersfield Church in the 
evening. To dedicate two such fine churches in one day is a new 
record,—but to dedicate two such edifices, and be able to announce 
in each case that the entire amount needed to pay for the build- 
ing had already been subscribed, and that no collection for building 
would have to be taken,—that is indeed a record breaking event 
even for our own Bishop, who is accustomed to deal with great 
things. 

First Church Fresno, in which we are holding this Conference, 
cost $225,000 including the value of the lots and furnishings. The 
organ was a memorial gift from Mr. and Mrs. A. V. Lisenby in 
memory of their son Carl. The plan of the building is to provide 
adequately for the regular work of the church, the feeling of the 
builders being that this is more important than to provide for the 
special occasions, and have a plant unsuited to the most effective 
every day service. The use of the plant since dedication has justi- 
fied this decision as being eminently jwise, and your use of it during 
this week will demonstrate better than words its splendid facility 
for handling all kinds of church work. One feature especially en- 


joyed has been the fact that in warm weather the evening services. 
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can be held in the open court, and the organ can be used in con- 
nection with such service. 


First Fresno Church 


The East Bakersfield Church has three elements which, with 
the aid of a loyal people, contributed to its success. They were 
first, the Centenary; second, First Church Bakersfield, led by their 
pastor in their magnificent gift of $5000, and finally HARRY C. 
SLATER, the greatest factor of all. The building cost $45,000, of 
which the final $8000 was raised by subscription the week before 
dedication. The building is admirably adapted to meet the needs 
of a modern church in worship, religious education, and a com-

munity social program. The Sunday School enrollment has 
grown from 300 at the time Brother Slater was appointed to the 
charge, to the 700 now attending. The community playground at 
the rear of the building, splendidly equipped as a recreational cen- 
ter, is open five nights of the week for basketball, hand! ball, volley 
ball and tennis, under the volunteer supervision of the men of the 
church. Altogether the church is proving an ideal one for the com- 
munity which it is to serve, and the people will long remember with 
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affection the pastor who could not only plan, but was able also 
to inspire as he led his men in the labor of each day in the building 
enterprise. 

Other property improvements are—Armona, Jas. C. Kelsey 
pastor,—refinishing the interior of the church at a cost of $625. 


Madera Church 


First Bakersfield, G. A. Warner pastor, in addition to their gift to 
East Bakersfield, put repairs on the church at a cost of over $400. 
Caruthers, Wm. T. Butcher pastor, improved the parsonage at a 
cost of $549. Dinuba, F. C. Edwards, pastor, enlarged their heat- 
ing plant and finished two Sunday School rooms at a ‘cost of $1500. 


Raisin City Church 


Grace, Fresno, E. E. Marshall pastor, paid $700 on two new lots 
on Balch Avenue, where they expect some day to erect a fine new 
church. Normal, Fresno, J. Hunter Smith pastor, paid $687 for 
improvements on their present temporary building, and $2126 on 
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their fine lots just opposite the State College on University Avenue. 
Kerrville, one of the oldest charges on the District, formerly the 
scene of mining activity, located in the hills up on the Kern river, 
has had two good years under the pastorate of Brother Haigh, and 
this year refinished the inside of the church at a cost of $150. 


Other improvements reported are Lemoore, L. V. Lucas pastor, 
$400; Lindsay, Thos. Burden pastor, $550; Poplar, E. G. Jann pas- 
tor, $265; Porterville, C. O. Kimball pastor, $400; Selma, PieG. 
Taylor pastor, $330; Tulare, W. C. Geyer pastor, $454; Wasco, 
H. T. Lewis pastor, $347; and many other report smaller amounts. 


Membership changes—A study of the preconference reports 
shows many interesting features in regard to membership changes. 
The most hopeful sign in the figures is that a relatively large prot 
portion of the total number received has been through preparatory 
membership, the number received through preparatory membership 
and those received from other denominations exceeding those re- 
ceived by transfer. 


The experience during my four years in the superintendency 
is that too many of our young men are sent out with merely intel- 
lectural training, and that they have neither the spiritual fervor nor 
the broad grasp of affairs which might have been theirs had they 
been forced to preach during their entire seminary and Conference 
course. This is not said in criticism of our young men so much as 
it is the manner of their preparation. They want to do well,—but 
they are like musicians who have taken their course by mail.

In this connection 1 would highly commend the work of the 
Home Mission Board in the Summer School for Pastors. Better 
results always follow attendance on these sessions. 


Much has been said about the smallness of the salary. This 
however is being remedied. No active Conference man on the 
District has received this year less than $1000 and parsonage, and 
our desire is to set $1200 and parsonage, including missionary 
money, as a minimum. 


My time has gone. I wish it had been possible to record all 
the great achievments of the year,—but it is hard to tabulate spkrit- 
ual results. If you could but look down on Owens River Valley 
where Brother Hodges of Bishop is a real bishop in his own little 
area, you would see our churches doing the best work they have 
done in all their long history. Then in Kern County, with its oil 
workers and its labor troubles, you would be proud of our pastors 
in Bakersfield and Taft, if you could see how they have commended 
the church in their fine Christian stand on all these great issues of 
the day. If-you could visit Tulare County, and see the pastor of 
Porterville hunting up the remnants of the churches of Springviile 
and Pleasant Valley, until they have promised a thousand dollars 
and parsonage for a pastor of their own next year,—if you could 
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see Kings County, with Brother Dexter acting as the father of the 
group of “boys” who are pastors of the smaller churches near the 
county seat,—if you could—but it is impossible for you to know 
all, the sacrifice on the small charge and the triumph on the larger 
.one, but the recording angel knows, and when the record of this 
valley is written, and the names of some of the men sitting here 
are mentioned, another generation will rise at the magic of the 
sound as you arose last night to greet our J. B. Green, for these 
men are putting the love of Christ into the hearts of men, and that 
flame will grow in size and power as the days go by.

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THE STATE OF THE CHURCH AND PASTORAL ADDRESS 


: The discussion of perils and problems usually finds large place 
in annual conference reports on’ the state of the church. But 
today such discussion seems unnecessary because of the wide- 
spread recognition of many perils and prodlems affecting the total 
life of mankind. That the whole world is in imminent crisis in 
matters industrial, social, moral, racial, national and international, 
is commonly believed. The world in its dire needs seems almost 
literally to cry out, “What must Ido to be saved?” . 


Our answer is ready and uttered in utmost confidence: “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” ‘For there is 
none other name under heaven given among men whereby we 
and the world must be saved.” 


There is such a thing as a holy optimism, a Christian optimism, 
peculiar and distinct, and pragmatically true. For us God is ever 
almighty and His purposes for men are eternally triumphant. And 
for us who are workers together with Him in the gigantic task 
of re-building the world, the resources of divine power are limited 
only by our horizons of faith. 

The true prophet of God knows no failure. The dauntless 
Isaiah portrayed the fearful symptoms of Israel’s national sickness 
in the first chapter of his prophecy, and then immediately added: 
“Tt shall come to pass in the latter days that the mountain of 
Jehovah’s house shall be established in the top of the mountains, 
and shall ‘be exalted above the hills, and all nations shall go into 
it and say, Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of Jehovah, 
to the house of the God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways and we will walk in his paths; for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law and the word of Jehovah from Jerusalem. And he 
will judge between the nations and will decide concerning many 
peoples; and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruning hooks; nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.” 

These eternally true words wait for their fulfillment upon our 
faith. Do we eternally believe them, to the degree that we will 
courageously undertake and faithfully carry on in the name of 
Jehovah of hosts? Do we believe that though “the weapons of 
our welfare are not carnal, they are nevertheless mighty to the 
overthrowing of the strongholds of Satan?” 

If so, then let us put on the whole armor of God and dare 
to stand, never doubting that “he is able to do exceeding abund- 
antly above all that we ask or think, according to the power 
that works in us.” Let us paraphrase the words of that mighty 
New Testament prophet and dare to say, “We preach Christ 
Jesus and Him crucified, to militarists a stumbling block and to 
materialists foolishness, but unto us who believe, Christ the power 
of God and the wisdom of God.” - 

Let us then believe in the church of God which He purchased 
with His own blood. Let us love it even as Christ Jesus loved 
the church and gave Himself up for it. Let us ever affirm that 
the church of our Christ, founded upon the solid rock of mutual 
faith and fellowship with the Living Lord shall ever more resist 
the very gates of hell until that day when His kingdom shall be 
fully come, and Hie shall reign forever and ever. 


WaG? GEYBR: 
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EDUCATION 


With hearts full of joy and reverence and faith, we offer 
a tribute of praise to God for His manifest blessing upon our 
university: We record our gratitude for those who in years 
past looked out upon the youth of our homes and churches, 
and for their sakes consecrated themselves to Christian education; 
for their radiant faith, which in days of small beginnings, kept 
its eye upon a high and shining goal; for their courage, faltering 
not in weariness, failing not in trial; for the faithful ones, who 
out of wealth or poverty have brought their gifts with joy; for 
those who day after day have spent unstintedly their strength of 
body and of mind; for all who have lifted unwearied ‘hands in 
prayer. 


The coming of Rufus B. von Klein Smid to the Presidency 
of the University was clearly providential. Highly trained in the 
science and art of education; skilled in administration; gifted wit 
rare power of pursuasive speach; with a clear vision; contagious en- 
thusiasm and inspiring faith, he is steadily leading our Univers tv 
up a shining way into the new opportunities of the new day. It 
is a time to support and sustain him. He is doing magnificient 
work. He has our unwavering confidence, affection and esteem. 
God bless President von Klein Smid. 

While it is impossible at this date to say definitalv, what the 
enrollment for the present school year will be, indications point_+o 
a decided increase over last year. The enrollment on October Ist, 
was 4,686. 

The inauguration of President von Klein Smid took place on 
Apri} 27, 28, 29. Due to the interest of the President in the edu- 
cational affairs of Latin-American countries, the inauguration com- 
mittee of the faculty and Board of Trustees felt that it would be 
an opportune time for the University to call a Pan-American Con- 
ference on Education. This was the first conference of this nature 
ever called by an American University and attracted International 
attention. The delegates numbered some four hundred, including 
accredited representatives of foreign governments, whose interest 
in the conference was evidenced by the fact that fourteen of the 
twenty Latin-American States had official representatives, as well 
as the governments of Great Britain and Italy. During the period 
from March lst to May Ist, the University received notice in over 
one thousand reports used in various papers and journals telling 
the story of the conference and of the activity of the University of 
Southern California in the promotion of a better understanding 
between the people North and South of the Rio Grande. 


At the opening session presided over by Governor William D. 
Stephens, letters and telegrams of congratulations were received 
from the following notables: (Commissioner of Education, U.. S. 
Government; Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; Director General of the Pan-American Union, Washington; 
Secretary of Commerce, Herbert Hoover; Warren G. Harding, 
President of the U. S. On the morning of the 28th the formal in- 
auguration of President von Klein Smid took place. Bishop 
A. W. Leonard presided over the inaugural ceremonies, delivered 
the formal address and introduced President von Klein Smid. as 
the new President of the University of Southern California. The 
subject of his inaugural address was “A World View of Education.” 
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When honorary degrees were conferred a veritable riot of applause 
greeted Geo, Finlay Bovard, President Emeritus of the University, 
as he arose to receive a degree of Doctor of Laws from the hands 
of the newly made President. The President has committed himself 
to a policy, which will aid materially the people of the republic 
of Mexico to fight their way into the vanguard of the nations to 
the South of us by encouraging young men and women graduates 
of the University of Southern California to enter into educational 
activities in Mexico. 

The largest graduating class in the history of the institution, 
numbering 580, took their degrees at the Commencement held 
on June 15th in the open air auditorium in Exposition Park. 

It is interesting to note that in order greatly to strengthen 
through unification the offerings of the University in Religious in- 
struction, all courses in this field have been gathered within the 
curriculum of the School of Religion on the Maclay Foundation, 
under the Deanship of J. F. Fisher. We express anew our convic- 
tion that this school of Religion should be made the peer of any 
school of Theology_in Methodism. 

The past year in religious activities among the students has 
been one of gratifying progress. The Oxford Club of Life Service 
Workers has a membership of about 160. The Y. M. C. A. has 
twenty departments, each headed by upper class students, who 
are all actively engaged in work for the students. The Y. W. C. 
A. has about 100 girls enrolled in the Social Service group, and in the 
World Fellowship Department, are doing a large and useful work 
among the foreign girls. Some four hundred personal interviews 
were conducted during the last year by the student pastor, the 
weekly devotional meeting of the students, which is one of the 
strongest religious influences of the campus, was held every Thurs- 
day evening, and inspiring and fruitful special meetings were held 
by J. Stitt Wilson and Dr. Henry H. Crane of Boston. When 
the year closed in June, there was a list of 162 students who had 
definitely given themselves to Christian Work as a life service 
and during the fall season 10 of the students had either sailed 
for some foreign field as missionaries, or are under appointment 
to sail within the next few weeks. 

Since the University of Southern California was organized by 
the Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and its interests and property are held in trust for the 
Church by Trustees elected by this Conference and amenable to 
- this Conference for its administration; 

And since the chief purpose of this institution is established 
to give young people the privilege of higher education at the 
least possible cost consistent with the highest ethical and schol- 
astic standards, and by teachers who are in harmony with the 
Christian teachings and the standards of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; 

And since there is, in the language of another, “A widespread 
feeling on the part of many who profess a wider knowledge of 
the facts than we can ourselves claim that some Christian ‘Col- 
leges have been weakened in the accomplishment of their dis- 
tinctive purpose by the failure always to demand instructors, whose 
character and outlook are in accord with the spirit and aims of the 
Institution which they serve, and that this has occasioned the per- 
vasion of some college atmospheres with a coldly critical temper, 
displacing the warm and reverential attitude, which is as essential

as open-mindedness in the quest of truth.” Therefore, we express 
our conviction: rl 

That the present moral and social conditions of our day 
demand a new emphasis upon the ideals of our Church; | ? 

That we respectfully request the officers of the University 
and the Board of Trustees and the Boards of Control and Advis- 
ory Boards of our various professional schools, which are under 
the control and authority of the Board of Trustees to make such 
provision, as far as possible, for the Deans and Professors that 
only members of Evangelical Churches in good and regular stand- 
ing shall be employed; F 

That in their efforts to provide for the financing of the insti- 
tution, they do not minify the importance of the ethical and 
spiritual; and while we recognize the impossibility of avoiding all 
unfavorable criticism, we urge that they put forth every effort 
not to merit it; 

That commending the policy of the University as heretofore 
maintained, we place ourselves on record as being opposed to any 
dance or ball being given under the auspices of the University of 
Southern California, or in the name of the University in’ any way, 
or the expenses, or any part of the expenses of the same being 
paid out of funds raised in the name of the University, and that 
we earnestly request the Board of Trustees and the Officers of 
the institution to discourage, and request all professors and teachers 
of the University to discourage, as far as possible, the growing 
tendency toward introducing dancing into the functions given 
under the social organizations of the institution. 

The report on campaign matters can best be made through a 
quotation from the President’s letter to the Board of Trustees, set- 
ting forth the most pressing needs of the University as follows: 
“After a most searching survey of the needs of the University of 
Southern California, in light of the demands now being made 
upon it, and the increasingly large service, which it will be called 
upon to render in this great Empire of the Southwest, your body 
assembled in regular session adopted the following resolution: 

“On the basis of careful survey, the Board of Trustees de- 
clared that the need imperative and immediate of the University 
is a fund of $10,000,000, and that we will proceed at the earliest 
possible moment to launch a campaign for that amount.”

In order to properly organize and co-ordinate the potential 
elements of strength friendly to the University, Mr. John Clymer 
and his associates have been retained as members of the Staff. 
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This will give the campaign committee the benefit of their wide 
and successful experience and insure a systematic and efficient 
course of procedure. 


Never was our University more urgent in its needs; never 
more worthy of the whole-souled support of all friends of Christian 
Education than now. 


We approve the action of this Conference in adopting the 
recommendations of the Commission on Finance that we continue 
to pay $1000 towards the support of our Methodist Episcopal work 
for students in the State University at Berkeley, and the same 
amount for similar work at the Southern Branch of the State 
University at Los Angeles. 


Large numbers of young people from Methodist homes and 
churches attend these schools, and they as well as the entire body 
of students, for whom in the very nature of the case the State 
University can make no adequate provision for religious training, 
need the care which workers of our church can give them. We 
commend this work to our District Superintendents within whose 
Districts these Institutions are located, and also to our Resident 
Bishop, in order that by their oversight the work may be strength- 
ened and extended as circumstances permit, and so made increas- 
ingly effective in relating the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ to 
the characters and lives of these future leaders of our state and 
nation. 


In the training and development of the young life of our com- 
munities is the abiding hope of the church. The home, the school 
and the church must be leagued in a triple alliance for the enrich- 
ment of our young people. In the Sunday School with its increas- 
ing efficiency, and in the Epworth League with its religious, social 
and recreational programs, we recognize arms of power. 

We desire to commend to our people the plans of our dis- 
cipline for departments of religious education, and to call their 
attention to the wisdom of a constructive program for our young 
people. The University of Southern California is training a num- 
ber of splendid students for efficient work as Directors. If our 
young people are interested in things worth while the amusement 
question will not trouble them. 

We greatly appreciate the work being done by the Spanish- 
American Institute for the growing constituency of the Spanish 
people of Southern California. Under the leadership of Super- 
intendent Chas. A. Robinson, it is filling a real need for Mexican 
boys in their preparation for definite Christian service. We bespeak 
for this institution the hearty cooperation of all our people. 

We felicitate the Board of Education in New York that the 
Children’s Day funds have now aided the total of 29,984 students 
to make their way through college in the aggregate sum of 
$3,382,450. Yet under the growing student enrollment, the demand 
by our students for help increases steadily beyond the enlarged 
receipts. 

’ All the activities of the University have been stimulated by 
the enthusiastic co-operation and wise counsel of our resident 
Bishop Adna Wright Leonard, President of the Board of Trustees 

The University of Southern California fronts the future an 

exponent and exemplar of the fearlessness of the intellectual life, 
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the crowning glory of the religious life and the sacredness of all 
life. God bless the University and keep her true to this wonderful

RELIGIOUS WORK AT STATE SCHOOLS 


The future of our church and the future of the world depend 
very largely on the character of leadership each has. The most 
fru'tful field for service in advancing the Kingdom of God lies in 
making the leadership of tomorrow vitally Christian. One of the 
greatest areas of opportunity for advance in our church is in the 
student bodies at our state institutions of learning. The task of 
caring for these students in a vital and satisfactory fashion is too 
great for the church at the place of opportunity. The responsibility 
for this larger program should be borne, in part at least, by the 
general church. 

We therefore make the following recommendations: 

1. That wherever there is in California or Arizona a state 
institution of Jearning, that ample provision be made in the present 
survey and estimates for the next advance of the church, for such 
maintenance. cost as shall provide ample pastoral care for our 
young people at these institutions. 

2. That where our present plants are inadequate for the 
proper care of these students that provision be made in advance 
for modern and sufficient buildings to do this work in a satis- 
factory fashion. 

3. We recommend that in this new advance sufficient funds 
be given to the Wesley Foundation at Berkeley to enable it to 
function in a way worthy of Methodism and commensurate with 
our opportunity: there. 

4. We request our Resident Bishop, Adna W. Leonard, and 
the District Superintendents, to represent this Conference action 
in the councils where the estimates for the new advances are 
made,

BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


Your Board of Examiners is deeply conscious of its high 
task—the educational qualifications of our ministry—and is seeking 
to make its work of the highest cultural value. It is satisfied 
with only the highest educationa) attainment of our undergraduate 
body. Its task however is lightened by the educational require- 
ment of this Conference, viz. the securing of the B. A. degree and 
the full theological course, before admission into full membership. 
This makes its work much lighter and simpler. It recognizes 
however the danger here in that the undergraduates should regard 
the Conference courses of study as of minor importance being 
but the meeting of a mere technical requirement. It is in hearty 
accord with the Conference standard and is in every way trying 
not only to reach the same but to advance on the same as steadily 
as is possible. But it would like to emphasize in the mind of the 
undergraduate the importance of this part of their work, 

Because of this standard it feels that for this Conference the 
desire of the Commission on Conference courses of study that 
there be a graduation exercise with conferring of diploma in open 
session of Conference on the completion of the course of study, 
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is inadvisable as each man will have received another and fuller 
diploma for the work done. 

It very heartily commends the plan offered by the commission 
for post graduate study and would also urgently recommend 
members of this Conference to take up such work. The first 
year’s course revolves around the Gospel of St. John. The second 
is a study of the prophets as exemplified in that of Jeremiah. The 
registrar will be glad to communicate with any member of the 
Conference touching this work. 

Your Board of Examiners feels however that at least for the 
young ministers this hardly goes far enough and has appointed a 
committee consisting of E. A. Healy, J. F. Fisher and W. E. 
Tilroe, members of the University faculty to confer with the Uni- 
versity authorities as to the possibility of arranging such post 
graduate courses for ministerial study with university credit for 
the same and to report at the next Conference session. And we 
bring this action here for your approval. 

The Board feels that it can assist the young ministry by indi- 
cating each year some six or more outstanding modern books for 
study, and such list is appended. = 

The Board of Examiners feeling that the address of the presid. 
ing Bishop to the class for admission into full membership might 
have wider significance and be of larger cultural value if addressed 
to the entire body of undergraduates, would recommend that all 
the undergraduates including those coming up for admission on 
trial be seated in a body together with the class for admission into 
full membership, so that the address might be given to the whole 
undergraduate body, and it recommends that this take place at 
this session. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


We are deeply gratified to report a fine development of Sunday 
School work in the Southern California Conference during the 
past year. 

1. Considerable progress has been made toward the stand- 
ardization of Sunday Schools. The policy is to develop a stand- 
ard each year. Each year the standard is raised a little higher, 

We are deeply grateful for the fine response this policy has 
met in all the Conference. 

2. The work of Christian education can never be effective 
until we have a trained corps of teachers in every church who are 
skilled in the various essential processes of building Christlike 
character. Therefore a very considerable effort has been given to 
develop this phase of the program. : 

One Summer School and not less than eight community 
schools of religious education have been held with approximately 
1000 of our workers enrolled. More than 125 training classes for 
teachers and young people have been organized in local churches 
with a total enrollment of nearly 3,000. An ever increasing number 
of these students are connleting these courses for credit in pursuit 
of the teachers diploma issued by our Board of Sunday Schools. 

There is no more important work in Methodism than that of 
creating a skilled body of Christian teachers for the children and 
youth of our great church. : 

3. There has been a growing recognition during the year of 
the need for specially trained workers to assist the pastor in the 
development of the educational program of the local churches and 
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community. Three years ago there were but two Directors of 
Religious Education in all denominations in Southern California 
now there are 34 full time directors, of whom about half are em- 
ployed in our Methodist churches. 

Our religious educators are destined to wield a tremendous 
influence upon the future of the Church. They determine the cur- 
riculum of our Sunday Schools. In large measure they are res- 
ponsible for the spiritual ideals and attitudes which will be cul- 
tivated in our youth. In many churches the Director of Religious 
Education has an even more intimate contact with the children 
than does the pastor. We therefore record our conviction that 
such power for influencing the future of the Church should be 
placed in the hands of only those who in mind and heart are 
thoroughly trained and prepared to assume so great a responsibility. 
As far as it is possible we urge that our conference policy shall 
be that Directors of Religious Education shall be regularly mem- 
bers of this annual Conference. 

4. We wish to record our deep appreciation of the work of 
J. L. Corley, the Conference Superintendent of Sunday School 
Work. His thorough understanding of the problem of religious 
education; his broad statesman like policies; his unusual ability 
to secure Co-operation in the development and execution of ‘his 
plans; and sympathy and tact have combined to make him a most 
valuable asset to religious educational work in Southern California. 
In the words of H. C. Wilson of the Board of Sunday Schools 
“We consider J. lL. Corley second to none of our representatives of 
the Board of Sunday Schools.” 

During the summer in a very large number of our churches 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools were conducted. Some of these were 
individual church enterprises while others were of the community 
tvne. It is estimated that there was a total enrollment in these 
schools of from 35,000 to 40,000. 

This splendid development of Daily Vacation Bible School in 
Southern California also has been largely due to the activities of 
J. L. Corley. He it was who gave great impetus to the movement 
and has lead in its organization. He is also laying a splendid 
foundation for several community systems of week day religious 
education which we trust will soon materialize. We most strongly 
commend his leadership to all our pastors and Sunday School 
workers and urge a hearty co-operation in all plans suggested to 
further strengthen the program of religious education.

COMMISSION ON FINANCE 
Report No. 1 


: The General Conference of 1916, by Section 328 of the Disci- 
pline of that year, provided an ALTERNATIVE plan for handling 
certain items of Ministerial support and authorized the creation 
in each Conference of a COMMISSION ON FINANCE. 

_ » For’ the Purpose of unifying the Conference and of equaliz- 
ing the salaries of the District Superintendents this Conference in 
1916 adopted that ALTERNATIVE plan and created this Com- 
mission. The Commission was consequently organized in October 
1916 and has been operating since that date. 

The results have been good and the plan is ideal, though there 
may be a division of opinion as to the form of the organization. 
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Salaries of the District Superintendents have been equalized and 
not once during the past six years has the 15th of the month passed 
without the District Superintendents having received a check in 
full for their monthly salary. This has also had a stimulating effect 
on many charges and led them to care for their own pastor’s 
salary in the same regular and systematic way. 

The Commission is composed of the six District Superinten- 
dents together with one pastor and two laymen from each Con- 
ference district. Representatives from remote districts, how- 
ever, have not been able to attend. 

The Commission for the Conference year 1921-1922 met Oc- 
tober 24, 1921 and organized by the election of A. B. Stevens, 
President; Willsie Martin, Vice-President; Chas. E. Carver, Sec- 
retary, and J. B. Green, Treasurer. Salaries of the District Sup- 
erintendens were fixed for the year at $3200 per year and they 
were allowed $400 additional for traveling expenses and $600 ad- 
ditional for house rent, making a total of $4200 to each Superin- 
tendent. An additional $500 was allowed the Los Angeles District 
Superintendent toward the rent of his office. 

The authorized expenses of the Commission for the year were 
fixed as follows:

PUBLIC MORALS 


We believe it is time to arouse, not only the Methodists, but 
all patriotic Americans to the widespread conspiracy to annul the 
constitution. The National Assoiciation against Prohibition has or- 
ganized its auxiliaries in practically all of our large cities, and un- 
der various names is spreading a persistent propaganda against 
the 18th amendment. This conspiracy, as vile as that of Cataline 
and as dangerous as that of secession, cloaks itself beneath the 
specious plan of permitting the sale of light wines and beer, when 
the object. of it is to bring back that foulest of social cancers, the 
American saloon. We urge that the utmost publicity be given to 
warn of the subtle and dangerous efforts of the various organiza- 
tions carrying on this enterprise, and we warn the public against 
the constant discrediting of the prohibition amendment and laws 
by the secular press. No true American is at liberty to select the 
part of the constitution to which he will render allegiance. 

The most important issue before the people of California is 
the enactment of the Wright Law, and we warn our people that 
this most desirable measure will fail of enactment unless the Chris- 
tian citizens get the voters out. It is our lasting shame that the 
Harris bill failed two years ago, and we urge our pastors and peo- 
ple to give first place to this effort until after election. 

We record our appreciation of the Anti-Saloon League and its 
work, commend it to our churches for their support and recom- 
mend that L. T. Guild be elected to represent the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference upon its state board. 

It is not our usual custom to mention candidates by name nor 
to advise our people as to their votes for individuals, but the glar- 
ing audacity of one sworn to maintain and support the constitution, 
an officer whose duty it is to enforce the law, announcing himself 
as a candidate for the chief magistracy of the state upon a nulli- 
fication platform is so abominable that it requires rebuke. In the 
face of such unblushing effrontry and the possibility that it might 
win the election to the disgrace of California and the injury of the 
entire nation, we would pillory the name and fame of Thomas Lee 
Woolwine and urge our people to use their utmost efforts to defeat 
him for governor by voting for and supporting Friend Richardson 
for that position. We request our pastors to make full and fre- 
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quent announcements of our position in this matter in the press 
and to our churches, as we regard it vital for the interests of 
righteousness that Woolwine be overwhelmingly defeated. 

For many years we have been facing social unrest.—It does 
not abate but grows more intense and menacing with each pass- 
ing year. Last year there were over 2,000 strikes in this country. 
This year we have had not only the usual number of lesser con- 
flicts but two of nation wide proportions—the coal and railway 
strikes. In these the conflict has been, on the part of labor, a 
contest in behalf of a living wage and the right to so organize as 
to make collective bargaining effective. 

For the principles of collective bargaining and a living wage, 
“which shall have right of way over rent, interest and profits,” the 
church has, not once nor twice, but many times, declared in no 
uncertain tones.. We reaffirm our adherence to these principles 
as embodied in the “Social Creed of the Churches” and as set 
forth in the declaration of our bishops in 1918. : 

__ Weare convinced that no solution of the labor problem is pos- 
sible apart from Jesus Christ. In his pierced’ hands he holds the 
solvent for all .our social ills. No greater burden of responsi- 
bility rests upon the church of Jesus Christ today than to discover 
and to apply the social teachings of Jesus that the present turmoil 
and strife may give place to a social order Christian in form and 
spirit alike. To this task we must address ourselves in real earn- 
est. It is not enough that we extend sympathy and express our 
pious wish that the chasm between the church and labor might be 
bridged and laboring people come into the church, we must rec- 
ognize the battle as ours and, in so far as we discover the cause 
of labor to be the cause of Christ, espouse that icause ini order that 
in the actual life of the people, “justice may roll down as a river 
and righteousness as an.everflowing stream.” Let us not forget 
‘that, in its essential meaning, this struggle is the creation of 
Christ himself. It has come and it will go on because the teach- 
ings, the power and the spirit of Jesus Christ are abroad in the 
world. 

If labor has sometimes been grievously misled, and it hag been 
misled, we should furnish it a saner and more righteous leadership. 
If the movement tends to become immersed under the waves of 
materialism, and we know it does, all the more must we impart 
to it spiritual life and power. As the Wesleyan movement saved 
England from the horrors of a French Revolution, so we must 
save America. 

We record our conviction that oppressive measures only make 
things worse.. The attempt to crush labor’ cannot succeed. Such 
measures drive now, as they have driven in the past, straight to- 
ward revolution. Force and violence should not be resorted to 
on either side. By these we get nowhere. Nor may these be 
tolerated. Where lawlessness breaks out it should be suppressed in 
a fearless and impartial manner. But as these things are symptoms 
of the disease and never the cause, we must probe deeper and, find- 
ing the cause of disorder and unrest, remove it. 

The hour calls loudly for calm, dispassionate and open minded 
study of the whole problem. Labor is thinking. Let us think also. 
Let both ministers and laymen read and profoundly study. As an 
aid for those who may desire to do this, we suggest the following 
books: 

“The Church and Industrial Reconstruction.” 

“Property: A Symposium” by Bishop Gore and others. 
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“The Acquisitive Society” by R. H. Tawney. 

“Christianity and Economic Problems” by Kirby Page. _ 

Pursuant to the action of the Conference in 1920, relating to 
the immoral conditions at the Mexican Border, we desire to re- 
port something of the achievements resulting from such action. 

1. During the past two years, all gambling concessions have 
been closed by order of President Obregon, the president refusing 
to permit the reopening of said concessions, with the exception of 
a Chinese gambling den in Mexicali. 

2. Vice and prostitution have been reduced. 

3. Prize fighting has been suspended. 

4. The project of establishing a dry zone of forty miles along 
the frontier is receiving favorable consideration by the Mexican 
government. 

As a result of the above action, the constant stream of people 
crossing the border for gambling and other immoral purposes has 
been checked; the proposed million dollar Monte Carlo at the 
Coronado Islands has not been built; the special train service from 
San Diego to Tia Juana has been discontinued; and millions of 
dollars have been saved from the vice concessions. 

Therefore, be it resolved: ; 


That we express our appreciation to Alvero Obregon, Presi- 
dent of the Mexican Republic, for his cooperation in the suppres- 
sion of vice conditions at the border; and 

Be it further resolved: 

That our expression of appreciation and petition be sent to 
President Obregon by this Conference. 

WHIEREAS: A constant agitation is kept up concerning the 
Sabbath, and it is accompanied by a persistent effort to break 
down the observance of the Lord’s Day as a rest day, and accom- 
panying the propaganda is a continued effort at proselyting, there- 
fore ; 

RESOLVED: That we favor a united effort of the Evangeli- 
cal denominations and all other friends of the Christian Day of 
Rest to protect it from encroachments from every source, and fur- 
ther 

That we commend Rev. S. W. Gamble, 3349 E. State Street, 
Long Beach, as a teacher upon this subject to those desiring as- 
sistance or instruction.

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


During the conference year the steady progress of the Spanish 
American Institute has been maintained. The greatly reduced Cen- 
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tenary receipts have been partly offset by larger support from de- 
voted friends of the schoo) who appreciate the value of this work 
for Spanish speaking boys. 

Superintendent Chas. A. Robinson in his first year has shown 
an understanding of the Mexican boy-nature and a comprehension 
of the needs of the school which is manifest in the development 
of the daily program. He is successfully solving the problems of 
administration and has the confidence and esteem of faculty, stu- 
dents and Board of Directors. 


The financial receipts were approximately: Tuition from stu- 
dents $2,700; net profit from print shop and farm $700; interest 
on endowment fund $270; Centenary appropriations $14,500; schol- 
arships and contributions from individuals and churches $16,800. 
Total $34,970. Disbursements: Additions to buildings, printing 
plant and other equipment $3,900; salaries, provisions, repairs, taxes 
and all other current expenses $28,300. Total, $34,270—leaving 
about $700 to add to cash balance. 


The assets amount to about $130,000. All property is free 
from mortgage, but a debt of nearly $15,000 was incurred early 
in 1921 in the erection of the large building for school rooins, 
faculty dormitory, dining hall and kitchen. This has been reduced 
to $13,500 and is in bank loans. 


There is in the “Endowment Fund” $6,050 and in the “An- 
nuity Fund” $10,000. Friends of the school can greatly stimulate 
interest in enlargement of these funds by suggestion of gifts and 
bequests. Each fund should be built up to at least $100,000. 


As soon as another dormitory can be provided the present 
enrollment of seventy students can be increased to one hundred. 
An effort is now under way to raise $25,000 to wipe out the obli- 
gation of $13,500 and to build this much needed dormitory. Nearly 
$10,000 of this amount is already available, leaving $15,000 still to 
be subscribed. 


The annual Lincoln Day celebration—always largely attend- 
ed and greatly enjoyed—was marked this year by a program clear- 
ly demonstrating advancement in the work of the students. The 
occasion was more notable because of the helpful presence of 
Bishop Leonard, whose forceful address emphasized the value of 
the contribution the Institute is making toward the extension of 
the kingdom of our Lord. The Bishop’s persuasive financial appeal 
brought a ready response in subscriptions amounting to nearly 
$9,000. 

The Spanish-American Institute, situated at Figueroa and 
157th Streets, is not a refuge for unfortunate waifs, but is an edu- 
cational industrial home and school where, under Christian influ- 
ence, a boy is given an opportunity in life which he would not 
otherwise have. The curriculum includes the public school course 
through the eighth grade, a commercial course, bible training, 
printing, woodwork and garden farming. The new year opens with 
a fine organization doing most effective work on a reduced budget. 


Some of the pastors are showing increasing interest in this 
work. The growth of the Institute and its best development de- 
pends largely on the sympathetic support of the members of this 
conference.

The Society closes the Conference year, with all bills paid, 
no money borrowed to meet current expenses, and in better finan- 
cial condition than at any time since its organization. 

It holds title to the following church properties, which gives 
indication of its progress in Church Extension—Elysian Gardens, 
Crescent Heights, Church of All Nations, Woodcrest, Chesterfield 
Square, Western Avenue, Traveller, Harbor City, Wilmington, 
Hamilton and Calvary. Chesterfield Square, Western Avenue and 
Hamilton have become self-supporting churches and the Society 
is in process of deeding these properties to the local churches in- 
volved. The Wilmington property has been sold, since it has 
proven unwise to continue work in that field. 

The Society haS arranged credit. to the extent of $15,000 ta 
cover the building projects at Woodcrest, Chesterfield Square and 
Traveller, as well as largely financing the new enterprise at Calvary 
Church. 

During the year a careful study of Los Angeles Methodism 
has been made, forming a scientific basis for future church ex- 
tension; pastors in weaker charges have had their salaries sub- 
sidized by the society; $22,356 have been received from the Cen- 
tenary and passed to the credit of the District Superintendent to 
be distributed in accordance with the Centenary plan for the Los 
Angeles District; and the work in the interest of economy carried 
on without the services of an Executive Secretary. This burden 
has been carried by Byron H) Wilson, the District Superintendent, 
who has been tireless in his services to the society,—services which 
have saved Methodism many thousands of dollars in administra- 
tion, which have aided in developing strategic fields, and main- 
taining the work in difficult areas. 


The Los Angeles Missionary Society has made the work at 
the Church of All Nations possible, and this field which the Church 
purposed to abandon five years ago, now gives promise of 
rich service in the interests of Christ’s Kingdom. The Building 
Fund has been handled by the Society, and had full Centenary ap- 
propriations been available, work upon the first unit would now 
be under construction. The new site at the corner of Sixth and 
Gladys marks the conclusion of many months of careful work, and 
guarantees the church-a commanding position in the very heart 
of the foreign and industrial situation in Los Angeles, 

The Society recommends the continuance of the present form 
of administration and its program for the coming year calls for a 
real advance in church extension, the continuance of the main- 
tenance of churches in problem fields, the completion of the Church 
of All Nations, the administration of Centenary Funds as hereto- 
fore, and the completion of the parish studies which will reveal 
scientifically the present situation of Methodism in Los Angeles.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


The task of the Methodism of Southern California, as repre- 
sented by the Plaza Community Center, is one of national and 
international importance, as well as of spiritual and religious sig- 
nificance. 

It is assisting in the only safe method of assimilation of this 
Mexican population of 250,000. Christian ideals are so presented as 
to make of this people better citizens, and to enable them to make 
their rich contribution to the life of the communities in which 
they reside. 

This work is of international value to the extent that proper 
understanding and friendly relations between Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States shall be secured by means of the sincerely unselfish and 
sympathetic attitude toward this multitude of Spanish-speaking 
folk. They carry back to Mexico those ideas and ideals which 
make for their own progress, and spread among their compatriots 
the true attitude of the United States, thus promoting friendJiness. 
In the interests of such amity, Bishop Leonard and V. M. Mc- 
Combs, on a recent trip into Mexico, visited President Obregon 
and others high in authority to let them know the spirit of Chris- 
tian America as evinced by the Methodist Episcopal Church 
through such institutions as this. 

The spiritual significance of this work is illustrated by the 
sincere statement of one man who had received help from three 
of our departments for himself and family. He confessed his in- 
difference to the Romish church for seventeen years past, and 
then added, “Your kindness here to me and my family has almost 
restored my faith in God.” 

The work is divided among four general departments—the gen- 
eral welfare, the educational, the clinical, and the religious depart- 
ments. 

In spite of the meager equipment with which we have to work 
during the past year more than 12,000 calls have passed through 
our offices; over 2,600 cases have been treated in our three clinics; 
800 letters have been written; 510 legal interviews have been held; 
$450 worth of free medicines and other relief, besides 1350 gar- 
ments, have been distributed; 3690 tracts have been given out; and 
1,238 visits in homes, hospitals, jails, and personal interviews, have 
resulted in 83 professed conversions. 

There is most hearty co-operation with city and county health 
organizations, the Red Cross, the Tuberculosis Association, and 
others. Classes are conducted in English, Spanish, diatetics, hy- 
giene, practical nursing, housekeeping, etc. The outstanding in- 
novation in the educational line is the organization of a Training 
School for Christian Leadership, for the fundamental preparation 
of handicapped young men and women who have been called to 
the ministry and other forms of Christian service. Classes will 
be held four afternoons of each week, covering a period of thirty- 
two weeks and furnishing a practical course in language, basic 
doctrines, and modern methods in Christian work. 

The temporary buildings will be moved immediately, and exca- 
vation will begin on or about November 20. In addition to this 
new edifice, which will house the church, Sunday-school and wel- 
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fare departments, there is great need for an orphanage, estimated 
to cost about $20,000; a hospital and nurse-training school, te cost 
$50,000; dormitories for men and women, costing $40,000 each; 
and it is our hope that there may be sufficient interest awakened to 
make possible the erection of a model court, costing $125,000, in 
which to house Christian Mexican families at moderate rentals.

GOODWILL INDUSTRIES 


The Goodwill Industries of Southern California in the name 
of Christ and on behalf of the Methodist Episcopal Church is serv- 
ing handicapped unfortunate people whom the church touches in 
no other way. It provides “Not charity but a chance,” by which 
we mean not so much always giving as the chance to earn self- 
respecting wages in Christian surroundings. 

The first chance, however, is to the public—the chance to dis- 
pose of its cast-off material through the Goodwill Bags, 57,000 
of which are in as many homes, 1260 a month being placed last 
year. 16,820 were brought in last year. After the labor had been 
put upon these, each bag represented $5.00 money actually ex- 
pended to beneficiaries. 

The second chance is the great one, for every bag means work 
and wages to at least twelve persons. The material received is 
carefully worked over by handicapped and unfortunate people, 779 
different persons being given 218,506 hours of work, or 29,134 days 
of work. For this $71,559 was paid in wages. While earning these 
wages, many of these people have learned how to do certain work 
which has enabled them to go out and earn in normal industry. 

A third chance is given to those who buy the reconstructed 
and renovated material in any of our four stores, located in the 
poor districts of Los Angeles; 148,500 persons bought 297,832 arti- 
cles last year at prices within their means. $88,925 was taken 
in from the sale of this material. 

For every $10 of cash contributed to us last year, $100 in cash 
was distributed to our beneficiaries in wages or relief, because of 
the returns from cast-off materials. 

The spir tual side in its largest sense parallels and outruns the 
material. Every morning in the week sees the workers gathered 
into the Goodwill Chapel for a thirty minute service, conducted 
in Spanish and in English, with an average of 89 in attendance. 
The spiritual life of the English speaking workers is developed in 
the Wednesday evening prayer meetings. Bible Classes are held 
on Friday noon. On Sunday evenings in the Chapel is held the 
Filippino Bible Class. Classes in English for the Mexicans in the 
Industries are held three or four days each week. 

Another new activity is the Girls’ Club to which all young 
women under twenty-five are invited. Social activities also have 
been held this past year for all the workers. At Thanksgiving 
time food was distributed among the neediest workers and a din- 
ner was served for sixty unemployed men who were destitute. 
Prisoners in jail have been visited, the sick placed in hospitals, jobs 
found for the jobless, money loaned to those in distress, hus- 
bands forced to support their families, etc. 

One of the achievements of the year has been the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the Goodwill Club for Men at 334 
North Main Street. Located in our building, right on the street 
where 14,000 men have been counted passing the door in fifteen 
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hours, this friendly place has ministered to an aggregate of 70,000 
men during the first twelve months of its history. A cafe feeds 
the hungry at cost or free. Usually a man who has not the money 
is allowed to work for it at the Industries. A reading room with 
plenty of good magazines and books, writing privileges with sta- 
tionery furnished, game tables with checkers, dominoes or chess 
have been used to the limit during the most of the months of. the 
year.

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


e happily call attention to the rapid growth of the Deaconess 
ae eT Le bounds of our Conference, to its marked effi- 
ciency, and to the high grade of service rendered. The year has 
been one of marked prosperity, and in a very definite way our 
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consecrated womanhood has ministered in Christ’s name to a needy 
world. The Deaconess cooperates in a most Christly way and 
brings relief where most needed. She visits and ministers to the 
comfort of the sick and shut-in with a service that has brought 
many to the Saviour. 

At the railroad stations last year our workers met 3,564 trains, 
and in various ways assisted 4,558 persons; small children traveling 
alone, young girls, young women, mothers with little ones, aged 
people, and the sick, whether native or foreigner, have found in 
the Travelers’ Aid a helper or protector. 

At the harbor 625 steamers were met, and passengers given 
whatever assistance was necessary. The immigrant usually set- 
tles in communities, and the church has secured deaconesses to 
work among them in many places. In one small area in Los An- 
geles the East, West, North and South have met. They make a 
population of sixty thousand, and represent forty-two nationalities. 

While it is impossible to adequately report service, a few items 
may be of interest. The Deaconesses reporting through our Los 
Angeles Home have made 11,206 calls, conducted or addressed 389 
meetings, taught 680 persons in Sunday School, taught 1495 in 
Junior League, taught 579 in Probationers classes, and 90 in Mis- 
sion Study.~ 55 children were taken for a day’s outing, and 775 
families or representatives of families were given the following 
material relief: 1672 garments, 333 baskets of food, 45 articles of 
bedding, 615 cans of fruit, and 224 glasses of jelly. The valuation 
of these supplies amounted to $1,068, and cash used in relief work 
amounted to $1,666. 

Miss Lula I. Clifton, of Phoenix, Ariz., reports calls made, 
1804; pieces of literature distributed, 2500; families given material 
relief, 10; persons, 35; consisting of the following: garments, 500, 
peers of food, 16, jars of fruit or jelly, 10, bouquets distributed, 
S15: 

The Deaconess work at Phoenix has been very successful, and 
Miss Clifton has been most happy in its direction. The hospital, 
under the wise administration of Mary Janet Burns, has been God’s 
servant to many. S. J. Rogers, as General ‘Superintendent and 
Field Worker, has been remarkably efficient in placing the Dea- 
coness Hospital at Phoenix on the mind and heart of the people 
of Arizona. 


Pearl Spafford, on her own request, after five years of service, 
has been granted an honorable discharge; also Alice Wilkinson, 
after three years service as Deaconess, is granted an honorable 
discharge. Miss Hope Wolfe is transferred from the St. Louis 
Conference to our Conference. The standing of the following Dea- 
conesses was approved; and their appointment requested:

B.S. HAYWOOD: 
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METHODIST HOSPITAL OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
FIELD WORK 


_ As I have gone about over the whole conference as the hos- 
pital representative, I have been most cordially received every- 
where. For various reasons, such as general financial stringency 
and the numerous building enterprises in local churches, I have 
not been able to take offerings everywhere I have spoken, but the 
offerings for the year total approximately $5,000. During the year 
we have made joint trustees with Dr. A. J. Campbell, of the Camp- 
bell fund, which is valued at approximately $15,000, Dr. Camp- 
bell retains ownership and management during his life time. At 
his death the estate comes to the hospital and its income is to be 
administered to help support a maternity bed in our hospital and 
to establish a loan fund to help deserving students. Through Mrs. 
Bayly, Mr. Julius A. Brown has this year given to us the unre- 
stricted gift of $10,000 in bonds. 


Hospital—As usual the hospital is crowded to the limit and we 
are constantly booked days in advance. I wish there were time to 
tell you of the imperative need of greatly enlarging our plant in the 
immediate future. 

Changes—For the sake of efficiency we have had to make a 
number of small changes and additions. The drug room and X-Ray 
rooms have been completely rearranged. We found the water 
supply on the upper floors to be inadequate, and a new and larger 
line has been installed at an expense of about $400. We have 
been compelled to put in a new water pump in the engine room at 
an expense of $200. We have put in some new lights in Surgery, 
lockers in the dressing rooms of the graduate nurses, and have 
had to buy or replace a number of articles of furniture at an ex- 
pense of some hundreds of dollars. 

Supplies—Our bills for supplies, such as bedding, towels, dishes, 
have probably been higher this year than usual. Just after Con- 
ference last fall it was necessary to spend approximately $2,000 
for linens. Later in the year came a dish bill of nearly $1,000 and 
just recently, because of an exceptionally good opportunity to buy 
right, we have laid in a supply of linen which should last for more 
than a year at an expense of $1,800. These bills are all paid. 


Radium and Oncologic Contract—There has been given to us 
an X-Ray deep therapy treatment equipment valued at $19,000, 
installed. It was necessary to build a small addition at the north 
end of the hospital to house it. This addition cost $4,500, but 
also gives us a splendid store room on the basement floor level. 
While there will be some items of profit made possible because of 
the deep therapy machine and the store room, yet the greatest 
thing ‘s, it will make ours the only hospital on the Pacific Coast 
and the only hospital in all of Methodism equipped to give such 
service. 

X-Ray—Our diagnostic X-Ray department has been complete- 
ly reorganized. We now have a full time Radiologist, on a flat 
salary. While the change was made but a few weeks ago, if the 
present rate continues, the department will pay us a net profit of 
$1,000 per month. Besides, it is giving us better service than ever 
before because of the full time service. ‘ : 

Drug Room—Our drug room is rendering a very fine service 
and it also making a substantial profit. Doctors and salesmen say 
we have the best prescription pharmacy in the city. 
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Debt—Besides the bonded indebtedness of $75,350 we found a 
floating indebtedness of $18,100. This latter amount has been re- 
duced $11,000. ; ; i 

Training School—Under the leadership of Miss Gower, as Su- 
pervisor of Nurses, and Miss Kenworthy, as instructress of Nurses, 
both of whom are graduates of our own school, our training school 
is in a most flourishing condition. The girls in training are of the 
highest type. They are happy and contented, and the atmosphere 
surrounding them is of the best. Our school is fully accredited with 
the State. 

Records—We have been working to make ours a Class A hos- 
pital according to the requirements of the American College of 
Surgeons and the American Medical Association, and we have just 
received official notification that we are now so accredited. One 
of the prime requisites to that end is that our records be very com- 
plete and be scientifically kept. We were very fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of Mrs. Shafer, whom Dr. Musgrave, of the State 
Medical Society, says is the best record clerk in the state. 

Staff—For several years we have talked of organizing a staff 
but nothing had been done until this year. We now have affiliated 
with us in such capacity thirty-one of the finest physicians and 
surgeons of the city, and they are giving the very finest of co- 
operation to constantly increase the high type of service of the hos- 
pital. No record has been kept of their free work, but it has 
literally run into many thousands of dollars. 

Our Work—For the Conference year up to September Ist, our 
hospital has given 35,595 days of work. We have had 400 major 
operations in the same period and 897 minor operations, or a total 
of 1297 surgical operations. There have been 560 births in that 
time. We are justly proud of the fact that with all of that volume 
of work we have had but 110 deaths. This includes all deaths, 
those who have died very soon after admission and all. Our death 
rate for the year thus far has run well under 3% where the aver- 
age for all hospitals of the whole country is approximately 414\%. 

Social Service—Four hundred persons have received free or 
discount work in that time. The value of this work has been $9,- 
200, and this entirely exclusive of the free work done by the doctors. 
Besides this fifteen ministers of our Conference have been pa- 
tients with us for a total of 259 days and for work for which our 
charges would have been $987. Besides this there have been thirty 
members of the families of ministers of this Conference for a total! 
of 421 days of service, valued at $2,360 or a total of 45 ministers 
and members of their families for 680 days of service at a total 
value of $3,347, and a grand total of free work which the hos- 
pital has given for the conference year to September Ist of $12,548. 

Financial Condition—I am glad to report that we have come 
through the year without having borrowed any money. Our bills 
are now being paid promptly on the 10th of the month when due, 
and with some thousands of dollars of extra expense which we 
have had, we feel that the financial condition of the hospital is 
very good. To have met all this without borrowing any money, 
but instead reducing our floating indebtedness by $11,000, we be- 
lieve helps to clear the decks for action. ;

One year ago, when at Conference in Los Angeles, we were 
happy to make the final settlement of our indebtedness to the Pa- 
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cific Mutual Life Insurance Co. of $45,000 which had burdened our 
nee for some time and made any forward movement impos- 
sible. 


We began the year practically clear of debt with the exception 
of what we owed for some of our unused material, though the Salt 
River Valley felt very poor, indeed, after its spree of prosperity. 

_ Our hospital property consists of 5 acres of ground covered 
with large trees and beautifully located on the car line and sur- 
rounded by paved streets. 

On this block stands the unfinished hospital costing $117,000, 
and an $8,000 residence which will be used for a nurses’ home. 

With such assets, it was thought we could easily secure a loan 
sufficient to finish the building, but we found that money lenders 
were slow to place loans on Benevolent Institutions. 

The members of the First Church of Phoenix, under the di- 
rection oi the pastor, J. A. Stavely, on Sunday morning, February 
19th, took a subscription to the amount of about $20,000. Through 
the untiring efforts of Mr. J. O. Sexton, president of our Board, 
the promise of a loan of $50,000 was secured on a finished bui'ld- 
ing. This necessitated our raising $50,000 more. 

Phoenix “put it over,” and $51,000 in short time pledges was 
the result. : 

All Protestant churches joined heartily in the movement. With 
the exception of three generous subscriptions outs’de, the pledges 
were secured in and near Phoenix. The other towns in the valley 
are to be solicited this fall. 

The contract is awarded and work is progressing rapidly. It 
is to be completed by March Ist, 1923. Including the equipment, 
the building, when completed, will represent an investment of 
$275,000. 

Under the Superintendency of Miss M. J. Burns our small 
hospital has steadily gained in favor, though all the work has been 
carried on in limited quarters and under difficulties. Patients are 
turned away daily. 

The Superintendent reports amount on hand one

2 ae Committee has had three meetings; Elmer _E. Helms 
was elected secretary. The work was carefully divided into depart- 
ments and committees were appointed to take charge. Each com- 
mittee has done its work so far as the present status of conditions 
will permit. The organization is perfected for making all neces- 
sary arrangements, providing the Book Committee locates the Con- 
ference in Los Angeles. The Secretary of the Committee, E. E. 
Helms was East during the meeting of the Book Committee; also 
Mr. Frank Wallace, who is a member of this Committee and also 
a member of the Book Committee. "They have both reported that 
they feel the sentiment is very much in favor of coming to Los 
Angeles. However, there are a large number who feel obligated 
to go to Springfield, Massachusetts, on account of the vigorous 
claims New England is making. The Committee on Investigation 
will visit Los Angeles this winter and check over the situation. 
Your Committee feels that it is probable we could secure the Con- 
ference if we agree enthusiastically to pay the amount of money 
it would cost to come to Los Angeles, over and above what it 
would cost to go to Indianapolis, Indiana. Your Committee will 
meet again soon after this session of Conference, to determine 
just how vigorously they will press their claims, and how much we 
wll be willing to obligate ourselves for financially.

PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 


Under the Articles of Incorporation and the By-Laws of the 
Pacific Palisades Association, which were approved at the last ses- 
son of this Annual Conference, it becomes the duty of the Presi- 
dent of the Association to submit to you an annual Report of its 
business and activities. In doing so I wish to record my deep ap- 
preciation of the loyalty and consecrated hard work of the twenty- 
five men who have served as our Trustees, and the large number 
of ministers and laymen who have collaborated with us. 

Financial History—A year ago we presented to you a great 
hope and ambition for the establishment among us of a combined 
Christian educational institution, residential community and re- 
creational center, not only for Methodism but for all Christian 
people and organizations. Toward the realization of this hope 
our friends had invested $275,000, but even that large amount was 
so inadequate to carry out the full plan that, mingled with the 
joy of its possibility, there was in the minds of not a few a 
sense of grave concern lest the financial burden prove too heavy 
and the effort result in loss and disappointment. 

Today the financial investment of $275,000 has increased to 
$1,701,500. This financial success gives us reasonable assurance 
that wise business management, consecration and hard work can 
turn our great hope into a great achievement. 

The original purchase price of the 1100 acres of Jand which 
constitute the Pacific Palisades was $725.000, on the principal of 
which we have paid to date $372,417. We have expended for land, 
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improvements, buildings and equipment, $340,495; for general. over- 
head expenses, salaries, office expenses, publicity and sales com- 
missions, $141,765, which is an amount equal to approximately 8%4% 
on the total amount of sales; and we have due us on contracts, bear- 
ing 7% interest, $840,215. 

These results have been achieved in handling the subdivision 
of approximately 350 of the total of 1100 acres. There are 1632 
residence lots in this subdivision, 1092 of which have been leased. 
We still have approximately one-third of the lots to lease in this 
subdivision, and 750 acres of our land undeveloped. For the pur- 
poses of this report we prefer not to fix any valuation on the un- 
leased lots or the undeveloped land. As our business now stands 
we have more money due us bearing interest than we have out- 
standing obligations, and we earnestly hope that we may be able to 
keep our project always on this basis. 

We told the men from whom we bought the land that we had 
no money but that we did have two thngs which money could not 
buy, namely; a constituency and an idea, and that we were confident 
that our constituency would buy our idea for as much money as 
would be needed to carry out the plan. This has proved-true. 

Some Features of the Physical Development—A year ago our 
lands were virgin hills and hay fields. Three hundred and fifty 
acres have now been transformed into an artistic residential town 
site grouped around an area set apart for our permanent institu- 
tional buildings. Within this 350 acres there are 1632 residence 
lots. Artistic roadways have been laid out, and a grading crew 
working 200 head of stock has completed a little over eleven miles 
of streets, and the main water, electric and telephone lines have 
been installed. There are a total of twenty-four dwellings includ- 
ing those in course of construction. At the beach front a small 
but well appointed bath house and picnic pavilion have been built 
and equipped, and safety ropes installed for surf bathing. 

In the beautiful Temescal Canyon a commodious Dining Hall, 
with seating capacity for 700, has been provided for summer school 
gatherings such as our Epworth League Institute, and in conjunc- 
tion with it, tents and sanitary equipment and a commodious out- 
door ampitheater roofed with spreading oaks adequate to an equal 
number. There is also a well appointed athletic field on which fine 
cement tennis courts have been built, and plans laid out for a full 
modern recreational equipment. Farther up the Canyon a tempor- 
ary auditorium for our Camp Meeting and similar gatherings has 
been built, with a seating capacity of 1200, and in connection there- 
with a commodious cafeteria and a tent city of 200 tents with 35 
small cottages and two buildings for store purposes. Between the 
two centers a beautiful picnic ground has been laid out with tables 
and seats for a large number of people and all conveniences includ- 
ing an outdoor auditorium with seating capacity for 500. As a 
working center for these activities a Jarge warehouse and a group 
of five temporary office buildings have been built. ; 

Next Steps in Physical Development—Our next active program 
is the laying out of twenty-five miles of cement sidewalks, curbs 
and gutters, the macadamizing of our streets and the planting of 
trees. We have our faces set toward a program that calls for be- 
ginning construction on at least one hundred homes by the first of 
next year. Steps are being taken for the extension of the electric 
railway to the center of the property and the establishment of the 
permanent business center of the community. We have recently 
secured the services of Mr. H. T. Cory and the Olmstead Brothers 
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as Directors of Design, Landscaping and Engineering features of 
our work and are thereby assured of the highest skill the nation 
affords in their respective fields. tm 

Religious and Educational Activities—“Not the building of a 
city, but the building of souls is our real business.” 

The words which I have just read are not original but are 
quoted from the annual report of the President of the Ocean Grove 
Association in 1890. Although that is more than thirty years ago, 
and the place to which they refer is more than 3000 miles away, 
they are singularly appropriate, and could not better describe our 
situation. We do not exist for the purpose of carrying on a great 
business enterprise. The only reason there can be for ministers of 
the gospel and consecrated laymen assum/ng the heavy burdens of 
this business administration is that it makes possible, and, so far as 
we know, it is the only way to make possible, the- spiritual and 
educational activities which are our real objective. We have been 
hampered greatly by the fact that the-people have not had t:me to 
build their homes, and practically all our activities have been car- 
ried on with tent equipment and temporary facilities. 

Our first great religious event was the celebration of Easter. 
At sunrise approximately 5,000 people gathered at the top of what 
we have called “Peace Hill,” and, with the glory of the Ocean which 
was named—‘Peace” or ‘Pacific’ lying before us, we celebrated at 
sunrise the victory of the Prince of Peace over the power of death. 

On June 29th we opened simultaneously the Camp Meeting of 
the Southern California Holiness Association and the Christian 
Church Young People’s Conference, and from that time until the 
20th of September we had entertained fourteen gatherings of vari- 
ous size and length. Of these, six were official bodies of the sepa- 
rate denominations. The remaining eight were of an interdenomi- 
national character. The two of special concern to Methodism are 
our Epworth League Institute, in which some 500 of our young 
Methodists spent a week under the teaching and inspiration of 
chosen leaders, and from which a large number went back to their 
homes and churches with new visions of the possibilities and new 
consecration to Christian service. Among the employees of our 
Association one gifted young man who came to us this summer with 
no such intention in his mind registered at the University of South- 
ern California to prepare himself for the ministry. This we re- 
gard as a first fruit of our labor and directly a return from the 
contact with the Epworth League Institute. Too much cannot be 
said of this as a training school of our youth. It is today the most 
abundant source from which our leaders come directly. 

The Methodist Camp Meeting was held th’s year under the di- 
rect leadership of our local brethren, Conference Evangelists Fred 
Ross and Harcourt W. Peck, and Thomas O. Grieves in charge of - 
the Bible and Devotional hour. It was a real Methodist Camp 
Meeting, and has given rise to the desire for a special organization 
under the auspices of the Conference to be devoted to promoting 
Camp Meeting interest at the Pacific Palisades. We cordially wel- 
come such a movement and commend it to the consideration and 
approval of the Conference. 

In addition to the distinctly religious gatherings which we were 
able to entertain, we held a six weeks’ course of summer educa- 
tional activities similar to those instituted at Lake Chautauqua, 
New York, by Bishop John H. Vincent and Lewis Miller of sainted 
memory. This was but the beginning of this line of activity. We 
believe that it was auspicious and that under the ‘blessing of God 
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it will grow to be one of the strong arms of our service in this 
region. 

_ As an outgrowth of it we have established an official relation- 
ship to the Chautauqua: Institution and will hereafter handle their 
educational activities in the West. We have organized a Pacific 
Palisades Branch of the Chautauqua Literary and Scientific Circle 
with Mrs. Bertha T. Coler as its President, and propose to enlarge 
that Circle with study units in every church and community which 
we can reach between the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Ocean 
in the terrjtory of the United States on a line south of the north- 
ern boundary of New Mexico. Mrs. Frances M. Hawley, who is 
a graduate of the Chautauqua Institution, has been named as the 
official organizer of this work in connection with our activities and 
under her leadership a strong organization of Chautauqua graduates 
has been formed with Mrs. C. H. Noll as President, for the purpose 
of stimulating the formation of new study groups for the Chautau- 
qua educational idea. 

Permanent Residence Community—Now that summer activi- 
ties are past, we are engaged in establishing a permanent residential 
community. There are about two hundred people living at -Pacific 
Palisades. <2 

We have a Grammar School, which is a part of the Los Angeles 
City School System. There are twenty scholars. 

We have begun the organization of our permanent religious 
life. We have a Sunday School organized under the counsel of 
Dr. Corley, with an attendance of more than fifty and growing 
every week. Preaching services are held every Sabbath, and we 
are asking that the Pacific Palisades be placed on the list of preach- 
ing stations for this year. 

You will hear at this sess'on a proposal for the establishment 
of a “Home for the Aged” at Pacific Palisades. Such a home is 
one of the noble achievements of Ocean Grove. There is a real 
need for it. We have offered the Trustees of the Conference a 
free site for this purpose and hope you will approve the proposal. 

One of our objects has been to provide an ideal place for such 
gatherings as this Annual Conference. We are now far enough 
along to ask you to begin to think of Pacific Palisades as the per- 
manent seat for the Conference. 

The crowning event of our summer activities was the Dedi- 
cation of our grounds which was held on Sunday afternoon, August 
6th. An audience of about 2,000 people gathered in the open air 
on the site selected for the permanent auditorium, and our Bishop 
Adna W. Leonard made a Dedicatory Address which will be his- 
toric in the memory of all present, and at its close he solemnly 
dedicated to God and the purpose of Christian education what was 
probably the largest area for which the Dedication Service of 
Methodism was ever used. To deserve and be true to this dedi- 
cation, and to make the Pacific Palisades and the Association un- 
der which its work is administered serve God and humanity to 
the limit of its possibility, is our earnest purpose, and that we mav 
achieve it, we desire the continued cooperation and prayers of all

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. <All applicants for Admission on Trial must present to the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. See 
also Discipline par. 596, Sec. 2. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. Ist. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page), 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the courses of study. But these latter must present 
to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. Ist and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general executica is faulty. 


7. <A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 
special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference. 


8. The written work required is as follows: Each student rs to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 
at lh ast 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, snd one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one um some self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
is compleréd it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
&-ven on this work d form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
essays must be sent in by Sept. Ist. The attention of each student excused 
from examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 


9. The examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with 
the undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

In Menortam 


WESLEY K. BEANS 


Another brother beloved, a real hero of the Cross, answered 
to the final roll call and went to his coronation Tuesday evening, 
Miay 9th, 1922, at 7:30 o'clock. Wesley Kenny Beans has taken 
his place as the 106th member on the honor roll of the departed 
dead, in the Southern California Annual Conference. 

Dr. Beans was in his seventy-fifth year. He was born at 
Lebanon, Ohio, in 1847 of Christian parentage. He was a grad- 
uate of Jennings Seminary, located at Aurora, Illinois. After grad- 
uation he became a teacher of Latin and Greek in the same in- 
stitution. Later he graduated from Garret Biblical Institute, and 
became a member of the Rock River Conference. 

On account of the condition of health of his first wife, whose 
. maiden name was Ethel Stoughton, he transferred to the Nebraska 
Conference, where he was pastor of First Church, Omaha, and 
served one term as Presiding Elder. He was for a while a member 
of the Columbia River Conference; also of the California Confer- 
ence; stationed at Sacramento. He came to Southern California 
in 1901, transferred to the California Conference for only one 
year, and then returned to the Southern California, where he served 
Long Beach; Trinity, Pomona; South Pasadena; Corona; First 
Church, Santa Monica; was Field Secretary of the Conference En- 
dowment Fund; and retired in 1916, since which time he has re- 
sided in Los Angeles. 

He has two sons living, Lorenzo Wesley Beans from his first 
marriage, and Wesley Phillips Beans, from his second marriage 
to Carrie Phillips, who survives him. 

Dr. Beans had exceptional pulpit ability. He loved to preach 
and had a passion for serving his Master as a pastor. He had 
a rare wit, which, combined with a beautiful diction and poetic 
temperament, made him a favorite speaker on special occasions. 

Noble, unselfish and sacrificing was his ministry. He lived in 
the world of books, flowers, and unselfish devotion his own. 

He left a rich legacy to his brethren in his spotless life, broth- 
erly love, and constant devotion to his task. Many a church is 
strong and flourishing today because he served it as pastor. Mrs. 
Beans and the sons have the most heartfelt sympathy of all the 
brethren and hundreds of friends of the Southern California Con- 
ference. 

Only God can estimate the value of a life invested as was his, 
so God will give the reward. We know it must be great. 


BEM WILSON: 
SAL SEE 
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O. J. McFADDEN 


Rev. O. J. McFadden was born in Edinburg, Indiana, July 
12, 1853. The family moved the following year to a farm home 
in Appomore County, Iowa, where the subject of this sketch lived 
until he. was twenty years old. 

- At twelve he was converted (or as he would say, born into 
the everlasting kingdom) during a revival held at Zoar Chapel; 
a hewn log meeting house on the Cincinnati Circuit. Even at this 
early experience he felt a distinct call to Christian service. It was, 
not, however, until he was twenty-one that he definitely consecrated 
tus life to the work of the ministry. His educational preparation 
was carried on at Bloomington High School and Centerville Nor- 
mal in Iowa, and at Garrett Biblical Institute, Evanston, Illinois. 
Brother McFadden was granted a local preacher’s license in 1877; 
and in 1878 was admitted on trial into the Iowa Conference, and 
received into full connection in 1880. In the same year he was united 
in marr age with Josephine Miley, at Knoxville, Iowa. Two sons, 
Vernon M,. and Roy A. were born to this union. The three re- 
main to mourn the loss of the husband and father. 

In the Iowa Conference the deceased served the following 
charges: Unionville Circuit, Durham, Ottumwa Circuit and Chilli- 
cothe. Transferring to the N. W. Kansas Conference, he held pas- 
torates at Phillipsburg and Osborn. Transferring again, Brother 
McFadden came to the Southern} California Conference, serving at 
Paso Robles, Central Church San Diego and Williams, Arizona 
In 1902 Brother McFadden retired from the active work and moved 
with his family to a ranch near Moorpark, Ventura County. His 
ret.rement closed a proud record of twenty-four years of tireless 
activity, in which his chief aim was to acquit himself as a good 
minister of Jesus Christ. His untimely death on February 4th, 
1922, caused by the overturning of his car, came as a distinct shock 
to the community. The funeral services, which were largely at- 
tended, were held in Moorpark Church, Feb. 7, 1922, R. W. Plann- 
ette and Glenn R. Phillips having charge. The remains were laid 
to rest in Ivy Lawn Cemetery, near Ventura, California. 

Quiet and unassuming in manner, Brother McFadden made 
friends and kept them. In his preaching there was ever the pro- 
phetic note. Amos-like he denounced the evils of the day, and 
pointed men to the one all-sufficient hope in Christ Jesus. Earnest 
in prayer, his every public utterance characterized by a fervor that 
was part of his Celtic heritage, he never failed to kindle fires in cold 
hearts. 

Last in the long list of recorded texts of sermons he had 
preached was this: “And now abideth faith.” It is at once text 
and epitaph. In this faith he lived. 
“So lived this man and died 
And lives again! 
Cease tolling bells 
And let the bugles blow!” 


GLEN -R. PHILLIPS. 
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DAVID HUTCHINSON REID 


David H. Reid was born in Middleport, Meigs County, Ohio, 

March 11, 1869; and died in the Methodist Parsonage, Costa Mesa, 
California, February 14, 1922. 
E He received a fine education in the public schools in the states 
of Ohio, West Virginia and Kentucky, the states in which he 
grew to manhood. After graduating from the High School at 
“Ashland, Kentucky, he attended Morris Harvey College and grad- 
uated from that institution. Later he attended Barboursville College 
and graduated with the degree of Master of Arts. While he was 
ipastor at Edinboro, Pennsylvania, Cooper University conferred on 
him the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. He was well prepared in- 
tellectually for the work to which God called him. 

He was united in marriage with Miss Minnie Verona Preston 
at Barboursville, West Virginia, May 9, 1894. He was then pastor 
in the town of Grayson, Kentucky. Six children were born to 
Brother and Sister Reid, five of whom remain to mourn the death 
of father and to comfort the mother in her widowhood. 

David H. Reid had two experiences that definitely prepared 
him for the service of God and men. First, he was soundly con- 
verted to God when he was sixteen years of age. 

Second, he received a definite and unmistakable call to preach, 

He entered the ministry when he was twenty-one and gave 
thirty-two years to that gracious service. In 1911 he was trans- 
ferred to the Erie Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He faithfully served as pastor in the following charges: Grayson, 
Kentucky; Huntington, West Virginia, where he was loved so well 
he was called back for a second pastorate; Louisa, Ky., and: Green- 
up, in the same state. Point Pleasant; and Amos and New Martins- 
ville, West Virginia; East Randolph, New York; Edinboro, Penn- 
sylvana; Mesa and Tempe, Arizona; and Costa Mesa, California, 
to which charge he was appointed last October. 

He was a thorough student of the word of. God. He be- 
lieved both nature and the Bible were records of life and revela- 
tion; and was a diligent student of both. He had but begun what 
I believe would have been one of his best and most fruitful pastor- 
ates at Costa Mesa. This is-a community church, and Brother 
Reid's personality made it so in fact.. He shared his life with all 
i people and they had already given him their confidence and 
ove. 

_ His pastoral life and labors blended into service without dis- 
tinction or creeds. His life blended all creeds into a doctrine of 
good will and fellowship around his blessed Master. 

David Reid was true to God and true to his own soul. 

He never lost sight of that essential need and requirement:

Theophilus H. Woodward was born in Meaford, Canada, West, 
eat and passed to his rest in Whittier, Cal, Sunday, May 21; 

2, 

He was the son of the Rey. William Woodward and he and 
his brother Morrison were early dedicated to the ministry by 
parents now “passed into the skies.” The family came across the 
plains in 1864 and settled in Solano Co., near Suisun. After his 
father’s death in 1867, Theophilus spent two years in British Colum- 
bia, after which he returned to Santa Clara, where he entered thé 
University (now the College) of the Pacific: Here he was con- 
verted and here he met and wooed a classmate, Miss Hattie Haz- 
zard, like himself, a child of the parsonage. They graduated in 
the same class and were married in 1878. .He had entered the 
California Conference in 1877, and for forty-five years he made 
full proof of his ministry. 

He had successful and fruitful pastorates in Dixon, Binhamp- 
ton. Ferndale, Santa Rosa, Chico, Berkeley, First and Trinity, 
San Francisco and Petaluma, and spent a year as Financial Agent | 
of the University, 

In 1901 he transferred to the Southern California Conference. 
In the latter field he had only three pastorates; at Santa Monica, 
La Habra and Orange. In Orange he served five years, building 
the fine church and parsonage. His health, which had been pre- 
carious for some time, now gave way. He took the retired rela- 
tion in 1914, and since then has quietly resided at his beautiful 
home in Whittier, surrounded by every ministry that love could 
bestow. 

Two children came to bless that parsonage, Ray R. and Grace 
G. Grace was early called and crowned preceding her father to 
their heavenly home in 1902; the son, Ray, resides in Whittier. 

Of our brother’s family, there survive a brother, Morrison an 
honored member of the California Conference, another brother 
Lycurgus of Arogo, Oregon, and three sisters, Mrs. A. M. Cart- 
wright of Martinez; Mrs, H. Sheriff and Mrs. Fidelia Adams of 
San Francisco. 

Brother Woodward had a genius for friendship, he had a 
magnetic personality, Louis Curtis, a classmate and for twenty- 
five years a “wheel chair saint, ” said of him ‘Phil was the most 
lovable man I ever knew.” 

The devoted wife, who was his companion for nearly half a 
century, now misses the strong arm on which she leaned and the 
heart that always beat in unision with her own.

Clarence B. Husted was born in Galva, Ill. He came to Cali- 
fornia in 1888, and’ was converted under the ministry of the writer 
of this obituary. He was educated at the University of Scuthern 
California and entered our ministry later, taking work in the 
Fresno ditsrict. After a few years he located and went into bus- 
iness, where he was very successful but never satisfied. When 
the war broke out he enlisted for Y, M. C. A. work and was two 
and a half years in the service. ‘ 

Last November he was appointed to Roscoe, and into this 
work he poured his very life. His brief ministry was phenom- 
enally successful. During the six months the membership grew 
from twenty-five to sixty-five, almost entirely by conversion. In 
a letter written his district superintendent only a week or two 
before he died he said “There is no joy in business that compares 
with the pleasure in having a part in helping folks to know our 
Savior.” In another he wrote “It is wonderful how the Lord is 
drawing the people here to Himself. I never saw a field so ripe 
for pastoral work. Whole families are responding to the per- 
sonal appeal. O what a harvest we are going to have here if we 
continue to go forth weeping, bearing the precious seed.” These 
give an idea of the type of man and character of work Brother 
Husted was doing. He seemed to be able to reach all classes. 
Young and old were led by h:m to the Savior. A new church 
building project was just started because the present building 
was not large enough to hold the people who came to hear him. 

On Sunday night, April 23rd, while conducting the service he 
was taken sick, carried home, and on Tuesday morning he had met 
the Christ whom he so fondly loved, and faithfully served. The 
public school was closed during the funeral services, which were 
conducted by the writer, assisted by Brothers C. A, Norcross, 
Geo. A. Hunt and T. F. Allen, and then we laid the body to rest 
in Rosedale Cemetery, Los Angeles, by the side of his mother.

Mrs. Rosalie Baldwin Shaffner was born in the village of 
Austinburg, Ashtabula County, Ohio, Feb. 15, 1844.

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Bishop Adna W. Leonard sends word that his address to the 
Class for Admission will not be given this morning. 

Dr. Gamble gave a five-minute talk on the “Sabbath Question’ 
and the activity of the “Seventh Day Adventists” in breaking 
down the Christian Sabbath. 

Report of Committees: 

The nomination of Chas. Crumley, of Hanford, as Secretary 
of this Association was adopted. 

The Resolution Committee presented the following reso'‘utions, 
all of which were adopted. 

(1) RESOLVED: That this Association calls on every lay- 
man in our church to consider himself or herself a committee of 
one to get every registered dry voter in his or her immediate dis- 
trict to the polls at the coming election, and to do everything in 
his or her power ta assist in carrying the Wright Act. 

(2) RESOLVED: That we, the Layman’s Association of the 
Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, most urgently request the Annual Conference of our 
church, now in session, to permit the pastors, appointed at this 
session, where transfer and removal is made necessary, to rema-n 
where they have been Jocated for the past year, so that they may 
have the right to exercise their suffrage at the election on Novem- 
ber 7th, 1922; AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy 
of this resolution be sent to the Annual Conference forthwith. 

(3) RESOLVED: WHEREAS: The Eighteenth Amendment 
is the law of the land and under it our country has made great 
strides in prosperity: 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That we, the Laymen’s 
Association of the Southern California Conference, do commend 
the recent decision of Attorney-General Daugherty to secure a 
strict enforcement of the fundamental law of the land with particu- 
lar reference to the use and transportation of liquors on American 
vessels. A copy to be sent to Attorney-General Daugherty. 

(4) RESOLVED: That this Association heartily endorses 
the “California Christian Advocate,” the officia) publication of our 
Church in the San Francisco Area, and commends its editor, Dr. 
F. M. Larkin, for his fearless stand on the questions before the 
church and for the able manner in which he edits this paper. a 

AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That we pledge our- 
selves, as laymen, to the hearty support of the ‘Advocate’ and to 
the promoting of its circulation, on Good Literature Day and on 
every other occasion when the opportunity shall arise. 

(5) WHEREAS, there are many devoted and faithful pastors 
in the Southern California Conference who are receiving far less 
than a living salary in charges where the membership is unable to 
pay a living compensation; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That we recommend 
that this Association appoint a committee to co-operate with a 
similar committee, created in or by the Annual Conference, to 
work out a financial plan whereby the minimum salary for a pastor 
shall be twelve hundred ($1200) dollars .a year... 

(6) WHEREAS, the matter of Conference entertainment on 
the Harvard Plan is becoming increasingly difficult: .. ; 

_THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That,the Layments,Ac- 
sociation appoint a committee of three to act jointly with a like com-_ 
mittee appointed by our Annual Conference, to consider the entire 
matter of Conference entertainment and to report their recom- 
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mendation to the next ‘session of the Annual Conference and the 
Laymen’s Association. 


(7) WHEREAS, the delegates to this session of the Lay- 
men’s Association have heard with pleasure and profit the various 
repcrts concerning our connectional interests and the work of our 
church in Southern California; 

BE IT RESOLVED: That we heartily endorse each enter- 
prise presented to us, and pledge our hearty moral support, our 
prayers and financial assistance, to the end that the severa) causes 
may continue their efforts to further the Kingdom of our Lord and 
to bless humanity. 

(8) WHEREAS, there is a continuing seeming conflict be- 
tween the employers of labor and the employed over what they 
each conceive to be an equitable division of the profits of Industry, 

AND WHEREAS the Christian Church must direct the Chris- 
tian conscience of America towards the solution of these. problems 
and to the consideration of the Economic life of its people in order 
to bring about a spirit of co-operation rather than a spirit of con- 
flict; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That this Laymen’s As- 
sociation commends every effort taken by the Church in a judicial 
manner to reach a solution of these questions that will do equity to 
both parties involved; and calls upon the Laity of our Church to 
approach the question with an open mind and bring to the task 
before them the clearest judgment as well as the keenest conscience 
that the Church can command. 

(9) RESOLVED: That this Association recommends the 
formation of District Laymen’s Associations, where not now exist- 
ing, whose presidents shall be the vice-presidents of the Laymen’s 
Association of the Southern California Conference; 

And, further, that these district associations shall hold regular 
meetings and assist in carrying out a program of activities suited 
to the needs and problems of the district. 

(10) RESOLVED: That this Association desires to go on 
record as deeply appreciating the hospitality accorded its delegates 
by the Laity of Fresno, and particularly by the membership of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church; 

AND, FURTHER, BE IT RESOLVED: That this Associa- 
tion hereby voices its appreciation to the Pilgrim Armenia Congre- 
gational Church of Fresno and its pastor, for the use of its church 
for assembly purposes, and that a copy of this resolution be trans- 
mitted to the respective pastors of these two churches. 

The motion was adopted that a check for $5.00 be sent to the 
janitor of the Pilgrim Armenian Congregational Church for his 
services in connection with our use of the above church for our 
Annual Session. : 

The Committee on By-Laws presented the following resolu- 
tion changing Article IV of the By-Laws, which was adopted: 

We recommend that Article IV of the Constitution be amended 

d as follows: 

x eh rtiale IV. The officers shall be President, one Vice-President 
from each district, a Secretary and a Treasurer. These officers 
with the preceding President and the preceding Secretary, shall 
constitute the Executive Committee of the Association. Said ofh- 

1 be elected as follows: : . 
aes President shall be elected at the Annual Meeting of this 
Laymen’s Association from the membership of said Association by 
nomination, and by election by ballot; upon first ballot, if there be 
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more than two candidates and if no one receives a majority of the 
votes cast, the two candidates receiving the highest number of 
ballots shall be the candidates. for the second ballot and a}l others 
shall-be dropped, and the person receiving the majority of the votes 
cast shall be declared the President for the ensuing year. 

The Secretary and the Treasurer shall be elected in the same 
manner as the President. 

The President, the Secretary and the Treasurer shall serve 
during the Conference year following their election, including the 
succeeding annual session, and shall perform such duties as are 
usual to their respective offices. The President and the Secretary 
shall not be eligible for re-election and shall be members of the 
Executive Committee for the Conference year succeeding their 
term of office. 

The Vice-Presidents shall be elected in the following manner: 

In each district, where a district association has been formed 
and meets not Jess than once.in each conference year, the Presi- 
dent of such District Association shall be the Vice-President of 
this) Laymen’s Association during his term as such President. In 
each District where no, district association has been formed or 
where said. District Association ceases or fails to meet at least 


once in each Conference year, the Vice-President for such district 


shall be elected by the delegates from such District at the annual 
meeting of this Laymen’s Association in such manner and as they 
shall deem advisable. In case of such election, the Vice-President 
thus elected shall hold office unti) a President of the District As- 
sociation of his District has been elected or until his successor has 


been chosen by the delegates from his district at the annual meet- 


ing of this Laymen’s Association as hereinabove provided. In case 
the President of a District Association is elected President of this 
Laymen’s Association, the Vice-President of the District Associa- 
tion whose President has become President of this Laymen’s As- 
sociation shall be Vice-President of this Laymen’s Association, to 
hold office until his successor has been elected as hereinabove pro- 
vidéd. 

Each Vice-President shall appoint a Committee of four of the 
lay members of his district, which committee, with the Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall be charged with the following duties: 

To consult with the District Superintendent and the Area Offi- 
cers on the financial or other conditions of each charge, and 
where necessary, encourage, instruct, and otherwise assist in hav- 
oe all benevolences and pastoral salaries paid promptly and in 
ull, 

It was also recommended that Article III be amended -as 
follows: 


“One of the delegates from each pastoral charge, as nomi- 
uated by said delegates, shall receive actual travelling expenses to 
the annual session of the Laymen’s Association, in such amount 
and manner as this Association may determine, when, as, and if, 
funds for such travelling expenses are made available.” _ 

The above recommendation was laid on the table for one year 
and a Committee appointed to consider this matter and report on 
same at next Annual Session of this Association. 

Announcement was then made by Dr. R. C. Harker that the 
Bishop would give his address at the appointed hour. 

Communications from Secretary Francis Bartle and Judge 

Edward B. Evans were received and ordered filed. (See file).

(a) Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m, 


2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


3. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4, All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded,. reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate. 


9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time, (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)! To lay on the table. (5) To move the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee. 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President, or a member through the President. 


11. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference, Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed. 


13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion order- 
ing the previous question or to lay on the table. 


14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
such motion shall not be debatable. 


15. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of 
the Conference.

20. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be con- 
sidered by the Committee on Conference Relations. 


21. All applications for admission into this Conference on trial, into 
full connection, or from other denominations and all Changes of relation 
of members shall be considered in executive session, and no one ghall 
be admitted into the Conference except by a two-thirds vote. 


22. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Con- 
ference immediately following the Communion Service and shall include the 
Calling of the Roll of the Honored Dead. 


23. The Commitee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be 
divided into three classes of three members each, one class to be elected 
annually, 


24. The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year their 
recommendations as to the continuance in the effective relation of all mem-

FIRST DAY 
Wednesday, September 26, 1923 


The Conference convened for its 48th session in the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Los Angeles, California, Elmer E, 
Helms, pastor, on Wednesday, September 26th, 1923. 

The Presiding Bishop, Adna Wright Leonard, called the Con- 
ference to order at 9 o'clock. 


Communion Service—Hymn No. 310 was sung, the Apost'es 
Creed was repeated, and Bishop Leonard led in prayer. After the 
singing of Hymn No. 481 an offering was taken for necessitous cases, 
which was later reported as amounting to $72.85. 

The pastor host, E. E. Helms, the District Superintendents, 
and some of the retired men of the Conference assisted the Bishop 
in the administration of the communion. 


Roll Call—F.-G. H. Stevens, secretary of the last conference, 
called the roll and 263 members and 17 probationers were recorded 
as present. 

The Conference stood while the Roll of the Honored Dead was 
called including the names of the six men who have died during 
this past year. 


Organization—E. J. Inwood nominated F. G. H. Stevens as 
conference secretary. Hie was elected and named as his assistants 
W. C. Botkin, C. O. Kimball, G. Bromley Oxnam, Glenn R. Phil- 
lips, Irvin A. Engle, and Wilbur Fisk. 

O. W. Reinius, elected as Statistician last year, named as his 
assistant, P. A. Lomax. 

M. W. Beckwith, elected treasurer last year, named the fol- 
lowing assistants: H. R. Salisbury, H. C. Taylor, W. W. Kaler, 
j.1Bs Ferris; AE Schultz, Q:- P.sRoyer; -L2+C.) Kline, Arthur 
Wahlquist, H. O. Simmons, J. E. Dunning, C. T. Harrison, J. H. 
Hodges, R. W. Plannette, W. A. Reynolds, R. E. Wright. 

M. S. McGee was elected Railroad Secretary. 

J. Hunter Smith was elected postmaster. 

The Bar of the Conference was fixed to include the three center 
sections as far back as the balcony columns. 

The Rules of Order were readopted with the exception of the 
first which was suspended for this session, thus leaving the open- 
ing hour at 8:30. 

The standing committees as nominated at the close of last ses- 
sion were elected! with the following changes: L. G. Reynolds was 
‘substituted for C. D. Lewis on the Conference Relations Commit- 
tee, and as a correction in copying of the original nominations, F. 
C. Edwards was substituted for E. E. Marshal! on the Board of 
Stewards, Class of 1924. 

On motion of John Oliver the District Superintendents were 
asked to name a new committee to be called the Committee on In- 
ternationalism, Disarmament, and Peace. 
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General Conference Memorials—On motion of F. M. Larkin 
each district was requested to select one member of their number 
to act on the Committee'on Memorials to the General Conference. 


Memorial Service—A. W. Lamport, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Memoirs, presided over the Conference Memorial Service. 

The 91st Psalm was read, Hymn No. 577 was sung and the 
Conference quartet sang. 

The following memoirs of Conference members were read: E. 
S. Chase by O. W. Reinius; Frederick Miller by B. H. Wilson; 
P. H. Bodkin by J. M. Ocheltree; I. E. Wright by R. I. McKee; 
N. F. Hoffpauir by H. W. Peck; and C. P. Wilson by A. C. Welch. 

The quartet sang “O Love That Will Not Let Me Go.” 
Memoirs were read of Mrs. I. A. Engle by C. M. Crist; Mrs, T. E. 
Robinson by B. C. Cory; Mrs. R. J. Wyckoff by J. L’-Corley; Mrs. 
Alexander Hardie by W. A. Brown; Mrs. C. L. Lawton by B. C. 
Cory; and Mrs. John McKelvy by A»..W. Lamport. Hymn No. 
482 was sung and prayer offered by A, W. Lamport. 


Self Entertainment—B. S. Haywood presented the following re- 
port of the Committee on Self Entertainment appointed at the last 
session and it was adopted without debate: 

“To the-Southern California Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church and the Laymen’s Association of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference: 

Your joint committee which was appointed to present a plan 


_ of self-entertainment by the Annual Conference, begs leave to re- 


port as follows: 

In view of the fact that the Southern California Conference - 
now numbers over three hundred effective members, which fact in 
itself creates many problems in the way of entertainment, we be- 
lieve that the time has come when some plan of self entertainment 
should be adopted. ? 

Since the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church makes 
it incumbent upon the members of the Annual Conference to attend 
the sessions of the Conference, it seems only fair that the local 
charge should share in the paying of the expenses of the pastor, 
which are incident wpon Conference attendance. 

WE THEREFORE RECOMMEND: 

That the Brotherhood of Travel and the following p!tan of self- 
entertainment be amalgamated, and be known as The Brotherhood 
of Travel and Entertainment. 

That the traveling expenses be assessed and paid as hitherto 
in the Brotherhood of Travel. nt, 

That the sum of $15 be adopted as a basal amount, to _be ‘al- 
lowed to each effective member of the Conference, Probationers 
and supplies, for expenses of entertainment during the Conference 
session, which said amount shall be assessed and paid in the same 
manner that the expense of the Brotherhood of Travel is now as- 
sessed and. paid... a; PSE mr 

That the entertaining church provide entertainment for the 
Presiding Bishop. and the Cabinet.” j 
_ That the entertaining church provide entertainment for the Re- 
tiréd Members who are in attendance upon the Conference session 
and who ‘are not able, because of distance, to be entertained in 
their own homes. f 2 ga" : 

That all! members of the Conference living within reasonable 
proximity to the seat of the Conference, be expected to provide 
their own entertainment.

That all members of the Conference who are entertained Dives 
friends, or otherwise, involving no expense to themselves, will, of 
course, not participate in the receipts for the particular session 
when they are so entertained, 

That the entertaining church be a clearing house for finding 
suitable accommodations in the way of rooms, eating places, etc. 

That the Annual Conference appoint a Commission of Travel 
and Entertainment, said commission to consist of one representative 
from each District in the Conference, and one at large, which said 
representatives shall be nominated by the Cabinet and elected’ by 
the Conference. 

That this Commission be authorized and empowered to work 
out all details relating to the assessment for travel and entertain- 
ment, the payment of said assessment, and the disbursement of the 
same to the members of the Annual Conference, and a'l other de- 
tails which may be necessary to make the plan of self entertainment 
effective. Tie 

That we express the conviction that the pastoral . charges 
throughout the Southern California Conference should. assume the 
payment of the entire assessment for travel and entertainment,” 
and that we request that they assume at least one-half of the same. 

That the District Superintendents be requested to bring this 
plan as finally adopted, to each First Quarterly Conference in their 
respective Districts, for action.”

Thursday, September 27, 1923. 


DEVOTIONAL SERVICES—Bishop Leonard conducted the 
devotional exercises. Hymn No. 415 was sung, H. B. Johnson led 
in prayer, and the Bishop addressed the Conference on “The Four 
Views.” Hymn No, 180 was sung. 

The minutes of yesterday morning’s and last evening’s sessions 
were read and approved. 

APPRECIATION OF BISHOR LEONARD—G. B. Cliff 
presented the following resolution: 

“In view of the fact that our presiding Bishop Adna Wright 
Leonard has stated to the Conference that this will probably be 
the last time he will preside over its sesions, it being his conviction 
that no Bishop should preside in an Area longer than two quad- 
renniums, it is at this time eminently fitting that we, the members 
of the Southern California Conference, express to him our sincere 
appreciation of the great service he has rendered the Church during 
the momentous period over which his leadership of this Area has 
extended. Faced from the beginning of his administration with dif- 
ficulties well nigh insurmountable, problems most perplexing, and 
burdens as heavy as any servant of our Lord was ever called upon 
to carry, Bishop Leonard has unswervingly stuck to his post, and 
with rare courage and fidelity has met all situations with strength 
and masterful leadership. Never has the Methodist Episcopal 
Church had a servant more willing to give his all to her interests 
than he. His faithfulness to duty and integrity of purpose have 
been the source of constant wonder as well as inspiration throughout 
the Area. To compile a catalogue of the interests in which he has 
participated, and the services rendered, would be almost impos- 
sible, but once accomplished and set before us, it would amaze 
even his most intimate friends. The calls upon his time and strength 
have been innumerable, and his counsel upon every major interest 
affecting the life of the Church, besides many of a civic and general 
nature, has been eagerly sought. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church on the Pacific Coast has rea- 
son to be deeply grateful for the devoted, unstinted service Bishop 
Leonard has rendered, and to point with pride to the many and 
remarkable achievements under his administration, In view of this 
great! indebtedness, be it therefore: 


_ RESOLVED: That we assure Bishop Leonard of our Chris- 
tian love and. esteem, and of our heartfelt appreciation of the great 
contribution he has made to the Church and the Kingdom during 
his sojourn with us; and, further, that we wish him Godspeed, and 
the joys of even a greater ministry in the field to which the Church 
in its wisdom, may hereafter assign him.” 

The secretary put the motion on the adovtion of the resolution 
and it was unanimously adopted by the Conference. - 

CONFERENCE FUNDS—The Order of the Day was called, 
ander 5. Green, Treasurer of the Conference Funds, read his an- 
nual report and it was adopted. (See Report).

He also read the financial reports of the Conference Board of 
Home Missions and of the Missionary and Evangelistic Society, 
and they were adopted. (See Reports). . 


The question was raised as to the disposition of certain funds 
in the hands of the Conference trustees resulting from the sale of 
our properties at Stratford and Clovis, both in the Fresno District. 
On motion of J. B. Green, a committee was appointed to investigate 
and report back to the Conference what the status of these moneys 
is, and what action should be taken as to their disposition. The 
committee appointed was H. W. White, Chairman, John Oliver, F. 
G. H. Stevens, H. W. Peck and E. J. Inwood. 


On motion of B. H. Wilson a committee was ordered on ap- 
praisement for the Commission of Conference Claimants and that 
they be requested to follow the procedure of the Home and Foreign 
Boards in the matter of voucher credit. The committee was later 
announced as B. H. Wilson, J. B. Green and F. D. Mather. 


The Bishop announced that the receipts for the Conference 
Claimants Necessitous Fund from the Tuesday night’s lecture 
amounted to $2400. 

GENERAL CONFERENCE MEMORIALS—On motion of 
G. B. Cliff, Saturday afternoon was set aside for the question of 
memorials to the General Conference and the Conference ordered 
that no memorials be considered unless presented before Friday noon, 
and that election of General Conference delegates shall not take 
place until after the consideration of such General Conference me- 
morials. 

PUBLICATION OF SALARY—On motion of J. C. Living- 
ston the following resolution was adopted: “WHEREAS, adjust- 
ments of such matters as sustentation for the emergencies of min- 
isterial life; equity in ministerial support; brotherhood of travel; 
and publishing minutes of the Annual Conference, must be based 
upon a consideration of the salaries received, it is required that 
each member of this Annual Conference, in the effective relation, 
and receiving appointment by the Bishop, shall report to the statis- 
tical secretary his name, character of appointment, and salary’ re- 
ceived, and that the same shall be published in the official journal 
of the Conference. 

Further, the compliance with this requirement shall be a con- 
dition of reappointment, when such compliance seems possible.” 

EQUITY OF SALARIES—John Oliver presented a resolu- 
tion dealing with equity of salaries and on motion of Alfred In- 
wood it was referred back to the committee for further considera- 
tion, 

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS FUND—Bishop Leonard an- 
nounced the receipt of a draft for $250 from the Board ‘of Con- 
ference Claimants for this Conference, and it was ordered turned 
over to the Conference treasurer. 


CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS CAMPAIGN—B. H. Wilson 
presented the following resolution and it was adopted: : 

“At the session of the Southern California Conference held in 
First Church, Long Beach, in 1917, a committee composed of J. 
A. Geissinger, J. B. Green, B. S. Haywood, W. A Betts, and G. A. 
Warmer was appointed to inquire into the advisability of a Con- 
ference Claimant’s Fund Campaign immediately following the U. 
S. C. Campaign. 

The World War, the Centenary and other obstacles have caused 
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a postponement from time to time until 1920 when W. C. Loomis 
was appointed Secretary and authorized to proceed with a cam- 
paign. The Conference pledged it’s support and undivided co- 
operation by a standing vote. For three years a quiet but success- 
ful campaign has been conducted which should culminate in a brief 
but intensive campaign throughout the entire Conference. 

We must fully recognize that we owe a “Debt of Gratitude” 
as the Western Christian Advocate so well puts it, to our veteran 
ministers. The National Convention of Methodist Men declared 
that the cause of the retired ministers is the supreme cause; and 
the Bishops urged that “The Supreme Cause” be given the supreme 
place. 

Therefore—Be It Resolved—First: 

Fhat the Southern California Conference fix the month of No- 
vember, 1924, for a brief intensive campaign for the Conference 
Claimants’ Endowment Fund, and have for its object the securing 
of a half a million dollars for this most worthy cause. 


Resolved—Second: 

That wea, the members of the Southern California Conference, 
pledge ourselves to enthusiastic cooperation with the Secretary in 
planning and carrying out such a campaign, pledging ourselves to 
our utmost endeavor to create needed sentiment in our churches. 

Resolved—Third: 

That the Conference be asked to go on record again, by vote, 
as giving the Secretary of the Endowment Fund full right of way 
on the charges at such time as his plans may require; and that 
he is hereby authorized to proceed with due diligence in a cam- 
paign of education and the building up of such organizations as 
may be necessary for the success of such a campaign.”

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WESLEY FOUNDATION CAMPAIGN—The Order of the 
Day was called and Merle N. Smith, Chairman of the Committee 
on Education, read the following special report: 


_The report of the joint commission on the Maclay School of 
Religion and the Wesley Foundation, together with the action of 
the California Conference, respectively, on said commission report, 
have been presented to the Board of Education of this Conference 
to consider and report to this Conference. After due consideration 
of the matter presented to us, this Board desires to make the fol- 
lowing recommendation: 


That we, The Southern California Conference, endorse the plan 
-of the Commission for a campaign for one million two hundred and 

fifty thousand dollars for definite religious work in the colleges of 
this Area; that of this sum $525,000 be for the Maclay School of 
Religion and $675,000 for work at the State Universities and pri- 
vately endowed colleges in the San Francisco Area. 

That the latter sum shall be administered and allocated by the 
Board of Directors of the Wesley Foundation of this Area. That 
$50,000 of the main sum shall be for a contingent fund. That the 
campaign be under the direction of the joint commission on the 
Maclay School of Religion and the Wesley Foundation of this Area. 

And, that the campaign begin intensively on the first of March 
of 1924. 

We also recommend the approval of the joint commission as 
it is now organized. 

We further recommend that the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church be requested to cooperate in this 
movement through its organized Department of Finance and that 
the campaign be under the regular system, method and procedure 
of that department,

One signed by F. G. H. Stevens having reference to pastor and 
District Superintendents pro rating with Conference Claimants. 

One signed by A. W. Shamel having reference to the right of 
the Commission to appropriate surplus funds to District Superin- 
tendents when there is a deficiency in payments to Conference 


Claimants, 
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The Board of Stewards was instructed to prepare the appor- 
tionments of the charges for the Conference Claimants Fund and 
turn them over to the commission, 

RECEPTION OF CLASS—The Order of the Day, was called. 

On motion of Alfred Inwood the rules were suspended, and 
after presentation by the Registrar and the Conference Relations 
Committee, A. T. Freeman was admitted to full membership, dis- 
charged from the course of study and elected to Deacon’s Orders. 


The time was extended. 

BISHOP’S ADDRESS TO THE UNDERGRADUATES~— 
The. undergraduates of the Conference sat in a body and were ad- 
dressed by the Bishop. The Bishop said: “You are coming to a 
great Church and a great fellowship, one to which you will con- 
tribute, based on the teachings of Jesus Christ. 


“Tf you weaken it, you defeat your ministry and make impossible 
the task of the Church. You are coming in at a time of doctrinal 
emphasis. If you do not believe in the doctrine and polity of the 
Church, then do not come in. The officers of the church are your 
brethren. Study the personnel of your Conference. Do not be led 
by a petson or group unless they work in conformity to the vows 
they have taken. I hate the class emphasis. 


“T pray God that you shall be so penetrated that when you 
take these vows they shall hold you through life. 


“The message which you give is the inspired word of God. As 
a messenger you are to be a leader and a brother. Hew to the 
line. You are coming as the followers of Christ. You are to live 
what you preach, Let the people say of you, ‘He has been- with 
Jesus and learned of Him.’ Weigh the matters. Think them 
through. 


“The determination of your appointments is in the hands of 
the District Superintendents and the Bishop except in case of Gen- 
eral Conference elections. I am more convinced than ever that the 
character of the man’s work determines the kind of charge he gets. 
Go with diligence to your holy task. Never let a layman say that 
he works harder than you do. 

“My brethren, may souls be brought into the Kingdom through 
your efforts!” 

CLASS FOR ADMISSION—The Class for admission, con- 
sisting of A. T. Freeman, Roy G. Bose, L. C. Flores, Frank R. 
Speck, Morgan S. Odell, Governor A, Porter, Wm. H. Stdckton, 
were called to the front, were asked and answered the required 
Disciplinary questions, and were received into the Conference in 
full membership, the service being closed with a prayer by Dean 
J. F. Fisher. 

RECONSIDERATION—On motion of Merle N. Smith, the 
Order of the Day for General Conference Memorials was recon- 
sidered and the time for such consideration was fixed for 2:30 on 
Saturday afternoon.

than sixty thousand people of forty-two different nationalties; and 
has been chosen by the Centenary and the World Service move- 
ments as among the outstanding examples of this type of endeavor 
in our country; 

“AND WHEREAS, a strategic location at Sixth and Gladys 
Avenue has been purchased, possessing an appraised value of $70,- 
000; and moneys raised to cover about one-third the cost of the 
first unit; 

“THEREFORE, Be It Resolved that the Southern California 
Annual Conference reaffirm its backing of this great project, and in 
order to make possible the erection of the new buildings this year 
set aside Sunday, November 25th, as Church of All Nations Build- 
ing Fund. Day, upon which day a presentation of the cause will be 
made and subscriptions taken for the Building Fund, thus caring 
for this problem field on the single Sunday.”

Tuesday, October 2nd, 1923.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS DEFICIENCY—C. H. Scott 
read the following report of the Special Committee on Conference 
Claimants Deficiency: 

Your committee has conferred with the Conference Stewards 
and the Treasurer, and finds as follows: 

Two hundred and fifty-four of the three hundred and five 
charges in the Conference have met the claim in full. 

The deficiency in amount paid for Superannuate support ap- 
pears to be due to three causes. 


First, A MISTAKE. The largest individual deficiency was for 
Wesley Chapel, amounting to $462. This deficiency, however, is 
due to a mistake in sending down the apportionment, for which 
the pastor and the church are not in anywise to blame. They act- 
ually paid $250 to Superannuate support. 


Second, in a considerable number of cases, the pastor’s them- 
selves did not receive their salary. In some of these cases there 
was no pastor on the charge, and therefore no salary paid, and con- 
sequently no Superannuate money collected. On this basis quite a 
proportion of the deficiency is accounted for. 

The third cause of deficiency is failure to pro rate. 


We recommend as follows: Regarding the first two, no action 
is necessary,-as the shortage seems inevitable. Regarding the 
third, we recommend that those pastors whose reports show that 
their salaries were not pro rated with the Superannuate claim, be 
requested to call at the Conference Treasurer’s office between this 
hour and two o’clock this afternoon and make satisfactory adjust- 
ment for the pro rating, and that this committee be requested to 
bring in a supplementary report at this afternoon’s session, giving 
shesnaries of the charges! and pastors which have not pro rated by 

at time. 


The figures indicate that if all these pastors comply with the 
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rules of the Church in this manner, the Conference Stewards will 
have sufficient funds to pay at the rate of $24 a year, which is an 
increase over last year of $3 per year. 

Your committee believes that by this method of enforcing the 
pro rating rule, the recurrence of deficits on account of the fail- 
ure to pro rate will be avoided. 


4 In order to prevent a recurrence, we recommend that the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations be requested to use the greatest cau- 
tion in adding claimants to the Superannuate Fund lest its total 
amount become disproportionate to the pastoral support of the 
churches, and second, that the Commission on Finance send down 
the apportionments for an amount enough larger than the actual 
claim to provide for any reasonable deficiency. 

REPORT OF FOURTH BALLOT—The tellers reported the 
fourth ballot as follows: Number of ballots cast, 244. Defective 
ballots, 2. Necessary to a choice, 123. W. L. Y. Davis received 130 
and was declared elected. A fifth ballot was taken. 

REPORT OF FIFTH BALLOT—The tellers reported the re- 
sult of the fifth ballot as follows: Number of ballots cast, 246, 
Defective ballots, 2. Necessary to a choice, 124. G. B. Cliff re- 
ceived 131 and was declared elected, thus completing the delega- 
tion. 

The first ballot was taken for the three alternates. 

On motion of John Oliver the salary of the District Superin- 
tendents was fixed the same as last year. $3,200 salary, $600 house 
rent allowance, $400 expense; total, $4,200. 

John Oliver presented the following resolution on Equity in 
Ministerial Support and it was adopted: 

“In recognition of the cost of family support, and the need of 
all our ministers and their right to a comfortable support, we re- 
commend the following for your adoption: 

1. That we urge our churches and District Superintendents 
to do everything possible to make a salary if $1,800 and house 
as a minimum for a comfortable support for every member of our 
Conference in active service. 

2. That we seek to make a minimum salary of $1,200 and 
house for pastors who are probationers in the Conference. 

3. That we ask the full cooperation of the Board of Home 
Missions in making these salaries a standard minimum of support. 

We recommend further that a permanent commission on ade- 
quacy in ministerial support be appointed, composed of five min- 
isters and six laymen, as follows: Min‘sters, Mer!e N. Smith, J. 
A. Geissinger. G. B. Oxnam, B. H. Wilson, and John Oliver; Lay- 
men, C. E. Carver, G. H. Page, W. G. Kline, A. M. Loomis, D. 
W. Huffman, Fred M. Foster. : , 

J. E. Fisher presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: {es 

Whereas: The Methodist Episcopal Church has in times past 
declared that “liquor cannot be licensed without sin.” 

And Whereas: The United States Government has, by the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead law, adopted prohibition 
of the liquor traffic as its policy of government, and many people 
are disregarding the law and openly violating the same. 

Now Therefore, Be It Resolved: That we call upon all par- 
ties or associations, whether political or otherwise, who seek the 
suffrage of the American people, to declare in their declaration of 
principles in any convention held during the year 1924, for the rigid 
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enforcement of the Eighteenth Amendment, the Volstead Law and 
all state laws calculated to strengthen the same, and that we pledge 
our support to such parties, associations or candidates who will 
openly declare themselves for such enforcement, and none others. 

On motion of C. L. York the Treasurer was instructed to give 
vouchers for all money paid on Conference Claimants Deficiency 
to be reported next year, but not to apply on next year’s appor- 
tionment.

The Bishop requested F. M. Larkin to take the chair while 
the Cabinet retired for conference. 

C. E. Vermilya was introduced and represented the work of 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

John Hedley, Superintendent of the Pacific Chinese Mission, 
was given the floor and spoke of the need of the Chinese on the 
Border at Calexico.

_ DISARMAMENT~—John Oliver presented the following reso- 
lution and it was adopted:

Resolved: 1, That we heartily commend the Executive De- 
partment of our government for its efforts to bring our nation, into

_ 3, We declare our earnest and profound conviction that the 
spiritual and material development of the human race and the

Question 30 was asked, “(a) What is the aggregate of the 
Benevolent Collections ordered by the General Conference, as re- 
ported by the Conference Treasurer?” 

“(b) What is the aggregate of the Benevolent Collections or- 
dered by the Annual Conference, as reported by the Conference! 
rm Treasurer?”

ae Conference Treasurer, M. W. Beckwith, read the total of 


his reports. The reports were received and ordered printed. 
The Conference reconsidered its action on the motion of C. qe? 
York concerning vouchers for Conference Claimants Deficiency, and 
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ordered that a note be added to the statistics naming the charges 
that have paid deficiencies on Conference Claimants. 

On motion the Statistician and Treasurer are authorized to 
close their accounts next year on Thursday evening, and in lieu of 
such reports as are not in, they shall substitute the reports of the 
previous year. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE EXPENSES—tThe Statistician and 
Treasurer, the Chairman of the Brotherhood of Travel and Enter- 
tainment, and the Chairman of the various Conference Committees 
are hereby instructed to furnish the Commission on Finance with 
an estimate of their expenses for the ensuing year. The Com- 
mission is directed to combine these various amounts together with 
its own expenses into a benevolence to be known as Annual Con- 
ference Expenses. The said total sum shall be apportioned by the 
Commission to the charges and from the receipts the Treasurer 
of the Commission shall pay to the above officers their respective 
percentage. 

Question 31 was asked, “What are the claims on the Confer- 
ence Funds?” and A. Ray Moore, Chairman of the Board of 
Stewards, gave the answer to the financial questions. The amount 
to be raised next year was fixed at $72,660, to be raised on the four- 
fold basis of membership, salary; property value and contributions to 
benevolences. 


RESOLUTIONS—Thomas Grice read the report of the Com- 
mittee on resolutions, and they were adopted, the Secretary putting 
the motion on that portion of the report referring to the presidency 
of Bishop Leonard. (See Report). 

A collection was ordered taken for the five janitors of the 
church. C. E. Leitzell later stated First Church had already pro- 
vided for extra expense of janitors, and on his motion the amount 
received was ordered turned over to the Board of Stewards. 


On motion of A. W. Cummings the Cabinet was reqtested to 
furnish the Secretaries with the nominations for the various com- 
mittees and Boards. 


RULINGS—A. W. Shamel having requested a ruling, Bishop 
Leonard gave the following ruling: 


Question, “Is it legal for the Commission on Finance organ- 
ized under Par. 328, to make a gift to the District Superintendents, 
out of surplus Funds, in the General Funds, after their salaries have 
been paid in full? 


“(a) Should not any surplus in this Fund be pro rated among 
the Retired Preachers and Pastors who have not been paid in full? 


+b) Or retained in the treasury, as a surplus to be expended 
on the claims of the following year?” “ANDREW W. SHAMIEL.” 


_ Answer, “The Chair is requested to rule on the legality of the 
distribution of certain funds. The question relates to action taken 
by the Conference Commission on Finance in distributing to Dis- 
trict Superintendents an amount of money over and above _ their 
specified salaries. 

_ The Chair has had access to the records of the Commission; 
which reveal the following facts: Written into the Minutes are 
statements which it is alleged certain members of the Commission 
made. This is a grave defect, for minutes are to record the action 
that was taken and not what some member or members of the 
Body said in discussion. Furthermore, lost motions are recorded. 
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ee also is a grave defect in the records of any Parliamentary 
ody. 

“Under what is known as the “alternate plan” of Ministerial 
Support (Dis., par. 328), the Commission was organized and -con- 
sists of the several District Superintendents,” together with one 
minister ana two laymen from each district. The Commission 
therefore is composed of an equal number of laymen and ministers. 

“In 1918-1919 this Commission fixed the salaries of the District 
Superintendents as follows: ‘Moved that the salary of each of 
the District Superintendents be fixed at $3750 a year, and that $500 
be allowed for the rent of the Los Angeles office.’ This was car- 
ried. Therefore, the Commission fixed the amount of income the 
Superintendents were to receive. 

“When the Treasurer made his report for the year 1918-1919, 
there was a balance in the Treasury. Of this balance a certain 
amount was appropriated to the Conference Treasurer to defray 
certain expenses. Of this balance there was also appropriated to 
the District Superintendents on districts other than the Los Ange- 
les District, a certain amount to cover traveling and other unusual 
expenses. This was in accord with similar action taken by the 
Commission the previous year, for in that year appropriations were 
made for the traveling expenses of the District Superintendents. 
The record is as follows: 


“The treasurer, Dr. J. B. Green, rendered his report for the 
year 1918-1919 showing a balance on hand in the General Minis- 
terial Support Fund of $740.16, which report is appended hereto. 
The report was received and ordered placed on file. Upon the 
statement of the District Superintendents present, that this balance 
of $740.16 on hand should be divided among them, E. P. ‘Clark 
moved and it was seconded that $50 of this balance be paid to the 
Conference Treasurer and that the balance of this amount be di- 
vided equally between the four District Superintendents outside of 
the Los Angeles District. It was moved that the above motion 
be amended ta read, that the balance of $325.16 left in the District 
Superintendents Fund be equally divided among the four District 
Superintendents outside the Los Angeles District. Mr, Cronemiller 
seconded this amendment. The amendment was lost. V. M. Mc- 
Combs moved an amendment to the original motion as follows: 
‘Moved that we make a loan on the expense account of $400 and 
add that to the $325.16 surplus in the District Superintendents ac- 
count and in the light of the action of a year a go, we acknowledge 
this $250 obligation to the District Superintendents and divide this 
$725.16 between the four District Superintendents outside of the 
Los Angeles District.’ This amendment was lost. Dr. Oliver 
moved an amendment to E. P. Clark’s’ original motion adding to it 
the following preamble: ‘That in the light of the fact that the 
Commission on Finance, at its meeting on Oct. 15, 1918, voted the 
District Superintendents $250 each for traveling expenses if they 
did not receive their passes, and that they traveled without passes 
three months in the year, and further, in view of the increased! cost 
of living, rents and expenses, the Commission on Finance pass the 
original motion of Mr. Clark.’ This amendment was carried and 
the original motion as amended was carried. 

“Moved that the salary of each of the District Superintendents 
be fixed at $3750 a year, and that $500 be allowed for the rent of 
the Los Angeles office. Seconded and carried! 

“Up to the present time the Conference has left: to the Com- 
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mission on Finance the power to fix the amount necessary to pro- 
vide an adequate income or salary for the District Superintendents. 

“In the year 1918 there was grave doubt as to whether or not 
the railroads would issue any passes to the Districts Superintend- 
ents. So serious was-the situation that the Resident Bishop was at 
one time about to request that he meet the Commission in order to 
plan for a reapportionment of the Charges to meet the special 
emergency. The passes that year were three months late, and had 
it not been that some of the Superintendents received appropriation 
it would have worked a definite hardship. This was because of the 
great distances some of them were compelled to travel. 

“Therefore, in view of the fact that the intent of the law is 
that the Conference Commission on Finance shall provide for an 
adequate support for the District Superintendents, and that it is 
the only authorized Body that could meet any emergency such as 
that due to failure to receive passes on the railroads for three 
months, or any other emergency that might arise, therefore, -the 
Chair would rule that in view of the unusual circumstances ob- 
taining at the time to which reference is made in the request for 
ruling, the Commission acted within its rights, and in making spe- 
cial appropriations to certain District Superintendents on the basis 
of the existing emergency, out of certain balances in their posses- 
sion, they performed their duty in loyalty to all interests concerned, 
and no censure can justly be brought against the Commission! for 
apportioning, or the District Superintendents for receiving, such 
amounts as are designated in the action of the Commission.” 

“A, W. LEONARD” 


A. W. Shamel served notice of his appeal to the Judiciary 
Committee of the General Conference, from the ruling. 

Question 2 was resumed, “Who have been received by trans- 
fer, and from what Conference?” The transfer of W. H. Fry from 
the Oregon Conference was announced. 

The Conference requested the reappointment of the men work- 
ing outside the organizations of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Bishop Leonard referred to the fact that he had presided over 
seven out of the last eight sessions of this Conference. Hle spoke 
in appreciation of his relationship to the officers of the Conference 
and to the District Superintendents. 

The Bishop read the assignments of the Deaconesses. 

_._ The appointments were read, and the Conference adjourned 
with prayer and the benediction by Bishop Leonard. 

We certify that the foregoing is a correct and official record 
of the proceedings of the Southern California Conference at its 
Forty-eighth Annual Session.

VII. 
Reports 


(a) District Superintendents 
FRESNO DISTRICT. 


Again at the close of a year’s work I have the privilege of rep- 
resenting the Fresno District in presenting the annual report to the 
Conference. Last year we rejoiced in the absence of pestilence, 
frost, or the disturbing effects of war,—and as.a result of our rapid 
strides along the highway of success presented more new church 
buildings completed than any other district of this great Confer- 
ence. For this year the report will not be quite so triumphant. 
While we will record just as faithful work and many fine successes, 
we have faced unusual difficulties. No longer on the smooth high- 
way, we feel that during some reconstruction processes we are on 
the detour,—and in our report, and in the coming arrangement of 
charges for next year, we will be taking the “Best Temporary 
Route.” 

THE PERSONNEL. Our parsonage population has been in- 
creased this year by four—three junior pastors—Brother Malan of 
Delano reporting his son as a seven-pound boy and with one hun- 
dred per cent vocal powers, Caruthers of course rejoicing in a 
young Carpenter, and Kings River in a new Prince called Engle. 
Fresno District always reports more boys than girls, so little Kath- 
leen in the home of Brother and Sister Calkins at Easton bears a 
proud distinction in being the only little lady to arrive in a parson- 
age this year. In fact, this only keeps the female parsonage bal- 
ance even, as Brother McGee’s daughter married a missionary. 

Mrs. Bruce, the wife of our pastor at Madera, who was re- 
ported ill last year, has not improved, notwithstanding most of the 
year was spent at the sanitariumt in the mountains. 

Since the appointments were made last year the following 
changes have taken place: 

J. L. Minney was placed at Ingomar, coming from Cardiff, and 
has had a fine year at the northernmost point of the district. 

John G. Ross, of the Montana Conference, was transferred 
to Tranquility and San Joaquin, and is proving himself a man of 
exceptional ability, capturing the hearts and minds of the entire 
community. 

O. W. Mintzer, a retired pastor from Columbia River Con- 
ference, was secured for Grangeville, and has rendered fine service. 

PROPERTY CHANGES, In Bakersfield and Fresno, the two 
cities of the district, important changes have taken place. In the 
former city, both First Church and East Bakersfield have made 
advance. Indeed, First Church has experienced one of the crisis 
moments, which come to institutions as to the individual life. This 
church records four such crises. The first when under wise direc- 
tion the present site was chosen. The second when under the lead- 
ership of George Foster the present edifice was erected. Then 
when during the present pastorate the best pipe organ in Kern 
County was installed and the plant modernized in other ways, But 
in the purchase of the lots which extend our present property 
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through to G Street, giving us the entire frontage on Truxton Ave- 
nue from H to G Streets, and making possible the purchase of ad- 
ditional ground if needed at a reasonable figure, George Warmer 
has brought about the most statesmanlike move of its entire his- 
tory. ‘ 

At East Bakersfield the Quincy Street parsonage property has 
been exchanged for the splendid house and lot adjoining our church 
on Niles Street, making our property there 150x150, and securing 
us against future embarrassment on this site. Brother Coyne also 
reports that he has had a net gain of 62 in membership during the 
year, and that the Centenary will be paid in full. In view of the 
announcement made in the Advocate that owing to continued ill- 
ness Brother Coyne would have to ask retirement this year, deep 
sympathy has been expressed by his church and throughout the 
district. 24 

In Fresno with the cooperation of the generous people and 
pastor of First Church, Grace Church under the leadership of 
their beloved pastcy, E. E. Marshall, has disposed of its old site 
and started a new plant in the heart of one of the finest residence 
sections of the city on the lots secured a couple of years ago. A 
handsome and comfortable bungalow parsonage has been completed 
worth easily $8,000, and work on the Sunday School and social unit 
of the new plant has been started. This gives us a commanding 
place in a most important section of this growing city. On the 
outskirts of Fresno lots have been secured in the new Pinedale 
ee townsite, and Brother Don Allen is starting our work 
there. 

At Calwa, another suburb of Fresno, Brother Bailey, inspired 
by his success in the building enterprise last year, has led h’s peo- 
ple in securing the lots adjoining the church. This means that 
every one of our Fresno Churches is now placed in a secure posi- 
tion in so far as property is concerned. f 

Owens River Valley is one of the most interesting sections of 
the District. But your interest lies in the fact that outside of 
the town of Bishop the entire responsibility for the spiritual wel- 
fare of the inhabitants rests on our church. At Independence, the 
county seat of Inyo County, our church, which is the only one in 
town, has purchased the old Recorder’s office and converted it 
into a social hall under the leadership of the pastor, C. W. Green. 
Brother S. J. Lindsay has done a similar thing in Big Pine where 
our church, the only one in the town, purchased an old school 
building, and with the help of volunteer labor, of which the pastor 
supplied a goodly share, added it to our church building for Sunday 
School and social purposes. 


At Bishop, Brother Hodges reports cash paid on improvements 
amounting to over a thousand dollars, providing the church with a 
much needed sidewalk and a much appreciated coat of paint. 

Lancaster reports $250) paid on improvements to the parsonage 
and the payment of $50 on an additional lot. No finer illustration 
of the influence of the mental attitude of the pastor can be found 
than in the case oi Lancaster in the past two years. When the pas- 
tori was sent there two years ago, nothing could convinice him that 
it Was not a punishment to have to go to Lancaster, and he even 
refused to move his family up there. He was.a good preacher but 
discouraged with the task. At the end of the year, however, he 
saw the opportunities, and assisted me in securing the cooperation 
of the business men for this year. In view of their promised help 
Brother Laizure was appointed to the charge last fall, and at this 
Conference reports a net gain of 148 in membership, and the ad- 
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vance of the pastor’s, salary from $1200 to $3000. If the right man 
is sent there next year, and he approaches his task in the right 
spirit, Lancaster will become one of the fine charges of the Pasa- 
dena District,—for after consultation with the Bishop and the Cab- 
inet a change has been agreed upon, as Lancaster is south of the 
Tehachapi range.

The largest building enterprise completed during the year was 
at Taft, where under the leadership of Brother Butterfield the re- 
creational unit of the new church. plant was erected at a cost of 
about $15,000, over $12,000 of which has been paid. This neat and 
serviceable structure will provide better equipment for all purposes 
than the church has ever! had, and the auditorium will be ample for 
the present time. 

No more heroic piece of work has been accomplished than 
that of Brother A. W. Coffman, a retired member of the Colorado 
Conference, in leading the people of Irwin, where a cement walk 
was built from the church half a block to the main street of the 
town at a cost of some $450. ; 

Poplar, under the leadership of their beloved pastor, E. G. 
Jann, has built a commodious Social Hall at a cost of $4,500, of 
which over $2,000 has been paid. C. D. Hicks reports that Reedley 
has finished their social hall at a cost of $1500, Painting and re- 
pairs have cost Normal $350, Wasco $500, Island $400, Randsburg 
$470, Porterville $400, Sultana $500, besides many others with less- 


er amounts. 
Beside the new parsonage at Grace Church, Fresno, W. B. 
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Cole of Sanger has led his people in, building a beautiful parsonage 
to match the new church; and H. C. Taylor celebrated the raising 
of the last of the old Selma debt by starting on the new parsonage, 
which is now about complete. Each of these dwellings cost $4,000, 
and together with the ground, would represent a value of about 
$5000 each. The grand total paid for buildings and improvements 
this year is a little over $40,000. 

MEMBERSHIP CHANGES. Many of our churches have 
had blessed seasons of revival. In others the entire year has fur- 
nished suitable occasions for the evangelistic appeal. Still other 
pastors faithfully working the Sunday School program, stressing 
the necessity for definite decision at the proper time, have rejoiced 
in the ingathering that has resulted, Visalia, for instance, reports 
47 received into Probationary membership under R. E. Wright, and 
First Church, Fresno, 33. Once again we can report the number 
received through Preparatory membership, and from.other denomi- 
nations, equal to the total received by transfer. The net gain this 
year promises to be a little in excess of last year. When the un- 
settled conditions in the oil fields where wells have shut down! in 
large numbers, and when the conditions in the fruit industry are 
considered, it must be conceded that our people have done heroic 
work in this line. 

With great. regret I must report that in spite of the best efforts 
of our men, the Centenary will not equal last year. Had the Con- 
ference been two weeks later, we might have a different story here, 
but the first raisin crop payment does not come until October Ist, 
and many of our people are absolutely dependent-on that for cash. 
While most of our churches expected to pay the pastoral items in 
full, the members were forced to borrow the money in many in- 
stances on the strength of their anticipated October first payment. 

I have spoken in former reports of the inroads of foreigners on 
communities once altogether American, changing the nature of 
these sections until once flourishing churches have had to be aban- 
doned. I believe that I can see in the roughness of the “detour” 
of this year, why many young men jo!ted from the farm wagon, 
have climbed upon the city busses, or taken their places on the 
trucks of the big corporations. This year has ‘been a hard one for 
our farmers. In the spring we had our Raisin Drive, with tremend- 
ous bitterness engendered. Men who believed the prosperity of the 
Valley dated from the formation of the Raisin Association, and 
still depended upon its continuance, were vigorously indignant 
against those who refused to. sign the new contracts, hoping by 
holding out to get a cent or two more from the independent buyers. 

Later in the season, the failure of one of the largest firms of 
green fruit shippers involved hundreds of our best paying members 
in the crash, and their losses are reflected in the decreased Cen- 
tenary collection. Add to these disturbances the ruinous prices of 
farm products in these days of high labor costs, and you may un- 
derstand why our Valley is trying to find the “Best Temporary 
Route” while praying for a national highway where the traveling 
will be safe. 

On my way to one of the last Quarterly Conferences, I saw a 
magnificent orchard of late peaches nearly ready to be harvested, 
but was informed they were to be left to rot. In a world with so 
much hunger, this is a blot on our civilization. It was explained 
that evening when a farmer said to me after the meeting, -“Don’t 
send our pastor back to us next year unless you can get him some 
Missionary money. He is too good a man to suffer as we must 
suffer if conditions do not change. I grew as fine a crop of fruit 
as any man could wish to see, and shipped it to the Eastern mar- 
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kets. The power company got their pay for their electricity,—the 
railroads collected theirs, the middleman took his profit,—but I who 
grew the food the people ate,—I got RED INK as my share!” 


It does not satisfy the young men who see these things to say 
that only one year in four is bad—or that he will even up later. 
The fact is that if we want the best class of young men to invest 
their lives on our farms we will have to assure the honest and skill- 
ful toiler that his place on the farm is just as safe,—and his in+ 
vestment of his toil as sacred, as the service of the big corporation, 
or the money of the financier who unfailingly collects the interest 
on his cash. 

I believe our next great warfare must be against the sordid- 
ness of greed imbedded in institutions as old as our old enemy 
Slavery, and as conscienceless as our antagonist the Liquor Power. 
Somehow the Christian ideal of human worth as superior to things 
must find practical expression in our day, and then civilization as 
the art of living together will be advanced another step. 


Looking back at the year, at the work of the pastors, and the 
laymen,—the Ladies Aid and the Missionary Societies, the Sunday 
Schools and the Epworth Leagues, I regret that this poor array of 
figures, even telling as much as it does, can so inadequately ex- 
press the sacrifice and devotion which brought these things to pass. 


We can well be proud of our people in the great San Joaquin Val-. 


ley. God has given me high favor in permitting me to know so 
many of them so well. With deep humility that I cannot more 
worthily represent their achievements, which only the Judgement 
Day will reveal, I present this, my fifth Annual Report.

At the threshold of this Conferen'ce year, fifty-two pastors of 
this district, like men of old who sought the upper room, waited 
together in prayer and counsel, that they might know, the task and 
find strength and wisdom for its doing. The first dawn of a mod- 
ern city consciousness reveals to us that the world’s .outstand- 


ing moral, social, and spiritual problem is urban. Paganism and . 


Continentalism bid high for the domination of our cities, while the 
spirit of commercialism threatens to devitalize the Church. In 
this great restless city, a mighty army of strangers from strange 
lands, who know not our language, our customs, our America, or 
our Christ, wait, ready to be taught. Industrial development, 
changing populations, commercial encroachments, and unprecedent- 
ed city expansion, present a mighty challenge to the cosmopolitan 
man. These men looked into each other’s faces, bowed their heads, 
sang a hymn, covenanted together, and went forth, each to his task. 

Death visited our ranks once, and Frederick ‘Miller, faithful, 
noble man of God, voyaged to his eternal home, He lived by faith; 
he still lives. 

Into another one of our families has the great sorrow come. 
R. J. Wyckoff left all and journeyed to us to find health for his 
beloved companion. She only tarried among the flowers and sun- 


- shine long enough for us to know and love her. Then she journey- 


ed on to her eternal home. * 

Four changes took place during the year. A Ray Moore was 
appointed Conference Epworth League Field and Life Work Sec- 
retary. R. J. Wyckoff was transferred from the Baltimore Confer- 
ence, and appointed to take his place at Boyle Heights. Arthur 
Hobson left in August for Boston to attend school, L. A. Rice 
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was taken from the assistant pastorate of Vermont Square and ap- 
pointed to Sunnyside; J. M. Beadles supplied at Union Avenue for 
five months of the year; then D. W. Nichols was transferred and 
appointed to fill his place. A. L. Baker resigned his work at the 
Good Will Industries during the first of the year. One of his many 
tasks well done since that time has been to take care of Westland 
Church after the going of Frederick Miller. In June, R. A. Mc- 
Kibban was taken from Melrose Avenue, where he was serving as 
Religious Educational Director, and appointed to Boyle Heights to 
succeed Oliver H. Langdon, who was appointed Conference Sun- 
day School Secretary of the California Conference. 

It is gratifying as well as surprising to know that during the 

unparalleled growth of Los Angeles City in the last four years, 
Methodism has kept pace in its percentage of growth in both mem- 
bership and finances. We have had a net gain in membership dur- 
ing these four years, of over five thousand. This year shows the 
largest gain—seventeen hundred. The ten pastors of churches re- 
porting the largest gains in membership are, Helms, First Church, 
250; Kimball, Highland Park, 160; Haywood, Wilshire, 125; Mar- 
tin, Hollywood, 83; Hasse, St. James, 75; Ford, South Main Street, 
90; Carroll, York Boulevard, 60;-Shaw, Wesley Chapel, 73; Slater, 
Asbury, 60; Dunning, Chesterfield Square, 74; and Seaman, Cres- 
cent Heights, 135. 
: In pastoral support there has been a gain, during the same 
four years, of $40,200. This year has had a gain of over $10,000, 
the largest but one of the four. This does not include $8,000 paid 
assistant pastors. 

During the last four years we have had a gain in Centenary 
and Apportioned Benevolences of approximately $26,000. This year 
the pre-Conference reports indicate a gain of approximately $10,000, 
which will make it the best but one of our Centenary years. The 
seven pastors making a gain of $500 and over, are—Helms, First 
Church, $5,000; Haywood, Wilshire, $2000; Slater, Asbury, $1600; 
Ford, South Main Street, $500; Edgin, East 38th Street, $500; and 
Dunning, Chesterfield Square, $500. 


Five years ago, out of fifty-two churches in this district, thirty- 
one paid less salary than $1200 and house. Now, there are only 
eight in this class. Five years ago twenty charges paid less than 
$800. Out of the eight that pay less than $1200 and house at this 
time, we expect two to go above that next year. The remaining six 
are all student charges. 


During the last five years, $1,096,000 has been paid for church 
building alone, with $450,000 of this amount this year. During the 
same period, $469,000 has been paid in church debts, with $52,000 
of the amount this year. The modern city population is not sing- 
ing—‘‘A tent or a cottage, why should I care!” If the average 
citizen joins a church, or sends his children to a Sunday School, he 
usually selects a place some way in keeping with the homes, 
schools, public buildings and business places he becomes used to in 
his everyday life. This intensifies our problem of developing the 
work, for it requires a large outlay of money. We have had to 
buy, sell or relocate in many instances, and mich of this work yet 
remains to be done. Arlington Heights, Bethel, Church of All Na- 
tions, Echo Park, Haven, Santa Barbara, and Traveller Churches 
either have or are now going through with this experience. Twen- 
ty-one charges in the last five years have had to buy property ad- 
jacent so as to be assured the privilege of adequate room for expan- 
sion of work in the future. Crescent Heights, Culver City, Euclid 
Heights, Gardena, Harbor City, Highland Park, Hollywood, ‘Ver- 
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mont Square, and West Adams, have all taken this wise step dur- 
ing this Conference year. 

_ Seven congregations have completed church buildings during 
this year: Bethel, a $20,000 new church; Calvary, a $14,000 first unit 


to their new plant; First Church, the greatest Methodist Church’ 


yet built, costing almost one and one-half million dollars; 


Garvanza, a beautiful church, costing nearly $50,000; San Pedro, a 
most commodious, complete and beautiful church plant, costing | 


$130,000; Santa Barbara, an $8,000 church; and South Main Street’, 
a $35,000 educational and gymnasium plant. 

A volume could esily be written of the sacrifice, devotion and 
courage put into each of these enterprises. Nicholson, Hurlburt, 
Helms, Kaler, Grice, Stockton, and Ford, are the respective great 
leaders of these new church enterprises. It is significant that each 
of these churches, during their building program, has increased the 
pastor’s salary all the way from ten to one hundred per cent. All 
have increased their Centenary offering over last year. 

This church in which we are here assembled is one of the seven 
just mentioned. Dr. Helms, our pastor, has wrought a great 
achievement for Pacific Coast Methodism. In recognition of his 
heroic service his great congregation that has been so loyal during 
this outstanding achievement, made him a present of a beautifully 
furnished home, costing $25,000. This we believe is the greatest 
tribute of the kind ever made by any one church to its pastor. The 
entire amount needed for the erection of this church was subscribed 
before Dedication Day. $1,300,000 has already been paid in. C. E. 
Leitzell, the assistant pastor, has rendered invaluable service in this 
great achievement. 

Asbury has almost completed its $25,000 religious education and 
gymnasium plant. -Annandale and Echo Park will dedicate their 
new church early in next Conference year. Slater, Porter and 
Botkin are the pastors. ‘ 

Church of All Nations, Crescent Heights, Haven, Highland 
Park and York Boulevard expect to begin building early in the 
year. Oxnam, Seaman, Clarey, Kimball, and Carroll are the pas- 
tors. West Adams, Vermont Square, Ho!lywood and Gardena are 
expecting to begin building some time during 1924. Harker, Lewis, 
Martin and Cole are the pastors. ' 

Arlington Heights, Melrose, Sunnyside and University are tak- 
ing their first steps towards new church buildings. Reinius, Stran- 
berg, Rice, and Brown are the pastors. York Boulevard is laying 
the foundation for a new parsonage. Crescent Heights, Culver 
City, Harbor City and Westland have all either built or purchased 
homes for their pastors during this Conference year. The pastors 
are Carroll, Seaman, Young, Montgomery and Baker. 

J. L. Corley continues to be a real leader for our modern Sun-

day School movement. The Endowment Campaign for the Re-_ 


tired Ministers is sure to succeed with W. M. Jeffers at the helm. 
The Epworth Leaguers will become a dynamic force with A. Ray 
Moore directing. The Woman’s Home Missionary Society and 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and the Ladies’ Aid So- 
cieties, speak for our women as foundation layers for the Kingdom 
of God. They do not report deficiencies; they report gains. Our 
elect women of our Foreign Missionary Society are justly jubliant 
over the fact that this district leads all the districts of the San 
Francisco Area in giving, and the society at First Church rejoice 
in leading all the auxiliaries of the Pacific Branch. 

Our University of Southern California and the Maclay School 
of Religion are only limited in usefulness, growth and influence, by 
their lack of endowment and equipment. The men of the Confer-

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ence who have been appointed to the different departments of this, 
our great University, led by our outstanding President, R. B. von 
KleinSmid, are all an honor to our ranks and an uplift to the cause 
of Christian education Dean J. F. Fisher is giving unceasing toil 
and devotion to the Maclay School of Religion. 

Our Hospital has been a blessing to many this year, and es- 

pecially to some of our pastors and their families. A new addition 
is greatly needed, and*merits our hearty support. L. G. Reynolds 
is its eficient Superintendent. 
_ The Woman’s Home Missionary Society continues to make all 
its institutions real benedictions to many, They are great con- 
tributions to the Kingdom of God in this ‘City. They are: The 
Deaconess Home, The Home for Japanese and Korean Children, 
the Frances DePauw Home for Spanish Girls.’ 

The Plaze Community Center grows in influence and import- 
ance. It is greatly in need of a’new building, which they are now 
contemplating. W. T. Gilliland will see it through. This institu- 
tion, and the Spanish American Institute, render a great service, 
in helping to brighten the future prospect for our sister nation of 
Mexico. ; 

Our Good Will Industries has had a marvelous year, with 
twenty-five per cent gain in every department. The men of our 
Conference who are under special appointments, have all given us 
a sense of pride when they have touched our district work. 

; This, the sixth year of my appointment to a gigantic task, has 

given me a keen conviction that a man wrapped up in himself is a 
small parcel. In other words, I feel more definitely my dependence 
upon others for success. It has been’a great inspiration to have a 
Bishop, strong, capable, enthusiastic and just; to be associated with 
men in the Cabinet who could contend and disagree in brotherly 
love. I can see more clearly than ever the Atlas-like task of our 
editors, secretaries and fellow workers, who lay their part of the 
wall for the Kingdom. More than ever have I come to appreciate 
the value of the pulpit and the pastor.’ I thank God that for over 
twenty years He gave me the thrill and challenge of it. Without 
its passion and sacrifice our Church would wither and die. 

How I have come to love and value the noble laymen who, 
with no thought of gain, are willing to pour out their strength, time 
and means, while others rest or recreate. These churches are not 
built; these benevolences raised, and these reports given, without 
Epworth Leaguers, Sunday School workers, and church workers in 
all departments, paying a great price. But what a wonderful free- 
dom we have; it is great compensation. 

The pastors of this district have unanimously voted that during 
January, February and one-half of March, 1924, they will conduct a 


simultaneous campaign of Evangelism. The Department of Cities’ 


of the Home Missionary Board under its Department of Evange- 
lism is going to assist us in this campaign. ; 
We expect to revive the workers, find the hundreds of idle 
Methodists and get them anchored in the church. And then some-

ARIZONA MISSION DISTRICT ; 


I bring you tidings from a far distant land. The pastor who 
lives closest to the seat of the Conference lives 252 miles away, 
and one of our secretaries has come 650 miles by rail. 

Besides, between us and you there is a great gulf fixed, so 
that those of us who would go to you find it very difficult to make 
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the crossing, and those of you who should come to us it is almost 
impossible to persuade. 

Arizona is bigger in extent than all the rest of the Southern 
California Conference, but Los Angeles alone has about three times 
as many people and three and one-half times as many Methodists. 

In 1872 G. S. Reeder was appointed Superintendent of Arizona 
Mission. He must have remained for but a few months, for in 
1873 M. M. Bovard, of very blessed memory in this Conference, 
was appointed. Coming from New York via San Francisco and 
Los Angeles to-San Bernardino, he took the stage for Prescott. 
He got as far as Ehrenburg, Arizona, about 300 miles, and within 
150-miles of Prescott, when the stage was compelled by hostile In- 
dians to return, Brother Bovard took work in California. 

In 1879 Geo. H. Adams, of large experience in frontier work 
in Colorado, was appointed Superintendent. He reached Prescott 
from New York via San Francisco, Los Angeles,” Maricopa, Ari- 
zona, and thence by stage 150 miles, September 3, 1879. A survey 
of the field covering about 1000 miles by stage and mule back re- 
vealed fewer than 20 Methodists in all Arizona. Dr. Adams served 
for eleven years and left behind him 12 churches valued at $29,000; 
7 parsonages at $14,200; 84 probationers and 321 full members. He 
laid foundations broad and deep, and builded on them well. His 
failing eye-sight compelled his retirement in 1890. 

All his successors you know intimately,—Geo. F. Bovard 1890-7; 
S. A. Thomson 1897-1903; S. J. Rogers 1903-12. : 

One man still in the intensely effective ranks in the district, J. A. 
Crouch, forced by a nervous breakdown to give up his work in 
U. S. C. began his work in Arizona under Dr. Adams in 1887. 

Of the 26 pastors who have manned the field this year, 8 had 
to be secured after Conference. They came from everywhere. .Be- 
sides these full time workers, S. J. Rogers added to the heavy work 
of the Arizona Deaconess Hospital the care of Creighton, and Fisk 
of Douglas and Lowe of Yuma added to! their work the care, re- 
spectively, of McNeal and Bard. 

Arizona is surely but very slowly rising from her economic 
prostration. Eleven years ago we had 5 self-supporting churches. 
Next year 15 churches will take care of their own local expenses; 
while four others should be self-supporting in from one to three 
years. 

_Beginning our review at the center, First Church, Phoenix is 
easily “first.” Here a great forward movement should have been 
entered upon three years ago. But the skeleton of a fine but un- 
finished hospital lay right at the door. Under the fine leadership of 
J. A. Stavely, First Church put aside for the time her own pressing 
needs, and by putting herself into the great hospital movement made 
its success possible. Brother Rogers will tell you more in detail 
about the hospital, but I must ibe permitted just to say that there is 
no finer hospital in the world. The hospital out of the way, the 
church began at once to move along its own lines. The parsonage 
has been thoroughly overhauled and modernized at an outlay of 
nearly $2500. The contract has been let and the work begun on a 
modern Sunday School plant. I desire to go on record as hoping 
that no future pastor, district superintendent or bishop will ever 
listen to the suggestion sometimes made that we sell our valuable 
corner and move further out. We have the finest location in Phoe- 
nix, ample room, and we must stay. 

_ I shall ask you now to go with me over the district. Using 
First Church as a center and describing a circle with a radius of 


20 miles, we embrace six other churches and the best mission plant 
in the city. 
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Garfield is a child of First Church, has a Sunday School well 
over 100 and one day will be a strong church. 

Creighton is largely a young people’s church and under the 
fine leadership of S. J. Rogers is doing a great work. 

At Glendale we thought we were ready to put on one of the 
great Centenary projects. The financial crash came and for two- 
years or more the congregation and the Sunday School had to be 
housed in the auditorium of the High School and the Grammar 
School. A year ago J. A. Crouch was appointed pastor, He at 
once began to agitate for a new church. It has been built on a re- 
vised plan; is an ornament to the town and a splendid workshop. 
The Board again helped generously. Following the dedication 
Brother Crouch enlisted the cooperation of the neighboring pas- 
tors in a very successful evangelistic campaign. 


Needles, California 
Glendale, Arizona 


Tempe is the seat of the Central Arizona Normal School, and 
E. D. Raley is the happy pastor. He and his people have had a 
good year. Tempe, and in fact the whole Salt River Valley, have 
been sorely bereft in the death of Neils Peterson, a most generous 
and intelligent layman, and a pioneer in the valley. ; 

Mesa is the stronghold of Mormonism in the Southwest, but it 
is also a stronghold for Methodism. For two years R. C. Lord has 
been the aggressive leader. va ; 

Chandler is perhaps the most artistically planned town in the 
valley. Here Dr. Hamilton consented. to supply temporarily. He 
served for five months, when Bishop Leonard assigned Frank R. 
Peck to Chandler, and the appointment has been a very happy one. 

At Gilbert Brother and Sister Imel have done a very fine piece 
of constructive work during the past four years. 

The foregoing is the only real “group” of churches we have. 
Here are seven churches with 2167 members, more than three- 


ths of all our membership. ; ;

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE, 1923 


Matthewson has done very fine work, By dividing his time be 
tween Hayden and Winkelman, Hayden becomes self-supporting. 


Tucson is easily our second church. The town is the seat of 
the state university and here as soon as possible we must have a 
Wesley Foundation. H. A. Ingham is the successful and popular 
pastor. 


Bisbee is one of our richest mining districts. Brother Richmire 
has been here for two years and has a great hold on the community. 


Douglass is the smelter town which handles the Bisbee ore. 
The church is-finely organized, and Wilbur Fisk has had a very 
successful six years pastorate. 


McNeal is 20 miles away, a most hopeful but as yet only 
slightly developed rural community. Brother Fisk has given them 
such service as has been possible this year. 

Willcox is where Crouch began his work in 1887. Some years 
ago by the union of the South church with ours. Wilcox developed 
into a self-supporting church. Reverses came. It is now one of 
our struggling charges. Brother Lisenby is doing probably all 
that can be done, and Wilcox must be carried on the Missionary 
list for some years. 

Globe received generous help from the Centenary at the open- 
ing of the year, and a very valuable property was saved. Wm. 
Reberger and wife are doing faithful service. 

Ajo is in some respects the most attractive mining camp in the 
state. Herbert Brooke and wife are putting up a strong fight, he 
to win the people to Christ, she to drive back tuberculosis. 


Yuma and Brother Lowe have been very happy together, 
Here a generous grant from the Centenary has made possible a 
commodious and comfortable parsonage. Four miles down the 
valley, and a part of the charge, is a very fine rural church. 


Gadsden and Somerton, G. L. Harper pastor, are still further 
down the valley. Brother Harper has done excellent work under 
most trying circumstances. A debt has been paid and substantial 
improvements have been made on the parsonage. Brother Harper 
is a most spirited Gospel preacher. 


Bard, Calif. is a very difficult problem. A fine but small valley, 
it is too far away to be associated with anything else and too weak 
to stand alone. Brother Lowe gave them Sunday afternoon service 
this year. 

Beautiful for situation is Prescott, the “mile high city,” and the 
finest all the year round climate in the state. After two and a half 
years of service, at the beginning of which the church on its own 
motion ‘became self-supporting, O. M. Andrews exchanged with 
E. N. Askey of Centralia, Washington. 


_ Jerome is in the midst of another of our great copper mining 
districts. Brother Black and his people thoroughly believe in each 
other and unitedly are accomplishing a great work. A new ‘plant is 
desperately needed. 


Clarkdale is the smelter town for the Jerome mines. B. C. 
Brewster is our royal pastor. He is strongly believed in and greatly 
loved by his people. When fully completed, the building here will 
constitute an excellent working plant. 

_ _At Ash Fork, right in the heart of the desert, we 
little church where Brother Askey preaches to 30 or 40 neanie Sr 
Tuesday night. Brother and Sister Watson, royal laymen, have 
. kept the Sunday School work going for 20 years or more. 3 
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Williams and Grand Canyon constitute a charge that for scenic 
beauty certainly has no equal. Williams is one of the beauty spots 
of the state and there is nothing like the Grand Canyon, anywhere 
in the world. W. T. Loomis is the very popular pastor. The 
buildings have been repainted and the charge voluntarily goes on 
the self-supporting list. 


_ Flagstaff is the seat of the Northern Arizona Normal School. 
This fact, together with the fact of the Federated Church, makes 
the situation very difficult. Brother Zook has handled it very, tact- 
fully. A modern Sunday School room is greatly needed. 


Winslow is one of our very important railroad towns, and O. L. 
Enyeart is handling the work well. Plans are maturing for a mod- 
ern Sunday School building. 


Holbrook by the coming of S. Earl Taylor has become the 
Mecca of health seekers. Dr. Taylor came in search of health and 
is finding it. He believes he has found something else. His dream 
is of a great reservoir of oil that will enable him to finance some 
of the great Centenary projects which thus far it has been impos- 
sible to reach. 


Seligman is a very pretty little town with far and away the 
best church building in the district considering size of town and 
membership of church. All credit is due T. H. Dodd who has held 
the fort for nine years while he himself is held in highest esteem by 
the whole community. 


Oatman is our one gold mining camp. J. V. Bennett is the 
very popular pastor. A new Sunday School room doubled the ca- 
pacity of the church. A great work is being done. 


Needles is growing under the fine leadership of R. W. Smith. 
He has been able to lead his people to the completion of the build- 
ing and to provide for nearly all the indebtedness in pledges. 

We have covered the field. Since we left First Church, Phoe- 
nix we have lost no time; have spent no more time than has been 
necessary; but we have spent about 7 weeks and have travelled 2500 
miles. We are 37) miles from home in one direction, and 310 miles 
from the seat of Conference in the other. 

In this report we cannot adequately touch upon the Sunday 
School; the Epworth League; the Women’s societies. We need 
outside help for our young people especially. 

Personals: Brother Zook reestablished his home by placing at 
its head Miss Caroline Burkhalter, while in the parsonage at Doug- 
las, the wedding bells rang gladly when Miss Louise Fisk became 
the bride of Mr. Harold Poston. 

I have finished my work on the Arizona Mission District. It 
is by no means wholly satisfactory. Many things I would like to 
change. But I have tried honestly to do my best. No superintend- 
ent ever led a more splendid, body of men than have served in Ari- 
zona during the past eleven years. I desire to record my hearty 
appreciation of the loyalty and personal kindness of pastors and 
laymen. You have taken me into your hearts and homes. I thank 
you. May God’s richest blessing be upon you all.

PASADENA DISTRICT 


The Pasadena District pauses a moment in memory of—Patrick 
H. Bodkin, I. E. Wright, Nelson F. Hoffpauir. 

P. H. Bodkin, retired, was the founder of Blythe Church, an 
editor and: poet of gifts. I. E. Wright, retired, was one of the 
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sweet spirits of Chino church. Nelson F. Hoffpauir, active, was 
pastor-at Yucaipa, taken in the flush of his power. “ne 

703 conversions have made the altar fires of the District glow 
during the past year. 2,048 new members have been added to the 
church rolls. Three pastors in major churches went through their 
records and removed much dead timber; these three churches 
shifted between three and four hundred to the non-resident list. 
While 1,274 have been given letters, or were scrapped in the non- 
resident list, or have withdrawn, or were deceased, (although in 
some instances I am fearful the pastor’s did not use sufficient dis- 
cretion and buried the wrong parties), yet there remains a total net 
gain of 810. Our District membership is now 17,722. ; : 

The Sunday School having the largest enrollment in First 
Church, Pasadena, 2,006; the next largest is First, Glendale, with 
1,172; Lake Avenue, 962; Trinity, Pomona; 800; Redlands, First, 
797; Pomona, First, 790; San Bernardino, 722. The Directors of 
Religious Education who have been noteworthy in service are Mor- 
gan Odell, Harry I. Rasmus, Jr. and Roy Allison. These all have 
been Assistant Pastors as well. The Pasadena District contingent 
of the Conference Sunday School Board has functioned in six 
groups of One Night Institutes. B. Hunter Brink, District Chair- 
man, and Alfred Inwood, Conference Chairman, were instant in 
season. J. L: Corley, Conference Superintendent, has spurred lag- 
gard boards into standardizing their schools, has been unusually 
helpful to churches building new plants, and has aided pastors in 
securing efficient directors. He never saves himself. 

The young people of the Epworth League are organized ac- 
cording to Doctor Guthrie’s latest edition. Two group Officers’ 
Rallies, covering the District, east and west, were held the past 
week in Lake Avenue and San Bernardino. A Ray Moore, our 
Conference Secretary, attended these meetings and connected our 
young folks up in a fine. way with the big program of the Church. 
Our District furnished the largest complement to the registration 
of the Conference at the Palisades Institute. Our own W. C, Buck- 
ner was loved and honored Dean. First Church, Ontario, had 
a local three day Institute up at Camp Baldy in its own cabin the 
first of September. 

The total offering of the W. F. M. S. of the District for the 
year is $26,931, four hundred dollars beyond last year. The Japan- 
ese emergency building fund is $26, thus far the only amount sent 
in. Mirs. S. F. Johnson, Branch Corresponding Secretary, and 
Mrs. S. L. Parmalee, Branch Treasurer, are Pasadena District 
leaders. 

The women of the District gave to the W. H. M. S. $22,019. 
They lead the Conference in membership, 4,413, also in number 
of subscriptions to ‘‘Woman’s Home Missions; and in cash sup- 
plies. The auxiliary that gave the largest offering was First Church, 
Pasadena, $6,803; the next, First, Glendale, $2,212. Glendale is also 
exhibiting a_banner received for the most points as an all-round 
auxiliary. El Monte has the largest per cent net gain in mem- 
bership, 70. The District is always proud of the Corresponding 
Secretary it furnishes thé Conference, Mrs. M. M. Northrup. 

Thirty-two Ladies’ Aid Societies made an aggregate of 27,558 
calls in the interest of the church. First Church, Redlands, heads 
the list with 3,500; First, Glendale, is second with 2,682; Monrovia 
stands third with 2,559; San Bernardino, 1,800; First, Ontario, 1,219. 

_ The lowest salary received by any pastor on the Pasadena Dis- 
trict was $1,000, and he is a lay preacher with other means of stup- 
port. But the Conference man received $1,200; one supply, $1,250; 
and one, $1,300. All but four of our pastors received: $1,400 or 
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more. This is partly due to the subsidies of the M. & E. Society 
and the Home Missionary Board. 


The aggregate salaries of the District amount to $116,670, an 
advance of $5,580 over last year. The following pastors received 
salary increase: Harold Baker, $700; Oliver Saylor, $500; J. C. 
Livingston, $500; E. J. Bradner, $700; E. Sedweek, $300; H,. I. 
Rasmus, Sr., $300; H. C. Mullen, $250; S. Phillips, $300; Harry Shep- 
herd, $500; A. W. Cummings, $100; G. B. Cliff, $600; H. W. Peck, 
$1,000; T. R. Lovejoy, $600; W. C. Loomis, $300; B. D. Snudden, 
$200; J. A. Sutton, $200. 


Advance reports furnish good tonic for the Centenary. Glen- 
dale, First declares an advance of more than a thousand dollars 
over last year; Redlands, First, an advance of more than five hun- 
dred: Monrovia surpasses last year by more than a thousand dollars; 
Trinity, Pomona, Lake Avenue, Ontario, First and Washington 
Street report substantial increase in Centenary gifts. A very mod- 
est estimate places the District’s Centenary totals above $100,000. 

L. T. Guild has covered our District, attended group meetings, 
Quarterly Conferences, preached Sunday mornings and evenings, 
and always has given the best that was in him. 

When Samuel Hughes went to Alhambra, the membership be- 
gan to grow like a snow ball rolling down Mt. Wilson; the Cen- 
tenary and the salary began to climb like two angels up Jacob’s 
ladder. A hole the folks thought to be fathomless was soon filled 
with $7,000. -Last year a new $9000 parsonage supplanted tHe old 
ruin, and this year already $74,000 has been raised toward a new 
$100,000 plant. 

A few months ago John Barnhart was skirmishing around to 
find a specialist to raise $40,000 for a new church. After the skir- 
mish, John said, “Ii he can do it, I can do it, too.” And he did! 
$44,000 in bankable notes are in the vault. The first story of the 
new church is completed. 

Harry Shepherd and his officials had their ears to the radio 
and caught the broad-casting that all first-class churches are put- 
ting on worth-while educational programs. So a new $50,000 
church school plant was dreamed, financed, and is all but finished. 
The corner stone will be laid next Sabbath morning. 

S. Phillips and his band of Highlanders have done more than 
play the bag-pipes this year. They have financed and built a new 
Sunday School structure, costing $4,000. 

The Phoenix has again arisen from the ashes in Las Vegas, 
Nevada. Leo Kline was the resurrection hero. The new church 
is under cover and the people are already worshipping in the com- 
picted basement. Fred Ross helped Mr. Kline in special meetings 
in the winter, There is one fine thing about Fred Ross. He is not 
only a down-right good evangelist, but he is willing to give himself 
to the weakest and hardest charges. 

George Steed at Montebello has secured a new location for the 
church of Whittier Boulevard between the new High School and 
the town. : 

S. W. Carnes and his wife have been ill all the year. Mr. 
Carnes will ask for the Retired Relation. However his last year is 
his best. He and his people have secured several commanding lots 
on the corner of Euclid Avenue, the main street of Ontario. Al- 
ready the old church has been moved and revamped on the new 
site. 
In August the pastor of Scott Chapel, B. J. Jordan, and his 
people marched up and put down $1,000 on the altar for a new 
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church. The other churches of Pasadena are interested in this 
worthy enterprise. 

Roy B. Beals not only found time to preach regularly, and go 
to school, and take care of twins; but also to build a new. $3,000 
addition to house the enlarging Sunday School at San Gabriel. 


San Gabriel 


A marvellously beautiful new structure is rising on the Colora- 
do-Oakland site of First Church, Pasadena. The corner stone was 
laid several months ago by Bishop Leonard. The Assembly room 
and Educational unit are already completed and now house the 
activities of the congregation. The large auditorium and other 
units are rising swiftly. In utility and beauty it will be hard to 
surpass this plant this side of the mansions in the skies. It is suf- 
ficient to say that the auditorium will have a Skinner organ. 


Not only has this church been financing and building for itself, 
but it has also built a new dormitory for the Chinese Mission and 
a new parsonage for the Mexican people simultaneously. Not sat- 
isfied with this, these people have vouchers for $21,287 Centenary 
money. The great hearted Merle N. Smith is doing big business. 

First Church also gave its beautiful old red stone church to 
Lake Avenue, and $25,000 to move it. In turn Lake Avenue has 
given its old auditorium to Scott Chapel, and the Sunday School 
room to Lamanda Park, Mexican. Lake Avenue, receiving First 
Church’s organ, in turn gave its organ to Hartzell Memorial and a 
thousand dollars to move it. Just what Scott Chapel will give we 
do not venture to say; but the contagion is spreading. A banker 
of another denomination marvelled to Mr. Frank S. Wallace that 
a member of First Church would stand for this program. That 
worthy replied, “I am not a member of First Church; I am a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” Another member of First 
Church has been holding a fine corner lot at Colorado and Bonnie 
Avenue in his own name, hoping to have a church planted there 
opposite the High School some day. When Lake Avenue moved 
east, the necessity for such a plant was taken away, and the lot 
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was recently sold and Lake Avenue became the beneficiary of the 
$25,000 as a gift from Mr. A. B. Stevens. 


Lake Avenue’s new church is rising at the corner of Colorado 
and Holliston Avenues, and may be ready for dedication by the Ist 
of January. Each stone of the old First Church was numbered 
and catalogued, and the new church is rising like Solomon’s tem- 
ple, “Without sound of hammer.” It will be an imposing edifice 
standing high in its cathedral form. It is being enlarged and mod- 
ernized. Every stone from the original quarry is being used in 
the new units. The old church site was sold recently for $141,000. 
That bright light coming from Pasadena is not the search light on 
Mount Lowe; it is the face of W. C. Buckner shining. 


The following pastors and people are planning new projects: 
John Gabrielson, Colton; Oliver Saylor, Baldwin Park; E. J. Brad- 
ner, Eagle Rock; H. C. Mullen, West Glendale; G. B. Cliff, Red- 
lands; I. R. Lovejoy, Fontana.

W. W. Hull, pastor; fitting up the basement, Casa 
Verdugo, J. C. Livingston; interior redecorated and printing plant 
added, Cucamonga, W. M. Walker; $500 improvements at Hartzell 
Memorial, J. A. Sutton; $1,400 improvements in Sunday School 
building, First, Redlands, G. B. Cliff; $774 improvements, Grace, 
Redlands, Wade Hamilton; $200, Rialto, H. W. Peck. The follow- 
ing each expended $500 for improvements: San Bernardino, W. C.

In addition he will have charge of the Methodist group of stu- 
dents in that institution. He will be available for Institute and lo- 
cal Sunday School work. 

V. H. Brink has doubled the membership, the Centenary, the 
Sunday School and the salary in his three years’ pastorate at Cen- 
tral Avenue, Glendale. 

After nearly a year of good work at Altadena, Harold Baker 
went back to Garrett Biblical Institute. Frank C. Edwards filled 
the gap. He-has been invited to continue the coming year ata 
salary advance of $500. 

One of the greatest Quarterly Conferences of history was held at 
First Church, Glendale, Henry I. Rasmus, Sr. pastor, last week. 
500 people sat down to dinner, the guests of the Brotherhood. 

Three years ago G. I. R. Lawrence went to Monterey Park and 
found 300 in the Sunday School; it now has 600 and more. He 
found 150 church members; there are now 400. He found the 
church paying $1,500 salary; it is now paying $2,750, and also sup- 
porting an assistant pastor. 

Roy G. Bose, the Bishop being willing, recently graduated from 
Boston, will become the Director of Religious Education of South 
Pasadena. _B. D. Snudden makes his church move. E. Martindale 
Woods has been appointed to the San Mateo Church in the Cali- 
fornia Conference. In spite of last year’s freeze, H. B. Clark has 
brought his church through in good hope. 

At the Fourth Quarterly Conference at Azusa, it was announc- 
ed that every man, woman and child of the church wanted the re- 
turn of E. Vaughan and family. 

Right now we want to reserve all of Bishop Leonard’s time for 
the dedication of new churches the coming winter. There will be 
Alhambra, First, Marengo Avenue, Monrovia, Highland, Las Vegas, 
Montebello, Scott Chapel, Lake Avenue and First, Pasadena.

I found another 
pastor paying the bills of a brother, anticipating no return. I am 
intimate with another man who chooses rather to stay by the job 
even though he knows it means secret persecution, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of a new pastorate for a season.

In bringing this my seventh annual report, I desire to express 
my gratitude to God for the loving kindness and tender mercies 
that pee pees these years. 

ite is a strange mixture of joys and sorrows. In Febr 
Brother and Sister L. J. Muchmore of Hynes were plunged Aust 
deepest sorrow by the sudden death of their only son, Lockhart 
One of the most promising young men I have ever known, a sopho- 
more at U. S. C., winsome and brilliant, who had consecrated his 
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life to Christ and his service, the mystery of Lockhart’s leaving us 
will never be quite understood until we see him face to face in the 
clear light of eternity. On July 31st, in Sequoia National Park, 
Noel Hughes, eldest son of Brother and Sister A. J. Hughes of 
Grace Church, Long Beach, while installing a radio, came in con- 
tact with a high voltage wire, and in a few hours he too had left 
us. A high school laddie, of exceptional strength of character, who 
on his last Sunday night had given a beautiful testimony of his 
personal relation to Christ, he too has entered the larger, richer, 
fuller life of the skies. “And they shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
Hosts, in that day when I make up my jewels.” 

BUILDING ENTERPRISES: Another year of marvelous ex- 
pansion is herewith recorded. Belmont Heights, Long Beach, G. 
W. Alexander pastor, laid the corner stone of its $75,000 new 
church building on Sunday, December 3rd, 1922, On June 17th we 
dedicated the building. This society has, unwisely I think, and 
against the advice of the District Superintendent, assumed an alto- 
gether too heavy burden of debt, but the church is located in the 
finest and most rapidly growing residential section of the’ city, its 
people are among the most devoted and heroic I have ever known, 
and a great future is before it. While carrying this load they have 
pushed their Centenary offering from $550 last year to $1,325 this 
year. 

E. C. Delaplain at East Long Beach is leading his people to 
great victory. Two years ago a very fine corner was purchased 
for a new building site, costing $7000. The old property has re- 
cently been sold for $25,000. An imposing, beautiful structure, 
costing $45,000, is now being erected, and will be ready for dedica- 
tion by January Ist. 

On Sunday, April Ist, we laid the corner stone of our new 
church at Owensmouth, at which time $17,000 was raised on sub- 
scription. The dedication took place on June 24th. The building 
costs about $30,000, classic style of architecture, stucco exterior 
finish, and for beauty, utility and convenience could not be sur- 
passed for the money. It is a monument to the wisdom and de- 
votion of John Beery, its pastor. 

On Sunday, May 6th, we dedicated our new church, at May- 
wood, J. B. Soules, pastor. The $2,000 needed was quickly sub- 
scribed. This building is the first unit of the ultimmate plant. It 
costs about $15,000. We organized the church a year and a half 
ago. The membership increased 118 per cent during the erection 
of the building. The Sunday School enrollment was 182 the day 
we dedicated. This small society paid in cash about $6,000 this 
year towards the new church. ‘ ; 

Grace Church, Santa Monica, W. C. McIntire pastor, dedicated 
its new building July 15th. This property was purchased from the 
Board of Education for $11,000 a year ago, and today is well worth 
$45,000. The work has grown so rapidly that the church has de- 
cided to use this building for its program of religious-education, and 
will erect a $30,000 auditorium and a $5,000 parsonage this coming 

ear. 
: On Sunday, September 9th, dedicated the new church at 
Torrance, J. W. Morris pastor. Torrance is a rapidly growing in- 
dustrial center with a payroll of $500,000 a month, 3500 men are 
employed there. It is rapidly becoming a great oil center, We 
began our work there two years ago. We have just built the first 
unit of our proposed church at a cost of $15,000, all of which has 
been provided. We now have 106 members and a Sunday School 


enrollment of 200.

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On July 16th we broke ground for our new church at Ocean 
Park, iP) Ke Burnham pastor. The old church was a dilapidated 
building on an inside lot. This property has been sold, a very fine 
corner has been purchased and paid for at a cost of $10,000, and a 
$45,000 building is now being erected. 

_ Paso Robles church, L. O. Bostwick pastor, has purchased an 
adjoining lot to their property, and the old church has been moved 
to the rear so as to be used during the construction of their new 
$40,000 building. 

San Fernando has finished its $22,000 Community House, and 
has one of the finest buildings for social and recreational work I 
know. C. A. Norcross, pastor, reports that 1550 boys and 350 girls 
and 995 men and women have used this building since its dedica- 
tion January 3rd. 


Van Nuys, G. L. Goodell pastor, has built a $3,000 Community 
Hall and on September 7th at the tenth anniversary of the church 
it was formally dedicated. 


At Fillmore, a beautiful six-roomed parsonage costing about 
$6,000 has been built and paid for largely by the gifts of three de- 
voted laymen of that church. F. M. Clark, pastor, is having an 
exceptionally successful pastorate. 

At Roscoe, L. C. Elver pastor, a new parsonage home has been 
purchased and furnished at a cost of $4500. 

Lankershim, under the leadership of Guy M. McBride, put on 
a victory campaign, raising $15,000, and the church is 
now being finished and will soon be ready for dedication. The 
Ladies Aid Society of this church has the district record for raising 
the largest amount of money in proportion to its membership— 
3250. 

: At Seal Beach, J. W. Taylor pastor, we have moved from’ a 
small inside lot on a back street to a fine prominent corner for 
which we paid $3500. This was made possible by the gift of $1000 
by one of our big-hearted laymen, C. W. Casaboom of Long Beach. 
The old site has been sold, and the money is to be used to build 
an addition to relieve the crowded condition of the Sunday School. 

Under the leadership of John Nicholson our church at Sawtelle 
has purchased adjacent property at a cost of $6000 to give adequate 
room for the new church this society is about to erect. 

At Santa Maria, where Glenn R. Phillips is pastor, a small lot 
helonging to the Minerva Club of that city has been bought, giving 
us a completed corner, one of the finest in the city. 

At Redondo, where H. H. Hocker has served successfully for 
six years, a very fine new corner, 140 by 175, costing $19,000, has 
been purchased. It is one of the choicest sites for a church in this 
city, and plans have been secured for an elegant new church home 
in this rapidly growing community. ; 

At Simi, R. W. Lee pastor, an exceptionally fine church site 
has been secured near the new Union High School, over $10,000 
subscribed, and tentative plans adopted for the church to be erected 

is comin ear. 
es First Cncech Santa Monica, under the splendid leadership of 
E. F. Gates, with keenest vision and foresight, is investing $40,000 
in a new site for its future church hone. 
‘ Venice, most ably supplied by Samuel Van Pelt, has purchased 
- additional lots and is planning for a new community building to 
care for its rapidly growing Sunday School. 

At Watts, W. R. Workman pastor, a lot purchased a year ago 
for $1700 has been sold for $4000, enabling them to buy a fine new 
corner for a new church site. 
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At Mission Acres, supplied by Paul A. Lomax, who comes to 
this Conference session for admission on trial, a site has been se- 
cured for a new church building which ought to be erected during 
the coming year. 

NEW WORK: On December 24th, 1922, I_ held the first 
preaching service of our new society at Pacific ‘Palisades, and or- 
ganized the church with 56 members. This membership has grown 
to 101 and we have a Sunday School enrollment of 125, and a regu- 
larly appointed pastor is asked for the coming year. 


On February 25th, with the assistance of A. P. Shaw, pastor 
of our Wesley Chapel of this city, I organized a new colored 
church at Watts. It now has a membership of 34. O. Se Srout, 
its pastor, has preached ‘to the people this year without Salary. A 
hall has been rented, a lot. for a new church is-being paid for, and 
if we can only get some outside help a good work can be developed 
among the more than a thousand colored people in this community. 

At Virginia City, a suburb north of Long Beach where 270 
houses were built in 260 days, we organized a society September 
16th with 15 members, under the care of that pre-eminently suc- 
cessful pioneer, H. Roissy. 62 children were present at Sunday 
School on the opening day. 

At Zelzah, in the San Fernando Valley, a Sunday School has 
been organized and work begun by R. E. Davis, a retired Metho- 
dist minister living at Van Nuys. 


DEBTS PAID: At Grace Church, Long Beach, A. J. Hughes, 
the pastor, undertook the raising of a $15,000 debt. Brother Hughes 
never undertakes but he achieves. Last Sunday, at the morning 
service, the mortgage was burned amid rejoicing. This church 
gave $1000 as a Christmas Centenary offering for the needy children 
of the world, and has endowed a bed for its needy members in the 
new municipal hospital. 


Central Church, Long Beach, with J. H. Humphrey pastor, has 
had one of the best years in its history. A new parsonage has 
been bought, costing $7600, and $2000 has been raised and spent 
for new Sunday School equipment and renovating the building, 
making it very attractive. 


At Trinity, Long Beach, an old debt of ten years standing has 
been paid, about $2000 spent on improving the church property, the 
pastor’s salary has been raised, and this church has the district 
record this year in the amount given to the Centenary in excess of 
last year: $960. And the credit of it belongs to its pastor, H. O. 
Simmons, 


Compton has had a gracious year under the pastorate of W. A. 
Jennings. On March 7th a supper was served to about 200 mem- 
bers and friends and, the old debt having been paid, the mortgage 
was burned by Judge Ward, as the doxology was sung. They are 
now undertaking to raise $4000 to stucco and beautify the building. 

Inglewood, First Church, has paid its parsonage debt, and C. 
E. Boyer, its pastor, is one of the most universally beloved men I 
have even known. His salary is regularly raised $300 a year. 

Huntington Park couldn’t help but win with S. S. Sampson as 
pastor. $12,000 paid on the new church debt, the Centenary gifts 
20 per cent advance over last year, large increase in membership 
and Sunday School enrollment, the pastor’s salary raised $500. 
such is part of the record of this year’s triumph, 

About New Years, I, Frank Roach was transferred from Okla- 


homa City to the pastorate of First Church, Long Beach, and has 
had a most successful year. 
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CENTENARY: Last year we reported an increase of $11,000 
over the preceding year, which amount was 99 and 99-100 per cent 
of our District quota. Most of the preachers saw the tragedy to 
our missionary enterprises at home and abroad if we reported a 
decrease, and they: said with one accord, “It shall not be on the 
Long Beach District,” and so it is my joy to report that this year 
our district is $3000 over our District quota for the Centenary. 
The highest honors go to E. D. Goodell of Estrella, 200 per cent 
gain, and G. W. Alexander, Long Beach 135 per cent gain. Here 
are the names of others who have done magnificiently and have 
won a place on the District Honor Roll: Paul Huebner, C. M. Ross,

DEBT REDUCTIONS: Nineteen charges have reduced their 
debts to the amount of $42,000 as follows; Artesia $7300; Burbank 
$5200; Santa Maria $6000; Cudahy $350; Chatsworth $105; Venice 
$202; El Segundo $1295; Trinity, Long Beach, $1625; Grace, Long 
Beach $7700; Ventura $1258; Santa Barbara $4250; Compton $1590; 
Inglewood, First $1150; Lennox Avenue $200; Lompoc $740; Cen- 
tral, Long Beach $2600; San Luis Obispo $500; Santa Monica, 
First $13,000; Whittier $11,921. The total amount paid this year on 
debts and new church enterprises is $179,912. 


Twenty-four charges increased their pastors’ salaries averaging 
$350 each. 


SEVEN YEARS PREVIEW. When seven years ago I was 
appointed to this district we had 8,519 members, now we have 15,- 
000. Our Sunday School enrollment then was 11,394; now it is 
over 20,000. That year we gave to our Benevolent Boards (not in- 
cluding the Woman’s societies, U. S. C., Children’s Day, M. and E., 
and other benevolences) the sum of $14,714, and this year it is 
$83,000. Our property values then were $493,532, Now they are 
$1,500,000. During these seven years we have given to our Bene- 
volent Boards the sum of $366,424. We have never gone in red in 
either membership, Sunday School enrollment, or benevolences. 


One closing word. The greatest need of our district today, as 
I see it, is a genuine revival of religion which will deepen the spir- 
itual life of the churches. There is'a danger in our modern life of 
substituting religious education for genuine soul-transforming con- 
version. That experience is as vital today as in the days of our 
fathers, and the church which ignores it or fails to preach it will 
drop into dead formalism. Only a spiritual awakening can stop 
this tidal wave of lawlessness, this lust for pleasure seeking and 
money making, we see on every hand today. Not less modern so- 
cial and recreational programs, not less missionary enterprise cer- 
tainly, but a new sense of the sinfulness of sin and the peril and 
need of this hour, and, a new conviction of the power of Christ’s 
saving gospel and that alone to meet the need, this is what we 
must have. 

And now I close. When seven years ago Bishop Leonard ap- 
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pointed me to this task I came to it with fear and trembling. But 
God has kept faith with every promise He gave me, ; 

‘I» wish to thank Bishop Leonard for his uniformly kind and 
brotherly counsel and help, and my brethren for the loving fellow- 
ship and cooperation they have accorded me. The kindness of these 
preachers and their wives will be graven deep on my heart so long 
as life shall last, and as I resign, the task to which God in His 
providence assigned me and take up the work of the pastorate 
again, I am saying, ‘Lord if I may, I'll serve another day.”

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~NEW PROJECTS: One of the first duties of the newly ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the San Diego District was the dedica- 
tion of the imposing new church edifice which W. M. Harkness 
and his loyal band of workers had brought to fruition at Garden 
Grove. On November 12th, B. S. Haywood preached the dedicatory 
sermon. The church is a model of completeness and architectural 
beauty. It can be said with assurance that nowhere in the Con- 
ference has a church of such proportions been erected for a like 
sum of money, $42,000. 


One year ago L. D. Lloyd was appointed to Santa Fe Springs. 
In this, the greatest oil-producing center in Southern California, 
where over 4000 men are employed, there has come to ovr Church 
the challenge adequately to minister in the name of Christ. to these 
great numbers. John Oliver, and the Whittier church of which he 
is pastor, have very effectively helped in the planning of this new 
enterprise. It became possible to secure the services of A. L. 
Baker, who carried on the campaign of financing and superintend- 
ing“construction of the building. The result is that there now 
stands a structure, ample in size and so arranged as to meet the 
needs of an up-to-date community program. 


Burton Xe Neal, our supply pastor at Yorba Linda, has suc- 
ceeded in building a fine new six-roomed parsonage in that place 
at a cost of $5000. Brother Neal has wrought so effectively as a 


supply that this church will be handed over to some ‘member of: - ks 


the Conference next year. 


Elsinore has had a good'year. A fine new parsonage has been 
built at a cost of $3500. With vision and determination, and it 
has taken both, Harry Branton has succeeded in the purchasing 
of a lot on a prominent corner of the main business street, and 
there is now in process of construction a $35,000 house of worship, 
which is being fitted in every way for community service. The 
cornerstone laying took place on August 19th, J. L. Gillies of 
Riverside making the principal address. 

- J. A. Geissinger and his forward-looking membership have pur- 
chased the property just east of our Anaheim Church, for social 
hall purposes, at the cost of $7,800. — 

Albert Ore has come to the close of a five-year pastorate at 
Fairmount, San Diego. Among the fruits of his labors he comes 
to Conference this year after having purchased a fine building site, 
with assets toward the building of a new $35,000 church, which ag- 
gregate $23,000. The plans have already been adopted, and the 
building committee is in readiness to begin operations,

has been purchased at the cost of $7,800. 

Daniel Dundas is successfully directing the plans for a new 
church building at Trinity, San Diego, and it is ‘confidently ex- 
- pected that soon in the new year a $35,000 church will be in the 
process of construction. There are assets on hand, by way of 
cash, property and good subscriptions, amounting to $15,000. 

M. K. Stone has purchased a lot, and plans are being matured 
for the building of a parsonage in Indio, immediately after Con-

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METHODIST ASSEMBLY. The Imperial Valley Methodist 
Assembly was held at Live Oak Springs, June 7-11, and was largely 
attended. 

YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK. Throughout the district, there 
has been due emphasis placed upon the importance of our Epworth 
League work. It is one of the joys of the District Superintendent 
to be associated with these live young people in their counsels. 

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. There have been held this year 
nine Daily Vacation Bible Schools: Richland Avenue, Santa Ana; 
Mission Hills, Huntington Beach; First, Riverside; Grace, River- 
side; Corona; Hemet; Costa Mesa, First Church, San Diego. 

DIRECTORS OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION,” Mr5 Hon. 
Mather, who has wrought so effectively in our great First Church, 
San Diego, is now engaged by the First Church, Los Angeles. C. 
C. Seitter of La Mesa is to be, by Bishop Leonard's appointment, 
the successor of Mr. Mather in San Diego. James Hughes is put- 
ting on one of the best programs on the entire district in First 
Church, Santa Ana. 

GAINS IN MEMBERSHIP. There will be reported a net 
gain for the district in church membership of approximately 500. 
The Sunday School enrollment has increased at least 600. 

WOMIEN’S SOCIETIES. The Ladies’ Aid Societies of the 
district will report over $20,000 raised during the year. The Wo- 
man’s Home Missionary Society will report over $18,000, The Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society have raised $17,222. The Mis- 
sionary and Evangelistic collection will exceed that of last year. 

CENTENARY. In spite of the fact that in certain sections 
of the district crop conditions have not been propitious, and that 
in some places destructive propaganda has militated against our 
greatest success, I am glad to report that there will be an increase 
this year over last of over $12,500.

THOS?SGRICE: 
BOARD OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Your Board of Sunday Schools presents the following report: 

Realizing the immense importance of the work of Religious 
Education and that the Sunday School is the main institution of the 
church for this purpose, your Board has during the entire past year 
sought in every way to promote the interest and efficiency of this 
great department of the Church. It has met a number of times and 
has given long and careful study to the needs and problems of 
this great field and it is glad to report a steady increase in the 
interest and development of this work. 


Under the direction of District chairmen group meetings have 
been held in each district and on the Pasadena District large and 
profitable one-night Institutes have been held. Everywhere the 
interest was keen, peculiarly in such advances as Teacher-Training 
Classes and Daily Vacation Bible Schools, These schools owing 
to the absence of religious education in the public schools are seen 
to be vital needs of the youth-life, and every effort possible to your 
Board has been made to’secure the holding of such, it is glad to 
report that about fifty such have been conducted within the bounds 
of our conference. 


It has constantly sounded the cry “A Teacher Training Class 
in Every School” and recommends this as one of the slogans of 
this conference year. 

Your Board sought in every way to deepen the interest in and 
increase the attendance at the Summer School of Religious Edu- 
cation, and is glad to report a very successful session. It is hoped 
some adjustment can be made for a closer correlation of this school 
with the Epworth League Institute, and a committee has been ap- 
pointed by the Board to take up this matter. 

We are also desirous of promoting as far as possible the further 
correlation of the Sunday School and Epworth League and have 
presented to you a memorial to the General Conference asking that 
steps be taken to bring about this correlation. 

Much of the success of this Sunday School work has been 
due to the untiring and able oversight of our S. S, Field Supt. 
Jesse L. Corley, whose work in this field has been so conspicuously 
successful as to awaken in many other parts of the Church a desire 
for a similar agency. Your Board very heartily commends this 
service and unanimously asks the reappointment of J. G. Corley to . 
this work. 

It also recommends the reappointment of J. L. Corley and John 
G. Hill as representatives of this conference on the Southern Cali- 
fornia Council of Religious Education. 
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; Your Board feels the time had come for a forward movement 
in Sunday School work in this conference and unanimously makes 
the following recommendations for the enlargement of the equip- 
ment of the Los Angeles office. 

The work has so steadily grown and the needs are so great 
that added and better equipment must be given this office if the 
work is to go forward as it should. At present the Board of Sun- 
day School is dealing very generously with this conference, making 
appropriations of one-tenth of the entire amount set aside for this 
extension work. We cannot therefore expect any increased ap- 
propriations as there are so many demands from other sections 
of the Church at large. Indeed the indications are for decrease. 
But our expanding work must be carried on and your Board after 
giving very careful consideration to this recommends that this con- 
ference appropriates $2500.00 for the ensuing year for this office, 
apportioned in such manner as the Commission on Finance may 
determine.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ ENDOWMENT FUND 


For the first time in thirty years I stand before the Conference 
to make my report in any capacity other than that of a pastor. 
The year has been rather a strenuous one, We have traveled over 
12,000 miles and spoken in over fifty different churches and held 
innumerable conferences in the interest of the cause, yet the year 
as a whole has been one of the happiest of my life. 


A total of $4,500 has been received during the year from sub- 
scriptions taken by W. C. Loomis. The total cash received from 
all sources during the year and turned over to J. B. Green amounts 
to $13,200. 

I have received in cash and subscriptions from the churches 
during the year $30,000, which could easily have been doubled had 
I been able to make speaking dates and take collections wherever 
I went. 

In addition to the above we received a subscription of $2,400 
on the opening night of Conference, $1,535 of which is yet unpaid. 

Early in March, Brother and Sister Keck, members at Santa 
Fe Springs, L. D. Lloyd pastor, gave three tenths of their tithe 
in an oil royalty in six acres in the heart of the Santa Fe Springs 
oil field, with one producing well, which has turned) into our treas- 
ury since the 18th of February $2,758. Another well is- expected 
on production in ten days or two weeks, 

Wills have been secured in the interest of this cause amouut- 
ing to $12,500 and $7,500 for the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety. 

Ri Santa Ana, First Church, Will A. Betts, pastor, an estate 
note of $500 has been received from Mrs. Hahaught, the widow of 
a Methodist Minister, and a mortgage of $750, the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. J. Lasby. - : : 

Mrs. Emma B. Bailey, Westlake Church, W. T. Wright pastor, 
gave $1000 cash on the annuity plan. is ; 

Papers are now being prepared whereby we will come into 
possession of a twenty-acre orange grove near Azusa, valued at 
$25,000, the gift of a retired member of this Conference and his es- 
timable wife, Brother and Sister J. A. H. Wilson, on the annuity 
basis. EE. Vaughan, the pastor, rendered valuable service to the 


Secretary. 
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Henry I. Rasmus sent me an S. O. S. call to come to Glendale, 
and with his valuable assistance we have come into possession of 
income property, very close to the business district and valued at 
$15,000 and with splendid prospects for an increase in value during 
the next two years. This property is a gift from Brother and Sis- 
ter Charles E. Russell on the annuity plan. ; 

I have also secured a list of valuable prospects on which we 
hope to realize a respectable sum during the coming year. I wish 
to urge the pastors to put me in touch with those who might be in- 
terested in giving money or property, receiving in return a reason- 
able rate of interest during their life time. The Secretary has 
also specialized in will writing and will give is services free in 
any part of the Conference, especially among friends of our cause. 

We also urge each pastor in the Conference to.give a morning 
service some time during the year when he will preach on the 
Veteran Minister and his claim, and tell the congregation concern- 
ing our campaign in November, 1924.

PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 


Our Material Affairs* 


Property—During the year we have added to the 1100 acres of 
our original site a tract of 823 acres immediately adjoining us on 
the west at a cost of $850,000. Pacific Palisades today comprises 
1925 acres, an area approximately the same as that in the original 
corporate limits of the City’ of Pasadena. 


Improvements—Under the landscape plans of the Olmsted 
Brothers we have laid out 3,000 residence and business lots. We 
have completed the grading of eighteen miles.of streets, on which 
the sidewalks, curbs and gutters have been laid over eleven miles. 
Ornamental trees have been planted in the parkways of twelve 
miles. Throughout the same area the complete electrical -distribu- 
tion system has been installed. The gas system will be completed 
during the next sixty days. Two miles of the water system are 
laid, and the remainder will be installed during the coming winter. 
The rock and oil surfacing is completed on two and a half miles of 
streets. There are now fifty permanent homes built in the sub- 
divided area, and the institution has twenty-eight less expensive 
buildings which are rented chiefly to employees. A’ dormitory 
building, called ‘The Lodge,” has been built as a part of the Sum- 
mer School equipment. It contains twenty-one dormitorv rooms 
and two lobbies, and is located convenient to the Dining Hall. 

Financial—The purchase and improvement of our property have 
been made possible by the interest of Christian meople in the de- 
velopment of the institution and community. They have leased 
from us 1850 residence lots at a valuation of $3,500,000; $2,000,000 
has been paid in casH on lease purchases, and $1,500,000 is owed to 
the Association on 7 per cent contracts. Against these contracts and 
our undeveloped land we have floated a bond issue of $1,500,000 
at 6% per cent, which has enabled us to complete the purchase of 
our whole 1925 acres and to carry forward our development and im- 
provement programs. Although these bonds were issued for ten 
years, the rapid payment on our lease contracts has retired $400,000 
of them in less than one year. 

Among our principal items of expenditure have been: Total land 
purchase, $1,575,000; land: improvements, $525,000; sales and admin- 


*Round figures are used in all statistics for convenience. 
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istrative expense, $370,000; equipment, $155,000; institutional build- 
ings, $205,000; public utilities, $110,000; interest and discounts, $100,- 
000; taxes, $20,000; legal and financing expenses, $100,000; loans to 
home builders, $100,000. 

Present Financial Goal—We have recently adopted a program 
of Improvement, Sales and Financing, the object of which is to 
improve immediately a sufficient amount of residence properties 
to carry our sales program to a total of $5,000,000 by June 1, 1924. 
In order to put in these improvements immediately, we are now 
arranging for a new bond issue, $500,000 of which ‘will be sold, 
the bonds to be retired as lease sale contracts are matured. 


Our estimates lead us to believe that with the attainment of 
$5,000,000 goal the Association will have the funds provided which 
will give it all of its lands clear, the cost of improvement of the 
subdivided areas, $250,000 by that time expended on improvements 
in the institutional area and buildings, $75,000 invested in the first 
unit of the business center, $750,000 in contracts payable to the 
Association in excess of the requirements of the funded debt, $300,- 
000 in improved residence property unleased, $1,000,000 of im- 
proved property reserved for development as business property, 
and approximately 1,000 acres of unimproved lands for later de- 
velopment as the growth of the institution shall require. 

When this financial position has been attained we believe we 
shall be warranted in incurring the expense of beginning the build- 
ing of the permanent auditorium. If our efforts shall be attended 
with equal success for another nine months, the goal will be 
achieved, and we shall hope to break ground and lay the corner- 
stone of the permanent auditorium during the summer season of 
next year. 

We are seeking primarily to build a community and an insti- 
tution. 

Community Life. 

Pacific Palisades is now an organized community. We have 
reported to this Conference a local church membership of 90, a 
Sunday School of 130, and an Epworth League of 35, and organ- 
ized Women’s Societies. The church is asking that it be put on 
the list of assignments for the coming year, and has made a re- 
quest for the appointment of a pastor. 

The one-room grammar school which we started a year ago 
with twenty pupils has grown until we now have an enrollment of 
74 scholars, a principal and two additional teachers, and in three 
separate rooms are giving all the work of the grammar grades. 
There are 23 young people from the community attending the High 
School in Santa Monica, and a number of students at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. 

We have been granted a station of the Los Angeles City Post 
Office, so that our mail now comes direct to us addressed, “Palis- 
ades Station, Los Angeles.” 

During the coming year we hope to construct the first store 
buildings of our permanent business center. 


Cody Memorial Chapel—We have been offered a gift of land 
valued at $40,000, on an annuity basis, for the purpose of building 
the Chapel of our; Summer School group. While this offer has not 
been formally accepted, it probably will be in the near future. 

jInstitutional—We have had a year of solid progress in our 
institutional activities, both religious and educational, and feel that 
we can give so worthy an account of these that you will join with 
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us in feeling that the financial burden and administrative labor are 
already. abundantly repaid, and that the possibilities of their ex- 
tension through the years to come are all but unlimited. 

Eighteen religious and educational bodies have held their sum- 
mer gatherings with us during the past season. - Among them 


-were: the Reformed Presbyterian Young People’s Conference; the 


Conference of the California Synod of the United Presbyterian 
Church; the Pacific Summer School of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association; the Epworth League Institute of our own Church, 
and the Epworth League Assembly of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South; the Encampment of the Southern California Vet- 
erans’ Association; our own Methodist Camp Meeting; the W. C. T. 
U. Conference; and the six weeks’ session of our Chautauqua As- 
sembly and Summer Schools. 

This work has not yet become financially self-supporting, but 
made a substantial gain in that direction this year over the year 
before. Spiritually and intellectually its value is beyond computa- 
tion, During the past summer many hundreds of young people 
have come to their life’s greatest experience of illumination on our 
grounds, and to them the place will have the hallowed associations 
of a Bethel through the years. ; 


On the intellectual side, people who came under the influence 
of our institution this summer had the privilege of contact with 
many of the strongest leaders of thought in their various lines. 
When we consider what it means to turn the attention of people 
during their periods of recreation away from the aimless or vitiat- 
ing uses of time which characterize many vacation resorts, and in 
their place to put activities that re-create body, mind and soul, we 
find it impossible to measure the difference. 


All of these activities during the past year have been under 
the personal direction of Oren B. Waite. At the urgent request 
of our Board of Trustees, Bishop Leonard released him from the 
pastorate to become our Educational Director. The program which 
he built and carried out under the handicap of limited time and 
pioneering conditions has earned high praise from our Trustees and 
constituents. He has been engaged permanently in this capacity. 
We will establish 4 quarterly publication as the organ of our work, 
through which we hope to keep all the ministers and educators 
of the Southwest informed regarding our activities. To assist him 
we request the Conference to provide that the District Superinten- 
dents appoint a local committee of three on each charge. 


(1) Home for the Aged. A year ago this Conference took ac- 
tion looking toward the establishment of a greatly needed Home 
for the Aged among us. The committee appointed has conferred 
with our Association and a definite proposal has been agreed upon 
for presentation to this Conference, 


(2) Salvation Army Mothers’ Rest Home. We have received 
overtures from the Women’s Advisory Council of the Salvation 
Army for a site on our property for the building of a Rest Home 
ta which ‘poor and overworked mothers may be‘sent for periods of 
recreation, We hope to give it the assistance which will make the 
achievement possible during the coming year. 

_ (3) Deaconess and Missionary Rest Homie. Under the in- 
spiration of the sainted Ludy Rider Meyer a movement was started 
about a year and a half ago for the establishment at Pacific Palis- 
ades of a Rest Home for Reaconesses and Missionaries. Mrs. 
Meyer was just entering activity upon the work when she was 
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called to her eternal reward. During the year a corporation has 
been formed, and substantial contributions have been made toward 
the enterprise. Mr. Meyer expected to return to the coast this 
fall and to take up the matter actively here. A site has been 
selected and tentative plans for buildings made. 

In closing this report, permit me to ask you to join us in re- 
calling the alluring vision which drew our Church into this task 
and to join us in dedicating ourselves anew to its fulfillment. That 
vision was of a center of Christian Assembly and popular educa4 
tional activities adequate to the growing needs of the great South- 
west. Bankers, industrial and commercial leaders are making plans, 
spending millions of money and ‘building institutions in this great 
Southwest to handle the material affairs of a population here greater 
than that of the Atlantic seaboard, with an outlook and outreach 
across the greatest of the Ocean to the most populous races of 
mankind. We seek to match their faith in the scope of our plans 
in laying out the most extensive institution of this kind in the world. 
Here we are building a Christian City and a Forum from which 
shall go out missionary evangelizing and enlightening influence to 
the ends of the earth. We desire to be a Jerusalem of our Method- 
ism ‘whither the tribes go ups” and hereby ask you to hold the 
session of this Conference for 1925 at Pacific Palisades, and to join 
us in inviting the General Conference of 1928 to be held at this 
great Christian center.

HOME FOR THE AGED 


After a careful survey of conditions and the study of the or- 
ganization of many other Homes, we are convinced that there is a 
very positive need for the establishment of a Home in Southern 
California as our climatic and other conditions continue to bring to 
our borders many who are mature in years, in addition to our 
- own natural need for such an institution. 

Through the generosity of the Directors of the Pacific Palis- 
ades Association, four acres, worth $50,000, are reserved for this 
punpose, near the Auditorium. More acreage will be given the 
Home as it is needed. j 

We heartily recommend the acceptance of the location, with 
profound assurances of appreciation by the Conference. 

The deed is in the hands of the Treasurer of the Conference, 
J. B. Green. Also, there is in process other property coming into 
his hands, which may be available for this purpose, worth prob- 
ably from thirty-five to forty thousand dollars more. 

We therefore recommend that as soon as these other funds 
become available to the amount of $100,000, the Conference shall di- 
rect the organization and incorporation of the Home for the Aged. 
And, as soon thereafter as wise and satisfactory plans shall {be 
prepared, that the Directors of the Home shall commence the con- 
struction of what may be called the central building of the Home. 
Two wings may be added to the central building later. 

We suggest, in the meantime, that so-called Court Bungalows 
or single bungalows and cottages shall be constructed suitable for 
homes for husbands and wives. Such structures will furnish most 
desirable residences for retired ministers as well as for other aged 
eae: recommend that in the Act of Incorporation and the By- 
Jaws provision shall be made so that relatives or friends or churches 
may, by the gift of three thousand dollars, or some amount to be 
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agreed upon by the Directors of the Home, construct a bungalow 
for a husband and wife free of rent for their lifetime. Also that 
this provision may be made in advance by the payment of reason- 
able installments. 

One of the most successful Homes of the Church has an en- 
trance and sustaining charge of three thousand dollars, which en- 
titles the person entering the Home to all the Home rights includ- 
ing room, board, clothes and medical services for life, and suitable 
burial. After the careful study of the provisions and rules of many 
Homes, we commend this requirement. A room may be endowed 
and named after the donor or church making the payment of an 
amount to be determined by the Board of Directors. Any person 
or church may sustain: a person for life by the payment of $300 
annually. Both single and double rooms will be necessary and 
the occupants of double rooms may be sustained by corresponding 
amounts, 

We recommend that at this conference the first Board of Di- 
rectors consisting of twelve members shall be nominated by the 
Committee on Hospitals and Homes and elected by the Confer- 


- ence, and the membership shall be*composed of both men and 


women. . 

There should be formed a Society of the Home for the Aged 
consisting-of one member elected by the Quarterly Conference of 
each sustaining Church whose Quarterly Conference shall vote to 
adopt this Home. This Society shall meet at least once a year 
during the session of the Annual Conference and shall at that 
time elect an Advisory Board for the Home, consisting of fifteen 
members. This Advisory Board may nominate one-third of the 
Board of Directors to be elected by the Conference. It shall be 
the duty of this Society to foster in every reasonable way the best 
interests of the Home and assist the Directors as far as possible. 
Additional Members of this Society may be constituted by the pay- 
ment of one dollar annually and shall have the right to speak at its 
meetings but not to vote. ‘Persons paying five dollars annually 
and those paying fifty dollars for life membership shall have the 
right to speak and vote at all the meetings of the Society. 

In the Act of Incorporation it must needs be stated that the 
rules, regulations and conduct of the Home shall be in complete 
harmony with the Doctrines, Discipline and Rules of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and the conduct of the Home shall be subject to 
the directions of the Conference, and, that the Board of Directors 
of the Home shall make an annual report to the Southern California 
Conference of its condition, progress and financial standing.

EDUCATION 


Methodism has an irresistible urge toward education. 

From 1784, when Cokesbury was founded, to 1922, Methodist 
education in America has expanded into a great system with 44 
colleges and universities, 35 professional schools, and 33 secondary 
schools, with properties worth $42,000,000; and endowment to 
the amount of $49,000,000. They have 53,701 students and 2,980 
teachers. Methodism stands for the open mind and the un- 
fettered search for truth. 

The General Board of Education is the educational clearing 
house of the Church. It offers to educational institutions the ad- 
vantage of a broad and profitable experience; collects, classifies and 
renders in convenient form important educational data of every 
sort: advises in matters of finance; promotes intellectual integrity; 
emphasizes the spiritual vision of education for service. We espe- 
cially commend the plan of the Board to develop a system of re- 
ligious education coextensive with the public school system, by 
which expert instructors in morals and religion shall become avail- 
able for all the school children of the land. } . ; 

The Department of Finance of the Board of Education has 
co-operated in campaigns that have added during the year $9,845,- 
000 to the endowments and plants of Methodist Educational in- 


stitutions. 


Any program of world conquest for the Kingdom of Christ 
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must include one hundred millions of black people in Africa, and 
twelve millions more in the United States of America. If we can- 
not uplift and evangelize these black millions in the homeland, 
how shall we ever reach those across the seas? The school- 
house and the church go hand in hand in bringing the Negro in 
the United States to a knowledge of the Christian faith, and fit- 
ting him to do his part in bringing the dark continent into a League 
of Christian nations dominated by the Christ spirit. 

We recommend that each pastor observe Lincoln Membr- 
ial Sunday in February, and preach at least once a year on the 
outlook for the black man in the United States and in Africa. 


The work of the Wesley Foundation now reaches fifty-five 
institutions and employs thirty full-time workers. Fully 10,000 
Methodist students are now voluntarily attending preaching sery- 
ices at Wesley Foundation churches. 


We recommend to our Churches the continued support .of 
our religious work on the Wesley Foundation at Berkeley, in 
charge of Dr. B. J. Morris, until sufficient funds shall have been 
received from the projected campaign in March to maintain our 
entire Wesley Foundation. 

The Children’s Day collection for the fiscal year 1922-23 
totaled $164,947, an increase of $2,778 over the previous year. 

$1,842,097 is in outstanding student loans. : 

31,382 students have borrowed from the Student Loan Fund 
to date. 

Last year 2,902 benefited by the Student Loan Fund. 

Our own University of Southern California is more and more 
giving us good reason to be proud of the part it is taking in the 
educational world. The enrollment in the University in all its de- 
partments for the year 1923-24 is now over nine thousand. The 
University graduated its largest class in June 1923, numbering 
over seven hundred. 

The University might be spoken of in the words of the 
Psalmist, “Her lines have gone out to the end of the earth.” There 
are some 17,000 former students of the institution living in various 
states and countries of the world. 

The outstanding feature of the year has been the superb lead- 
ership of President Rufus V. von KleinSmid. Under his careful 
administration and guided by his strong and winsome. personality, 
the University has gone forward in its magnificent work. -Cour- 
ageous, patient, wise, far-seeing, our President deserves and has 
our enthusiastic confidence, our affection and our prayers. We 
would also express our appreciation of the invaluable contribution 
of time and service on the part of the Board of Trustees. 

The University of Southern California in all its departments 
enjoys a scholastic standing fitting to its size and influence. It 
is on the approved list of the Association of American Universi- 
ties as being’ an. institution whose scholastic standing are worthy 
of that recognition. Degrees. from any department of the Uni- 
versity. are recognized _by any of the universities belonging to 
the American Association of Universities, and credits received in 
one department are interchangeable with any other department of 
any other university of reputable standing in the United States. 

In view of the critical condition of the world today, there is 
needed everywhere a new and strong emphasis upon Christian ed- 
ucation. It is the abiding conviction of the Church that the har- 
mony between intellectual and religious culture can and should 
be preserved. We must keep the schools and churches together; 
these two great institutions properly belong together. Any edu- 
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cation that is not inspired by Christian principles becomes a curse 
and ultimately pulls down the house of civilization in ruins. One 
recalls the sentence that Dr. Stryker wrote when they wrote to 
him to know what he thought of making the Chapel exercises at 
Yale elective. He wrote just one sentence—“God is not elective.” 
There is no choice between leaving God out, or putting God into 
that philosophy of life and that preparation for life which we mean 
when we speak of education. We count it an immeasurable mis- 
fortune to the young, and an immeasureable calamity to the 
race, that a Christian college should fail to minister to the faith: 
in the Saviour, our Lord Jesus Christ. We want our young peo- 
ple to get as good an education as any can get; but, we want 
them to get it in an atmosphere in which they will not lose the 
simple faith in Jesus Christ, in which they were born, by which 
they must live, and in which at last they must die. 


While it has always been a distinct purpose of the University 
of Southern California to look after the spiritual needs of its stu- 
dent body in the larger sense of this term, re-organization is 
attempted for the ‘coming year looking toward more effective 
work in this field. 

An All-University Committee on Social and Religious Lif 
has been appointed by the President and will undertake to come 
in contact with each student personally and assist him in direct- 
ing his attention to those opportunities and influences’ which de- 
velop Christian character. 


Each Sunday morning the President has conducted what is 
known as the “President’s Class” in one of the lecture halls of 
the University, with an enrollment of upwards of one hundred 
student-leaders in this class. There has never been a time in 
the history of the Institution when the students were working 
more enthusiastically along) religious lines than at present. 


The President has written every pastor of the Conference en- 
couraging him to give information on students coming from their 
respective churches that the All-University Committee of Social 
and University Life might function to the best interests of the 
religious and social life of the student. 


The Trojan league “Life Service Students” is an organization 
of one hundred seventy-five members who have determined to be- 
come preachers, religious educators, missionaries, etc. They hold 
weekly meetings for purposes of guidance and inspiration. 

The Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. organizations have carried 
on their programs aggressively through the year, The out-stand- 
ing achievement of these associations is the conducting of the 
service campaign for the purpose of keeping an educational mis- 
sionary in China. This year will see the results of this work 
coming back to the University, as the first young Chinese regis- 
ters in the University of Southern California to pursue his col- 
lege course. He-comes directly from the classes of Mr. Burnigh*. 
who was our first educator sent to China as a result of a servir> 
campaign. The. international aspect of student relations is 
strongly stressed. ; 

j The general spirit of the student body has never been higher 
than it is now. As evidence of that fact, the students raised by 
their own efforts practically $100,000 in a student campaign. In 
this undertaking practically 100% of the student body subscribe? 

The University has established an employment bureau which 
has been in operation in the last year which unde* a competent 
secretary and assistant has succeeded in finding employment for 
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udents who are anxious to work their way through 

bates tf has also placed scores of graduates in professional and 
business life by virtue of the contacts with outside institutions an‘ 

rns. 
lanai year marks the opening of the Student Book Store at the 
University which will undertake to furnish at cost, the porte 
and equipment to the students. When it is considered bees the 
aggregate book item runs into tens of thousands of dollars we 
nually, one can readily appreciate the saving it will mean to the

eee University of Southern California is one of the leading 
institutions emphasizing debate and public address. ethe Univer- 
sity teams toured the country, meeting such institutions as Stan- 
ford, California, Oklahoma, Arizona, Iowa, and in the eighteen 
larger contests and debates the University lost but three in last 
ear’s activities. : 
‘ It has been decided to put the Alumni Association of the Uni- 
versity on a university basis, and an organization of the Alumni 
has been perfected. ; 

After a careful survey of the needs of the University to meet 
the challenge of the present day and opportunity, the Board of 
Trustees last year determined upon a $10,000,000 program of re- 
peated educational and publicity campaigns with accompanying 
solicitations and collections. 

As a result of the first effort on the building and endowment 
program, the President’s office has announced the removal of the 
geology building and the immediate construction of the first 
building of the science unit. This will house the College of Phar- 
macy and the general sciences. Plans are now under way and 
are at the point where it is safe to say that in the near future the 
Administration may announce the erection of still another build- 
ing used for recitation rooms and lecture halls. 

The Maclay School of Religion, under the earnest, capable 
leadership of Dean John F. Fisher, has the great advantage of the 
University plan of interlocking professorship and courses of study, 
whereby studies vitally related to Christianity, and based upon its 
ideals, given in other departments by professors of highest schol- 
arship and strong Christian character are available for credit to 
students of the School of Religion, among them being—Sociology, 
Philosophy, History, English Literature, Economics, Education, 
Physical Education and Public Speaking. ' 

A church cannot live without an adequate ministry. We 
must, as a Conference, set new forces in motion to secure more 
men for the ministry of Christ. 

There is a constant need of the Church for trained leadership. 
For that leadership, the Church naturally looks to her theological 
schools. The schools naturally look to the Church for their 
support. 

The task of providing a well-educated ministry for the church 
of today is a herculean one. The Methodist Episcopal Church, 
with a membership of over four million, sent forth only 176 
theological graduates last year. 

Our means for training the ministry have been insufficient. We 
must make our Maclay School of Religion increasingly strong and 
attractive, with new and adequate buildings as well as additional 
endowment, equal in all best ways to any in the world for the train- 
ing of men called to our ministry. 

The Committee embraces the opportunity to express the deep 
appreciation and gratitude of the Southern California Conference 
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for the devoted and efficient leadership of the President of the 
Board of Trustees, Bishop Adna Wright Leonard. For eight years 
he has been a tower of strength to the Institution. 

Great educational tasks await us; great opportunities challenge 
us. Methodists never have been faint hearted. A great and costly 
work in education must be done. We are the people to do it. Let 


us do it now!

GOODWILL INDUSTRIES 


When our Board of Home Missions five years ago constituted 
the Bureau of Goodwill Industries, it instituted one of the great 
agencies of our church for bringing the gospel of Christian help- 
fulness to the poor, the handicapped, the economically inefficient 
and the spiritually impoverished in our congested city districts. 
Twenty-two branches of this work have been established across 
this country. 

In the words of the Findings Committee of the recent Council 
of Cities held at Cleveland, “The Goodwill Industries is a spiritual 
agency organized for the regeneration of church-forsaken and spir- 
itually impoverished communities.” 

These institutions are not destructively charitable. NOT 
CHARITY, BUT A CHANCE, is the slogan. 

Since its incorporation in 1919, the Goodwill Industries of 

Southern California by its program of thrift and saving, by its 
program of gathering up the waste and cast off material of society, 
has created more than a quarter of a million dollars worth of value 
out of these things and converted that value into human helpful- 
ness, and has created unmeasured values in human life and char- 
acter. ; 
Occupying its own three story building, a gift to the institu- 
tion by Mr. Munger of Garvanza, this institution is now giving ent 
ployment and paying wages to about 150 of God’s poor and handi- 
capped men and women. Where these have the capacity we are 
teaching them trades and handicraft, and equipping them to obtain 
employment in commercial institutions. To such as these we have 
paid in relief wages the past year over $53,000. 

This institution has 68,000 relief bags placed in homes in South- 
ern California. The material so gathered is cleaned, repaired and 
in many cases made over, thereby giving employment to the poor 
and handicapped. These reconstructed articles are sold in our 
stores to the poor at nominal prices. 

This institution, the last year, created more than $100,000 of 
value out of these cast off materials and converted that value into 
human helpfulness. 

Along with this relief work is the work of the Men’s Club. 
Here men of many races can drop in off the street, get a shower 
bath, rest, read, and write a letter home and be surrounded with 
wholesome influence and get a nourishing meal at a nominal price. 
At our lunch counter we are serving about one thousand meals a 
day at an average cost. of seven cents a meal. To those unable to 
work meal tickets are given without charge. More than 75,000 men 
have been in this club in the past year. Jy ages 

There are the Girl’s Club, the English and Americanization 
classes, the Bible Study Classes, the vocational training classes and 
the Filipino Bible Classes and other activities. All these activities 
the Goodwill Industries of Southern California is carrying on in 


the name of the Church. 
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We need additional shower baths, we need laundry equipment 
where the men can wash and dry their own clothing. We need 
barracks or dormitories. 7 J pepeate ch ft 

For the aged and handicapped women earning their living in 
our shops, we need a dormitory and a social hall. For the tired 
mothers compelled to support their families, we need a completely 
equipped day nursery. : ’ 
ee the kind free who during the past year have invested in 
the Goodwill Industries of Southern California, be assured that 
your invetment has earned you dividends. Every $100 contributed 
enables us-to do over $1000 worth of work. 

DIVIDENDS IN HUMAN HELPFULNESS—More than 
328,000 articles of clothing cleaned, repaired and put into service

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


The Plaza Community Center not only occupies an outstand- 
ing place in the thought of all Methodism, regarding evangeliza- 
tion and social service among our Mexican population of Southern 
California, but it has come to a place of distinct recognition in the 
thinds of the social service agencies of Los Angeles. 


With the shamefully inadequate quarters and equipment, and 
with an insufficient corps of workers, there has been a great work 
accomplished, Our ultimate purpose at the Plaza Community Cen- 
ter is to win to Christ, by all the means at our command, through 
Christian love and helpfulness, those who come into contact with us. 
As witness to this fact, stands the record of the Plaza Gospel Team, 
with seventy-two conversions to its credit, the social service depart- 
ment, with eighty-six, and 103 reached in the religious services in 
our church, making a total of 261 for the past year. 


During the year, two notable advance steps have been taken, 


in the extension of our work. The one is the Christian Training 


School, a school conducting classes in Spanish, providing intensive 


instruction in the essential doctrines of our evangelical church and 


in practical methods of church work and government. The courses 
provided are coincident with and equivalent to one-half of the work 
required in the discipline. Twelve were enrolled last year. 

Three months ago, in a leased property capable of accommo- 
dating twenty orphans, we started the Children’s Home of the 
Plaza Community Center. This is the only Protestant home: for. 
Mexican children in this section of the country, receiving public 


recognition. 


_ In all this great enterprise, in our attempt to minister in Chris- 
tian ways to these tens of thousands found among us, we have 
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teached the climax of our endeavor until more adequate quarters 
shall be provided. 

Having been previously postponed several times for other 
causes, the Plaza Community Center should now be given its op- 
portunity, and carried to successful completion; for this is the 
critical hour! $150,000 is needed to make possible its expanding pro- 
gram of saving helpfulness. The amount required for the realiza- 
tion; of this success can be easily raised, if only all will help to the 
extent of their ability. 

Endorsed, as our campaign is, by our church officials, we would 
also seek the hearty endorsement of this Great Conference, pledg- 
ing its sympathy, its prayers, and its cordial cooperation wherever 
possible, by the acceptance of this report. 

_ The actual campaign, which is to be largely by personal solicita- 

tion, is to commence October 8th, and, aside from congregational 
appeals, to be arranged with the pastors later on, will close on or 
about November 15th. Subscriptions may run for two years, and 
are payable in quarterly or semi-annually installments, 

Methodism should not lag behind others, but should take the 
lead in shouldering her responsibility in this great work.

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


Coming into being only a few months prior to the world war, 
the growth of the Spanish-American Institute was checked in its 
infancy. Now there are eighty students enrolled, with buildings 
and equipment for one hundred. The assets have increased from 
$30,000 to $140,000. There is no debt. 

Under the efficient direction of Superintendent Chas. A. Rob- 
inson, the Institute has had a very successful year. High standards 
of work have been maintained in the school room and in the work: 
shops. : 
At the annual Lincoln Day Celebration the gymnasium was 
crowded with visitors who were delighted with the program given 
by the students. The presence of Bishop Leonard was exceedingly 
helpful because of his inspiring address, his personal contribution 
added to a regular scholarship and his effective appeal for sup- 
port which brought a very generous response. 

A new two-story dormitory has been added to our group of 
buildings and is now occupied as a home for forty-two boys. The 
cost, including furnishings, is approximately fourteen thousand dol- 
lars. It is known as “Caroline Mitchell Hall,” because Miss Mit- 
chell, a devoted friend of the Institute, contributed more than two- 
thirds of the cost. 

The twenty acres of land owned by the Institute lies ten acres 
on each side of Figueroa Street, and is prospective oil territory, 
The Board of Directors in September, after declining many less 
favorable proposals, entered into a lease of the west ten acres for 
the development of oil. The lease provides that drilling of the first 
well shall begin within two years and that until drilling operations 
are under way, the Institute will receive a rental of two hundred 
and fifty dollars per month during the first year, and five hun- 
dred dollars per month during the second year. The Institute is 
to receive one-sixth of the oil produced and a cash bonus (which 
was paid last Saturday) of $12,500. The Institute, of course, will 
not lease for oil development the ten acres where the school build- 


ings are situated. . 
Financial receipts were approximately as follows: Centenary 
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ropriation, $13,000; Net Profit from farm and print shop, $1,000; 
ation from oe boys, $3,400; Scholarships, $7,000; Other contribu- 
tions from individuals and churches, $24,000; Bonus on oil lease, 
$12,500; Total receipts, $61,400. i 

Disbursements: Notes paid, $13,500; Accounts paid, $1,500; 
Payments on construction of Caroline Mitchell Hall, $8,700; Fur- 
niture and equipment, $2,800; Salaries, $13,000; Taxes and interest, 
$1,750; Repairs and alterations, $1,950; Provisions and all other ex- 
penses, $11,800; Total disbursements, $55,000; leaving a balance in 
the Treasury of $6,400. ; 

There is general satisfaction that Mr. John P. Howe is now 
principal and head teacher of the school. : : 

Already we have gratifying reports of the life and good influ- 
ence of boys who have gone out from the Institute.

LOS ANGELES MISSIONARY AND CHURCH EXTENSION 
SOCIETY 


1. The year 1922-1923 proved to be.the most successful year 
in the history of the Los Angeles Missionary and Church Ex- 
tension Society. 


2. The churches of the Los Angeles District paid 90 per cent 
of the total apportionment for City Missions before Conference. 
This is the highest pre-Conference percentage of payment on rec- 
ord. 


3. All Notes Payable, many of long standing and considerable 
embarrassment, have been paid in full or provided for through 
sources of regular income. : 


4. The properties now owned by the Society include the 
Church of All Nations, Calvary, Elysian Gardens, Crescent Heights, 
Traveller, Woodcrest, the Hutton property in Alhambra held for 
the Church of All Nations, and the McCracken property in River- 
side. 


5. The Society has carried all charges necessary for the main- 
tenance of its properties; has largely financed the erection of the 
new Calvary church, and has in part subsidized the work at the 
Church of All Nations, together with similar subsidy in other mis- 
sionary fields, in addition to securing loans. for churches seeking 
credit which could not secure accommodation except for the finan- 
cial backing of the Society. It has also aided in the support of 
underpaid pastors. 


6. The Society is making a thorough study of the problem 
fields and possible new territories, so that the future policy in the 
pages of church extension may be based upon scientific facing 
of tacts, 


7. The Society desires to express publicly its appreciation of 
the services of Byron H. Wilson, the District Superintendent of 
the Los Anegles District: His rare business sagacity, his untiring 
efforts in the interests of the Society, his many services unknown 
to all but those carrying the load of the organization, have made 
him in fact the Los Angeles Missionary and Church Extension So- 
ciety, a man whose contribution cannot be overstated. 7 

8. At the suggestion of Byron H. Wilson, plans for.a Church > 
Extension Endowment Fund have been projected and are under 
way. It is proposed that portions of this fund shall be loaned for 
Church Extension and the loan, together with interest, repaid the 
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«Society when the church has attained self support. The successful 
rromulgation of this plan will enable our church to enter open 
:Ids without the old time struggle and possibility of failure.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL AND HOME 


One year ago our report closed with the statement that we 
hoped to come to you this Conference with a completed, modern, 
fireproof hospital. 

That hope is realized and $50,000 more was raised for equip- 
ment. : 
When the building was nearing completion a campaign was 

launched to put in the furnishings. It was estimated that at least 
$40,000 would be required, but so splendid was the response of the 
people that $50,000 was pledged. 

A good number of organizations and individuals furnished 
rooms. 

DEDICATION. The hospital was dedicated June 24th. Dr. 
N. E. Davis, Secretary of the Board of Hospitals and Homes, was 
present to direct the service and give an address relating to this 
branch of our church work. 

It was estimated that 4,000 people visited the hospital that day, 
many .of them having given to its erection and equipment. 

EQUIPMENT. Nothing but the best was purchased for the 
equipment. An X-Ray for deep therapy work has just been in- 
stalled, at a cost of about $8,000. The other departments are well 

- equipped. f ; 

SUPERINTENDENT. Miss Janet Burns who superintended 
the old hospital for two years is in charge of the new one. 

During the year 753 patients were admitted. There were 419 
urgical cases and 67 births. 
; OR iots for the year for work done in the hospital, $21,640. 

Expenses, of which $500 was used for the nurses’ home and for 
the purchase of a piano, were $21,215, leaving a balance of $425. 

FREE WORK. Free work amounted to 15 per cent and un- 
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paid work to 7 per cent, making a total of $4,830, or 22 per cent 
of our total receipts. } 

SCHOOL. We have an accredited school of nursing from 
which four graduated this year. Sixteen are now in training. Five 
graduate nurses are employed. F 

ORGANIZATION OF STAFF, Ours is to be a standardized 
hospital meeting the standards set by the American College of 
Surgeons and the American Medical Association. : 

Dr, N. E. Davis, who is in attendance at this Conference, is 
planning to organize the staff in the next few days. . 

NEEDS. We are without a laundry and are in great need of a 
home for the nurses. We have a cottage in which a few nurses are 
accommodated, but at present it is necessary to provide for most of 
them in the hospital. 

It is the plan of the Board of Directors to build a Nurses’ 
Home. A service wing in which a laundry, the boilers and other 
necessary equipment can be installed is one of our greatest needs. 

DEBT. There is a mortgage of $50,000 against the property 
on which we pay 6% per cent. There are outstanding notes of 
$36,000 and some of the equipment is not paid for. 

ASSETS. AND PROPERTY VALUE. The Arizona Deaco- 
ness Hospital has been built and equipped at a cost of more than 
$300,000. 

We have several lots, $3,000 worth of material for sale, and 
a large number of subscriptions, most of which are considered good. 

On the 7th of September, a deed for a valuable piece of income 
property on Center Street on which a large store stands, was put 
on record in the name of the Arizona Deaconess Hospital and 
Home by Robert C. Macy to be used as a memorial to Vomnie 
Sharp Macy. The deed is subject to the life estate granted Mrs. 
Mabel Macy Ross, daughter of the donors, and to her husband, 
John Wheeler Ross. 

Our constituency is small, but with the coming of more pros- 
perous times we hope the indebtedness may soon be wiped out 
and the way cleared for necessary improvements to meet the in- 
creasing demands for efficient hospital service. 


SajsROGERS: 
METHODIST HOSPITAL OF SOUTHERN CALIF. 


If we may make any prophecies for the future because of the 
experience of the past, exceedingly bright and prosperous days are 
in store for the hospital. The past year has been a pleasantly busy 
one. 

FIELD SECRETARY. Practically every Sunday has been 
used in presenting the work of the hospital in some church of the 
Conference. Beside -the Sunday engagements have been many 
week day speaking dates and everywhere the message and messen- 
ger have been well received. This fine reception simply tells of 
the fine work which the hospital is doing,. and particularly of its 
generous policy to those who suffer and cannot pay. “A friend in 
need is a friend indeed,” and with such opportunities, our new 
friends number into the hundreds each year. 


While we have not been privileged to take offerings in most of 
the churches, yet we have received in cash and subscriptions from 
all sources of field work the amount of $30,147, 

TRAINING SCHOOL. Our Training School is still under the 
leadership of Miss Alice Gower, R. N., Supervisor of Nurses, and 
Mrs, Mary Kerschner, R. N., Instructress, both graduates of our 
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own school. Too many and too high words of praise could not be 
spoken of their leadership and work, As the surest proof of this, 
I need but call your attention to the fact’ that hospitals the country 
over are advertising for, almost crying for student nurses, while 
our school is running at capacity. 


_ X-RAY. The addition of our Deep Therapy X-Ray equipment 
gives us without a doubt, the very best X-Ray equipment in the 
city, and probably the best on the whole Pacific Coast. VRiSt a 
little over a year ago we made a change in the diagnostic depart- 
ment which has quite come up to all expectation. It has brought 
receipts in that department from $4,028 two years ago to $10,616 
for the year just closed, and it was only in operation eleven months 
of the year covered by the last report. 


_ STAFF. Our staff continues to give the very finest coopera- 
tion. They have freely, cheerfully given their services without 
charge to our social service cases in an amount that would aggre- 
gate many thousands of dollars. 

GENERAL. Every department is in efficient hands. One pa- 
tient recently said to me upon his discharge, “Mr. Reynolds, I have 
been a patient in and had to do with many hospitals, but nowhere 
have I ever known the service which you give here.” 

Many permanent improvements and additions have been made 
within the year. Of these, I shall only mention that we have added 
a Ford delivery machine that we may buy the freshest vegetables 
and meats and buy them most economically. We have had the 
entire interior of the house repainted at a cost of $1,684. 

With all that has been done, all bills paid, everything in first 
class condition and having done as much social service work as 
we have, our auditor’s report shows a net profit for the year of 
$13,672. 

We continue crowded to capacity and now deny admission to 
practically as many patients as we admit. Every bed is constantly 
booked days in advance and the Obstetrical department is booked 
weeks, even months in advance. ; 

We have had 1690 surgical operations and 686 “Shouting 
Methodists” have “first seen the light” at our place within the year. 
We have given 40,176 days of service, caring for 4081 patients. 
When I tell you that the average number of patients cared for per 
year the country over in 100 bed hospitals is but 2500, you will 
realize a bit more of our imperative need for more room. AIl- 
though we have been so busy and so crowded, yet the total 
mortality rate has been but 2.53 per cent against the average hos- 
pital rate of 4.5 per cent for the country. Ee 

DEBT. During the year we have completed the wiping out 
of the floating indebtedness of $18,100, so that now our only debt 
is our first mortgage bonds of $75,150, and we have in the bank 
today $7,191, to apply on that. This means more than $25,000 paid 
on debt within the last fourteen months. ; 

SOCIAL SERVICE. I could tell you stories of needy suffer- 
ers who have been cared for at the hospital which would melt if 
not break your hearts. 485 different people have received free or 
discount care at the hospital within the past year, receiving service 
the cash valuation of which was $9,144. A 

Beside this, pastors and dependent members of their families 
have received 615: days of service valued at $3,549, making a grand 
total for social service work of $12,693. Beside all of this, the doc- 
tors of our staff have matched our service with theirs, which would 
increase the totals above by many thousands of dollars. 
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CONCLUSION, We are in good condition; professionally, a 
high type of service is being rendered; and the help extended in 
lifting the burdens incident to sickness for those who need that 
help, amply answers the question, “Why a church hospital?” Our 
prayer is that ee of success - paibece: may het rap us

SOCIAL SERVICE AND: PUBLIC MORALS 


We recognize that the cross currents of the changing social 
order demand constant adjustments and readjustments in the atti- 
tude of the church and of Christian individuals. We also recognize 
that a high standard of morality is essential to an enduring popular 
government, and it follows that we must Christianize the social or- 
der and do all within our power to eliminate demoralizing influences 
and to make it “easy to do right, difficult to do wrong.” For this 
reason this Committee is charged with a responsible task in voic- 
ing the needs of the time and suggesting how we can best do our 
duty in these things. 

In making this pronouncement, we would preface it by~ re- 
minding our people that the foundation of a right social order is 
always regenerated human beings. No social contrivances can take 
the place of the conversion of men as the basis for bringing in the 
Kingdom of God, neither can morality be a substitute for the ex- 
perience of the saving power of Jesus Christ. We do declare, how- 
ever, that a truly regenerated church will never cease its efforts to 
Christianize every kingdom of life, including the social order, until 
the kingdoms of this world have become the kingdoms of our Lord 
and of His Christ, and that we will never cease our watchfulness 
and our diligent efforts to prevent the debauchery of youth and the 
injury of the weak by social or moral exploitation, 

Social Emphasis 

We recognize the increasing emphasis upon the social program 
of the churches, and feel that the Lord is leading the church into 
new activities, in which we shall minister to-the needs of the whole 
man. Goodwill Industries, community progranis, church nights 
and the various channels of service should be entered upon as op- 
portunity afford, not as a substitute for the gospel, but as an ap- 
plication of it, 

Meanwhile, we should not forget the world wide social service 
now our responsibility and our opportunity. The succor we have 
given to Russia, to Japan and to other nations is but the beginning 
of our entry upon the larger life now practicable in ministering un- 
to the world for which Christ died. We commend the investment 
of the $50,000 subscribed by one of our bishops to assist in educat-_ 
ing the young men of the Russian church, as a service well perform- — 
ed and a good investment for a national need. 

We are grateful for the awakened conscience which at last is 
putting an end to the twelve hour day in the steel industry of 
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America. We pledge our cooperation to any and all orvanizations 
which will continue the campaign for the abolition of child labor, 
and for the payment of equal wages to women for equal work with 
men. We advise our pastors where opportunity offers, to fraternize 
with organizations of laboring men and endeavor by personal con- 
tacts and interest to prevent their alienation from the church. 


Prizefighting 

We endorse the opposition against prizefighting and boxing 
matches led by the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of our church. It is a national disgrace when a Christian 
nation permits advertised fights between representatives of the 
army and navy, and we urge this efficient Board of our church to 
continue its war upon it. We urge our people everywhere to op- 
pose every effort to spread prizefighting, and to be on the alert for 
legislation which will authorize it. 


Gambling 

There is a growing tendancy towards gambling throughout the 
state and we note with alarm the spirit of tolerance on the part of 
good people to games of chance indulged in at county fairs and 
community carnivals. These games simply feed the flame, which 
sooner or later will consume the soul and wreck a life, We have 
ample laws in the state of California to prevent even these games of 
chance, which by many are termed harmless; therefore shall we not 
be alert and demand of local authorities the enforcement of these 
laws that this vice may be stamped out. 


Wright Law 

We call the attention of our people to the plans of the boot- 
leggers and traffickers in liquor to repeal the Wright Law. The 
initiative measure is already in circulation and every pulpit and 
every friend of the 18th amendment should warn all lovers of good 
government against signing it. We commend the Anti-Saloon Lea- 
gue for its persistent and intelligent opposition to the schemes of 
these enemies of the home and the constitution, and pledge our 
hearty cooperation in every plan made by it to enforce prohibition 
and educate the people in antagonism to the liquor business. We 
recommend the election of L. T. Guild to represent the Conference 
in the executive board of the League. 
Moving Pictures ; 

In harmony with this, while we approve the use of moving 
picture machines in connection with community programmes, and 
recognize that this may provide a way to satisfy the need of enter- 
tainment while keeping, it clean, yet we urge a relentless war upon 
the indecent pictures which have done so much to debauch and in- 
jure the youth and those susceptible to such contamination. We 
feel that no adequate check can be made upon the destructive influ- 
ences of the moving pictures without a censorship which would 
supply to the pastor and recreational directors of each church a 
list of vicious pictures. This battle can be carried on quite suc- 
cessfully if local pressure is promptly brought to bear upon the 
picture houses which exhibit such pictures, by personal protest and 
withdrawal of patronage. 

We recommend that Brotherhoods, Ladies’ Societies, organized 
Bible Classes and other groups in our churches, vigorously protest 
against, and refuse to patronize those houses which exhibit pictures 
conveying lewd, vulgar suggestions or scenes, and those which cast 
ridicule upon policemen and officers of the law, parents and minis- 
ters of the gospel, and especially that we object to and do all that 
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we can to diminish the patronage of all scenes which give the de- 
tails of crime or of vice, as these are proved to have direct results 
in increasing crime.

BENEVOLENCES 


Your Committee submits to you for your consideration and 
adoption the following report: 


Ist—As you, know the fiscal year of the Home and Foreign 
Missionary Boards closes October 31st. You also know that the 
appropriations for the next year cannot exceed the amount of 
money paid in this year. There is a possibility that when thes) 
Will Maintain” moneys are subtracted from the amounts being re- 
ported to last spring and this fall’s Conferences, the Centenary 
offerings will be less this year than last. Should this happen, 
Kingdom interests are bound to suffer everywhere, and at some 
points it will spell next to disaster. Your committee therefore 
urges that a consistent stimulus to Centenary payments be given 
throughout the month of October, that Sunday, Oct. 21st, be ob- 
served as Centenary Climax Day, and that all moneys collected be 
forwarded to M. W. Ehnes before October 3lst. 


2nd—The effort to interest in a practical way our children and 
youth in the Unprivileged Children of the World is fraught with 
far-reaching influence for good. We therefore urge cooperation 
with the denominational movement for the Christmas offering of 
$200,000 for the children less privileged than our own. 


3rd—We must find a commodious bridge on which to pass from 
the Centenary to the World Service Movement. Your Committee 
therefore recommends: 


(a) That we endorse the plan of group meetings to be held by 
our District Superintendents in which preparation will be made 
for united effort in spreading intelligence about the World Service 
Movement. 


(b) That Sunday, Dec. 9th, be set apart as World Service 
Sunday when subscribers to the Centenary and all others who can 
be interested may make an annual subscription to the World: Ser- 
vice Fund, and that as far as practicable our churches prepare for 
and unitedly observe this day. 


fé) We advise our pastors and committees to secure the re- 
writing of all unpaid Centenary subscriptions into this year’s World 
Service pledges, and to assist in this, we recommend that the Cen- 
tenary subscription cards be returned to the charges. 


_ , We record with gladness what seems to be a rising tide of 
giving in our Conference this year, and that not less than twenty- 
eight charges have paid their Centenary subscriptions up to the 
end of the five years’ period. This gives us hope that.the other 
churches can and will do the same. 


Finally, we ca!l on the pastors and members of our churches P 
to light the fires of their hearts with the missionary passion of 


Christ and to pray for the power to achieve our loftiest aspirations 
for the Kingdom of God,

consider salaries for the District Superintendents for the year 
1923-24, and that the Commission’s action should appear in the re- 
port of this Commission to the Annual Conference.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. All applicanfs for Admission on Trial must present to the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. See 
also Discipline par. 596, Sec. 2. 


3. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later: than Sept. Ist. 


4. A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page), 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the courses of study. But these latter must present 


to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general executica is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 
special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference, 


8. The written work required is as follows: Each stuaent rs to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 
at 1 ast 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, snd one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one un some self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
it complered it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
u~ven on this work ad form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
ag a must be sent in by Sept. Ist. The attention of each student excused 
“rom examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 


9. The examiners and the Registrar will. be glad to communicate with 
the undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments.

Jn Memoriam 


EDWIN SAWYER CHASE 


To think that E. S. Chase, that kindly gentleman with the 
sunny heart and the sunny face is not to*pass the time of day along 
our street again is incredible. We feel that he has but gone on a 
journey and will be back soon. 

Edwin Sawyer Chase was born at Rochester, New Hampshire, 
November 26, 1836. He left us to waik with alacrity up the long 
glory of the Mount of God on April Ist, 1923, and though he walked 
with men for six and eighty years, we were in fio wise ready to let 
him go. 

He was converted at the age of nineteen, and with his conver- 
sion came the call to preach. With his practical mindedness, he 
saw that the preaching of the Gospel necessitated preparation. Til- 
ton Seminary and Boston University, from both of which he gradu- 
ated, furnished him the academic training for his life work. 

He joined the New England Conference in 1863. He accepted 
the retired relation from the Southern California Conference at the 
1910 session. Though he continued to serve as a supply pastor for 
several years after his retirement, between these two dates, cover- 
ing a period of forty-seven years, lies his active work in the Metho- 
dist ministry. 

Five years in the New England Conference, five years in the 
Minnesota Conference again six years in the New England Con- 
ference, brought him to 1879 when he was transferred to the 
Southern California Conference. He continued in the membership 
of this conference until his death, giving it thirty-one years of 
active and several years of supply service. 

His coming was the conjunction of man and opportunity, Our 
Conference was then but four years of age. There were but twenty 
members, twenty-three church buildings and 1,674 lay members. 
There was the challenge of a great opportunity and a great need. 
To this he gave himself with abandon, Pasadena; Fort Street, Los 
Angeles; Asbury, Los Angeles; and First Church, San Diego were 
served in succession. Six years as Presiding Elder of the San 
Diego District and then pastorates at Boyle Heights and Ventura. 
Two heroic years as the Financial Agent of the University of 
Southern California, then Tropico, Lordsburg, Chino and Altadena. 

So runs the record of dates and places. These are easily told. 
But the record of achievement is not so easily told. Indeed it does 
not admit of any detailed telling; for it is a record of the achieve- 
ing of the impossible. It is to be doubted if the word impossible 
was ever in his vocabulary. If it was, it received but scant recog- 
nition from this intrepid soul, Churches were built that could not 
be built, Debts were paid that could not be paid. Churches were 
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revived that were thought to be beyond the power of a resurrec- 
tion. Before him the hopeless became the actual. His heroic leader- 
ship and undismayed faith wrought marvels often. This radiant 
knight of the Kingdom knew no defeat. He had two loves, church 
and home. Which was the major love we cannot say, for he gave 
to each in utter abandon and about these two institutions centered 
all his affections and interests. One cannot think of E. S. Chase as 
a social or political reformer. He had but small time for theologi- 
cal disputations. He was too much of a doer for that. But as a 
lover of his home and his church, we knew him full well. 

He was married in 1863 to Miss Clara Chapman. To them 
were born eight children, four of whom are living—Mrs. Ellen 
Chase Wood and Miss Laura Chase of South Pasadena, Mrs. Mary 
Simpson and Edwin Foster Chase of San Diego. In 1900 he was 
married to Miss Carrie Brodhbeck. For them there was a compan- 
ionship rarely beautiful and sympathetic. She survives to mourn his 
loss. 

It was on Easter Sunday, a day of mingled lights and’ shad- 
ows, that this valiant soul answered the call. In the late afternoon 
this saintly spirit left the earthly moorings and left hearts filled 
with an unguessed sorrow at his death, but the world richer for his 
life. ; 

We buried him at Rosedale. 

He was “a good minister of Jesus Christ.”

Cc. P. WILSON 


C. P. Wilson was born at Hamilton, Ohio, June 14th, 1837, and 
died at the home of his daughter in Orange, New Jersey, on April 
17th, 1923. He was buried in Mt. Pleasant Cemetery, Newark, N. J. 


- He was married to Almina Hollister at Marietta, Ohio, April 4, 


1865. His wife, with whom he lived 58 years, survives him, He 
enlisted at Marietta, Ohio, as a private in Company “B” 18th Regi- 
ment Ohio Volunteer Infantry, April 17, 1861. He was mustered 
out with the Company on August 28th, 1861, at Columbus, Ohio. 
He enlisted a.second time at Cincinnati, Ohio, as a private in Com- 
pany “F” 29th Regiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry, on July 31st, 
1862. He was mustered into service August 29th at Camp Denni- 
son, and was discharged November 3rd, 1863 to accept a commis- 
sion as First Lieutenant and Adjutant of the Second) North Caro- 
lina Mounted Infantry. 

He entered the Illinois Conference in 1875, serving charges 
there as follows: Shipman, Grayville, Carmi, Mietropolis and Bunker 
Hill. In 1886 he came to Southern California. His charges here 
were Tulare, Compton, Tempe, Tucson, Flagstaff and Chino. In 
1904 he took the retired relation and has resided a good part of 
the time s'nce with) his daughter in Orange, New Jersey. 

His last illness was brief. He was greatly beloved on the 
charges where he served. He was an enthusiastic earnest Gosvel 
preacher, a brother beloved. He had a genial personality, a smil- 
ing face and a hallelujah shout of praise, 

“Servant of God, well done! 
Thy glorious warfare past; 

The battle’s fought, the race is won, 
And thou are crowned at last.”

N. F. HOFFPAUIR 


It is recorded in the Old Book, under the inspiration, of the 
Almighty and by the pen of the disciple whom Jesus loved and 
personally taught, that—‘‘There came a man, sent from God, whose 
name was John.” It matters little as to the name, or the surname, 
but if similar records were now in the making, one of them would 
read,—“There came a man sent from God whose name was Nelson 
Hoffpauir.” 

Of the parents of that ancient home, it was said, “They were 
both righteous before God, walking in all the commandments and 
ordinances of the Lord, blameless.” It was equally true of this 
humble, modern Christian home in Louisiana. The children of it 
bear witness that they lived in a home where the incense of prayer 
and devotion arose morning and evening from the family altar; 
and that they neither saw nor heard anything from father that a 
very devout Christian could not say, or do. 

Around that sacred spot, their home, four lads and six lasses 
gathered with father and mother. The first born, Nelson, became 
a herald of the cross of Christ; and three sisters, as wives, entered 
as many Methodist parsonage homes in Louisiana, 

Nelson F. Hoffpauir was born July 13, 1877, on a farm in the 
lowlands of Louisiana. The lad felt the call of God from his earli- 
est years, and has left on record the fact that he knew before con- 
versation that he must preach the Gospel, as soon as the Master 
had complete sway in his life. 

At twelve years of age he was soundly converted, and knew it. 
At seventeen he was preaching Christ on his own initiative to the 
French at Lackacine, Louisiana. When only eighteen years of age 
he was licensed to preach under the pastorate of Joshua Sanders. 
Those who knew him best say, that even at that age, “He was 
filled with the Holy Spirit and power;” and that when he prayed it 
seemed as if he brought Heaven down to men. It is not to be won- 
dered at, then, that many hundreds of his young companions, as 
well as men and women: of maturer years, found God under ‘his 
ministry. A number of these young converts are now preaching 
the gospel. 

- Feeling the need of better educational training, he entered Cen- 
tenary College, Louisiana, where he studied several years. He be- 
came a pastor of the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, when twenty-two years old. Five pastors are 
now sefving what was our brother’s first charge, so large was the 
territory served by him, and so great the results. 

At twenty-three years of age, he married Miss Bonnie L, An- 
drus. Two children, Eris and Hamilton, were born to them in 
those early years of their happy union. Five years of incessant toil 
told on the strength of the wife, and for thirteen years they lived 
in New Mexico, Arizona and California seeking health for her. 
Then she died. 

In addition to his Louis‘ana circuits, our brother served Little- 
ton, Williams, Yuma and Willcox in Arizona, and Azusa, Dunsmuir, 
and finally Yucaipa in California. 

On March 10, 1919, he was very happily married to Miss Mabel | 
Kent. To them were born Francis and Ruth, who are much too - 
young to realize their great loss. 

It was my happy privilege to be in our brother’s home, and 
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work at, his call, twice in Arizona; and just a few. months ago, for 
three weeks, we served together at Grace Church, Redlands. 

His was a surrendered life; a spirit-filled life, thoughtless of 
self, and possessed of a Christ-like passion for souls. His people 
loved him, and his presence was always a benediction in every place 
where he labored. I knew and heard and saw this man of God, 
and bear witness to his unquenchable zeal, to the Christlikeness of 
his character, and to his unselfish devotion to home and loved ones 
and to the Kingdom of God. After a short illness, when only 
forty-six, he fell asleep. It was not given him to be widely known, 
nor highly honored among men. But, like John of old, he was “a 
man sent from God.” He gladly answered the call, and all Heaven 
often rejoiced over the souls won, and the work done, and his rec- 
ord is safe in God’s hands.

He was reared in a Christian home and converted and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church when quite young. He answered 
the call into the ministry and became a member of the New York 
Conference in 1878, and served the following named appointments: 
1878, Dickinson; 1879, Brasher Falls; 1882, So. Canton; 1884, De- 
Pauville; 1886, West Stockholm. He was transferred to the South- 
ern California Conference in 1888 where he served as follows: 1888, 
San Pedro; 1889 to 1897, he was in the supernumery relation; 1897 
he was pastor at Otay and Nestor; 1901, National City; 1902, Del 
Rosa; 1903, Chino; 1905, San Miguel. He took the retired relation 
in 1906 and since that time has made his home in Chino. 

He consecrated to Christ and the Christian ministry a well 
trained intellect and a life enriched by a definite Christian experi- 
ence. There was in him what the psalmist prayed for when he said, 
“Let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us.” He possessed 
the beautifying qualities of sincerity, humility, patience and faith. 
He was held in the grip of an unyielding loyalty to Christ, was true 
to the church and a most valuable member of the local society. He 
loved the brotherhood of the ministry and his interest in the min- 
isterial life did not fail during the years of His retirement. He kept 
himself informed concerning the activities of the church, its failures, 
its achievements and progress. i : 

I counted it a great privilege to be his pastor in that period 
of years when he was approaching the sunset of life, for he was 
helpful, smypathetic and loyal. ; 

On the morning of October 17, Isaac Edwin Wright was not 
for God had taken him. The funeral service was held in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of Chino, Friday, October 20th, 1922. Hlis

PATRICK H. BODKIN ; 
Patrick H. Bodkin died at his home in Blythe on Friday, Jan. 
19th, 1923, his death being preceded by a paralytic stroke which 
for more than five weeks left him without the power of speech. 
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’ He was born in Ireland, Nov. 11th, 1851, and came with his 
parents to America at the age of twelve years. 

He attended the public schools and at the age of 17 entered 
De Dauw University, taking a course covering a period of six 
years, graduating in 1877. 

Left an orphan at an early age and thrown upon his own re- 
sources, he secured a position with a shoemaker in Albany, Indiana, 
learning the trade by which later he earned most of his expenses 
while in school. 

He. was converted at a camp meeting when about 16 years of 
age, but came into a fuller and deeper experience during his first 
year in college when he felt the call to dedicate his life to God in 
the work of the Christian ministry, 

On Jan. 31st, 1879, he, was united in marriage with his college 
classmate, Bella E. Botkin, at her home in Washington, Iowa. She 
was the daughter of Rev. Jesse Botkin, for many years a member 
of the Cincinnati Conference. This happy union was blessed with 
two children, Jesse and Florence. Mrs. Bodkin is well known in 
Methodism, having been for many years connected with the W. H. 
M. S. and a member of the General Conference in 1904. 

He joined the Iowa Conference in 1878 where he served in the 
pastorate for four years when he was transfered to the Austin Con- 
ference and stationed at Fort Worth, Texas, and three years later 
was transfered to the Southern California Conference and stationed 
at Ontario. 

His ministry in this Conference. was marked by five outstand- 
ing achievements: the organization of Union Avenue, West Adams, 
Echo Park, Edendale and Blythe Methodist Episcopal Churches. 

Brother Bodkin was a man of wide intelligence, a tireless work- 
er, a fine student and possessed of rare literary talent. 


In 1886 while pastor at Ontario his friends, knowing of his 
ability and mrevious success as editor of the Texas Christian Ad- 
vocate, prevailed upon him to start a Methodist Publication for the 
Conference, which he did. He was also the founder and editor of 
an inter-denominational paper known as the California Independ- 
ent. He was compelled by the ill health of his only daughter, 
Florence, to move to the Palo. Verde Valley. Here with the change 
of climate advised by physicians, he hoped she might recover. 
This change of residence involved great sacrifice and the endurance 
of much hardship on the part of the family but was gladly under- 
taken for his beloved Florence, who lived through a period of four 
years in their new residence. 

Brother Bodkin was preeminently a Christian gentleman, a 
true friend, a good and loyal citizen and a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ, He never lost the peace of God’s abiding presence, and 
before his speech left him expressed his willingness to die when 
God should call him. His funeral took place in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Blythe conducted by the pastor assisted by 
W.L. Y. Davis and two former pastors, Bros. John Gabrielson and 
W. M. Walker. He was laid to rest in beautiful Mountain View 
Cemetery, Pasadena, where he sleeps the sleep that knows no wak- 
ing until the resurrection morn. ; 
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FREDERICK MILLER 


The passing of Frederick Miller was very unexpected. For so 
many years in the Conference he had walked among) his brethren 
as such a rugged, energetic type, that we can hardly realize he has 
gone from us. He was appointed at the last Conference to return 
to Westland Church in Los Angeles, where he took up his work 
with his usual enthus'asm and vigor. Brother Miller was the kind 
of man the world has always needed, and needs so much today. 
Perhaps the two supreme tests of a man’s real worth are, first— 
what he means to his home, and second—what he means to his 
fellow men. But few men could register higher than he in these 
tests. His whole life has been lived in self-forgetfulness and lavish 
service for others. 

He was born in Ohio, August 15th, 1853. He began teaching 
school when only eighteen years of age. In his early youth he was 
married to Margaret Flagle, who survives him, with three children, 
two sons, Jesse Ray and Paul Burt, and one daughter, Mrs. Maud 
Miller Gallentine, all residing in Los Angeles. 

Brother Miller was the kind of man who did constructive work. 
His ministry was an evangelistic ministry. Many hundreds of 
people were converted under his preaching. He built churches and 
parsonages, and paid debts, and built up memberships. 

He loved to work, and when many other men would have re- 
tired he preferred to take the smallest charge and give his very best 
to it. At the time of his death he was pastor of Westland Church in 
Los Angeles, and although seventy years of age he worked with 
the zest, zeal, and enthusiasm of a young man who had his life’s 
career before him. He was well prepared for the work which he 
loved so much. He was a graduate of Ohio Wesleyan University, 
and of Drew Theological Seminary. 

One of the most beautiful tributes to Brother Miller was the 
loyalty and support that he had from his family. All were Chris- 
tians, and all interested in his work. 

The funeral was conducted from St. James Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Los Angeles, February 15th, 1923. The District Super- 
intendent conducted the service, assisted by C. D. Lewis, A. F. 
Hasse, Alfred E. Cookman and G. E. Monkman. A large number 
of the members of the Conference were present at the funeral to 
show their love and appreciation of this noble worker, and their 
sympathy for his family. Large numbers of friends from the dif- 
ferent churches of which he was pastor were also present to pay 
their last respects to one who had loved and served them faithfully 
as pastor and friend.

MRS. ALEXANDER HARDIE 


When Mrs. Alexander Hardie entered into rest, December 20, 
_ 1922, the company of the redeemed in Heaven greeted a kindred 
spirit. A long life of loving fellowship and sweet communion with 
the Lord Jesus prepared her for an abundant entrance into that 
realm of supernal joy and gladsome delight. 
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Maria Davidson Hardie was born November 18, 1837, and 
passed away in her 86th year. In early life she formed, the reading 
habit, and her mentality grew with the years. While yet young 
she was converted and united with the church. Upon becoming a 
Christian she came into conflict with an aggressive agnostic ele- 
ment in the community, and this made it necessary for her dili- 
gently to study her Bible and other books that she might be able 
to give reason for her faith in Christianity. 

In 1873 Miss Davidson married Alexander Hardie and their 
first field of labor was in the beautiful eastern townships of Canada, 
where Mr. Hardie was identified later with the Stanstead Wesleyan 
College. Then followed a pastorate in Ottawa, 

Mr. Hardie was permitted by the Montreal Conference to go 
to Japan in 1887 and take a position in the Nobles’ College. The 
Hardies spent four pleasant and profitable years in the land of the 
Rising Sun. While there Mrs. Hardie worked out a plan of Bible 
distribution which carried the Word otf God into many Japanese 
homes. Brother and Sister Hardie later came to Southern Califor- 
nia, where their influence in church and school has been very 
matked. 

In an unusual way Mrs. Hardie was singularly devoted to the 
Bible. Life held for her few greater delights than the moments 
spent in meditation upon the truths of the Bible, and she particu- 
larly loved to hear the great doctrines proclaimed. Her bright 
Christian experience was founded upon a firm and intelligent faith 
in the Deity of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. Her last days 
were full of trustful waiting, and just before she passed away she 
repeated the Twenty-third Psalm. Among her last utterances were 
these: “I know that my Redeemer liveth.”

MRS. CHARLES H. LAWTON 


Helen M. Lawton was born in Cadiz, Ohio, January 12, 1832, 
and died in Pasadena, California, March 4, 1923, at the age of nine- 
ty-one. 

A Her mother, Hetty Simpson McCullough was a sister of Bishop 
Matthew Simpson. She spent her girlhood years in Cincinnati. 

Entering the Cincinnati Wesleyan Female College, she stood 
at the head of her class, several members of which in after years 
became noted for their influence in philanthropic reforms. Lucy 
Webb Hayes and Dean Rachel Bodley always dated the beginning 
of their interest back to this class of this Christian College. 

In 1852 Helen McCullough was married to Charles H. Lawton 
of the Cincinnati Conference. In 1859 they came to San Francisco 
and Mr. Lawton joined the California Conference, spending a num- 
ber of years in the active ministry. Although frail in health, yet 
Mrs. Lawton stood nobly by her husband, enduring many hardships 
during those years of pioneer service. Two years were spent al- 
most entirely in opening up work among the Chinese, Mr. Lawton 
distributing Chinese literature and conducting negotiations which 
led to the coming of our first missionary on this coast to the Chi- 
nese, Otis Gibson. During this period, Mrs. Lawton gave her time 
to the teaching of English to classes of Chinese, in her own home. 

After an interim of some years spent in Ohio for reasons of 
health, they again came to California, this time to Southern Cali- 
fornia, where until the time of Mr. Lawton’s death they again did 
strenuous pioneer work in the interest of our church in Southern 


California. 
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For the last fifteen years Mrs, Lawton has made her home 
with her daughter, Mrs. S. S. Cherington. With surprising mental 
alertness until her Itst illness, Mrs. Lawton maintained unabated 
interest in all progressive movements together with the highest 
appreciation of the leaders therein. 

What a group of golden names is linked with that of this quiet 
Christian woman, who has lived among us for so many years. The 
widow of a noble itinerant minister of the Methodist Church; her 
husband, Charles H. Lawton, was a charter member of the South- 
ern California Conference. He died in 1883. He was a man of the 
finest character and spirit, beloved by all who knew him. Mrs. 
Lawton was the niece of Bishop, Matthew Simpson,—the Chrysos- 
tem of American Methodism, Illustrious relationship! She was the 
intimate friend and classmate of Lucy Webb Hayes, the whitest 
lily of all the Ladies of the White House, and of Dean Rachel 
Bodley, pioneer of woman's medical freedom. She and her hus- 
band were forerunners and comrades of Otis Gibson, apostle be- 
loved of the Chinese in America. Illustrious Associations! 

Mrs. Lawton’s only surviving daughter, Mrs. S. S. Cherington, 
was the wife of a deceased member of this Conference—another of 
God’s noblemen of beloved memory—Missionary in India, pastor 
of leading churches, the first dean of Maclay College, F. B. Cher- 
ington, of beloved memory. Surely his widow holds a high place in 
our esteem. 

But a feeling of regret arises amid these precious memories 
when we realize that during the many years. that this excellent 
woman remained among us, but few of us knew anything of her 
high lineage, her fine abilities, and her remarkable service in the 
Kingdom. May we take the lesson to heart and resolve that we 
will seek to acquaint ourselves with and to cherish more tenderly 
the saints of God whose years of active service lie in the far past. 
Ninety-one years of earth’s joys, sofrows and labors—it has been 
a long and blessed day—and now she rests from her labors, and 
her works do follow her,

MRS. T. E, ROBINSON 


Alice Millard Robinson was born in Carroll County, Illinois, 
August 30, 1859.

Edna Genevieve Engle, the youngest of a family of six child- 
ren, was born near Aurelia, Iowa in 1890. She received her Normal 
School training at Drake University, Des Moines, Iowa. After 
leaving the university she taught school until 1910 when she was 
married to I. A. Eng'e, a student preacher in Morningside College. 

In July of that year she and her husband moved to Idaho, 
where they entered the itinerary. After two years service in the 
home mission work there, Mrs. Engle’s health began to fail, and 
they were transferred to the Southern California Conference. Three 
years ago they were stationed at Corona, from which place Mrs, 
Engle went to her Heavenly home, shortly after the last session of 
the Annual Conference.

TENURE OF OFFICE OF BISHOPS 


We hereby memorialize the General Conference of 1924 to 
so change the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
that the time limit of the Bishop’s term of office shall be eight 
years, and propose the following changes in the Discipline: 

Section 204.—That Section 204 of the Discipline that reads 
“A Bishop shall be constituted by the election of the General 
Conference and the laying on of the hands of three Bishops, or 
at least of one Bishop and two Elders” shall be amended. as fol- 
lows: ‘Following’ the word “Conference” ‘in the ‘second lire 
shall be added the words “for a period of eight years,’ so that 
Section 204 shall read as follows: “Section 204. A Bishop 
shall be constituted by the election of the General Conference for 
a period of eight years and the laying on of the hands of. three 
Bishops or other Elders.” This shall not prohibit his re-election. 

‘Chapter 12.—That Chapter Twelve (12) of the Discipline, . 
entitled “Retired Bishops” be stricken out. 


3 
ELECTION OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT 

WHEREAS, in all the realms of human endeavor every- 
where the rights and liberties of the individual man are con- 
stantly receiving added emphasis; and, because in our Church 
there is a growing desire on the part of the pastors for in- 
creased co-operative efficiency in all the operations of our Meth- 
odism,—and more especially since the time limit has been re- 
moved from the District Superintendency; 

We, therefore, most earnestly petition that the laws govern- 
ing the appointment and activities of the District Superintend- 
ents of our Church shall be so modified and changed as to re- 
quire that the Bishop shall appoint the District Superintendent 
after. consulting with the proposed appointee and after having se- 
cured his confirmation by a majority vote of the members of the 
Conference by ballot; and that the term of the annual appoint- 
ments of the Superintendent shall be limited to four years, un- 
less the Conference shall, by a two-thirds vote, request his con- 
tinuance for one or more four years’ terms. 


4 
UNIFICATION OF YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK 
WHEREAS, many of our Churches are seeking to make a 
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workable combination of the departmental Sunday School and 
Epworth League organizations for the more efficient development 
of our youth in Kingdom vision and life service for our blessed 
Lord; and, 

WHEREAS, some of our Sunday Schools have successfully 
combined the work of the Standard Bearers and Queen Esther 
societies and brought their fine zeal for missionary education and 
benevolent enterprise into the Sunday School and Epworth League 
departments; and, 

WHEREAS, we believe the time is ripe, and there is urgent 
need to make one great program and united effort for the young 
people of Methodism for their complete instruction in the needs 
of the world, and in the program of Christ and His kingdom so 
that their spiritual ideals and religious enthusiasm may function 
to the ends of the earth to usher in the Kingdom of light and 
glory; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that we memorialize the General Conference 
to unite all our young people, either by the correlation or uni- 
fication of the present organizations, in order to adequately pro- 
vide for the spiritual education and social and missionary service 
now being given by the Sunday School, the Epworth Leagues, 
the Standard Bearers, the Queen Esther and all other kindred 
young people societies. 


5 
ADMISSION OF LAYMEN TO ANNUAL CONFERENCES 


Amendment Submitted by Italy Annual Conference. 

Paragraph 36. Amend paragraph 36 by adding the following 
“There shall also be lay members, elected in such manner and 
number, and with such privileges and powers as the General Con- 
ference may determine. The lay members of the Annual ‘Con- 
ference shall have also exercise the functions and powers of the 
Lay Electoral Conference, here in after provided, if the General 
Conference shall so determine.” 

Paragraphs 38, Sections 1, 2; 46, Section 2; 47 be amended to 
conform thereto. :

ADEQUATE PASTORAL SUPPORT 


RESOLVED, that we memorialize the General Conference

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we petition the 
General Conference to provide, for the Church, as rapidly as may 
be practicable, one Board of Benevolences as a complete substi- 
tute for all existing agencies, such as the Council of the Boards 
of Benevolences, the Committee on Conservation and Advance, and 
all separate “Boards” which are now parts of the Benevolence plan 


of our Church.

DELEGATE QUALIFICATIONS 

WHEREAS, it is a well recognized principle of procedure and 
good administration that a hired official should not be a judge 
of his own acts and administration; 

THEREFORE, RESOLVED, that we request the Gene~al 
Conference to follow that principle in the composition of the Gen- 
eral Conference and request that the qualifications for delegates be 
so stated as to debar any minister or layman, from membersh'p 
in the body of delegates, while he holds any salaried office by 
election of the General Conference or by any committees or com- 
missions of the General Confe-ence.

UNIFICATION 
Very careful attention having been given by the Commission 
on Unification, we, the members of the Southern California Con- 
ference respectfully memorialize you to adopt the plan. 


10 
INTERDENOMINATIONAL DAILY PAPER 


WHEREAS, the preservation of the freedom of thought and 
the press is one of the sacrificial and treasured birthrights of 
Protestantism, and the security of this freedom is essential to 
spiritual and social progress; and, 

WHEREAS, much of our daily press, since the great war, 
has not functioned to give the people the truth either in inter- 
national affairs or in national interests, but has flagrantly per- 
verted the so-called “news” and degraded its editorial policy for 
propaganda purposes; and seems to have lost all sense of the sac- 
redness of life and ‘home in its partnership with evil; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that we earnestly memorialize the General Con- 
ference to plan for the publication of a great interdenominational 
daily paper as a truthful conveyor of public information with a 
strong editorial policy which shall give Evangelical Christianity 
adequate voice and representation in national and world affairs—a 
paper fit for the home and capable of championing the cause and 
program of the free spiritual churches and citizenship of our be- 
loved republic. 


11 
“BOARD OF BISHOPS” 

WHEREAS, There has never been any legislation by the 
General Conference creating a “Board of Bishops,” and 

WHEREAS, This phrase did not appear in the Discipline of 
the Church for more than a hundred years, and is unauthorized; 
Therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the General Conference hereby instruct 
the Editor of the Discipline to eliminate this phrase from the 
Discipline as it is a source of confusion and assumes that the 
Bishops in Conference have an authority which has never been 
conferred upon them by the General Conference. 


12 
DISTRICT STEWARDS 


WHEREAS, the District Stewards’ meeting, if not really ob- 
solete, has become inefficient and unsatisfactory, 
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THEREFORE, RESOLVED, that we urgently request the 
General Conference to remove from the Discipline all provisions 
and requirements for the election of District Stewards and for 
District Stewards’ meetings. And that the plan now known as 
Plan 2 Alternate (Section 328, pages 223 and 224 of the Discipline 
of 1920) be made the universal law of the Church with the fol- 
lowing alterations: 

Amending Section 2 by striking out the phrase “of the sever- 
al District Superintendents” and putting in its place the follow- 
ting “of a District Superintendent who has been selected by the 
vote of the District Superintendents of the Conference,” so that 
it shall read: 

_ “There shall be organized in the Conference a Commission of 
Finance to consist of a District Superintendent who has been se- 
lected by the vote of the District Supe-intendents of that Confer- 
ence together with one minister and two laymen for each dis- 
trict.” 

Amending Section 8 by striking out the phrase “of the Dis- 
trict Superintendent” and substituting the following: “of the 
Finance Committee of the local Church,” etc. “It shall be the 
duty of the Finance Committee of the local ‘Church to see that the 
fund for the support of the District Superintendents be raised 
and forwarded monthly,” etc. 


13 
EPISCOPAL AREAS 
WE MEMORIALIZE the General Conference to create no 
more Areas in the United States, and most earnestly urge that the 
San Francisco Area shall not be divided. 


14 
NUMBER OF BISHOPS 

WE MEMORIALIZE your reverted body to elect no more 
General Superitendents at this session owing to the large number 
elected at the last session of the Conference, and that the Gene al 
Conference return, where the best interests of the Mission de- 
mand it, to the former practice of superintending our foreign mis- 

ions chiefly by Missionary Bishops.

MEMORIAL ON CONFERENCE COURSES OF STUDY OF 
THE NEW JERSEY CONFERENCE SUBSTITUTED 
FOR OUR MEMORIAL 

During the past two quadrenniums, the strength and solidity 
of faith in our church have been imperiled by the presence in our 
Courses of Study of books written from the current rationalistic 
and negative point of view. More than thirty Annual Confer- 
ences, seeing the peril of this situation, memorialized the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1920 in the interest of a standard Course of 
Study with this result: A law was passed definitely providing that 
no volume should be selected for a place among the text books 
- of our Courses of Study for ministers except such as are in “full 
and hearty accord with those doctrines, and that outline of, faith 
established in the constitution of the church.” Notwithstanding 
the fact that the law of the church is very definite concerning the 
character of the books that shall be included in the Courses of 
Study, there are books in the present courses which are not in ac-

cord with the constitutional standards; books that reject, set aside 
or seek to undérmine, the very chief doctrines of Christianity; for 
example, the Fall of Man and Depravity, the Virgin Birth of 
Jesus, His Propitiatory Work, His Bodily Resu-rection, Ascen- 
sion and Second Coming, Justification by Faith alone, and the Bible 
as the only and sufficient Rule of Faith and Practice, 

Therefore, We, the Southern California Conference, in annual 
session assembled do hereby memorialize the General Conference 
of our church to modify the present law as follows: 

First, the bishops shall appoint the Commission on Courses of 
Study. 

Second, the Commission shall consist of nine persons of whom 
three shall be members of the Board of Bishops. 

Third, the appointment of the Commission shall be announced 
prior to the adjournment of the General Conference of 1924. 

Fourth, the Commission shall be instructed to present to the 
Board of Bishops, within the two years immediately following the 
adjournment of the General Conference, the entire list of books 
which they recommend for the Courses of Study. ’ 

Fifth, the Commission shall be instructed to publish this list 
of books in the Advocates at-the time of its submission to the 
Board of Bishops. 

Sixth, the bishops shall be instructed to review the books nom- 
inated by the Commission, during the third and fourth years of 
the quadrennium, dividing them equitably among the several 
members of the Board. 

Seventh, when the several bishops have reviewed the books 
assigned to them, they shall report to the Board as a whole their 
recommendations; which report shall also be published in the Ad- 
vocates with the names of the reviewing bishop. 

Eighth, in case any book nominated by the Commission is 
not satisfactory to the Board of Bishops they shall have authori- 
ty to substitute another book approved by the majority of them. 

Ninth, the Bishops shall complete their work on the Courses 
of Study and report the same to the next succeeding General Con- 
ference which shall have the final authority. 

Tenth, the Commission on Courses of Study shall from time 
to time send to the Advocates the titles of books which represent 
modern theological thought, in addition to those that are in the 
approved Courses of Study, and which it would be profitable fo- 
ministers to read. If books not in harmony with Methodist doc- 
trine and teaching should appear on these lists, it shall be so 
stated, and as far as practicable the points of divergence noted. 


16 
EVANGELISTS 

WHEREAS, the service and ministry of Evangelists are 
authorized by God in His Word and in all the history of our 
church Evangelists have been most highly honored by God in the 
conversion of souls and the extension of His Kingdom, and the 
exceptions to this have resulted from the lack of definite, wise and 
efficient provisions in our economy for their appointment, support, 
control and responsibility to the Annual Conference; 
_ THEREFORE, RESOLVED, That we most earnestly peti- 
tion the General Conference to provide in the Discipline for the © 
appointment of Evangelists by the presiding Bishops with the ap- 
proval of the Annual Conferences with provisions for their sup- 
port as reasonable and as equitable as that for the support of the 
District Superintendents; and, that their support be “paid from 
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a fund provided and paid out b 
C 1 by the Treasurer of the Confer- 
ee into which also all collections taken by the Evangelist shall 
NG aor eee oete subject, as the pastors are, to the 
uperintendent and to make an A i 
Annual Conference. piace ass te beh

ae WIDOWS 
EREAS, it is not the desire of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church that technical difficulties shall work injustice to me a 
ber of our church or Conference, 

THEREFORE, RESOLVED, that we, the membe-s of the 
Southern California Conference, urge you to adopt the following 
changes in the provisions of the Discipline of our Church: 

First: That there shall be added to Paragraph 341, Sec. 3, the 
following: “If a widow of a member of the Annual Confer- 
ence shall marry again, and again become a widow, by the ap- 
proving vote of the Annual Conference she may be entitled to the 
annuity that would be due her according to this Section, if she 
had not remarried, she being continuously an ardent- member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church.”

REAL ESTATE FOR NEW WORK 


WHEREAS in our new and developing centers the securing 
of the necessary real estate for the building of the churches 
needed is the first and yet most difficult part of the opening of 
new work, and 

WHEREAS the Board of Home Missions is not now em- 
powered to help meet this urgent need. 

RESOLVED, That we the members of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Annual Conference, do hereby memorialize your body to 
authorize and instruct the Board of Home Missions so to re-or- 
ganize its work as to make possible grants in aid for the pur- 
chase of the real estate necessary for the building of churches in 
such new and developing centers, all such grants being first ap- 
proved by the Conference Board of Home Missions. 


(b) MINUTES OF THE LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE 
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The Lay Electoral Conference convened at 10 A. M. on Fri- 


day, September 28, 1923, in the First Congregational Church at Los 
Angeles, California. The conference was called to order by H. V. 
Mather. After singing Hymn 731, prayer was offered by W. F. 
Cronemiller, and then George E. Hume was elected temporary 
chairman, and H. M. Chapman, temporary secretary. : 

On motion a committee on order of business was appointed 
by the chair consisting of Messrs. Carver, Holmes, Evans, Oakley 
and Jeffers. 

On motion made and carried a committee of five was ap- 
pointed by the chair on credentials consisting of Messrs. Hall, 
Patterson, Leahr, Rogers and Huffman. 

The question of seating room was referred to the credential 
committee, Motion was then made and carried that the delegates 
stand when the roll call of churches was made and that they an- 


swer with their names. ; 
Hymn 612 was then sung, and the credential committee re- 
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tired for business. At this time A. G. Lindley was appointed to 
act as assistant secretary at the request of the Secretary. 

Moved and carried that the resolutions from the Laymens As- 
sociation be read at this time, as well as any other resolutions 
which delegates had to offer. Moved and carried that the resolu- 
tions be referred to a committee of six, composed of one delegate 
from each district, and the following were appointed by the chair: 
Messrs. Powell, Kellogg, Bechtel, Baird, Jones and McCullough. 

An invitation was extended to the conference to attend the 
opening ball game at the University of Southern California on Sat- 
urday afterttoon, after which a recess was taken till 1 P. M. 

After recess Hymn “Onward Christian Soldiers” was sung, and 
prayer was offered by Mr. D. W. Huffman, and then the credential 
committee made its report which showed the following number of 
delegates to be present and entitled to vote: Fresno District 24, 
Los Angeles 41, Pasadena 33, Long Beach 32, San Diego 27, Ari- 
zona 12, total 169. More credentials came in later making the total 
number of delegates entitled to vote 188. 


Committee on order of business made its report which was 
discussed, and then adopted. Under the rules of the report the 
temporary officers were made permanent. 

On motion it was decided to place the name of the district 
the delegate was from after the name when placed on the black- 
hoard. Five sets of tellers were appointed by the chair to count 
th votes so as to avoid as much delay as possible. 


The following were nominated for Lay Delegates: W. F. 
Cronemiller, A. G.. Lindley, Mrs. M. M. Northrup, J. W. Patter- 
son, E. P. Clark, F. P. Taggart, R: B. von KleinSmid, E. B. Evans, 
R. T. Hall, A. M. Wilkinson, Chester A. Harding, O. F. Reiche, 
A.B. Avis, George H. Page, FF: H. Ballinger, Dr. F.. EP Wilson, 
Charles E. Carver, Mrs. S. F. Johnson, George E. Hume, W. L. 
Armacost, J. H. Turner, and Frank S. Wallace. 

After allowing each candidate two minutes to state why he 
desired to be elected, the ballots were passed and when all had 
voted the tellers retired to count them, and a recess of ‘fifteen 
minutes was then ordered. 

After recess the resolution committee made its report and 
recommended the adoption of the following: 


1. That a resolution committee of one mempber from each 
district be appointed to receive all resolutions and memorials to be 
presented to the next Lay Electoral Conference and report thereon 
to the next Lay Electoral Conference. 

2. Calling upon all parties or associations, whether political 
or otherwise, to declare in their declaration of ;principles in any 
convention held during the year 1924, for the rigid enforcement of 
the 18th amendment, the Volstead Law and all State laws calcu- 
lated to strengthen the same, and to support only such parties, 
apsogis Nous or candidates who so declare themselves, and none 
others. 


3. Recommending the establishment of a central plant to 
house Methodist offices and a Book Room in Los Angeles, and 
the appointment of a committee to act with the Ministerial Con- 
ference Committee to secure such a plant. 


and Memorializing the General Conference to further re-organ- 
ize the Administratial system of the church so as to effect maximum 


economies in expenditures and still maintain the greatest efficiency 
in supervision. 
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5. That the General Conference make no further increase in 
the number of Bishops in 1924; that it change the Area system 
so as to give it a more democratic character; and the fundamental 
law of the church be so changed as to give laymen representa- 
tion in the Annual Conferences. 

The report of the committee was adopted. , 

The tellers now announced the result of the first ballot, and 
Mrs. M. M. Northrup and Mrs. S. F. Johnson having received 
more than a majority of the votes, were declared elected. 

A second ballot was taken and this resulted in the election of 
Mr. F. P. Taggart and Mr. George E. Hume. On the third ballot, 
Mr. A. M. Wilkinson, Mr. R. B. von KleinSmid and Mr, J. W. 
Patterson were elected. On the fourth ballot no choice was made 
and on the fifth ballot Mr. J. H. Turner was elected. 

Thereafter was taken a ballot for Alternates and this ballot re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. E. P. Clarke, Mr. C. F. Reiche and 
Mr. Chester A. Harding. 

Rev. W. W. Castleberry of the Lords Day Alliance was 
presented and made an address which was much appreciated and 
the following resolutions adopted: That the Lay Electoral Con- 
ference hereby endorse the object and work of the California Lords 
Day Alliance and commend it for the prayers and co-operation and 
support of all who love righteousness. 

Mr. E. B. Evans offered the following resolution which was 
unanimously adopted: That we favor the recommendation of our 
late President Warren G. Harding for America becoming a mem- 
ber of the World Court. 

The question of the Courses of Study of Books for our Min- 
isters as presented by the New Jersey Conference was discussed 
and the matter referred to our delegates to the General Confer- 
ence. 

The question of the Gulf Conference Proposition for admission 
of Laymen to the Annual Conference was presented, and after dis- 
cussion resulted in a vote of ayes 0 to No-es 66. 

President Hume thanked the delegates for the courtesy of his 
election as their presiding officer, and in turn received the thanks of 
the Conference for his fair dealing and just decisions. The secre- 
tary also thanked the delegates for his' election to the office for the 
third successive time. 

After expressing appreciation to the First Congregational 
Church for the use of the church for the Conference session, the 
Conference adjourned at 7 P. M.

BE IT RESOLVED: by the Laymen’s Association of the 
Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
that we submit to the Annual Conference nOw in session the fol- 
lowing proposed plan in the hope of accomplishing that end: 

1. There shall be elected by the Fourth Quarterly Conference 
one Lay Delegate from each pastoral Charge within the bounds 
of the Southern California Conference, such delegates to be elected 
each year by the lay members of the charge over twenty-one years 
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of age, in such manner as each Quarterly Conference may deter- 
mine; each charge shall also elect in like manner a Reserve Dele- 
gate. A Lay Delegate or Reserve Delegate shall be over twenty- 
five years of age and for five years next preceding his election a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

2. It shall be the duty of such Lay Delegates to attend the 
sessions of the Annual Conference and to act in such capacities with 
the ministry and officials of the Church in such ways as are con- 
sistent with the Discipline and shall be found practicable in car- 
rying on the work of the Annual Conference. 

3. Lay Delegates shall have the privileges of the floor of the 
Annual Conference and be permitted to participate in debate, save 
on matters relating to the passing of character, examinations, trial 
of Ministerial members, course of study, ordination and Confer- 
ence relations; but such Lay Delegates shall not have the right 
to vote. 

4. This plan shall be effective immediately upon, its adoption 
by the Annual Conference of the Southern California Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The following resolution was introduced by Mr. Bell and was 
catried: 

‘WHEREAS: The Methodist Episcopal Church has in times 
past declared that “liquor cannot be licensed without sin”; 

AND WHEREAS: The United States Government has, by 
the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Law, adopted Pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic as their policy of government and 
many people are disregarding the law and openly violating the 
same. 

NOW THEREFORE? BE IT RESOLVED: That we-call 
upon all parties or associations, whether political or otherwise, who 
seek the suffrage of the American people, to declare in their declar- 
ation of principals in any convention held during the year 1924, for 
the rigid enforcement of the Eighteenth Amendment, the Volstead 
Law and all state laws calculated to strengthen the same, and that 
we pledge our support to such parties, associations or candidates 
who will openly declare themselves for such enforcement, and 
none others. ;

Historical 
(a) Rules of Order 


1. Conference shall meet at 8:00 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional 
exercises, the regular business session commencing at 8:30 and closing at 
12:30 p. m. 


2. The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning 
session of the first day. 


3. The District Superintendent shall be a Committee to nominate 
Standing Committees. 


4. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


5. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the 
chair, but shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


6. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom 
he assigns the floor. 


7. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be 
deemed the property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without 
the consent of the Conference. 


8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to in- 
definitely postpone, shall be taken without debate, 


9. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion 
and precedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To 
adjourn to a given time. (2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the 
order of the day. (4)/ To lay on the table. (5) To move the previous 
question. (6) To postpone to a given time. (7) To refer to a Committee, 
(8) To amend. (9, To postpone indefinitely. 


10. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President, or a member through the President. 


11. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 


12. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all 
who wish have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed. 

13. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion order- 
ing the previous question or to lay on the table. 


14. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but 
sucH motion shall not be debatable. 


15. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of 
the Conference, 


16. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference, 


17. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one- 
third of the members present. 
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18. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during 
the devetional exercises. 

19. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, 
one copy of which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using 
one side of the paper. 

20. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be con- 
sidered by the Committee on Conference Relations 

21. All applications for admission into this Conference on trial, into 
full connection, or from other denominations and all Changes of relation 


of members shall be considered in executive session, and no one shall 
be admitted into the Conference except by a two-thirds vote. 


22. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Con- 
ference immediately following the Communion Service and shall include the 
Calling of the Roll of the Honored Dead. 


23. The Commitee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they shall be 
divided into three classes of three members each, one class to be elected 
annually, 


24. The Committee on Conference Relations shall report each year their 
recommendations as to the continuance in the effective relation of all mem- 
bers of the Conference appointed to work outside of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, except where such appointment is provided for in the law of the 
Church; also all recommendations for such appointments shall first be 
presented to said Committee. 


25. The District Superintendent shall communicate with all Conference 
Members in other than the effective and retired relation, at least thirty days 
prior to the opening session, requesting them to state any change they mav 
desire in their relation, and all such requests for change of relation shall 
be put before the Committee on Conference Relations at the opening sessior,

Daily Proceedings 


FIRST DAY 
Wednesday, September 24, 1924 


The Conference convened for its 49th session in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Santa Barbara, California, Samuel Hughes, pastor, on 
Wednesday, September 24th, 1924. 

The Presiding Bishop, Charles Wesley Burns, called the Conference 
to order at 9 o'clock. 


Communion ‘Service—Hymn No. 310 was sung, and C. B. Dalton led 
in prayer. After the singing of Hymn No. 415 the Bishop read the 
Scripture lesson from I John 1 and W. A. Brown led in prayer. 

In the absence of the Pastor host, the Bishop was assisted in the ad- 
ministration of the communion by J. B. Green, the only remaining charter 
member of the Conference now on our rolls and the District Super- 
intendents. 


ROLL CALL: F. G. H. Stevens, secretary of the last Conference, called 
the roll and 269 members and 10 probationers were recorded as present. 

The Conference stood while the Roll of the Honored Dead was 
called including the names of the six men who have died during this past 
year. 


TRANSFERS: Question 15 was asked, and the Bishop announced 
the transfers of B. H. Wilson to the Puget Sound Conference and W. T. 
Powell to the New England Conference. 

Question two was asked and the Bishop announced the transfer of D. 
Roland Martin from the Puget Sound Conference to the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference, and he was introduced to the Conference. 


ORGANIZATION: E. J. Inwood nominated F. G. H. Stevens as 
Conference Secretary. He was elected, and named as his assistants W. C. 
Botkin, C. O. Kimball, G. Bromley Oxnam, Glenn R. Phillips, Irvin A. 
Engle, and Wilbur Fisk. 


The action of the conference in electing O. W. Reinius Statistician 
last year, was confirmed, and he named A. T. Hobson as his assistant. 
The action of the conference in electing M. W. Beckwith as Treasurer 
last year, was confirmed, and he named the following assistants: H. R. 
Salisbury, H. C. Taylor, W. W. Kaler, R. E. Wright, J. E. Dunning, 
R. W. Plannette, Will E. Malan, Leo C. Kline, A. E. Schultz, J. E. 
Ferris, Q. P. Royer, Oliver Saylor. 
J. Hunter Smith was elected Postmaster. 
M. S. McGee was elected Railroad Secretary. 
R. J. Coyne was elected Chorister. 
L. R. Bayard was elected Organist. 
ap Pa D. Goodell was appointed to act as agent for the Methodist 
view. 


The Bar of the Conference was fixed to include the first floor of the 
main auditorium. 
The standing committees as nominated at the close of last session 


were elected and the District Superintendents were empowered to make 
any necessary change or correction. 


The Rules of Order were readopted with the exception of the first 
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which was suspended for this session, thus leaving the opening hour at 
8:30. 

On motion of Treasurer Beckwith the pastors were instructed to 
report all collections for University Pastors as one item, column No. 10, 
and the Treasurer of the Commission on Finance was instructed to 
divide the total amount equally between the two pastors at Berkeley and 
Los Angeles, with the exception of the amounts raised in Arizona, which 
shall be given to similar work at the University of Arizona at Tucson. 

On motion of John Oliver the committee on Internationalism, Dis- 
armament, and Peace, as ordered at last year’s session was completed 
so that the entire committee is as follows: W. A. Brown, Willsie Martin, 
G. B. Oxnam, John Oliver, and J. A. Geissinger. 

C. P. Metcalf was elected to take the place of C. F. Seitter on the 
Board of Stewards. 


STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR: On motion of Thomas Grice, 
the Conference sent its greetings to the State Federation of Labor now 
in session in this City, and G. B. Oxman was named as our fraternal 
delegate to bear such greetings. 


A. W. LAMPORT: L. T. Guild reported the illness of A. W. Lam- 
port, Chairman of the Committee on Memoirs and stated that he would 
ask for the retired relation. On motion his case was referred to the 
Committee on Conference Relations. On motion of C. O. Kimball the 
Secretary was instructed to write a suitable note of appreciation from the 
Conference to Dr. Lamport upon the completion of fifty-four years of 
continuous service in the active pastorate. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE: L. A. Ferris, Vice Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Memoirs presided over the Conference Memorial Service. The 
scripture dealing with the resurrection was given, fitting hymns were 
sung, Bishop Burns lead in prayer, and appropriate selections were sung 
by the Confeernce quartette. The following memoirs of Conference 
members were read: A. L. Dearing, by W. A. Betts; H. J. Christ, by 
B.D. Snudden; W. C. Miller by H. A. Ingham; S. J. Carroll by, J. E. 
Hall; A. C. Gonzales by V. M. McCombs; J. H. Avery by E. J. Inwood. 

Memoirs were read of Mrs. T. S. Urenn by J. B. Green; Mrs. H. W. 
Peck by Alfred Hughes; Mrs. G. W. Bruce by H. W. White; Mrs. C. P. 
Wilson by A. C. Welch. 

On the request of the Conference, Bishop Burns spoke in apprecia- 
tion of Bishop Homer C. Stuntz whose death occurred since our last 
session. 


ORDERS OF THE DAY: On motion of J. B. Green the reports of 
the Treasurer of the Conference Funds and of the Secretary of the Con- 
ference Claimants Endowment Fund were made the order of the day for 
Friday morning following the reading of the journal. 

On motion of L. T. Guild the report of the Superintendent and Sec- 
retary of the Methodist Hospital of Southern California was made the 
order of the day for Thursday morning immediately following the reading 
of the journal. 

The report of the Arizona Deaconess Hospital and Home was made 
the order of the day for Saturday morning immediately following the 
reading of the journal. 


STATISTICS: In lieu of a Statistical Session the conference ordered 
that reports of statistician and treasurer be turned in at the close of the 
morning session. 


BISHOP LEONARD: On motion of E. J. Inwood the Secretary was 
requested to convey to Bishop Adna W. Leonard the greetings and good 
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wishes of the conference including its President, the latter by express 
wish of Bishop Burns. 


INTRODUCTIONS: The Bishop introduced Joseph ie le Smith of 
the Philadelphia Conference and Clarence True Wilson, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board of Prohibition, Temperance and Public Morals. 

The announcements were made and the Conference adjourned at 12:50; 
the benediction being pronounced by F. M. Larkin. 


SECOND DAY 
Thursday, September 25, 1924 
Morning Session 


DEVOTIONAL SERVICES: Bishop Burns conducted the devo- 
tional exercises. Hymn No. 183 was sung, Joseph H. Smith lead in 
prayer and the Bishop addressed the Conference on “The Miracle of 
Christianity.” Hymn No. 186 was sung. ° 

The Bishop called the Conference to order at 9 o'clock. 

The Minutes of yesterday morning’s session were read and approved. 


METHODIST HOSPITAL: The Order of the Day was called and 
L. G. Reynolds read his report as Superintendent and Secretary of the 
Methodist Hospital of Southern California. (See Report.) 

Mrs. Margaret Coates, Conference President of the Women’s Home 
Missionary Society, was invited to take a seat upon the platform and was 
later granted the privilege of the floor. 

Upon motion of L. T. Guild the Conference requested the reap- 
pointment of L. G. Reynolds as Superintendent and Secretary of the 
Methodist Hospital of Southern California. 


OSTEOPATHY: W. C. Buckner presented the following report of 
the special committee appointed at the last year’s session to make an 
investigation as to our attitude toward the pracice of osteopathy in the 
Methodist Hospital, and it was adopted: 


“Your committee appointed at the last session of this Conference with 
instructions to investigate the attitude of our own and other hospitals in 
the matter of admitting Osteopathic physicians to practice therein, and 
to recommend our future policy in the Methodist Hospital of Los An- 
geles, submits the following report. 


“We find that the rulings of the American Medical Association and 
the American College of Surgeons are such that to admit Osteopaths to 
practice in our hospital would immediately disqualify the hospital for 
receiving the service of interns of the medical school; impair the standing 
of the hospital as a nurse training institution; and cause it to lose its 
staff of medical doctors. 


“We find that ail of our Methodist Hospitals and a very large ma- 
jority of all other hospitals in the United States are operating under the 
policy now in force in the Methodist Hospital in Los Angeles. 

“Without passing judgment upon the merits of the rulings referred 
to, and certainly without, in any sense casting reflections upon our many 
friends in the Osteopathic profession; but recognizing that to ignore such 
rulings would be to invite disaster upon our present splendid hospital 
organization, we therefore recommend that the present policy relative to 
this matter be continued.

BROTHERHOOD OF TRAVEL: M. S. McGee reported for the 
committee on Entertainment and Travel as follows and the report was 
adopted: 

“Ist. The Committee recommends that all extra railroad fare in- 
curred by the change of the meeting place of the Conference this year 
from Pasadena to Santa Barbara be assumed by the men themselves. 

“2nd. That the amount of Travel Fund left in the hands of the 
Secretary be apportioned to the men who need it most, this year.”

“That the Treasurer of the Conference Corporation, J. B. Green be 
authorized to merge the old Conference Annuity Fund with the Con- 
ference Endowment Fund.” 


COALINGA DEBT: The action of last year’s session in ordering 
that funds remaining from the sale of the abandoned churches at Strat- 
ford and Clovis be used for work at Pinedale was reconsidered, and on 
motion of H. W. White the Conference recommended to the Board of 
Trustees that these funds be used for the payment of the mortgage at 
Coalinga, subject to their agreement. 


NEAR EAST RELIEF: Dr. C. C. Thurber was inroduced and 


spoke of his experience in the Near East and the necessity of work 
among those needy people. 


._ REAPPOINTMENT OF W. M. JEFFERS: On motion of W. E. ’ 
Tilroe the Bishop was requested to reappoint W. M. Jeffers Executive 
Secretary Conference Claimants Endowment Fund. 


CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT: W. M. Jeffers 
read his report as Secretary of the Conference Claimants Endowment 
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Fund to the Conference and the members of the Lay Association who 
were present in the body of the church, and it was adopted. (See Report). 

_The following were appointed by the Conference as Conference 
Claimants Commission for the ensuing year: 

The Resident Bishop, and District Superintendents, Chairman, and 
Secretary of the Board of Stewards, W. E. Tilroe, J. B. Green, Merle N.

“We, the Laymen of the Southern California Conference in Annual 
Meeting assembled, have had our hearts stirred with the solemn obliga- 
tion upon us for an adequate support for our retired ministers, their 
widows and children. We declare that it is our purpose to make the 
November Campaign for a half million dollars endowment one of our 
outstanding works and a testimony of our love and esteem, and we ask 
only of our ministerial brethren that they devotedly point the way and 
lead us on to victory.” 

E. E. Helms spoke on the need of supporting the retired minister. 


STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR: J. B. Dale, National Or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of Labor, spoke to the Conference 
conveying the greetings of the State Federation now in session in Santa 
Barbara. 


ADDRESS TO THE CLASS: The class to be received as well as 
undergraduates of the Conference were seated in the body of the church 
and the Bishop addressed the class, on the subject, “The Ministry of 
Tomorrow.” The Bishop spoke in part as follows: 

“Percy Ainsworth said at the beginning of his ministry, that he 
feared that he could not preach long enough, later he became fearful 
that he might not preached short enough, but by the end of his ministry 
he feared that he should not be able to preach deep enough. If any age 
needs deep precahing you are standing on the edge of that age, an age 
of sociological and industrial bewilderment as well as theological. May 
I give you this handful of suggestions: 

“Be narrow enough to be deep. We fear the tar stick of being called 
narrow or bigoted men. Jesus deliberately narrowed his field to Pales- 
tine, his ministry to doing the work of Him who sent Him. They will 
want you to be the pack mule of the community’s tasks, but you are called 
to be a prophet of the evangel of Jesus Christ. (OH. 

“Be progressive enough to be conservative. Folks are thinking great, 
brawny, progressive thoughts. Our roof tree is hospitable enough to 
house all folks. But these things we believe: God, holiness, a spotless 
relationship to our Lord, the Book as a sufficient guide of men past and 
present, the deity and Lordship of Jesus Christ, and the immortality of the 
soul. 

“Be holy enough to be Christ-like. You are prophet and evangelist, 
but you are also priest. Come with clean hands and pure heart and a 
white life or come and kneel in repentance. When you use the word 
‘holiness’ think of Christ. : ; 

“Be broad enough to be social. The social demand is on us. Ours is 
the church of the common people. Think in terms of the men of the 
mart, of the mine, and the marketplace. The goal is, that the kingdom 
of God shall be built. In your preaching keep the element of surprise. 
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“Be human enough to be interesting. The big news that you have to 
tell is that Jesus Christ died for sinners, that we shall live forever, and 
that the nation shall be brought back to God. ‘ 

The class which was to be admitted to the Conference, consisted of 
Wellington G. Pierce, Ezequias Duran, Francisco, Quintinilla, Arthur T. 
Hobson, and G. Percy Hedley, the latter not being present but_having 
previously answered the questions before the Pacific Chinese Mission 
Conference. Shuichi Sumioka, on request of the Colorado Conference, 
was present with the class for the purpose of answering the disciplinary 
questions. 

The disciplinary questions were asked and answered, and by request 
of the Bishop, the District Superintendents present, the Registrar, and 
the Chairman of the Conference Relations Committee joined with the 
Bishop in welcoming the class into the Conference. 


E. P. DENNETT Editor of the California Christian Advocate was 
introduced and spoke of the work and scope of the Advocate. 

R. E. FLEWELLING represented “The Personalist” and Roy C. 
Lord was appointed its representative. 


SOLON C. BRONSON of Garrett Biblical Institute was introduced. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION: A note of appreciation was read from 
Mr. and Mrs. Roy Beals. On recommendation of the Committee on Con-

WELFARE CHEST: The matter of local welfare chests, on motion 
of Willsie Martin, was referred to the Commission on Finance for recom- 
mendation. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION: The order of the day was called and 
Merle N. Smith read the report of the Board of Education. It was 
adopted. (See Report). 

President Rufus B. von KleinSmid and President Emeritus George F. 
Bovard of the University of Southern California were invited to seats upon 
the platform and President von KleinSmid spoke relative to the work of 
the University. :

tion. 


WORLD SERVICE: The report of the World Service Campaign 
was made the second order of the day for Monday morning’s session. 


PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION: C. H. Scott, President of 
Pacific Palisades Association read the annual report of that organization 
and it was adopted.

The Bishop was requested to appoint Frank M. Larkin as Secretary 
of the State Church Federation. 

On rising to make his statement that he would be glad to receive and 
carry on the work of the State Church Federation, F. M. Larkin received 
a splendid ovation from the men of the Conference. : 

Russel E. Clay was admitted into full membership subject to his 
transfer from the Puget Sound Confreence. (His transfer was later an- 
nounced). :

DEVOTIONAL EXERCISES: Bishop Burns conducted the devo- 
tional exercises. W. H. Zook led in prayer. 

Bishop Burns spoke on “Great Fishing for God.” 

The Bishop called the Conference to order at 9 A.M. 

The minutes for Saturday’s session were read and approved. 


TRAVEL AND ENTERTAINMENT: M. S. McGee read the follow- 
ing report of the Commission on Travel and Entertainment and it was 
adopted as amended: 

Your Committee on Travel and Entertainment recommend that the 
following plan of self-entertainment be adopted and that the plan be 
operated under a Commission known as THE COMMISSION OF 
TRAVEL AND ENTERTAINMENT. 

1. That the entertaining Church provide entertainment for the pre- 
siding Bishop and the Cabinet. 

Zz. That the entertaining Church provide entertainment for the © 
retired ministers who are in attendance and who are not able because 
of di.tance, to be entertained in their own homes. 

3. That the entertaining Church be a clearing house for finding suit- 
able accommodations in the way of rooms, eating places, etc., etc. 

4. That the Annual Conference shall appoint a Commission on 


i) 
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Travel and Entertainment; which shall be composed of one member from 
each District and one at large. 

5. That the pastoral charges throughout the Southern California 
Conference chall assume the payment of the assessments for this fund 
which shall provide for the cost of publishing the Minutes, travel and en- 
tertainment of the members of the Conference, clerical expenses of the 
Conference officers and committees, and other minor items ordered by the 
Conference. 


6. That this Commission be authorized and empowered to work out 
all the details relating to the assessment for travel and entertainment, the 
payment of said assessment, and the disbursement of the same to the mem- 
bers of the Conference, and all other details which may- be necessary to 
make the plan of self-entertainment effective. 

7. The travel fund is to include the price of sleeper, providing the 
distance by rail is over eighteen hours from the seat of Conference. 

8. That this fund shall include transportation of the retired men 
to the seat of the Conference. ' 

9. That all surpluses in the fund be placed in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Conference Corporation and Endowment Funds, J. B. 
Green or his successor, within one month after the adjournment of the 
Conference. 

10. That the basis of computation used in the apportionment to the 
Charges, shall be pastor’s salary, and membership, exclusive of “inactive 
members.” 


11. That an estimate of the amount needed for the ensuing year shall 
be made immediately after the adjournment of Conference and sent to 
every charge by the executive officer of the Commission. 

12. That the books of the Commission be audited annually. 

13. That none of this fund shall be allowed for travel beyond the 
bounds of the Southern California Conference. 

14. That all detached men are to pro-rate on salary basis after deduct- 
ing amount paid for house rent and be governed in this matter as the 
pastors except that when they travel on passes, no allowance shall be 
granted them for railroad fare. 

15. That the executive of this Commission be designated as the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Brotherhood of Travel and Entertainment. 

16. That next year the apportionment of the charges be the same 
amount as apportioned the present year. 


J. B. GREEN: On motion of Alfred Inwood the election of J. B. 
Green as treasurer of the Corporation and Endowment Funds was con- 
firmed and the Bishop was requested to reappoint him to that position. 


WORLD SERVICE: W. H. Fry was introduced and gave interest- 
ing reports of the giving of the Conference to World Service, and spoke 
of the imperative need. 


V. M. McCOMBS presented the annual report of the Latin Ameri- 
can Mission. 

W. A. Brown presented the following resolution and it was adopted 
and referred to the following committee: I. Frank Roach. J. A. Stavely, 
E. E. Helms, H. A. Ingham and William A. Brown. ; 

“Believing in the supremacy of Jesus and the adequacy of his gospel 
. to meet all needs; and, recognizing the fearful peril in longer delaying to 

give the good news of His reconciling, redeeming love to all men in our 
own and other lands; and, remembering that in the Centenary and World 
Service we really began with courage to carry out the last command of 
our Lord; and, now hearing with utter dismay the story of dwindling re- 
ceipts, of mounting debts, and the certain, soon abandonment of much 
of our home and foreign missionary work; and, fully conscious of the ir- 
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retrievable spiritual disaster which shall overwhelm us if we allow the 
present apparent lack of penitential concern to continue its paralyzing 
sway over us: ; ; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that we Pastors of the Southern California 
Annual Conference challenge the Methodist Episcopal Church to meet the 
present situation by laying at the feet of Jesus before the last day of 
October, 1924, a sacrificial love gift sufficient to meet the present obliga- 
tions and assure the continuance of our home and foreign missionary 
effort; and, 

“Being creditably informed that the sum of about $5,000,000 will be 
neded, therefore be it 

“Resolved further, that we Pastors of the Southern California An- 
nual Conference voluntarily assume for ourselves to raise before October 
31, 1924, a special fund equal to at least one-fourth of our last year’s 
opportionment for World Service; and to the end that the entire five 
millions be raised we call upon all Methodist Episcopal Pastors in all 
other Conferences to join us in this labor of Christly love; and while 
sensible to all but staggering proportions of this task, yet knowing that in 
each church in Methodism there is at least one person who alone could 
make this special gift for his church, we confidently believe that we Pas- 
tors in Methodism under the blessing of God are fully able to achieve this 
privilege of sacrifice. : 

“And grateful beyond words to the ever increasing usefulness and 
enlarged support and blessing in all the work of Women’s Missio1ary 
Societies at home and abroad and counting greatly upon their ever ready 
and hearty assistance in achieving this and other missionary goals, yet 
we Pastors believe that this is the God appointed time to summon the 
men of Methodism to the missionary service of the Lord Jesus, ‘and 
therefore, 


“Be it Rerolved, that we suggest as a possible slogan for this emerg- 
ency, ‘Methodist Men and the Master’s Millions.’ 

“And now relying upon the enriching grace of the Holy Spirit to 
attain through us this worthy goal, we Pastors pledge our Lord and each 
other our steadfast support and sacred honor.” 


The time for the Retreat, the next order of the day, was postponed 
until 11:20. 


_ CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS: B. M. Powell of the Board of Pen- 
sions and Relief was introduced and spoke of the new legislation of the 
last General Conference Claimants, and of the Conference Endowment 
Campaign.

“Whereas the General Conference legislation provides that any Con- 
ference may pay the claims of its Conference Claimants either quarterly, 
semi-annually, or annually and the legislation further provides that the 


claim of a widow becomes effective immediately upon the death of her 
husband and, 


“Whereas, under our present system, an injustice has been done where 
the husband died early in the year and no funds were provided to care 
for the claim of the widow until the next session of the Annual Con- 
ference 

“Therefore be it resolved that we instruct the Treasurer of our Board 
of Stewards to pay all claimants on the quarterly basis and in advance. 

And be it further resolved that inasmuch as many of our claimants 
are not expecting this action at this time and are not prepared for it, that

In order to enable the preacher, worthy of his hire, to 
do his best work the church must provide a living wage. The records 
of our Conference reveal the fact that many of our fellow-pastors are 
under-paid; and in order to more adequately brother them, and also to 
challenge the charges to better financial support of the preachers and 
their families we recommend: 

“(1) That we aim to make the minimum support for the man who 
has passed the registrar and been received into the Conference on trial 
a salary of $1,000 with house, or $1,200 without house. 

“(2) Make the minimum salary for the married man who has served 
four years in the Conference $1,500 and house. 

“(3) Standardize the salary of the Conference at $1,800 and house; 
that is, aim to make the salary so that the majority of pastors will receive 
$1,800 and parsonage. 

“We recommend that a definite plan to reach these ‘standards be 
worked out during the year by the present commission and District Sup- 
erintendents, and officers of the Lay Association, and that the plan be 
considered in a joint meeting with the Layman’s Association at the next 
session of the Annual Conference.” 


PAN-AMERICAN CONFERENCE: C. F. Seitter presented the 
following resolutions and they were adopted: 

“Whereas President Calvin Coolidge has appointed Rufus B. von 
KleinSmid, President of the University of Southern California the repre- 
sentative of the United States at the third Annual Pan-American Educa- 
tional Conference to be held at Lima, the capital of Peru, next Feb- 
ruary; and 

“Whereas this appointment carries with it great honor and far- 
reaching oportunity;

Department of Schools and Colleges; that the Conference Board of Sun- 
day Schools shall be known as the Department of Church Schools: and 
that the Conference Board of Epworth Leagues shall be known as the 
Department of Epworth Leagues. 


“(2) That the Conference Board of Education shall be composed 
hereafter as follows: Representing the Epworth League the Conference

“a—With respect to organization, the Church School, the Epworth 
League, Missionary Societies, and other organizations dealing with child- 
hood and youth shall be so related that the values of each shall become the 
possessions of all within any given age group. 

“b—With respect to programs, that all overlapping, waste of time, 
energy, leadership and other resources be eliminated, and a comprehensive 
well balanced program of religious instruction, missionary, education, world 
service, devotion, evangelism expression, recreation and training be pro- 
vided. 

“(5) That with reference to the Young People in the Sunday School 
and other organizations working with the same age groups as the Ep- 
worth League all activities shall be under the direction of one group of 
officers and that these activities shall be grouped, for the time being, as 
outlined in the present Epworth League program and organization. 

“(6) Financial—That within the various age groups the various causes 
shall present their work and the money needed to support them shall be 
raiced and divided on the plan of the community chest in conjunction 
with the budget system. : 

“(7) On account of the high place of childhood and youth in mod- 
ern church and because of the work now being done in Christian educa- 
tion and expression, it is our conviction that the work among child- 
hood and youth can best be preserved by a continuation of the present 
field propram in the Church School and Epworth League.” 

WORLD SERVICE LOVE GIFT: I. Frank Roach reported for the 
special committee on World Service Love Gift as follows and it was 
adopted: van ; F 

“J. In view of the pressing missionary situation, we, members of 
the Southern California Annual Conference, challenge the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to lay at the feet of Jesus before October 31, 1924, 
a Special Sacrificial Love Gift sufficient to meet all outstanding obliga- 
tions and free the World Service Program of existing indebtedness. 
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“2 This challenge is to the task of raising an amount equal to at least 
one fourth of our last year’s World Service apportionment. 

“3° We heartily recommend the permanent underwriting of the World 
Service Program by the Every Member Canvass in every church.” 

The time for adjournment was fixed for 5:15.

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NEAR EAST RELIEF: L. A. Ferris presented the following resolu- 
tions concerning the Near East Relief embodying the action of the Gen- 
eral Conference, and it was adopted: 

“The General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church repeats 
its recommendation of Near East Relief for the continued work in sav- 
ing a generation of orphans and training them educationally, vocationally 
and morally for self-support, character and future leadership. 

“This is a valuable inter-denominal co-operation in international 
reconstruction and in practical missionary enterprise without sectarian 
propoganda. 

“The savings of the remnants of ancient Christian races and the es- 
tablishing of contacts between Eastern and Western Christianity is help- 
ing to prepare for the evangelization of neighboring religious groups. 

‘We approve the continued co-operation of our pastors, Sunday 
School Superintendents, editors and other officials with Near East Relief. 

“We commend to our churches and Sunday Schools an adequate ob- 
servance of International Golden Rule Sunday on December 7th, and 
urge the fullest possible co-operation with Near East Relief in this sacri- 
ficial appeal in the interests of World Amity, and of the denationalized 
orphans of the Near East.” 


DAVID AND MARGARET HOME: H. B. Clark read the follow- 
ing report of the Special Committee investigating the condition of the 
David and Margaret Home and it was adopted: 

“Resolved, that in view of the imperative need for a new building 
at the David and Margaret Home at La Verne owing to the extreme fire 
hazard, as recently pointed out by the Los Angeles fire warden and other 
investigators, to the Welfare Commission of Los Angeles County,. we 
therefore urge our pastors and laymen to lend every possible assistance 
to the Wowan’s Home Missionary Society of the Southern California 
Conference in their heroic efforts to begin the erection of their new and 
adequate building at the earliest possible moment.” 


WORLD SERVICE CREDIT: Conference Treasurer M. W. Beck- 
with moved that Willsie Martin, A. Ray Moore and E. E. Helms be con- 
stituted a committee to recommend action concerning certain correspond- 
ence between the World Service Office and the Treasurer of this Con- 
ference, and it was adopted.

(a) District Superintendents 
FRESNO DISTRICT 


In presenting this my final report as. District Superintendent of the 
Fresno District, 1 come with mingled feelings of triumph and regret. 
Of triumph when I look back over the achievements of the District during 
the past six years,—and of regret that the final report must be made at 
the close of a year so full of hardships and tragedies for the people of 
our splendid District. 

In a short time the Valley will again come into its own. 


Fresno—Grace San Joaquin 


The Fresno District, like ancient Gaul, is divided. This time the 
division is into two parts—the San Joaquin Valley and the Owens Valley— 
and the dividing line, one of the proud possessions of the District, is the 
highest range of peaks in the United States, the High Sierras containing 
Whitney and Williamson. To a student of economics a most interesting 

-contrast may be found in the complaints of the two sections against the 
form of tyranny they resent, and also an insight be given into present 
conditions. - 

In the San Joaquin Valley the past year has been a veritable night- 
mare to the farmer. First came the hoof and mouth disease. Then we 
had the reorganization of the Raisin Association. Every kind of pressure 
was brought to bear on the farmers to force every raisin grower into the 
association, and the financing was accomplished with tremendously heavy 
loans from the big chain banks. Now, according to the farmers, the 
entire proceeds from the crops with the exception of some two cents per 
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pound has been paid over to the banks, and the farmer has faced fore- 
closure, and seems hopelessly in the grasp of big finance. If a certain 
radical politician sweeps the valley this_year, it will be because the 
ordinarily conservative farmer feels that Big Business 1s working out a 
scheme to take his place at half its worth, and rob him of the fruit of 
his toil. The seeds of anarchy could ask no better soil in which to raise 
a crop of hatred and suspicion. 

Now on the other side of the range the cry is against the benumbing 
effects of that entering wedge of Socialism known as Municipal Owner- 
ship. Processes which individual residents of Los Angeles would never 
permit as individuals, have been carried on as their collective action 
until hatred, bitterness, and violence have resulted. 


As you must know, Los Angeles some years ago bought the rights 
to the water of the Owens River, and has been carrying it down to the 
city in the great aqueduct. But with increasing demands, additional rights 
to the water supplying individual farms have been bought, and their 
water diverted to Los Angeles, while the farms were allowed to turn 
again to desert. Had no one except the owner felt an interest in that 
farm the matter would have ended there, but such is not the case. 
Put yourself in the place of the man who had established his dental 
office, or his jewelry store, or built up the patronage of some other 
business only to find, that with no compensation to him, a great city, 
to serve its private ends, had laid waste the territory on which his: life 
depended and left him stranded,—put yourself in his place, and you will 
understand. When you add.to this the feeling that unfair methods 
have been used in acquiring these farms, it goads on the Valley resident 
against the huge ponderous thing called the Municipality until he will 
explode bombs near the aqueduct and drive offending agents from his 
midst in the hope of gaining some consideration from that heartless 
thing which represents a great and good people acting without a soul. 
When this, our most boasted social system, fails to do better than en- 
throned capitalistic greed has done across the range,—where then shall 
we look for help? 


“Bear ye one anothers burdens, and so fulfill the law of Chrsit” is 
not the cry of a dreamer, but the statement of a cosmic law made to fit 
creation’s masterpiece. Humanity can only reach its full best when life 
is spiritually interpreted. 

Now for some of the details of our District life. 


THE PERSONNEL: The District Cradle Roll bears four new 
names this year. How well the sound of William Warren Vandegriff, 
and Donald Clayton Kelsey bear out the dignity of the parsonages at 
Normal, (now Trinity) Fresno, and of Riverbend! Then Patricia Ann 
Trotter, and Lois Ardith Butterfield have snuggled deeply into the 
hearts of their proud parents at Merced and Sanger. 

At the beginning of the year we had only one confirmed bachelor 
left in the District. His preconference report however under the heading 
Personal Notations” bears the inscription written large-—‘“Married a fine 
girl.” Those of us who have visited the parsonage at Lemoore and met 


personally Mrs. J. Hunter Smith know that there is a splendid basis of 
fact for the inscription. 


Brother John H. Hodges, whom ive have been wont t

“Bishop of Owens Valley,” early in the year went down to our hospital 
in Los Angeles, and was treated for anoemia. He returned in August 
eB tee on oe 4 Sao when I held his fourth quarterly — 
lrerence a couple of weeks ago, h

o finer tribute could be paid to Brother Hod i 
: 3 D ges than the action of 
me oe in this emergency, They have supplied their church and sent 
e salary to their pastor and have provided a furnished home for him- 
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self and family to be used when he retires. That must be something 
like what James meant when he talked of faith showing itself in works. 
To their faith we would add our prayers that a year of rest will bring 
our brother back again into the service he loved. 

Twice this year the shadow over our parsonage homes has been 
that of death. In March, Mrs. G. W. Bruce, the wife of our pastor at 
Madera gave up the unequal struggle she had waged so valiantly, and 
went on to her coronation. 

In August Mrs. M. M. Rigby, the mother of Mrs. Lucas of Hanford, 
and herself the wife of a preacher, quietly passed over from this life to 
join her loved ones gone before. 


SUPPLY PASTORS: I do not know what Fresno District would 
do if we were deprived of our supply pastors. Some of these are retired 
brethren from Eastern Conferences. Others are Local Preachers. Among 
the retired men mention should be made of J. N. Munden, who took 
Byron Hovey’s place at Thomson Memorial, who has built, with the aid 
of this loyal people, a splendid little parsonage adjoining the church, and 
will no doubt see the entire cost paid this coming year, Don Allen, of 
whom mention has been made before—W. L. Jones, who is making a 
real charge out of Springville, A. W. Coffman, S. J.. Hughes, O. W. 
Mintzer, these are all men to whom honor is due. J. L. Ridgway of 
Corcoran, whose credentials as Elder, I hope, we will recognize this 
year, and his brother-in-law, J. E. Rector, of Alpaugh have both been 
zealous and efficient. Among Local Preachers, Harvey Bailey of Calwa, 
invited back for his ninth year is easily dean. W. H. Schmalle, a young 
banker of First Church, Fresno, and Brother J. W. McKean of the same 
church both have rendered fine service in this relationship. 

PROPERTY CHANGES: The crowning achievement in building 
enterprises this year was the opening of the Sunday School Unit of the 
new Grace Church, Fresno, enterprise. This structure, costing in the 
neighborhood of $25,000, located with the parsonage on the new lots on 
Balch Ave., is commanding the attention of one of the finest sections in 
Fresno. New life has come to the organization with the new equipment. 

Two churches this year have changed their names to Trinity. One 
of these, formerly the Normal Fresno, has paid the last of the indebted- 
ness on their lots, and is ready for the great future that is opening as 
they work toward a new plant which will fit among the fine residences of 
the intellectual center of the valley. Brother Vandegriff deserves high 
praise for his work,—but I believe both he and Dr. Marshall would wish 
me to state that the broadminded and sympathetic attitude of First 
Church together with their financial assistance have really made these 
successes possible. I do not know but what the action of both Trinity 
and Grace Churches is unusual in that they requested the District 
Superintendent to use his influence to secure the return of Brother 
Stevens to First Church, Brother Vandegriff to Trinity, and Brother 
Marshall to Grace. Evidently in the city churches of Fresno we have 
Three Hearts that beat as one! . 

Early in the Conference year, the Taft Church, built under the lead- 
ership of Brother Butterfield last year, was dedicated, Brother H. T.. 
Lewis tackling in an able manner the financial requirements of the case. 

The Visalia Church, under the leadership of Robt. E. Wright has 
remodelled their building and transformed the interior at a cost of nearly 
$4,000, most of which has been paid or is provided for in good subscrip- 
tions. 

San Joaquin Church, under the leadership of John G. Ross, has 
virtually completed a beautiful little church at a cost of $10,000 practically 
all provided for. 

Under the heading of property it will be interesting to record that 
by comparing the published minutes of 1918 with last years minutes 
the property value of Fresno District Churches has increased from $387.- 
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80,200,—or after subtracting the indebtedness, the net value has 
ghd, from $334,783 to $680,897. That is, it has more than doubled. 
No wonder the Fresno District has been a good place for young men. 
In the same time the parsonage value has jumped from $99,190 to $149,600. 
This increase in value is better understood when you consider that during 
this period twelve churches have been built, six social halls erected and 
six new parsonages added. This in itself would be enough to make up a 
District in some less vigorous sections, if you add to it Patterson, (which 
we gave to the California Conference in order that the County and 
Conference lines might coincide)—Newman, (where we gave both church 
and parsonage to the Latin American Mission for the great experiment 
Brother McCoombs is making to win the increasing Portugeese away 
from its atheism or blind idolatory to evangelical faith), and Mojave and 
Lancaster, (which we gave to the Pasadena District as the Tehachappi 
barrier shut them off from District affairs). 


SALARIES: By comparing the published figures of the 1918 minutes 
with those of 1923 it will be seen that the laymen of the Fresno District 
have appreciated the need for better salaries. In 1918 only one charge 
paid over $2000 and parsonage. The 1923 minutes show 15 charges 
reached that figure. In 1918 the average cash salary of the effective 
Conference man on the District was $1,166, in 1923 it was $1,743. House 
rent is to be added in both cases. During the same time the membership 
has increased from 7,286 to 8,738, to which should be added the churches 
given to other districts as stated above. 


From the pre-conference returns it is again evident that the Methodism 
of the San Joaquin Valley has not lost its evangelistic fervor, for the 
totals of the cards returned shows 320 received from probation, and 101 
from other denominations,—a total of 421 new to Methodism,—while the 
number received by transfer was 393. This sounds strange to some 
Southern California ears, which have grown accustomed to the monoton- 
ous refrain,—“Received by letter.” 


I wish I could be as optimistic in regard to the Centenary and World 
Service. The men again and again report that they will TRY to reach 
the apportionment,—but we should entertain no delusion on this account. 
The giving of our people has been heroic,—but where the people are 
many of them wondering how it will be possible to pull through this 
time of severest testing, and finance their farms until the new season 
brings the needed relief—while many of the pastors will report a shortage 
in their salaries,—while these are the conditions, in spite of the bravery, 
the sacrifice, the heroic effort of a splendid people we know the figures 
will record a shortage—although the Master looking on may say with 
a ring of triumph in His voice,—“They have done what they could.” 


In other years I have recorded the names of the pastors who have 
had signal success. To record faithfully the heroes of this year would 
be to call the roll of the effective elders of the District. Each man has 
faced his task. I know of no shirker in the lot. Our meetings have 
been times of fellowship. -Our discussions have been the outspoken 
deliverences of free men. To my successor I can promise one thing. It 
1s not so much loyalty to him as an official—but as I know the hearts 
of the men of the Fresno District, it ig LOYALTY TO THE MAN 
WHO STANDS FOR THE KINGDAM OF OUR LORD AND OF 
EELS CHRIST. To have stood side by side- with such men,—to have 
helped for six years to direct their energies to the successes they have 
achieved,—this will ever be the proudest experience of my life.

_ PASTORAL CHANGES: J. B. Soules, having rendered a distine- 
tive ministry at Maywood, wended his way East to secure additional 
educational training. Dr. Carlyle S. Schaeffer, in an outstanding way, 
has cared for the needs of this church. 

Grace Church, Long Beach, in the midst of a successful pastorate, 
suffered the loss of its pastor, Byron H. Wilson, to the District Super- 
intendency of the Seattle District. David F. Howe has supplied the 
pulpit. Steady progress and an enlarged vision for the future marks 
the close of the year. 

Huntington Park enjoys the distinction of having presented S. S. 
Sampson, its pastor, the funds and the time to visit four continents, to 
sail nine seas, to travel a distance equal to the circumference of the earth. 


EVANGELISM: The town crier with his lament that Pacific Coast 
Methodism is largely propagated by transfer of membership from else- 
where and that personal evangelism is not a burning passion with the 
average pastor needs to “Stop! Look! and Listen!” Eighty-six weeks 
were given by thirty-one churches to evangelistic services, many of the 
pastors doing their own evangelistic preaching. To the glory of God 
and the churches involved, 1,075 people found Christ and united with the 
church other than by transfer of membership, most of them by an 

initial confession of saving faith in the Redemptive Christ. 


CHURCH MEMBERSHIP: The total net increase in membership 
is 2,034. 2 mB B 


YOUTH AND THE EDUCATIONAL APPROACH TO TH 
KINGDOM: Religion to be caught must be taught. As wise Kingdom 
builders, we must ever devise new aids, and enter more completely into 
the educational teaching function of the church. 

We have received valuable assistance in our church schools from 
Jesse L. Corley, and in the Epworth League methods from A. Ray 
Moore. Our Church School Committee, John Oliver, chairman, held 
eleven rallies. Valuable enlistments for Church School teachers resulted 
from this campaign. 

Church Vacation Schools were conducted by fifteen churches. 

A distinctive feature of the Educational work of the Whittier Church 
was a Church Camp held Sept. 4, 5, 6, on the Institute grounds at the 
Pacific Palisades. Eighty-two members enrolled for classes. 

The net increase in the Church Schools for the year is 2,999. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE: We have for our Disrtict Officers of the 
Epworth League a splendid group of young folk of character and ability. 
At personal sacrifice, they visit the churches, bringing enthusiasm and 
inspiration to the host of Leaguers in our churches. 

The Epworth League Institue at Arroyo Grande deserves special 
mention. For spiritual tone and definite results the session this year 
was significant. Eleven young people pledged themselves to full-time 
service. One chose the ministry and one medical work in the Foreign 
Field. Others went out to support the pastors in their home churches. 

The net increase in League Membership for the year is 289. 


NEW WORK: Home Gardens, a rapidly growing community, has 
been entered and a splendid beginning has been made. A few years 
ought to find a thriving church and a full-time pastor. 
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At Davidson City, pioneer work is being done by J. E. Herrinton. 
A class has been organized. Steady and reliable development ought to 
continue in this promising field. 


NEW BUILDING ENTERPRISES: The new Church at Lanker- 
shim, costing $100,000, was completed early in the year. Dedicatory 
services were conducted December 9th. Great credit is due the pastor, 
Guy McBride, and his people for this notable achievement. The impaired 
condition of Mrs. McBride’s health compells Brother McBride to ask 
for leave of absence. 

East Long Beach Church, costing $82,000, was dedicated January 27th. 
Elmer C. Delaplain and his heroic band of people have builded worthy 
of the city, the church, and the Kingdom interests. 

Spaulding Church, of Virginia City, was dedicated May 25th. A. S. 
Spaulding, of Long Beach, gave three lots as a site. Mr. A. C. Parke, 
one of the trustees gave two additional lots. A building costing $3,400, 
later to be used as a parsonage, was erected and given to these people 
as a token of love from the other churches of Long Beach, through 
the leadership of the Methodist City Union of Long Beach. First Church 
also gave a check for $4,000 and Grace Church $1,000 to the Belmont 
Heights Church on its indebtedness. Henry Roissy, pastor of the 
Spaulding Church, has wrought faithfully throughout the enterprise. 

Sawtelle. Sunday August third, marked the dedication of the new 
church. The cost of this enterprise is about $40,000. The pastor, John 
Nicholson, deserves great credit. He has given this people a beautiful 
spiritual ministry for three years. 

Ocean Park. D. K. Burnham is splendidly leading his people in the 
erection of a $35,000 church. They now occupy the first floor, and 
expect to complete the enterprise the coming year. 

Simi, under the admirable leadership of Ralph H. Lee is building a 
church costing $36,000. This task completed will record one of the most 
significant building achievements of the Conference. 

Grace Church, Santa Monica. Warren C. McIntire has given this 
church a fruitful ministry for five years. Constant change to meet the 
growing conditions have been in order here. This year $7,000 has been 
spent in remodelling the auditorium to better house the growing con- 
gregations. 

Santa Barbara. 7,500 has been spent by Samuel Hughes and his 
people in providing Church School rooms and equipment to take care 
of the immediate demand of this growing church. 

Shaw Mission. A few colored brethren of Watts, under the leader- 
ship of O. S. Stout, aided by A. P. Shaw, the princely preacher of Wesley 
Church, Los Angeles, have builded and paid for a church home costing 
$2,100. This task represents heroic sacrifice. 

Compton. W. A. Jennings and his people are enjoying a most 
prosperous condition of church life. The church has been beautified inside 
and outside at a cost of $4,200. They are now engaged in the erection 
of a Church School building costing $15,000. 

Roscoe. L. C. Elver first led this people in the building of an out- 
of-doors pergola auditorium for summer months and is now engaged in 
the erection of a church costing about $16,000. 

Venice. Samuel Van Pelt has given this church real leadership. The 
growth of the present year has been so marked that the erection of a 
Church School building costing $7,500, is almost completed. 

Seal Beach. Chas A. Macnamara, a veteran in able leadership, with 
a very limited membership, has built a scoial hall costing $1,500. 

Maywood. A Church School addition, costing $1,500 was built to 
relieve the congested condition of this thriving church. 

: Segundo, led by Archie D. Butters, has purchased a new site 
for a church at a cost of $3,600. ‘ i

the life of the church from center to. circumference. A campaign for 
$112,650 to meet immediate demands in the way of building improve- 
ments was launched and successfully completed. More than 500 members 
were received into the church this year. A net gain of 561 was made in 
the Church School. The Missionary gifts through all organizations 1s 
about $47,000. As a practical mark of esteem in which the pastor is 
held, they increased the salary a thousand dollars, then for good measure 
increased the salary of all the pastoral staff. 

Paso Robles. ~L. O. Bostwick has succeeded in getting $13,000. in 
reliable subscriptions in the initial campaign of their new church building 
program. 


PARSONAGES: Belmont Heights, Long Beach, purchased for its 
pastor, Chas. D. Lewis, a beautiful.new home at a cost of $10,500. 

Santa Paula, at an expenditure of $10,000, has built one of the finest 
modern parsonages in our Conference. H:> H. Stranberg is the happy 
and successful pastor. 


Lompoc, at a cost of $500, has greatly improved the parsonage 
comforts. H. S. Putnam is having a delightful pastorate. ;

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


I hereby express my appreciation of the organization, the record made 
and help extended me by my pace making predecessor, Byron H. Wilson. 

In the words of Dr. M. P. Burns, our Secretary for Cities, “Los 
Angeles is the greatest Mission Field in the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 
May I reinforce the statement by one from Bishop Burns: “Christianity 
has never yet claimed one great city for its own.” 

{rs. Bishop Bashford and Mrs. T. S. Urenn, both of whom had 
long experience as “mistress of the manse,” passed to their reward early 
in the year. Ernest Cole, son of our pastor at Gardena, an active Chris- 
tian young man, and Julia Ellen Carroll, daughter ot Brother and Sister 
P. P. Carroll, of York Boulevard Church, a teacher of high. culture, a 
musician of great promise, and a radiant Christian spirit, were also called. 

New life blossomed in the homes of Roy Beals at Westland, C. O. 
Kimball at Highland Park, and Don S. Ford at South Main Street. 

After achieving the notable victory at Echo Park, where the beauti- 
ful new church was dedicated in January, on which over $31,000 has been 
paid, W. C. Botkin and wife took a long holiday, attending the World’s 
Sunday School Convention, and visiting the Holy Land. 

Our msot important institution is the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Its problems are sufficient to daunt any but followers of the 
adventurous Christ. Comparatively few of the 10,659 registrations of 
the last collegiate year are students whose hours outside of class are 
under University regulation, and this gives rise to many complications, 
the difficulties and delicacy of which are not realized by many of our 
conscientious and devoted people. Every effort is made to foster and 
provide religious activities and to keep the tone of life such as should 
characterize a Methodist University. 

The Methodist Hospital is doing a great work. In this city where 
bootleg religions abound, with their side lines of “healing,” it is good 
that our Methodist women maintain a great hospital wherein sane muinis- 
trations and the use of God’s methods of hygiene, surgery, careful nurs- 
ing and Good Samaritan care may be given to the sick and the wounded 
in the name of the Great Physician. 

The Pacific Palisades, organized by and reporting to this Conference, 
. has gained a large place in the life of Southern California. 

We now have four notable missionary enterprises, viz: 

The Plaza Center (Latin American Mission), Goodwill Industries, 
Grace Church, with its community program, and the Church of All Na- 
tions, where for seven years G. Bromley Oxnam has wrought, making 
bricks without straw, or at least making them without any building in 
which to shelter either the bricks or the making. Each of these enter-

prises receives Home Mission support; each is doing commendable work 
in salvaging human beings. The Plaza and the Church of All Nations 
have been commended to our people for funds; each is failing to reach 
efficiency for lack of buildings. The situation is a tragedy. Efforts 
have been made to entice away from the Church of All Nations its Na- 
tive Son leader, G. Bromley Oxnam, but the lure of our own field has 
held him. I am not ready to propose a plan but I am sure in some 
way we ought to unify our social service efforts in the center of the city. 

Progress in providing for the needs of the people is marked in new 
buildings. Annandale, under G. A. Porter, completed the new church 
ae Bishop Leonard dedicated it April 6th, 1924. It occupies a great 

eld. 

York Boulevard, P. P. Carroll, pastor, rebuilt and enlarged at an 
expenditure of $17,000; and built a parsonage, $4,000 

At Sunnyside, a vital strategical location, Luther A. Rice and his 
gifted wife have succeeded in the impossible and a new Sunday School 
and Community House will be dedicated October 28th by Bishop Burns. 

Haven Church has been born again; the old building sold; the 
Traveler building moved; a new site purchased on South Normandie and 
65th St., and a tabernacle erected. 

Crescent Heights, under F. J. Seaman’s leadership, is building, and a 
Sunday School whose classes meet in various rooms of the parsonage, in 
a garage, in tents, under trees, and in automobiles, will fill the buildings 
overflowingly as soon as they are permitted to occupy it. 

Euclid Heights, which participates with Grace in the peculiar diffi- 
culties of a shifting population and incoming foreigners and Jews, has 
nevertheless paid up their debt; a new lot extending to the nearby street 
has been purchased; alterations made in the building, and it has been 
completed, the sum of $7,650 haying been expended. 

At Gardena, E. B. Cole has brought four years aggressive work to 
a climax in the securing of all lots in the block save two; the City has 
vacated the alley; $17,000 of nearly $50,000 subscriptions taken in March 
has been collected; plans for the first unit of an adequate plant have 
been adopted and the people are ready to build. : 

Calvary Church was dedicated on March 16th, pastor W. E. Edgin 
managing finances successfully. It has already outgrown its quarters 
and needs more room. Its financial operations this, its first year, have 
reached $4,500. 

Other churches on the threshold of building are Vermont Square, 
Wilshire, and Arlington Heights. John Wesley Neely, at Vermont 
Square, has worked out the problems and has a united church behind a 
program which will expend $175,000 when the plant is fully completed. 
Benjamin Sherwood Haywood has led Wilshire in planning a building 
and enlarging program in the same amount, and work has begun. O. W. 
Reinius is wrestling with the peculiar difficulties at Arlington Heights. 
A new site has been purchased at Eighth Avenue and 23rd Street, and 
building will soon begin. 

Building programs are under discussion at First Church, Hollywood, 
and University Church. 

New ee noes have been procured at Melrose Avenue, G. I. R. 
Lawrence, pastor; Santa Barbara Avenue, J. N. Ashley, pastor and York 
Boulevard, P. P. Carroll pastor. ' 

At First Church, under E. E. Helms, the congregations overflow into 
annex rooms served by radio. The morning sermons are broadcasted 
by the Los Angeles Times to the great advantage of our Methodism. 
Its World Service contribution reaches the immense sum of $23,000, and 
during E. E. Helm’s pastorate nearly 2,300 members have been received, 
The budget of First Church carried the enormous sum of $70,660.06 this 
year, apart from the building fund. It is the greatest church in Metho- 
dism and its leader is big enough for the job. 
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South Main Street, led by Don S. Ford, is paying off the debt upon 
the community house. : mete: 

Thomas Grice, that magnet for men, has a hive of activities at San 
Pedro impossible even to enumerate here. j , ; : 

At Garvanza, W. W. Kaler is managing the financial situation with 
rare skill. ’ = a ‘ 4 

At Florence Avenue, J. E. Ferris goes up winningly against a big 
debt, with a flock, feeble financially, but strong in love for the work and 
for the pastor. 

Ray C. Harker’s steady aggressive work at West Adams commands 
the respect of the strong business men in his congregation, and a new 
community house may be expected in the near future. , ..: 

Normandie Avenue people have adorned the interior of their building, 
also seating it with opera chairs. 

Stephenson Avenue has a similar achievement. 

One of our most successful, best organized church is Wesley, where 
A. P. Shaw towers among his brethren in pulpit ability and wise leader- 
ship. 3 

The conditions in Los Angeles are such that heroism is developed in 
every pastor, and in every church which responds to the leadership of 
these men of God, and I here record that every pastor on the District 
has diligently and faithfully, and in many instances with super intelli- 
gence, endeavored to master the problems which throng our field. 

To meet the shift of population during the past few years, our 
people have built Calvary, Bethel, Westland, Woodcrest, Santa Barbara 
Avenue, Chesterfield Square, and are now building Crescent Heights. 
Nevertheless, an immense gap stretches from Santa Monica Boulevard to 
Washington Avenue, wherein west of Western Avenue the only attempt 
we are making is at Larchmont Heights; a tiny church in a tabernacle 
building, located in the heart of the moving picture studios, where A. W. 
Lamport literally fell at his post on the last Sunday of the Conference 
year. In the territory mentioned here, there are from 100,000 to 200,000 . 
of the best American people; it would -take $20,000 to $100,000 to secure 
a building-site. And we have no money. During the year, we have sur- 
veyed some locations, e.g., City Terrace, Belvedere Gardens, and the 
territory on Western Avenue, South of Manchester. 


Some very serious problems, involving the very existence of each 
church, are found where splendid pastors face great odds, at Pico Heights, 
with its sparse constituency; Mount Olive, with unique difficulties; Ar- 
lington Heights, where for many years we have maintained services in a 
dwelling house on a site where we were not financially able to build; 
Stephenson Avenue, a tiny building where R. T. Simpson, a local preacher 
with English Wesleyan and Oxford training, has done notable work this 
year; Larchmont Heights, almost stifled by the moving picture “studios”; 
Moneta, with its generation long struggle; the Church of All Nations, 
which must soon build or die; Harbor City, where alone on the District 
the community has not partaken of the growth in population, but where 
W. L. Summers has done good work; and Melrose Avenue, almost 
crushed by the failure of the Wesley Foundation drive. We need a half 
peer dollars for use in this city immediately and lacking it we are 
osing. 

We are doing our best to meet the exigencies of the incoming crowd 
of people, as attested by Bethel, Haven, Calvary, Sunnyside, Culver City, 
Crescent Heights, et al., but by the time we have the building up, we 
have outgrown it, while our available resources have not increased. 

How to “man” the work is also a puzzle. Our pastors are able men; 
not a shirker among them. They go up against the most desperate 
problems with a song and a cheer. They serve on small wages; more 
than 20 of them receiving from $1,500 and house downwards; few of them 
well paid. Meanwhile, the city life consumes men rapidly.

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EVANGELISM: Dr. Guy Black visited us and spent two or three 
days telling us how to set up the program of Personal Evangelism. Some 
pastors carried it out successfully, Pastors Ford, Monkman, Cole, Wim- 
berly, Simpson, Kimball, Wagner, Ferris, Nicholson, and Porter, held 
evangelistic meetings, while at First Church the great Gypsy Smith meet- 
ings carried on in power and usefulness for more than six weeks with 
results computable only in eternity. 


_ LADIES’ AID SOCIETIES: The Ladies Aid Societies of the Dis- 
trict have federated and function usefully. Through this organization, 
the Club Room of our San Pedro Church was furnished for the sailors 
and other good work has been done. 


SUPERINTENDENTS’ COUNCIL: I have served as Chairman of 
the Interdenominational Superintendents’ Council, which is also the 
Comity Committee of the State Church Federation. We are endeavoring 
to cooperate and present over churching and unholy rivalry in establish- 
ing churches in this day of crying need-in the city. 


LOS ANGELES CITY MISSIONARY SOCIETY: This modest 
but highly useful Society will present its report as usual. We hope to 
advance in maintenance money until no full time pastor shall be asked to 
serve for less than $1,500 and house, and to secure a Revolving Fund 
wherewith to purchase needed sites. 

WORLD SERVICE: Reports will show that the pastors and 
Sais have been faithful in passing from the Centenary to the World 

ervice. 


SPECIALLY APPOINTED: Los Angeles District includes among 
its specially appointed ministers several professors in the University; and 
some Conference servants whose faithful toil is fruitful and effective. A. 
Ray Moore, loved by our young people; W. M. Jeffers, carrying the work 
for the aged ministers; J. L. Corley, invaluable in bringing our Bible 
Schools up to high efficiency; W. H. Fry, Area Secretary, and J. B. 
Green, Treasurer, well beloved and honored above all as our only sur- 
viving charter member, are all useful and diligent. 


STATISTICS: Despite the continued attrition of a “traveling mem- 
bership,” the District reports a gain in membership of 2,576; World Ser- 
vice more than $93,000. We have paid on debts $129,015; and for new 
eerie $170,768; while the churches have increased pastors’ salaries 
$15,750 


EPWORTH LEAGUES are doing a fine work. The two institutes 
at Pacific Palisades, winter and summer, were inspirational and educa- 
tional in high degree. The Annual Convention at San Pedro gave a 
powerful impulse to aggressive work. : 


SUGGESTIONS: In Los Angeles 29 years ago, we had one Metho- 
dist for every twenty-five people; now, one for every fifty. Meanwhile, 
our harbor of Los Angeles has become the second in the United States 
in water borne tonnage; surpassed only by New York. Our district is an 
imperial city already influencing the globe. We must save it. 

Adverse facts do not discourage us. Our Christ pitted a dozen men 
against a whole world; if there were no obstacles, the church would not 
be needed. Invisible forces are at our command. “Greater is he that is 
in you than he that is in the world.” But facing these odds, we may 
well plead for a united, intelligent Methodism; for a Methodism which 
shall plan an advance, and in which there shall be aroused the enthusiasm 
of a crusade. , 

We propose to get behind the Conference Claimants Fund and make 
such provision for the old age of our men that young men can afford to 
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fling themselves into the consuming battle in the city without thought 
of more than a living wage. 

- These young men are our precious assets. Jam told that 14 student 
preachers from the University of Southern California have gone East to 
school this autumn. We must see that they come back, and that they 
take their places in the line, for we need them. They are of this re- 
markable generation, whose psychology is so strange to us. Time in its 
fateful movement will break the contact of every one of us with this 
generation; but the young men can interpret their age; they will solve 
its apparently insoluable problems and carry the cross of Jesus forward 
to victory. We must bring them back and provide for their sustenance 
after the fierce pressure of modern life has squeezed out their vitality and 
flung them in the scrap heap. : 

In the name and by the cross of the Adventuring Christ, let us go 


up and take this City!

PASADENA DISTRICT 


In the past six years I have been in perils of committees from 
churches, in perils of disappointed preachers; twenty-three times have I 
suffered blow-outs in tires and self-control; numberless times have I 
been the victim’ of punctures in casings and self-esteem; seven times 
have I run out of gas, not in the pulpit, but on the highway; twice was 
I held up after midnight on lonely stretches; many times have I been 
beaten—by the other superintendents in cabinet skirmishes; ninety-one 
times have I been a sacrifice to pot-roast church dinners; seventeen times 
have I been arrested for my head-lights, and more often for my tail- 
light, and for every other part between, as of the wheels; at this hour 
hangs heavy a suspended sentence over my head; once I married a couple 
and the bride seized my hand, instead of the groom’s and held it through- 
out the ceremony; besides the care of all the churches. 


Paul was a great District Superintendent. He said, “I know how 
to abound and how to be abased.” 


DEATHS: Mrs. Harcourt W. Peck, A. C. Gonzales, H. J. Christ and 
S. J. Carroll started upon the Great Adventure this year. Mrs. Peck was a 
devoted missionary worker. H. J. Crist as a sweet spirited pastor’s 
backer in South Pasadena. S. J. Carroll will be missed for his states- 
manship in the church and enthusiasm for the faith of the fathers. A. C. 
Gonzales brought four of the young men entering the Conference this 
morning, into the ministry. 


MEMBERSHIP: There were 12,886 full members on the Pasadena 
District six years ago. We now have 19,438. Last year the member- 
ship was 17,244. ‘Our net gain for the year has been 2,142, or 13%. 

Our pastors have received 1,175 probationers into full membership. 
The number of conversions is many more. The pastors, who have re- 
joiced in the largest number of conversions and, have received the greatest 
number from probation, are: Merle N. Smith, 94; Henry I. Rasmus, 67;

CHURCH SCHOOL: 10,896 young people have been in the Sab- 
bath schools of the District each week. This is not the enrollment, but 
the average attendance. ; 

The total enrollment is 22,000. Modern educational plants have been 
built at Monrovia, Highland, Holliston Avenue, First Pasadena, Pacific 
Avenue, Glendale. ; 

The largest Church School is First Pasadena with an average attend- 
ance of 864. Glendale follows hard after with 669. Then follows: Hollis- 
ton Avenue with 534; First Pomona, 503; South Pasadena, 500. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE: Our young people are accepting the new 
regime of correllating their work with all the other young people’s activi- 
ties in a splendidly loyal way. In many of our churches the new order 
is in full swing. 

We have had 1,588 young people in our expressional activities each 
Sunday night; for this is the average attendance. 

Our young people registered the highest at the Institute. About the 
only things they did not carry off were the ball game and the grounds. 


WOMEN’S WORK: The Women’s Foreign Missionary Society 
Pasadena District delegate to the National Meeting, brought home the 
banner for the greatest increase in junior membership. We have a total 
membership in all departments in Pasadena District of 5,579 and in money 
$26,458. Two new missionaries go out from this District this year. 

In the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, Pasadena District leads 
in membership with 3,145; also in value of supplies, $4,296. 
de The largest local auxiliary in Methodism is First Church Pasadena,

SALARIES: The pastor’s salaries six years ago aggregated $74,158. 
The year just closing, our pastors have received $129,000. Where six 
years ago there were three pastors receiving $2,500 and house or more, 
we now have nineteen. Of these, twelve receive $3,000 and parsonage or 
more. Six receive $3,600 and parsonage. 


DEBTS: Our buildings and membership and Church Schools and 
oranges and nuts however are not the only things that have grown. Our 
debts have developed also. The total District indebtedness six years ago 
was $120,349. We now boast of $460,740 in healthy debts. However we 
are comforted by one thing: a debt sometimes shows vision! 


NEW PROJECTS: We owe our baby church on the District to a 
preacher of the Detroit Conference, W. B. Collins, who for the time forgot 
that he was retired. He recommended a friend, George L. Durr, who 
motored across the continent to Montrose, and saw, where there was 
naught but gravel and greasewood, a city which had foundations. Collins 
and Durr put up five dollars on a corner lot, let the contract the same day 
for a $1,500 bungalow chapel, and in three weeks Henry I. Rasmus 
dedicated the structure. It holds the record for quick action. Glendale 
First Church largely financed it. It now has fifty-six members and a 
Sunday School of a hundred. 

John Barnhart and his people dedicated their new $50,000 church in 
the winter. The work reveals an artist within and without. These people 
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raised the World Service quota before they attacked their own proposi- 
tion. 

George A. Berry has gathered together seventy young people into a 
Sunday School and Epworth League at Rosemead. They were granted 
the beautiful new school auditorium for the services. A new society was 
organized the first Sabbath in September. Berry is a real pioneer. 


Paint has transformed the outside of Lincoln Avenue, and religion and 
Charles Coke Woods are brightening up the inside. 

The new $70,000 plant at Monrovia is a thing of beauty and utility, 
This is now one of the best equipped churches on the District for a for- 
ward program. Harry Shepherd shines in erecting and financing new 
enterprises. 

Pacific Avenue, Glendale, is finishing a commodious new School an- 
nex. It will house an increase of four hundred and furnish a social center 
for the community. H. C. Mullen’s face is like that of Moses when he 
came down out of the mountain. 

At the beginning of the year F. G. Watson was informed by an offi- 
cial of his board that a program was unnecessary. Watson said, “Yes, I 
have no program.” Forthwith this informant offered $3,000 toward a 
new parsonage. The pastor is in the parsonage today and more than a 
hundred new people are in the church. 

John E. Beery and his Mountain Viewers have done something be- 
side looking at the mountains the past year. They have wrestled with 
real estate men and lawyers and architects and other powers of lights and 
darkness for twelve months. At last the contract is let and the new 
church will soon rise in Temple, the new town a mile south. The town- 
site people gave two lots and $7,500 cash to help move the people as 
well as the church. It will soon be an accomplishment, instead of a 
dream. 

First Glendale has purchased a lot adjoining the present property, 
valued at $16,000 for a new educational building. First Redlands has 
raised $40,000 for a similar new structure. 

Baldwin Park has a new church approaching completion. It will cost 
$35,000, and is located on the civic center. Oliver Saylor has everything 
in ship-shape. 

If persistency and energy bring things to pass, J. M. Ocheltree and 
all of Lancaster will soon have the first unit of their new plant. They 
are turning the prickly desert into pears, the pears into piety, and the 
piety into property. 

R. I. McKee went to Montebello to build a new church. He seemed 
to think it meant building it on the inside, and went to work and received 
over a hundred of new members. At the same time they have paid off 
$3,000 on the new boulevard location. 

W. C. Buckner has performed a miracle and moved not only a church 
building without damage, stone by stone, but also a congregation without 
the loss of any. And what a church it is! The banks rate it at half a 
million. A new educational plant is joined by cloister to the main audi- 
torium. 

First Church, Alhambra, has exchanged its property, with the old 
wrecks on it, for a fine new acreage just one square east on the same 
Main street. Plans for a new $125,000 institution are approved and the 
~ sound of the hammer you will soon hear will not be of knocking, but of 
building. 

Pasadena District and Merle N. Smith were exceedingly sorry that 
First Church Pasadena was not ready to entertain Conference. The new 
cathedral is in the form of a Maltese Cross, with executive offices, chapel, 
educational and recreational departments whorled about the artistic beau- 
tiful and loftily devotional auditorium, at the heart. This church has a 
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tendency to put the right things at the heart. Little wonder Merle N. 
Smith rejected a Bishopric for such a pastorate! : : 

That old-time District Superintendent, Paul, said, “By faith . . . the 
elders obtained a good report.” He might have also said, “By the faith 
of the pastors and people the elders obain a good report.” 

Every church built is cemented together by the blood of the pastor. 
That is why it has become an aphorism, that a preacher who builds a 
new church moves at the next Annual Conference.

The parsonage is now the best 
house on the street, and the church and Sunday School are alive with 
interest and people. :

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 


The Superintendent of the San Diego District presents herewith a 
resume of the year’s work in the fifty-three charges that are included 
in the Area over which he has supervision. 

On July 9th about dusk a most shocking and very nearly fatal auto- 
mobile accident befell J. Crawford Trotter, our Pastor at Santa Fe 
Springs. Through the wise care of the attending physicians no per- 
manent disability will be suffered by our brother. “I am practically well 
now,’ is his happy reply to those who extend their sympathy. 


NEW PROJECTS: One of the outstanding achievements of the year 
was the erection of our beautiful and commodious church in Elsinore at 
a cost of $39,000. Harry Branton has as nearly done the impossible as 
any man on the District. With a church membership, which was a year 
ago less than one hundred, he has constructed and equipped a building 
on the main business street of Elsinore that is the pride of that thriving 
and world renowned health resort. A new $6,000-pipe organ has been 
contracted for. The salary for next year has been increased $600. 

Trinity ‘Church, San Diego, Daniel Dundas, pastor, has not only 
begun but almost completed one of the most churchly buildings in the 
entire District. Too much cannot be said of the daring and enterprise of 
this congregation. The church will cost approximately $40,000 when 
finished and completely furnished. Our church at Otay has been joined 
to the Trinity organization and is to be sold soon, the proceeds to go 
toward paying the indebtedness. Bishop Burns will dedicate on Sunday 
morning, November 2. $300 increase in salary is promised. 

Fairmont, San Diego, under the wise and energetic leadership of 
Wm. M. Harkness is in the midst of a building enterprise. One of the 
' very best structures in San Diego is in progress. The cost will be be- 
tween $40,000 and $45,000. 

Santa Fe Springs, J. Crawford Trotter, Pastor, has completed a com- 
munity service building known as the Keck Memorial Epworth Hall. 
Hundreds of men have found the Hall a hospitable place and the Pastor 
a worthy friend. The remaining indebtedness is $3,700. Negotiations are 
now in progress for the sale of the Buena Park property which will 
reduce the indebtedness of Santa Fe Springs by nearly one half. The 
salary was increased this year $800. 

Fallbrook, F. P. Morgan, Pastor, has accomplished a very commendable 
enterprise in the erection of a new parsonage at the cost of $3,825. Nearly 
the full amount has been subscribed and an increased salary promised.

Twenty-seven of our churches engaged in an aggregate of 58 weeks of 
special services, with 543 conversions. | ; 

Along with the so-called evangelistic work there has been developing, 
more and more, the Religious Education Movement. Carl C. Seitter is 
doing a most commendable work as a Director of Religious Education in 
our First Church of San Diego, as is James Hughes at Santa Ana First 


Church, and Mary B. Fiddick at Orange. 
J. L. Corley through his office and his own presence with us on the 
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District has been a constant inspiration. Thirty-three Sunday Schools 
report an increase of 1,530, while seven show a decrease of 303. In eleven 
of our church communities there have been held sessions of the Church 
Vacation Schools with a combined average daily attendance of 1,119. 
The most largely attended school was at Fullerton where the average 
was 225. Riverside followed with 150. ; : 

Under this head it is especially fitting to mention the work done in 
this District under the department of Evangelism of our Home Mission 
Board. Through the presence and leadership of Dr. Geo. B. Dean and 
Dr. Guy Black there was conducted in many of our churches a Campaign 
of Evangelistic Visitation. The layman in many instances co-operated 
and have become so enthusiastic that they are asking for a like campaign 
next year. Dr. A. Earl Kernahan of Boston is coming to us about the 
Easter time, and will set up campaigns in such centers as Riverside, San 
Diego, and possibly Santa Ana. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK: A. Ray Moore, as Conference Life

ARIZONA MISSION DISTRICT 


Death has entered but one of our homes during the year, W. C. 
Miller, whose memorial was read vesterday. . 

The Arizona Mission Disrtict, comprising as it does the entire State 
of Arizona and the Eastern part of Southern California, is larger than 
the combined Episcopal Areas of Boston, Washington, New York, Phila- 
delhpia and Pittsburg. One third of the Area of the state lies north of 
the main line of the Santa Fe Railroad and through this northern third, 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado winds its silent and majestic way.. 
Beginning with Needles in California, the hottest place in America, we 
will journey along this line of railroad and catch a glimpse of the church 
es of the old Santa Fe Trail, the first artery of travel to the Golden 
tate. 


Needles is a railroad division, a shifting population. The ill feeling 
engendered by the strike of several years ago still remains. We have a 
fairly good plant, deeply in debt, and too heavy for the small membership 
to carry. J. L. Hurlburt, with the aid of moving pictures and by a fine 
personal touch in the community, has succeeded in getting a better name 
for the church. Sidewalks and other improvements. have been made the 
past year and some $1,800 paid on the old debt. 

In May, the principal mines of Oatman closed, the people scattered to 


the four winds and we were compelled to transfer J. V. Bennett to 
Williams. ; 


Last Conference, Thos. H. Dodd was returned to Kingman for the 
tenth year. This quiet, unassuming man has had a great part in the 
religious life of this people for a hundred miles about. During the nine 
years, he gave 279 letters to churches in Southern California. When our 
First Church in Los Angeles was built, $30,000 was given by former. 
Kingman church people and many of the best workers in many a South- 
land church were trained in Kingman and elsewhere in-Arizona. An open- 
ing coming in Los Angeles in April Brother Dodd was given the pastorate 
and Frank S. Williams, fresh from Boston, has taken Kingman. ; 

Ash Fork is typical of the changed conditions in Arizona. Whiskey 
row, with its gambling and prostitution, was the most prominent thing. 
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The old Methodist Church stood across the street from these dens of 
vice. Drunken cowboys used to bet with one another they could hit the 
Dell on the church and being rather unsteady in aim, they shot away 
the doors and windows and perforated the whole front so that the interior 
was unfit for worship. Then, a Scotchman came to town. He was from 
old First Church, Los Angeles, and angered by the desecration of God’s

he put the old church on skids, and while the drunken saloon men 
decided ae jeered and said they would drive the Methodist Church into 
hell, the building was pulled to a location opposite the Harvey House 
and there it stands today with religious services held regularly. Brother 
Watson has given the tenderest care to the old building and he has seen 
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the community change from the old to the new. In traveling 30,000 
miles I have seen but two drunken men. : 

Williams and Grand Canyon was served until March by W. T. Loomis. 
On acount of heart trouble, brought on by the high altitude, he was 
compelled to give up the work and was assigned by Bishop Leonard to 
the new church in Phoenix, hereafter to be known as Garfield. Williams 
has had many removals and our work through the years has been up and 
down. Our services have been maintained when all other religious or- 
ganizations ceased their efforts, and as loyal a crowd of folks found any- 
where stay by the job. 

Flagstaff has had a Methodist Presbyterian Federated Church for 
eight years. It’s a real success. Pastors alternate. Presbyterians now 
have their innings and H. F. Softly is pastor, A new community plant 
with gymnasium and Sunday School rooms is in process.of erection. The 
cost will be $30,000. More money for missionary purposes has been 
raised in the past eight years than in all the forty years previous. Now a 
living wage is paid to the pastor. No missionary money is wasted. The 
people are happy. 

O. L. Enyeart has given faithful service in the difficult railroad center 
at Winslow. 

‘Holbrook has had no regular pastor for two years. Our membership 
has been small.and the going difficult. Recently, a Community Church 
was organized, which has captured the town. Gilbert Loveland, long 
with the Sunday School Board, is acting as pastor. We hope to tie this 
new organization to our church. The Methodist ritual services are used 
in administering Communion to people of all creeds and faiths. A Mor- 
man woman is the pianist, a Catholic is soloist, and when the Catholic 
priest holds services in the town, the Methodist preacher is accompanist 
for the Catholic singer. 

Clarkdale and Jerome lie fifty miles South of the Santa Fe main 
line.. The mines are in Jerome and the smelters at Clarkdale, five miles 
below. One thousand dollars would help Clarkdale complete her audi- 
torium and then she would have a very modern church building. B. C. 
Brewster has given two years of earnest service. Jerome, perched on 
the side of the mountain, has magnificent schools and streets are being 
paved and new enterprises coming. The city in straightening a street 
will take a third of the old Methodist Church. Christians of all faiths are 
working in the church organization. It is one of the liveliest churches in 
the State and the people have a mind to build. Plans are being drawn, 
and a new church will arise next year. J. T. Black, a United Brethren 
preacher, has been invited back and his salary increased. With only a 
few Methodists, the World Service giving is from $400 to $500 per year. 


Two years ago, E. N. Askey exchanged with O. M. Andrews, com- 
ing from Centralia, Washington, to Prescott, with the hope that his 
soldier boy, wounded and gassed in France, might be benefitted. The 
altitude was too great and the mother and son have had to live in Southern 
California, Brother Askey has kept at the task at Prescott. The giving 
for World Service is increased over last year.. This is the mother 
church in Arizona, 


In the favored Salt River Valley, Methodism has eight organizations 
which have about half the membership of the entire District. Mormon- 
ism outnumbers us by thousands. The finest temple, outside of Utah, is 
being built at Mesa and already Mormonism has four stakes or churches 
in that city. Our own Methodism is struggling under the shadow of this — 
giant and has made but little progress in the past five years. We should 
have means for building and equipping a great educational and recrea- 
tional center. Brother W. H. Zook has rendered valiant service. ‘ 

Tempe is the seat of the State Normal. There is an enrollment of - 
550 in the school. One-third are Methodists. Our church with parsonage. 
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adjoins the campus and is one of the great opportunities in the west for 
a constructive program. E. D. Raley has labored diligently for three 
years. 


_ Chandler is the Mecca of the rich tourists of the east for a mild 
winter climate. Here is a great hotel, scores of new bungalows for guests 
are being built, but our church is a temporary structure. Frank Speck 
has established the name of Methodism in the community. The educated 
and cultured class of folks of all denominations are coming to us. Salary, 
which has been pitifully small, has been increased four hundred dollars 
for next year. 

Gilbert, the center of rich irrigated lands, has had a good year under 
J. A. Crouch. The illness of Brother Crouch during the year and the 
continued illness of Mrs. Crouch, makes necessary the retirement of this 
noble couple. Brother Crouch has given 36 years to the ministry in 
Arizona. To tell the story of the years of service of this man would take 
many pages, but this is it briefly summarized: Churches organized, twelve, 
twelve Sunday Schools and six Epworth Leagues, built six churches and 
two parsonages, eight years chaplain of the penitentiary at Yuma (men 
converted in the penitetinary are now preaching the Gospel). Initiated 
the first local option campaign in Arizona.- In 1909 appointed Missionary 
to the Yuma Indians. He built the mission church and parsonage and 
for thirteen years gave himself to this great work. During this time, he 
built a church at Bard for white people and for twelve years served as 
pastor. 

The church at Glendale is meeting the needs of the community. 
Brother Imel has given a year of outstanding service and his wife, an 
expert in Junior League work, though very ill and in the hospital for 
roe weeks, has performed miracles with the boys and girls and young 
people. 

Creighton, a country church two miles East of Phoenix, had a great 
revival under the pastor, T. J. Hamilton, assisted by H. B. Ireland, 
Evangelist. Over fifty people were added to the church. 

Garfield Church in Phoenix, organized the first of April, now has 
ninety members and has acquired four large corner lots with a house, 
where it is hoped, during the coming year, to erect a Sunday School plant. 
There is a great future before this church. W. T. Lomis has served it 
since April. 

In March, Bishop Leonard opened the new Sunday School and Edu- 
cational building of First Church, Phoenix, which had been erected at a 
cost of $30,000. The auditorium and basement of the old structure has 
been renovated and First Church now has the most modern plant of any 
denomination in the State and presents the best opportunity in the 
Southwest for a great constructive program. With a master hand and 
with a heart throbbing with divine passion, J. A. Stavely has given him- 
self in a wonderful way for four years to this great church. 

Hayden is a mining town southeast of Phoenix. Here, a Baptist 
preacher serves the Methodist Church, while he administers to the spir- 
itual wants of the Presbyterians in Winkleman, two miles away. He is 
a real fellow and looks after our interests in the very best way. 

Globe has always been a problem, largely because our American 
Methodists and English Wesleyan brethren have failed to amalgamate. 
Outstanding strong folks have come to town, looked over the Methodist 
Church, and then joined the Presbyterians, so that sixty percent of that 
active body are Methodists. Our property consists of the old church 
building, and a modern parsonage given by Presbyterians, and a new 
church site on the back of which stands a fourteen two-room apartment 
building. 

Tucson, H. A. Ingham, pastor, has had the best year of its history. 
Great crowds have taxed the seating capacity of the auditorium. The 
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Sunday School and Epworth Leagues have grown. Finances are the 
best ever and the giving for Centenary and World Service increased. | 

At Douglas, Wilbur Fisk has wrought for seven years. There is a 
great group of laymen in this church who never cease to work for the 
Kingdom. Debts reported paid, new improvements and World Service 
offering at high tide. One of the sad things of the local church was the 
auto accident which happened to the wife of A. M. Wilkinson, the first 
delegate to the General Conference from Arizona. $ 

Bisbee, long the greatest mining camp in the State, presents difficult 
problems for our church work. Over a year ago, a division in the church 
occurred and a considerable number withdrew and South Methodists came 
and organized. This church has asked that no pastor be sent. Brother 
Clay, a supply, has earnestly labored in the midst of great difficulties. 

For nine years, Methodism has administered to the entire com- 
munity at Ajo. Eight denominations are represented~on the Official 
Board. The whole community loves Brother Herbert Brooke, the pastor. 
The mining company has given $15,000 to build a Catholic Church and 
has offered the same for a Protestant Church, a magnificent thing. It 
must be a union or community church free from denominational control. 
A new parsonage has been built this year. 

The pastor at Yuma, W. I. Lowe, preaches at ten at the Valley 
Church, five miles away, then at eleven in Yuma, in the afternoon fre- 
quently at Bard, nine miles, and again in Yuma in the evening. 

At Gadsden and Somerton in the rich irrigated valley below Yuma, 
George Quayle, a supernumerary of the Dakota Conference, has done 
excellent work. 

I wired a young man in Chicago that he would be king in the greatest 
little irrigated valley in the world with the finest bunch of folks under 
creation. This young fellow, having tasted of pioneer work under Bishop 
Burns in Montana, came to Blythe and he is a real king and is delighted 
with his job and the people are delighted with him. His name is Russell 
R. Kletzing and Blythe is on the map. Just recently, the ladies gave a 
banquet, charged ten dollars per plate, sold 110 plates and the men in- 
vited them to do it again another year. 

The Arizona Deaconess Hospital at Phoenix has had a year of 
growth and development. A new dormitory for the nurses has been 
built and the capacity of the institution increased and its influence in the 
community extended. 

The women of the churches have been active. Were it not for the 
service the Ladies’ Aid renders in every place, the task of church main- 
tenance would be very difficult. The Woman’s Home and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Societies have had a good year. 

Doctors Corley and Moore have each given a month to the District 
and both Sunday School and Epworth League work show increases. 

The Epworth League Institute at Carr’s Ranch had an increased 
attendance. Many life service decisions were made. In the Fourth Quar- 
terly Conferences, four young men were licensed to preach, three of these 
will go to college and prepare for the regular ministry. There is a new 
note of optimism in the District. Salaries were increased four thousand 
and practically every dollar paid. The giving to World Service will be 
as large as last year. 

$50,000 has been paid on improvemenst and debts. 

The membership, depleted through years of removals, with nearly 
ie hundred marked this year non-resident, will not show an increase.

I have an ambition to fill Arizona with young men who 
will have the very best equipment in training for years of successful 
ministry. Good towns with salary not less than $1,800 and house await 
real men. This year I have asked vou to receive four young men, every 
one with college and seminary training. I need several red blooded men 
with pioneer spirit to take places of men who have served many years 


in Arizona. I believe they are in this Conference and will respond.

To the secretary, statistician, treasurer of the Conference and their as- 
sistants whose unfailing courtesy and cheerful services were rendered for 
us at no small sacrifice, we give our highest appreciation and thanks.

EDUCATION 


The outstanding feature of the year’s work in the University of South- 
ern California is the remarkable administration of President Rufus B. von 
KleinSmid. ¥ 

The task of reorganization and of securing funds. for the maintenance of 
the University is yielding to the eighteen-hour-a-day efforts of his wise and 
vigourous leadership. 

His winsome personality, his contagious optimism, his organizing ability 
and skill in administration, his ability to win new friends for the University

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and to enlist the financial aid of new patrons of Christian education—these 
are among the invaluable assets of our institution. President von Klein- 
Smid is fairly regarded as the outstanding educational lealder of the Pacific 
Coast, and one of the foremost leaders of Christian Education in the nation. 
No one is more proud of President von KleinSmid than the man who laid 
the foundations upon which he jis building, President Emeritus Geo. F. 
Bovard. 

: We join in heartiest welcome to Bishop Chas. Wesley Burns to the San 
Francisco area, and, knowing his keen interest in all institutions and agencies 
having to do with the Christian education of youth, will recommend to. the 
Conference his election to the Board of Trustees. 

The University of Southern California has grown with a rapidity al- 
together beyond expectation. The enrollment in 1903, twenty-one years ago, 
was fifty-nine in the College of Liberal Arts and about three hundred in the 
Academy; the total enrollment at the end of 1923 was 7,946; at the end of 
1924, 10,659. Ours is now the largest university in Methodism. The largest 
class in the history of the institution, numbering 957, took their degrees in 
June. 

The income in 1903 was $21,360; in 1923, $663,148. Our capital funds 
have not grown in proportion to our enrollment. Now the largest University 
in Methodism and with one of the greatest opportunities in Christendom, 
our University has one of the smallest endowments. Nevertheless there 
has been steady increase. Our net gain for the past twenty-one years is 
about $2.200,000. Our gross assets aggregate approximately $3,000,000 as 
against $400,000 in 1903. 

The University of Southern California enjoys class “A” rating by all 
standardizing bodies classifying professional and liberal arts colleges. The 
University is on the approved list of the association of American Universi- 
ties. The College of Dentistry enjoys Class “A” rating at the hands of the 
Dental Council of America. The School of Law is a member of the associa- 
tion of American Law Schools and has Class “A” rating by the American 
Council on Legal Education. The School of Commerce is a member of the 
Association of Collegiate schools of business. 


At the beginning of the year complete lists of all students were made, ac- 
cording to their denominational preference, and these lists were available to 
all Los Angeles pastors desiring the same. 

A total of 53 deputations were sent out the last year to render aid in 
religioys services in our churches. 144 students participated in these teams. 

Early in the school year 800 members were added to the Y.M.C.A. and 
$1,500 pledged to the support of the work. Over 100 men attended religious 
conferences, including Pacific Palisades and Asilomar. The student body also 
support Mr. and Mrs. Harris as their representatives at Peking University. 
The “Y” conducted 11 Bible Study and discussion groups in a total of 132 
meetings. 

Our University emphasizes debate and public address. Over 200 students 


- were interested last year in various intercollegiate and interclass public ad- 


dress activitiés. The University teams toured the country, meeting such in- 
stitutions as Stanford, California, Oklahoma, Arizona and Iowa. 

An organization of the alumni has been perfected and is rapidly being 
mobilized for effective work. 

The new science and college of pharmacy building, containing over 
97,000 sq. ft., has just been completed at a cost of $227,000, The new building 
affords the University one of the best laboratory equipments on the coast 
for its purposes. 

Plans for the new residence hall for women have been accepted. The 
property has been purchased, and it is planned to lay the corner stone before 
the end of the first semester and it will be ready for occupancy some time 
during 1925. $50,000 for this building from an unnamed friend has enabled 
the women to raise $45,000 more, a total of $95,000. Other subscriptions are 
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coming in; in installments. Several acres of property have been purchased 
during the year on the site of the present campus and the grounds have 
been materially improved. : 

Library facilities have been increased and the Philosophy library has 
become one of the outstanding libraries of its kind on the coast. ; : 

Metropolitun College has been organized out of the old Extension Di- 
vision of the University. Two floors of the Transportation Building at 7th 
and Los Angeles streets are being used, and work will be given there on 
the same basis as on the campus, enabling the University to greatly enlarge 
its service to teachers and other professional members of the community. 
The Metropolitan College will also conduct a day school for students in- 
terested in business administration. 

The University is taking on this year 26 new instructors. They have 
been carefully chosen from a list of many applicants and represent the best 
in character and intelligence in the field. The character and religious at- 
titude of the instructor is always carefully inevstigated, even before his in- 
tellectual and academic qualifications are perused. It is recognized that the 
highest type of Christian education in collegiate circles can be given best 
through the charecter of the instructor. 

We especially welcome the coming of Prof. Bruce Baxter from Mt. 
Union College, who has been given a chair in homiletics in the Maclay School 
of Religion and<is Director of the Social and Religious activities of the 
students. 


The University of Southern California is distinctly a cosmopolitan instt- 
tution. Among the foreign students of last year were about 45 Japanese, 
50 Chinese, 15 Russians, 10 Philippinos, and many Mexican and Spanish, 
besides representatives of other nations. Every effort is put forth to give to 
them the views of Christian civilization, as well as the urge to personal 
Christian experience. 

At the third Pan American Conference to be held in Lima, Peru, De- 
cember 20th to January 6th, the United States will have a small group of 
official representatives to stand for the various organized national in‘erests: 
history, mining, engineering, medicine, law, education and so forth. It is a 
signal honor to our institutions that the President of the University of 
Southern California has been designated by the President of the United 
States for appointment by Secretary of State Hughes as the delegate to 
represent the great educational interests and institutions of our nation. 
President von KleinSmid has already received invitations to give addresses 
in several of the national universities of South America, and the trustees 
have voted to him sufficient leave of absence to attend to these duties. 

The church is taking to heart as never before the problem of adequately 
training its ministry. The only just ground on which the church can DE- 
MAND such training is that it be prepared to PROVIDE it. The obvious 
practicacl way of doing this is by the adequate financial support of the theo- 
logical schools. 


To the Conference and -for the needs of its own work, the most vital 
part of the University is the Maclay School of Religion. In this scnool are 
incorporated all the distinctively religious departments of the University. 
The purpose of the Maclay school is to furnish a broad cultural instruction 
in religion in all its phases, and to provide vocational training for the many 
varieties of lay and ministerial workers required by the church and related or- 
ganizations in their marvelous modern development. To do the work ex- 
pected of it, the Maclay School of Religion greatly needs adequate build- — 
ings and other facilities and increased endowment. The Maclay School of © 
Religion should be made the peer of any School of Religion in our church 
or in the land. Other departments in our university are receiving support 
from persons and organizations directly interested in them, and the school 
of religion should be so generously supported by the Conference that it will 
be placed in the position in the University to which its importance entitles 
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it. It is therefore recommended that a campaign for buildings and endow- 
ment for Maclay be undertaken as soon as possible, the time for such cam- 
paign to be left to the Area Council and the Commission on Finance to 
determine.

We nominate the following trustees to fill. unexpired terms: Bishop 
Chas. Wesley Burns to fill the vacancy of Bishop Adna W. Leonard. Dr. 
John Wesley Oakley to fill the vacancy of Wm. D. Stephens. Robert C. Gillis 
for confirmation by the Conferencce, having been elected by the board to 
fill a vacancy. The following for re-election to serve three years: Ernest 
P. Clarke, E. L. Doheny, Jr., E. A. Healy, R. B. von KleinSmid, C. I. D. 
Moore, Harry Philp, Walter P. Watts and Andrew M. Chaffey. 

We recommend that we continue to pay $1,000 each toward the support 
of the Wesley Foundation at Berkeley and the Southern Branch in Los 
Angeles. Over 10,000 Methodist students are now attending religious serv- 
ices at Wesley Foundation churches in 55 institutions. 

We commend the development of departments of religious education in 
our churches. The University of Southern California is rendering fine 
service in training students for efficient service as directors. 

We enjoin upon our pastors continuous watchfulness in wisely di- 
recting our choicest young men toward the Christian ministry. 

The Conference is to be congratulated upon the fine progress of the 
Sunday Schools of the past year. The wise and persistent work of Jesse 
L. Corley, Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools is bearing fruit. 
His program aims at permanence; its goal is not easily attained, but the 
closing year evidences substantial progress. Teacher training is more 
popular. Three thousand have enrolled in teacher training classes, fifteen 
hundred of whom have done credit work. Seventy-five churches have con- 
ducted church vacation schools. Under the leadership of the California 
Continuation Committee for securing week day religious instruction, with 
J. L. Corley as chairman, that project is gathering momentus. We rejoice 
in these signs of progress. 

We look with favor on the work of the Epworth League in its fine edu- 
cational program in the institutes. This year about one thousand of our 
young people were in these institutes under the finest instruction, giving 
them a view of world-wide conditions and the need of our work for the 
world. More than 300 young people gave themselves in the institutes for 
definite service in the church and many more for a finer work in the home 
church. 

The Spanish American Institute of Gardena has had a good year. It 
has tangible assets valued at $145,000. This school is one of the accredited 
institutions of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. It is 
preparing Spanish speaking youth for a leadership among their own people. 


We note with thanksgiving the excellent products entering this Con- 
ference from the Plaza Center Training School. We rejoice in the growing 
number of students in this training school, and bid it Godspeed. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the fine training being given in 
our Sthools of Nursing in connection with our two great hospitals in Los 
Angeles and Phoenix. 

The Pacific Palisades Association is this Conference at work in the field 
of popular educational and interdenominational cooperation. It is the young- 
est of our educational institutions, having been founded pursuant to action 
taken by this Conference five years ago. 

Under the direction of Oren B. Waite a system of Summer Schools has 
been organized which is full of promise, and compares favorably with the 
best offered in the other institutions of this type. ] 

We recommend that the Conference request the Bishop to reappoint 
Charles H. Scott as President, and Oren B. Waite as Educational Director 


for the ensuing year. 
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- We give thanks for a record year in Christian Education in our Con- 
ference: for maximum enrollments, increased resources, broadening plans. 
With elate hearts and high hopes, we face the future. — 

Our conviction is this: Religion is a heritage thag belongs to the youth 
in his education as much as literature or science or history. Because the 
religious element which existed in early American education has been. lost 
out of our public schools in the process of their secularization, our national 
life is today showing the lack of the religious motive. “itis indisputable 
and of the very highest significance to civilization that an entire nation can 
be completely altered in character, in outlook and in motive, in a single 
generation,” says Benjamin Kidd. How can it be done? By education. 
“What you would put into the future you must hide in the heart of the 
young.” The church of Christ must make the mind of the world the mind 
of Christ. Therefore there never was an hour when the problem of Christian 
Education was so acute as now, never an hour when our Christian col- 
leges and universities meant so much as now 


It is the time in all our churches and in all our institutions of learning 
for a reaffirmation of that Christian interpretation of life and truth for which 
our church stands: Christ is the Way, the Truth, the Life, for individuals and 
nations: without Him our civilization is destitute alike of security and hope. 
To follow Him is our opportunity, to trust Him is our final wisdom, to 
obey Him is our prudence and our only hope. : 

To these high ends—for the world’s sake, may God bless our schools.

PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER 


In spite of greatest difficulties and the handicap of wholly inadequate 
building and equipment, the past year has proved to be the climax in an 
ascending series of accomplishments at the Plaza Community Center. More 
people have passed through our doors, more consultations have been held, 
more garments distributed to the destitute, more people visited, more clinical 
treatments given, more souls won to Christ, and more lives brought into His 
service, than in any previous year. 250,000 Mexican people in Southern Cali- 
fornia—men, women and little children—stretch out appealing hands and 
say, “Come and help us!” 


These Mexican brothers of ours are most appreciative and responsive. 
The Plaza Community Center, through its varied social ministrations, em- 
ploys the Master’s method of winning their love and confidence, and eventu- 
ally their whole-hearted allegiance to Him as Lord and Savior. The 265 
conversions during the past year, representing the labors of the four de- 
partments of this institutional church, attest both the responsiveness of 
these people and the spiritual value of our work. 


Just now we stand at the crisis, and we must act soberly and as quickly 
as possible; because we are on the verge of losing the confidence of our 
Mexican friends. They are. beginning to wonder whether we have been 
sincere in our statements concerning the vastness, the value, and the im- 
portance of this work. We have promised that Methodism would erect a 
church worthy of this great people, our great denomination, and the Christ 
whom we serve. Because of a succession of seemingly unavoidable circum- 
stances, that promise, made about a decade ago, today remains unfulfilled. 

_ The smaller and larger amounts, contributed through past years by the 
missionary-minded friends of this enterprise, have all been carefully invested. 
We now have a building site of truly strategic importance, valued at $75,000; » 
the architects have already received $4,000 on their cocntract for the plans 
and specifications for the new building; while $27,810 has been paid on the 
contract with the Baker Ison Works for the structural steel for the entire 
building. ; 


Totalling what is held for us by the Board of Home Missions and 
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Church Extension, from Centenary funds, what we hold in available as- 
sets, and what is outstanding on subscriptions secured this past year, there 
remains $7,500 which the financing requires as additional collateral before 
making the promised loan of $30,000 to enable us to go forward with the 
construction of this first unit. 


The next thing attempted by Southern California Methodism should be, 
at the earliest possible date, to put on a campaign to raise the $130,000 neces- 
sary to complete the entire project. The whole building is -an imperative 
need at this moment for the expanding program of the religious, educational, 
clinical, and other social-service activities of the Plaza Community Center.

GOODWILL INDUSTRIES 


Serving with that humble type of service understood by the crowd 
in the road, the Goodwill Industries of Southern California, with ever- 
increasing effectiveness, is ministering to the diversified and complex 
needs of the surging, suffering tides of humanity in the congested and 
neglected sections of a progress crazed metropolis—the sick, the aged, 
the maimed, the handicapped, the unskilled and the economically unfit. 
To them the Goodwill Industries with its motto of “Not Charity—But a 
Chance” has been a veritable harbor of hope and refuge. 

Due to the helpful cooperation received from the members of this 
conference, and of other denominations, and to the kindly interest of the 
75,000 homes in Southern California who fill the Goodwill bags, over 
one-half million garments were collected, cleaned, repaired, or re-made, 
and distributed through seven Goodwill centers at non-profit prices to an 
aggregate of 212,000 needy persons. 

1,728 different individuals were given jobs at the Goodwill Industries 
after they had sought in vain to find employment elsewhree. In all, 
336,000 hours of opportunity labor were furnished for which there was 
paid, in self-respecting wages, a sum of $89,600. Many who came to the 
institution unskilled have been skilled in useful occupations and re-estab- 
lished in normal industry. For example: A handicapped Mexican boy 
who came to the Goodwill Industries at $1.00 per day was taught shoe- 
repairing in our shoe shop and is today earning $35.00 per week in a 
Broadway fixery and is supporting his aged mother who formerly had 
to work in one of the Goodwill departments. 


379,000 meals have been served to hungry men at cost, or free at the 
counter of the Goodwill Coffee Shop at 334 North Main Street. Ten 
cents provides almost a banquet at this counter. The average cost per 
meal during the past year has been slightly less than seven cents. 

In connection with the Goodwill Club a barber shop and a tailoring 
and pressing service has been inaugurated. On a work ticket for one 
day at the Goodwill Industries, a man, desirous of helping himself, can 
effect a marvelous transformation. To illustrate: A single day’s work 
ticket would be sufficient to have his clothing cleaned and repaired, his 
underwear laundered, a shower bath, haircut and shave, three meals 
at the lunch counter, and a gospel sermon. 

One of the great needs of the institution at present, in order to perfect 
a full-orbed program, is a dormitory for homeless men and also a home 
for women. The Master healed both body and soul. Likewise the Good- 
will Industries is an agency for spiritual as well as physical regeneration. 

The Goodwill Industries is not an independent organization destined 
to function alone in these church-forsaken areas of our great cities, but 
rather the Goodwill Industries is a new and effective instrument of the. 
hands of the church. 

Since its incorporation a little more than five years ago, the Goodwill 
Industries has paid to handicapped and aged beneficiaries the sum of 
$277,271 in opportunity wages, this amount being in excess of twice the 
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total capital invested in property and equipment. The Industries show 
an average growth in all departments of over a thousand per cent in the 
same period. : 

Property assets now amount to $275,000. In the past five years the 
Industries have created over half a million dollars of value from waste 


materials.

SPANISH AMERICAN INSTITUTE 


The Spanish American Institute, located at Gardena, belongs to the Con- 
ference, its directors are elected by the Conference. 

The Institute has had a fine year under the leadership of Mr. Charles 
Robinson, its superintendent, and a splendid faculty. Ninety boys have been 
enrolled. 

During the past year, there has been installed in the woodshop a set of 
machinery suitable for the manufacture of kitchen tables which find a ready 
local market. It is hoped that this department soon will be on a paying 
basis. The cost of this machinery, which was $2,500, was given by a good 
friend of the Institute, Mr. Maxwell. 

A linotype machine has been added to the print shop equipment which 
not only adds largely to the profit of the department but enables us to give 
the boys comlete preparation in the printing business. ; 

A summer school was held this year to the great benefit of about twenty 
boys. 

Financially, we have suffered from a mistaken idea that affluence had 
come to us through oil. We did lease one half the land and received last 
year a bonus which enables us to pay the indebtedness on the property. De- 
velopment is going the other way, however, and nothing has been paid on the 
lease for nine months. It will soon be surrendered. 

The following items are of interest as showing the financial status of 
the institution. The report is brought down to September 15th and estimated 
to October Ist.

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Our crying need as in other days has been the shortage of hospital 
beds in Los Angeles and Southern California. In common with the 
other hospitals of the city, we have probably denied admission to more 
patients than we have admitted, this for sheer lack of room. It is with 
profound gratitude that we are able to say that at last this condition is 
to be met in part. The financing for the new wing and nurse’s home 
through the bond issue is at last finished. On Tuesday morning, Sept. 
23rd, we actually broke ground for these new buildings. We are spending 
$500,000 exclusive of furnishings, will have a thoroughly modern hospital 
of 216 beds instead of 100 beds and a nurses’ home which will house 120. 
Too much credit cannot be given to the Board of Directors and to the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society for bringing this thing to pass. 

During the year we have added much new equipment. We have 
refurnished several of the rooms, but the biggest items have been in our 
laundry where we have added a new Cascade washer and a new Humatic 
extractor, worth $5,490. 


We have a School of Nursing of which we may justly be proud. It 
is fully accredited by the state and is one of the very few schools in the 
southern part of the state accredited to give post-graduate work. We now 
give post-graduate work in surgrey and expect soon to be giving at least 
one other advanced course. A class of twenty-nine young ladies was 
admitted September 1. 

During the past year, we have cared for 4,121 patients, more than 50% 
more than the average number of patients cared for in hospitals of our size. 
The average length of the stay of each patient was 9.9 days. 474 of these 
patients received free or discount care, our normal charge for which 
would have been $13,022. Many have come to us from the parsonage 
homes and I think they will testify to the fact that the have received every 
possible attention and care and that no charge has ever been made. Our 
toal days of service for the year has been 39,591 and never a one of them 
but has had a Christian message and a Christian touch. We have had 
1723 surgical operations and 680 babes have had their tickets read “via 
Methodist Hospital.” 

During the past three years we have paid $32,450 on debts. We are 
very careful to pay our bills promptly and I am told that ours is one of 
the two hospitals in Los Angeles to have a “triple A” credit rating. 

As we go into our larger task for the year ahead, we need, hope 
for and expect to have the fullest cooperation of every member of this 
conference and of every member of your churches as we proceed with 


the building of this greater and more useful hospital.

ARIZONA DEACONESS HOSPITAL AND HOME 


We have made great strides in our hospital in the past year. We have 
been and are facing many difficult problems which are being solved as 
rapidly as it is possible for a new organization to solve them and if we 
may make any prophesies for the future, because of the experience of the 
past, exceedingly bright and prosperous days are in store for our hospital. 

A year ago we had some eight or ten girls in our training school. 
At the present time we have thirty under competent and efficient leader- 
ship, and in order to provide for these nurses, Mr. K. S. Townsend, our 
Vice-President, built and advanced the money to pay for a large dormitory 
addition, in which they are comfortably housed. 

In our report, a year ago, our Staff had just been organized. We have 
had wonderfully fine co-operation from the Staff during the past year. 
They have given freely and cheerfully of their services without charge 
and have helped solve some of the difficult problems of the hospital. 
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We have had 1,029 patients the past year, with 81 births and 57 deaths. 
The amount of free service that the hospital has given amounted to 
$6,644. The capacity of our hospital is 105 beds. There has been received 
on old subscriptions a total of $22,410 and received from patients, $61,415. 

The problem of meeting our financial obligations which we incurred 
on finishing and equipping the hospital more than a year ago, has been 
a trying one, due to the fact that we have on our books more than $65,000 
of unpaid pledges long past due. The value of our hospital, as taken from 
our auditor’s report, shows a valuation of $363,967 for building and 
grounds; $64,574 for equipment, and added to this the estimated worth of 
outstanding pledges of $15,000 gives us a valuation of $443,541. 

We owe in outstanding obligations a total of about $107,000; $50,000 
of this is in the shape of a long time mortgage, leaving $57,000 of current 
obligations that have been very difficult for us to handle. We are looking 
forward to the early part of next year when we will receive from an estate 
that is now in probate, about $50,000, which will enable us to care for most 
of these outstanding current bills. 

We find, that as our business increases, that we have pressing need 
for other permanent improvements. We are badly in need of an outside 
power house, laundry room, and equipment. Our nurses’ dormitories, 
while they were the best we could get at the time, are not adequate or 
in keeping with our ideas of a permanent nurses’ home, and in building 
the present dormitories, it was Mr. Townsend’s idea that they be used 
only temporarily for this purpose and later be turned into a tubercular 
ward. 

We are greatly encouraged with the feeling in the community, the 
general support that we receive from the community, and feel that the 
time will come soon when it will be necessary for us to enlarge our plant 
by building another wing in order to care for the demands that will be 
made upon us. 

We have just had brought to us from Kansas City, one of our Dea- 
conesses, Miss Mamie Dodge Cook, who, we feel, will be a great help to 
us in handling the problems that come in an institution of this kind, as 
only someone of her experience can. 

We feel that the Lord has been leading us in this great work for 
humanity and that He will continue to lead us to still greater victory.

PACIFIC PALISADES ASSOCIATION 
Five years ago in this church you authorized the movement out of 


which this institution has grown. Th i 
1 _ this ; e first two years were required for 
investigations. Three years and three months ago land was Soguieed and

the actual establishment of the institution. began. Its growth in material 
assets has been remarkable. Starting with practically nothing, we closed 
our promotion sales activities May 24th last, having sold almost $5,000,000 
worth of our leases in two and one-half years from the date the first one 
was offered. Our balance sheet now shows combined assets, including 
reserves for bond interest and redemption, of $4,583,014 ‘and _ liabilities 
composed of funded debt and current liabilities of $1,745,945 or net assets 
of $2,838,069. This statement places the value of our unleased land at 
its original cost plus improvements, whereas its current market value is 
easily three times that amount. We have balances due us on lease sales, 
and loans to builders bearing 7% interest, of $582,306 more than our total 
funded and current debt, less the amount reserved for redemption and 
interest. Six hundred and twenty acres of our total of nineteen hundred 
and thirty-eight have been laid out into residence and business sites. The 
grading of twenty-five miles of streets has been completed, cement side- 
walk and curb work is nine-tenths complete, and all the public utilities 
will be completed throughout the subdivided area within the next six 
months. 


The first unit of our business center is almost completed, being a 
building of artistic design and comprising a central provision market and 
twelve individual store-rooms on the ground floor, with twenty office 
rooms on the second floor. This building will cost when completed approxi- 
mately $65,000. 


On the twenty-third of this month bonds were voted for paving 
Beverly Boulevard, from the Ocean Highway, through our property, a 
distance of eleven miles. The boulevard is.to be one hundred feet in 
width and a forty foot cement roadway will be paved immediately. The 
Los Angeles Board of Education has purchased a four acre school site 
near the center of the property and is now completing a group of four 
bungalow school buildings, which will be used by our local grammar 
school until the Board of Education has funds available from their bond 
issue recently voted for building the permanent school which is to cost 


$65,000. 


We have secured the choicest two thousand acres of ocean front 
property on the Southern California coast as the permanent home of this 
institution. The utmost care is being exercised that our business affairs 
are conservatively conducted, under the direction of Mr. Wm. H. Carter, 
business manager. Your Board of Trustees realizes however that this is 
only the beginning of our undertaking, and that its value will be measured 
wholly by the service to God and humanity which we are able to accom- 
plish through our use of these material means. We are therefore turning 
our major attention to expanding our institutional work, which has been 
growing more encouraging each year, but during the past year has for 
the first time at all adequately measured our purpose. Oren B. Waite as 
educational director has proven himself a man especially endowed and 
trained for this work. During the past year he has handled the arrange- 
ments for fifty-nine different religious, educational and civil gatherings, 
varying in length from two days to six weeks. Among the most important 
of these were the Southern California Holiness Association, the Epworth 
League Institutes of our own church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, the Pacific Summer School of the Y. M. C. A., the Pacific Con- 
ference on International Good-Will, the Chautauqua Assembly and Summer 
Schools and the Southern California Methodist Camp Meeting. 

The Pacific Conference on International Goodwill assembled repre- 
sentatives of twenty-nine different groups, and brought before it leaders 
of national and international repute in a three-day conference on the most 
acute problem which faces civilization today, namely how to bring the 
races and nations of the earth to live and work together on a basis of 
righteousness and goodwill. ; 

The proceedings of this Conference and its findings were steno- 
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graphically recorded and have since been carefully edited for publication. 
They will shortly be printed in a book entitled “Organizing for Inter- 
national Goodwill,” which constitutes the first contribution of the Pacific 
Palisades Association to permanent literature. As a direct result of this 
Conference the Southern California Council on International Relations 
has been formed in Los Angeles with Dr. E. C. Moore of the Southern 
Branch of the University of California as president. j j28¥. 

A similar organization has been formed in San Francisco, and it is 
the purpose to put the plan into effect throughout California. There is 
to be an annual Conference of the movement at Pacific Palisades and 
ultimately it is intended to center in the Peace Temple there, which has 
been one of our cherished plans from the beginning. | E 

The Epworth League Institute and the Camp Meeting, which are of 
interest to you, will be properly represented in the reports of their officers. 
We understand that the Home for the Aged has been incorporated during 
the year, and that as soon as the funds now available for that purpose can 
be sufficiently augmented without trespassing on the urgent claims of 
other benevolent causes, this greatly needed home will be provided at 
Pacific Palisades. 

The outstanding event of the year has been the Chautauqua Assembly 
and Summer Schools. The season was opened by Bishop Welch and 
climaxed by Bishop Burns. No more comprehensive program was offered 
at any institution of this kind in America. It was far from financially 
self supporting, but we believe it gave such proof of what can be done 
that from this time forward, Pacific Palisades will be in fact and numbers 
what it is in purpose, the Summer Capital of the religious and educational 
agencies of the Great Southwest. Oren B. Waite has laid before the Trustees, 
and they have approved, permanent plans for this work which when carried 
out, will make rich and adequate provision for the educational and 
recreational needs of all ages from the youngest to the oldest in the family. 

There are two fields in which the Pacific Palisades Association has 
peculiar responsibilities: 


(a) A Unique School of Religious Education. 


This should be in effect a school of Christian Citizenship and World 
Service. This school should be manned by a group of instructors of such 
conspicuous ability and standing as to challenge the attention of the 
churches of all denominations. I do not think there is an institution of 
quite this outlook and program anywhere in the United States. I realize 
that it is educational pioneering, that its growth will be slow and that 
it will cost a considerable sum of money to carry out the project. This 
plan is adopted as one of our educational projects and definite progress 
is being made toward it. 


(b) Institute of International Social Relations. 


The second major educational obligation which we should face con- 
cerns the field of International Social Relations. We are a Christian 
organization, a fact which must be kept constantly in our thought and 
planning. The public is awakening as never before to the absolute neces- 
sity of religious instruction as a vital part of any adequate educational 
system. In California this sentiment is being emphatically uttered by our 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction and by others prominent in 
educational leadership. The Attorney-General of the state, two weeks 
ago, handed down an opinion that the children of the public schools may 
be excused at stated intervals during the week for purposes of religious 
education after the minimum school day, which will make this permissive 
release mandatory upon public schools when it is asked. This will throw 
a tremendous responsibility upon the Christian churches for providing 
teachers adequately trained to give the necessary religious instruction 
It seems to me that the Pacific Palisades should enter this field and pro- 
vide an agency for training lay workers in the Christian church who shall 


4g 
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be given not merely the technique of a certain job but also be brought 
squarely to face the implications of Christian ethics in the fields of 
citizenship, economics, and all social and political relations. 

The crying need as well as the outstanding public interest at the 
present time lies in the development of public opinion based upon a 
knowledge of the facts concerning international and inter-racial inter- 
dependence. 

Through this Summer program we hope to serve every church, 
‘school and Christian home in this region. We covet the presence of 
pastors and their families during their vacation seasons. Many pastors 
now have homesites there, which they expect to improve, and occupy 
during the summer season while they are in active work and as permanent 
homes during their retirement. Our Board has before it a plan to make 
it possible for a much larger number to so participate and hopes soon to 
be able to put this plan before the ministers. 

In closing this report I desire to record my personal gratitude for 
the loyal devotion of our trustees, who have given their time and thought 
without stint to our work, and to our brethren in the Conference for their 
encouragement. 

We are looking forward eagerly to the entertainment of this Con- 
ference at its next session, the invitation for which you graciously accepted 
a year ago. Many of the brethren have expressed the wish that the Con- 
ference might have a permanent seat central to its whole area where a 
maximum opportunity for fellowship among our people would be afforded. 
We hope to so well fulfill your wish in this regard that you will see fit 
to make Pacific Palisades the permanent seat of this annual Conference. 
With this in view our Board of Trustees has appointed a committee to 
devise ways and means to provide at Pacific Palisades.a summer home 
for the resident Bishop of this area. We hope this committee will have 
worked out its problem before next summer and that when you gather 
with us a year from now the big brother of our fraternity, Bishop Charles 
Wesley Burns, may be one of the residents to greet you.

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SOCIAL SERVICE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


The attitude of the church as represented by the report of this commit- 
tee will be carried into every community both large and small as each preacher 
goes to his task. There can be no greater force for righteousness in any 
community than the man of conviction doing the work of God backed up 
by a great organization such as ours, therefore it behooves every Methodist 
preacher to be alert to see that no evil goes unchallenged in his community.- 

The religion of Jesus calls for righteousness and justice. If in our social 
order there is found to be injustice between man and man, it is as much the 
duty of the church to take a stand in defense of the exploited sons of men as 
it is to minister in the church on Sunday. 


1. SOCIAL SERVICE. We request this Conference to set apart 
fifteen minutes at a definite time for the presentation of the Methodist Fed- 
eration for Social Service and that this work~be presented to us by G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam. 

We recommend that a committee of seven be appointed by Bishop Burns 
to-work in cooperation with the Department of Social Service of the State 
Church Federation, which commit‘ee shall be known as “The Social Service 
Commission of the Southern California Conference.” 2 


2. LABOR. We rejoice because of the spirit of cooperation manifested 
in the enthusiastic reception given by this body to the fraternal delegate 
from the Convention of Organized Labor now meeting in this city and the 
like reception given our representative before that body. We commend to 
our pastors a spirit of interest and active cooperation in any effort of labor 
to raise the standards of American life. And we record our profound con- 
viction that the seething social unrest of our time can be quieted and our 
vexing social problems solved in no other way than by the application of the 
social teachings and spirit of Jesus to the total life of our humanity. 

We urge upon our State legislature the immediate ratification of the 
Child Labor Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 

We call very special attention to Report No. 21 of the General Confer- 
ence Committee on the state of the church and very earnestly commend 
its careful consideration to the laymen of our churches. We express our 
hearty approval of the recommendation of that report that the Social Creed 
be read in all of our churches on Labor Sunday. 


3. IMMIGRATION. While recognizing the necessity for such just 
restrictions as shall adequately safeguard the interests of our nation against 
the very real perils attending the admission of immigrants to our country 
from all of the ends of the earth, we are unalterably opposed to any and all 
legislation which discriminates against any particular nation. 


4. AMUSEMENTS. We believe that depraved sex literature, sug- 
gestive moving pictures and immoral dances, have much to do with the 
crime wave among the youth of this nation and that the flames of pas- 
sion are aroused by these amusements and, further, that these account, in 
large measure, for the awful tragedies of rape, lust, and sexual immoralities 
which have brought their withering blight upon our civilization. 

We call upon our preachers to seek an adequate censorship and a 


thorough cleaning up of any news stands where suggestive and obscene | 
literature may be for sale. ¥ 


_ We earnestly urge that every pastor preach on the attitude of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church toward popular amusements in order that there may 
be no mistake on the part of our people, as to the real meaning and inten- 
tion of the legislation enacted by the last General Conference on this sub- 
ject. As a further help toward true understanding we heartily commend 
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the pamphlet on this subject by Bishop Robinson and obtainable from our 
Book Concern. 


5. PROHIBITION. The Eighteenth Amendment stands imbedded in 
our Constitution as the unalterable policy of our country. Over against all 
attempts to make this policy seem a failure we point with confidence to its 
obvious benefits and its growing success. 

_ We renew our endorsement of the Anti-Saloon League and seek cooper- 
ation with every other organization and agency working effectively to make 
prohibition prohibit. 


6. LAW ENFORCEMENT. The officials of every community need 
and should have the sympathy and energetic support of all good people. It 
is our duty to use every effort to elect good officials and to assist in the de- 
veloning of sentiment in favor of law enforcement. Bootlegging can and 
must be made as unpopular and as infrequent as horsestealing. The law 
should deal as severely with the one as with the other. 5 


7. WAR. We exoress our hearty approval of the strong pronounce- 
ment of our General Conference on this subject. We are not so vitally 
concerned with the theoretical and abstract questions which may be raised 
as between extreme pacifism on the one hand and militarism on the other, 
as we are with the practical demand for the outlawry of war. We hold war 
to be so hideous a monster as to be the arch enemy of the human race. If 
we do not destroy this enemy it will destroy us. Therefore we vree that 
our nation, for its own part and in cooperation, so far as possible, with 
everv other nation. shall bend its full energy to ovtlaw and ntterlv dectroy 
the whole war system, that everywhere there may be established the spirit 
of good will and human brotherhood. 

We condemn “Defence Test Day” as a form of militarism against 
which ovr church has set itself. 

We demand the discontinuance of military training in our schools and 
colleges, particularly in those Methodist institutions where it has not as yet 
heen abolished. We have “set ourselves to create the will to peace, to mould 
the present youth into a peace loving generation” and military training in 
schools and colleges is altovether inconsistent with this our avowed purnose. 

We heartily endorse General Conference report No. 25 of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church requesting the organization of a com- 
mittee on International Good Will in every church. 

That we as a Conference urge all our pastors to observe the Sunday 
preceding Armistice Day as World Peace Day.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The church is set to the task of building the kingdom of God—the mak- 
ing of a good world. In changing the order of society there are three al- 
ternatives, reform, revolution, regeneration. The method of reform by legal 
processes is quite uncertain and slow. Revolution usually employs methods 
which the Christian church cannot sanction. It is costly, usually too ma- 
terialistic and does not build securely. The third method is regeneration— 
_ regeneration in society by the same power that regenerates the individual, 

creating new social motives, the dynamic motivation of the Christ way, truth 
and life. 

This regenerative process must touch our international life until we have 
developed a world law and order made secure in some form of world com- 
pact wherein all sectional good is made subordinate to. world good. 

This regenerative process must touch our industrial life until we shall 
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have developed an industrial order, the goal of which shall be the production 
of that which has for its purpose the enriching of personality; and wherein 
the present day acquisitive motive, autocratic spirit and materialistic phil- 
osophy have been supplanted by the service motive and spiritual philisophy 
of Jesus. ‘ 

This regenerative process must touch our racial life until the present no- 
tions of “racal inferiority” shall have been driven out and supplanted by the 
conception of a comnion Heavenly Father with its correlative principle of 
human brotherhood. 


In accomplishing these ends the church must consecrate itself in its edu- 
cational program to culturing minds to think and critically evaluate ways of 
life; to creating “wills set to do right” and hearts that beat at one with the 
heart of Jesus. Second, the church must bring its evangelistic power to 
bear until the “new heart” of glorious Methodist history shall be put into the 
individual’s breast and into the very heart-life of the world in its manifold 
manifestations. 

Methodism has voiced its task in its utterances in the last General Con- 
ference and we here reaffirm its position on the question of war, the in- 
dustrial problem and the religious education and evangelastic program. We 
pray that our great church, powerful in organization and effective in action, in 
devotion to the great head of the church, our Lord and Master, may set 
itself to realize in all life the Christ vision of the kingdom of God

MISSIONARY AND CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY 


Los Angeles faces a crucial moment in its religious history. The dizzy 
rapidity of its growth has created an unparalleled situation. Population» has 
increased almost twice as fast as Methodist membership. There are less 
than 200,000 church members and Sunday School scholars, Protestant, Ca*ho- 
lic, Jewish and others, in a city of a million persons. It is a question that 
affects not only the problem of missionary fields, such as the industrial, for- 
eign, and polyglot areas, but one that is vitally related to the residential and 
suburban sections, whether they be of modest or of pretentious character. 
One of the world’s Christian statesmen declared of late “Los Angeles is 
destined to become the capi‘al of the world, since the greatest center of popu- 
lation on the Pacific Coast will of necessity be the focal point of world 
activity.” Whether the capital city shall be builded upon foundations of ma- 


terialism or grounded upon the spiritual concepts of Jesus is- the issue of this 
generation. 


In brief retrospect. the year has been successful in the sense of using 
the resources at hand constructively. All bills have-been paid and the ap- 
port:onments to the church have, with but few exceptions, been paid in full. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy step of advance lies in the drafting of a policy 
for City Missionary activity. With the coming of L. T. Guild to the 
District Superintendency, the Society received a leader who faced the prob- 
lem and saw it whole. At his suggestion a definite policy was inaugurated. 
Its first principle was to inform and interest the laity of the city To that end 
two large gatherings were planned and successfully carried out wherein the 
leading laymen and laywomen for the first time faced up to the compelling 
and well nigh tragic problems of Los Angeles Methodism. The second prin- 
ciple was that no advance work would be undertaken in new areas until a 
thorough social survey had been conducted, and in the event of need being 
proven, the entire matter should be worked out in the heartiest of comity 
relationship with other denominations, Methodismm taking only those fields 
rightfully hers, and refusing to duplicate the work of other Christian de- 
nominations. The third principle called for the development of a Church 
Extension Revolving Fund whereby the Society might purchase strategic lo- 
cations in advance of the increase of realty values... A fund of nearly $3000 
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has been raised and the Society honored itself and sought to show its ap- 
preciation by naming this fund “The Charles Wesley Burns Extension 
Revoiving Fund,” because of the splendid cooperation in this movement the 
Bishop has given since taking up the leadership of the area. A fourth prin- 
ciple in the new policy is that Los Angeles District must needs have men of 
the highest training to meet its challenge and such need places upon the 
city the duty of removing the present disgraceful fact that there are 20 
charges on the Los Angeles District that pay less than $1,500 and house. To 
that end the forthcoming budget will seek to so subsidize the salaries that be- 
fore long no regularly appointed minister will receive less than $1,500 and 
house. The fifth principle was the maintenance of church work in problem 
fields with the minimum of missionary expenditure. The City Parish Plan 
was evolved which calls for the union of those churches facing distinctly mis- 
sionary fields into a single parish under a single executive. A staff of highly 
trained workers will be chosen and this staff used in each of the centers. 


The Church of All Nations has had a succcessful year. Twelve depart- 
ments are in operation, the Church, Sunday School, Boys’ Work, Girls’ 
Work, Children’s Work, Playground, Summer Camp, Clinic, Library, Relief, 
Recreation, end Bahy Welfare Work in conjunction with the City Health 
authorities. Seven thousand patients were treated at the Clinic last year. The 
property at Sixth and Gladys is paid for and the Church received an offer of 
$70,000 for it within the year. $40,000 Building Fund assets are also on the 
books, and it is confidently expected that the first un‘t will be erected this 
year.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT CAMPAIGN 


To have been permitted to enjoy the fellowship and co-operation of the 
splendid pastors and laymen of the Southern California Conference and 
to be intimately associated with the six District Superintendents, has been 
a rare privilege indeed. 

In accordance with the unanimous vote of the Conference and Lay 
Association last year, we began making plans and building up an organi- 
zation, looking toward the campaign in November for a half-million dollars 
endowment, that shall be administered on the basis of legal annuity 
years of service in the Methodist Episcopal Church thus guaranteeing 
every member of the Southern California Conference in good and regular 
standing, an old age and disability pension, A very strong and efficient 
organization has been formed under the leadership of Elmer Ellsworth 
Helms and Pres. von KleinSmid, two men who know no such word as 
fail. Every district is finely officered, even down to the local church. 

A great deal of education work has been done, for some one has said, 
“Give the people the facts and they will give you the money.” The Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate has generously donated the front page of the 
Advocate for eight different issues and given us unlimited space for other 
articles. W. T. Wright has given invaluable service to the Secretary in 
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our publicity campaign. We have disrtibuted directly through the 
churches 15,000 pieces of literature and sent out over 20,000 letters and 
campaign documents by mail from the office. 

The Home Board at Chicago has generously loaned us that intrepid 
leader of many successful campaigns, Dr. B. M. Powell, for the months 
of October and November. The Bishop and District Superintendents are 
throwing themselves whole-heartedly into the work of the campaign. 
Bishop Burns will give the last two weeks of October to campaigning 
for the cause. Leading laymen from all over the Conference are pledging 
loyalty and hearty cooperation. There must be no slackers anywhere 
in this campaign. It will be a long pull and a hard pull; but all pulling 
together, we are sure to reach the summit. 

“COLLECTIONS: We have in our office thousands of dollars in 
pledges made on a five year basis. These pledges contain a large number 
of names of persons who are dead or who have disappeared; of those who 
denied ever having made a subscription, or if they had, then for one year 
only, or that they were unable to pay, even though their subscriptions were 
made in good faith. From this unlikely list we have collected $9,859.31. 

We have not directly solicited any subscription this year as we felt 
this would be injurious to the coming campaign. However, through the 
aid of loyal pastors there have been received the following amounts:

If some one man could be found who would give fifty or one hun- 
dred thousand dollars to this cause on condition that the entire amount 
of a half-million dollars should be raised, the success of the campaign 
would at once be assured. 

The Executive Secretary has had the heartiest co-operation from J. B. 
Green and the Board of Conference Trustees and the Conference Claim- 
ant’s Commission, without which our present standing in the campaign 
could not have been attained. 

_ A detailed plan for the vigorous prosecution of the intensive cam- 
paign has been worked out with great care and will be mailed to each 
pastor soon after Conference. 

Brethren, I beseech you therefore, by the mercies of God, that you 
make the claim of our Veteran Ministers, your chief work from now until 
December first, when there shall go up a united shout of victory over the

Report No. 10 


It is the recommendation of the Commission that the Conference 
appoint a committee of five from each Conference district. which com- 
mittee shall seek to provide a parsonage or residence or fund for rent 
within that district for the District Superintendent. 


Report No. 11 


A brief study of the transfers into this Conference in relation to 
our Conference Endowment funds, reveals some startling facts. For 
instance, the transfers into this Conference last year aggregated 267 
years of accrued annuity -service, while only 24 years of service was 
transferred out. Total liability transferred in on us 243 years, at $28 per 
year, $6,804 will be required each year to pay their claim, when they 
come on to our funds. Our total endowment raised in the past 20 years 
was at our last Conference $268,864, which means that one-half of our 
endowment was mortgaged by the transfers of one year. 


Therefore, the Commission on Finance unanimously recommend that 
no man be transferred into the Conference, unless someone is transferred 
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out having an equal claim thereby relieving the Conference of an equal 
amount. 


Report No. 12 


We recommend that the Commission on Finance be given power to 
fix the time for the presentation of special financial claims and “drives” 
for the institutions of our Conference and Episcopal area. All Conference- 
wide movements for the raising of money shall be referred to the Com- 
mission on Finance to determine the question of priority of appeal but 
that the definite date for the inauguration of that drive be left to the 


Area Council to determine.

As you know the fisal year of the Home and Foreign Missionary Boards 
closes October 31st. You also know that the appropriations for the next year 
cannot exceed the amount of money paid in this year. The losses to the 
Boards through failure of many to pay their subscriptions makes the problem 
of keeping our missionary ranks full impossible, to say nothing of increas- 
ing them, unless the churches rush into the breech with additional tunds. 
Your committee urges that a consistent stimulus to World Service payments 
be given throughout the mon‘h of October and that all moneys collected be 
forwarded to the World Service office before October 31st. 

The Conference records its appreciation of the efforts of the World 
Service Commission to reduce the overhead expenses and hopes that the ex- 
pected $143,000 saving will he realived. 

It is a matter of gratitude that our pastors and laymen this year have 
laid on the altars of God $371,825 for missionary work at home and abroad, or 
71% of our apportionment. In view of the difficult financial conditions 
through which our people have been passing, this achievement manifests a 
fine spirit of friendliness towards our great World Service program, which 
is our organized effort to make Christ regnant on earth. 

We hereby record our purpose to continue to cultivate in our own and 
the hearts of our people a feeling of friendliness and enthusiasm for this 


world-girdling cause, and pledge our leadership and our local cooperation.

AMBROSIO C. GONZALES 


Our first Mexican member of the Southern California Conference to lay 
down life’s labors was Ambrosio C. Gonzales. Born above the border this 
Latin soul in American mould doubtless owed his early breakdown ‘to the 
old and painful border situation, to the solution of which he set his heart. 

Born in Peralta, New Mexico, on February 16th, 1875, he laid down the 
task in midlife at the age of 49, on Friday morning, July 11th, 1924, in 
the little home in Lamanda Park. 

A pioneer Methodist missionary years before left in his grandfather's 
home the first copy of the Silent Missionary any in the family had ever 
seen. Grandfather Ambrosio read the Wonder story in Saint John and 
other passages until cock crow in the morning; and that morning sun fell on 
the first Protestant Mexican convert in all the great Southwest. Am- 
brosio’s grandfather thus became a candidate for the honor he soon bore 
of being the first Mexican preacher in the United States. 

Years afterward the great Doctor Thomas Harwood found this family, 
got the grandson into Albuquerque College, where he soon heard God’s call 
to preach the World instead of his dream, until that time, of being a saloon 
keeper in partnership wi‘h his uncle. 

In 1895, Brother Gonzales was named a local preacher, his first field of 
labor being the Albuquerque circuit. In October, 1900, he received his first 
conference appointment, which was Clayton, near the Colorado line, where, 
on the 24th of December of that same year, he was married to Martha F. 
Garcia, an educated and consecrated young woman. In 1908, he was appointed 
to Raton, New Mexico, and in 1911 to Albuquerque 

In 1912 he became an active member of the Southern California Con- 
ference, and was one of the pioneers in the work among the Spanish-speak- 
ing people of our Southland, serving the following Mexican charges during 
his pastorate there: Santa Ana, Pasadena and Lamanda Park. fal 

Failing health made it necessary for him to assume the retired relation 
in 1922; but in spite of his serious physical condition, Brother Gonzales from 
that time and until his death, supplied the Lamanda Park Mexican Metho- 
dist Mission. 

When the new church and community center at Lamanda Park was 
open for public worship on Sunday, June 22, Brother Gonzales was present 
and directed the program of the day. 

Following the exercises of that eventful day, he took to his bed, never to 
rise again. 

Two public services were held, following his death—the first on Sunday 
afternoon, July 13, and the second on Monday forenoon, July 14—in order 
that his many friends might have an opportunity to pay their respects to his 


memory. , 
Besides his five brothers and two sisters, he left behind his 16-year-old 
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Ruth, his 11-year-old Alonzo, his widow Martha Garcia Gonzales, and eight 
young men as preachers of the Gospel, four of whom are members of this 
Conterence. ; 

The last words of this hero of God were an eloquent message for this 
Border world, translated they are, “Onward with the school and the church. 
They should be like sisters.” He had kept the faith with his grandfather 


and his Lord.

JOHN H. AVERY 


John H. Avery was born in Baraboo, Wisconsin, November_5, 1850, 
where he spent his early life. He graduated from the Normal School at 
Plattville, and later became principal of the High School at Duluth. 

On April 18, 1872 he was married to Miss Lucy J. Washburn. of Platt- 
ville. A year after their marriage they moved to the Pacific Northwest, lo- 
cating at Sumner, Wash., then a territory. . They remained about eight 
years in Washington, where their three children were born. 

Mr. Avery was engaged in the timber and milling business on Puget 
Sound, when he felt the call to preach, and deciding to enter the min- 
istry he went East to Evanston, where he took his theological course in North- 
western University. On the completion of his education, he returned to his 
native state, and entered the West Wisconsin Conference. Later he trans- 
fered to the Iowa Conference and was stationed at Ft. Dodge. Two years 
later he came with his family to Southern California, and was stationed at 
Elsinore. He later served Coronado, Visalia, Tulare, Oxnard, and Burbank. 

He took the supernumerary relation in 1908, and built himself a home in 
Burbank, where he has since resided. He was again made effective in 1913, 
and was appointed to Tejunga. In 1918 he took the retired relation. 

The closing years of his life were specially devoted to the development 
of our work at Tejunga and Roscoe, during my superintendency of the 
Long Beach District. In my report at the conference in 1917, I said “J. H. 
Avery, whom no years can superannuate, traveling 1800 miles, and receiving a 
salary of $60, out of which he paid the Episcopal, Dist. Supt. and Conference 
Claimants apportionments, determined to hold that section for-God and 
Methodism.” 

Brother Avery took an active part in the civic life of Burbank. He 
was director of the First National Bank, and for two years served as police 
judge until ill health obliged him to relinquish that position. 

The last year of his life was confined to the house. For two years 
he had been fighting pernicious anemia, and on Saturday, December 22nd, 
1923, “He was not, for God took him.” 

He leaves a widow, a son; Dr. Ralph W. Avery of Hollywood, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Ben W. Davis of Galesburg, Wis.

SAMUEL JOHNSON CARROLL 


_ Samuel J. Carroll was born in Dennisville, N. J., September 3, 1841. 
His father, Henry Carroll, was Captain of a boat off the coast of Maryland, 
and died when the son, Samuel, was but a youth. 

After being educated in the public schools, he went to Boston and grad- 
uated from Boston University and School of Theology. He was united in 
marriage, December 18, 1867, at Troy, N. Y., to Miss Emma Louis Wood of 
Utica, N. Y., and to his union two sons were born, Victor C. and Raymond 
1. Carroll. Mrs. Carroll was a charter member of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society and was ever active in its work and the work of the 
Church until her death, in Pomona, May 11, 1919. 
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Dr. Carroll began his ministry in 1869 in the New England, Southern 
Conference as pastor of St. Paul’s Church in Providence, R. 1. Later he 
served the pastorates of Middleboro, Williamantic, Taunton, Thames Street 
and East Weymouth churches in the same Conference. 

In 1885 he was appointed to the Utah Mission and became pastor of 
the First Church, Salt Lake City, and was also Editor of the Utah Christian 
Advocate. 

He was transferred to the California Conferenec in 1887 and was pastor 
at Trinity, Berkeley. The other pastorates held in the Conference were: 
First, Stockton; Eighth Avenue, Oakland; and Sixth Street, Sacramento. 
During this time he received his degree of Doctor of Divinity from the College 
of the Pacific. 


In 1901 he was transferred to the Southern California Conference and 
was assigned to Santa Barbara. He became the pastor of First Church in 
Pomona in 1903, serving it very ably for two years, after which he went to 
Whittier, remaining there until 1907, when he took the supernumerary re- 
lation for five years, and in 1912 he asked for the superannuated relation. 

Though retired, during all this time, Dr. Carroll had been very active in 
the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church, serving as a supply a few 
months in La Verne and for a number of years as a teacher of a large 
Adult Bible Class in First Church, Pomona. 

He took a great interest in the polity of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and had for forty years been an attendant at the General Conference of the 
Church, also the World Ecumenical Conference in London, England. 

He felt that the world was the church’s parish and for years he had sup- 
ported a pastor in the foreign field. He had established in his will a trust of 
about $20,000 worth of securites and interests in mineral lands for the mis- 
sionary work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in India and China. 

He was also interested in the Methodist Hospital in Los Angeles and 
through his liberal contribution of $10,000 the Bethesda Room for ministers of 
this Conference was fully endowed. In addition to this he left in his will 
$10,000 for another room to meet the needs of this growign Conference. The 
gift is in memory of his sainted mother, Mrs. Charlotte Carroll. Through 
his great interest in the Conference Claimants Fund, he had pledged gen- 
erously; he was also President of the Board of. Directors of the Home for 
the Aged. 


His death was sudden, being on Saturday afternoon, August 23rd, at 5 
o'clock while sitting in his automobile. > 

He leaves to mourn his loss. two sons, Victor C. Carroll of Riverside, 
Cal.; and Raymond I. Carroll of Rialto, Cal.; a brother, Rev. Henry K. Car- 
roll of Plainheld N. J.; and a sister Miss Belle Carroll of Plainfield N. J.; 
five grandchildren; beside a host of friends. 

His funeral was held in the First Church, Pomona, Tuesday, August 
26th. Assisting the pastor in the services were W. L. Y. Davis, W. M. Jef- 
fers, and J. B. Green. He was laid at rest by the grave of his wife in the 
Pomona cemetery. 

JOEING RE WATatas 
H. J. CRIST 


_ Henry James Crist was born in Lawrenceburg, Indiana, March rd, 1843. 
Tis father was William H. Crist, a manufacturer of doors, sashes, and . 
blinds. His mother was Caroline E. Ricksecker, a Moravian, of Lititz, ¥. 
Pennsylvania. Who shall say how much of his Christian faith he owed to 
this little Moravian mother? His Christian life had the characteristics of 
Moravian assurance and confidence in God. . 

A leaf from the family Bible of William H. Crist records the birth of 
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eight chiidren, of which Henry James Crist was the third. In 1848 the 
family moved to Zanesville, Ohio. And in 1856 another move was made to 
Eureka, Minnesota. It was the day of the frontier, and the occupation that 
of the pioneer farmer. The lad Henry James was compelled to bear his 
part, not only in tilling the soil and helping with the harvest, but also in de- 
fending the homestead in many Indian raids on the frontier. 

In his nineteenth year Henry James Crist entered Hamline University 
at Red Wing, Minn. During his college career his country called, and at 
twenty-one years of age he enlisted in the 11th Minnesota Volunteer In- 
fantry, serving one year with the colors. Upon his return he re-entered 
the university and graduated in 1869 with the degree A.B. 

He next attended Garrett Biblical Institute, Evanston, Ill. and was 
graduated from that institution with the degree of B.D. 

He was admitted to the Minnesota Conference, and took his place in the 
ranks of the heroic host who laid deep and wide the foundations of the church 
and the state. Duluth; Brainerd; Austin; Grace Church; St. Paul; Hastings; 
Foss Church, Minneapolis—in all over a period of thirteen years—ten years 
of which were also occupied as secretary of the Conference. 

Hay fever and the rigors of the climate, caused him to~move to Texas 
in 1883. He was transferred to the Austin Conference and stationed at 
Waco. He then served as Presiding Elder of the Austin District. Follow- 
ing this he served as pastor at Fort Worth, and then for two years as Pre- 
siding Elder of the Panhandle District. 

In 1887 Brother Crist was transferred to the Southern California Con- 
ference. Here again, as in Minnesota, he served as Conference Secretary for 
ten years. San Fernando, Grangeville, Florence, South Pasadena, Tropico, 
Azusa, Tulare, Porterville and Chino are the roster of churches to which he 
ministered. 

In 1871 he married Miranda F. Jones. To them two children were 
born: Ida Maud, deceased in infancy, and Royal Herbert Crist, who survives 
his father. Mrs. Crist passed away in 1900, in Los Angeles, after 30 years 
of service in the vineyard of God. 

In 1904 Brother Crist met and married Miss Mary A. Stark of Con- 
necticut, who for twelve years walked in the highway of service beside him, 
and who was called home on October 24, 1916. 

Following a partial recovery from a railroad wreck, in which he was 
seriously injured, in 1906, he took the retired relation in 1909, and made his 
home in South Pasadena. His life in the community was a benediction. 

With a sublime faith in the Unfailing One he slipped away to the City of 
God on April 8th 1924. B.D. SNUDDEN. 


A. L. DEARING 


A. L. Dearing was born on March 17th, 1835, and departed this life on 
September 13th, 1924. At the age of sixteen, he gave his heart to Christ and 
his hand to the Church. 

In early life he enlistd in the regular army and was assigned to troops 
stationed in New Mexico to take care of “Uncle Sam’s” trouble with the 
Indians in that frontier country. On his return to Maine, at the outbreak 
of the Civil War, he volunteered for service with the Fifth Massachusetts 
Infantry Regiment. His ability and loyalty soon won for him recognition and 
he quickly rose from private to lieutenant and finally to a captaincy. He 
was a captain at the Battle of Chancellorville and during this battle, he was 
seriously wounded. After six months in the hospital, he was honorably dis- 
charged and sent home as incapacitated for further duty. ; 

Shortly after his return home, he entered school to prepare himself for 
the ministry. After seven years of hard work he completed his course in the 
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Boston School of Theology. He was admitted to the New England Southern 
Conference in 1868. His health failed him in his pastorate at Nantucket in 
1881 and he was compelled to take a supernumary relation. 

In 1882 he came to Santa Ana to make a home for his children. In 1883 
he was transferred to the Southern California Conference and served brief 
pastorates in Westminster, Santa Ana and Newport. After four years’ serv- 
ice he entered the retired relation and since that time has made his home 
continuously in Santa Ana. ; 

His funeral-service was conducted by the writer on Tuesday morning, 
September 16, 1924. ; ag 

His last days were spent in the sunshine of the presence of the Divine 
One . He anticipated his going with pleasure and when the summons came, 
he was ready. Among his last words spoken to the writer were these—‘l 
am ready, God’s will be done.” 

He is survived by his widow, three sons and, two daughters.

W. C. MILLER 


W. C. Miller’s birth occurred in Kimbolton, Ohio, March 17, 1870. At 
the time of his death he was in the prime of life and his friends supposed him 
to. be vigorous-and well. He had been slightly indisposed for a few days 
from a light attack of indigestion. However, he had not been confined to 
his bed and continued his work about the home. After lunch on July 17, 
1924, he left the house and was found shortly afterward on the back lawn 
of his home. He had answered the last call of his Master and had entered 
upon the promised life beyond. The doctor pronounced cerebral hemorrhage 
as the cause of death. 

Brother Miller was converted in what was known as a corn-planting re- 
vival, a revival held in the country in the corn planting season. He was 
teaching school in the community and ene morning while on the way to 
Gane having been under conviction for several days, he found peace in 

christ. 

He soon felt the call to the Christian ministry to which he responded with 
the full power of his soul. He received his training in Muskingum, Mt. Union- 
Scio and New Franklin colleges, graduating from the college last named. 

He was united in marriage to Miss Sadie B. Mathers, May 14, 1891. 
Mrs. Miller was a vigorous supporter of her husband in his work, giving her 
full srength to forward the interests of the church and Kingdom. Mrs. 
Miller’s health broke in 1918 and since 1919 she has been an invalid, confined 
to her bed. That Brother Miller might give the needed care to Mrs. Miller 
he took the retired relation at the Conference held in Fresno in 1922. 

Besides Mrs. Miller, he leaves one son, E. D. Miller, Boys’ Work Secre- 
tary of the Y. M. C. A. at Miama, Arizona, and Miss Margaret Miller, who 
resides with her mother and who has been nurse and homekeeper during 
her mother’s illness as well as finishing her work in the University of Ari- 
zona last June. ; 

“He was a good man and lived well” is a simple comprehensive state- 
ment which can be spoken truly of Brother Miller. He preached to make men 
think, to glorify his great Christ and follow him and he succeeded well. The 
Church and the world is better informed, better trained and better equipped 
because he wrought.

MRS. HARCOURT W. PECK . 


Faithful to the last, while suffering greatly, Mrs. Nannie Needham Peck 
spent the last night before death found her at noon Friday, May 9, 1924, 
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praying for the Christian work she dearly loved, for her many friends, and 
the loved ones of her own home. 

Born July 24, 1867, at Perry, Ohio, Miss Needham was trained as a 
teacher in the Normal School, Los Angeles, and was teaching in Honolulu, 
Hawaiian Islands, when she met Harcourt W. Peck, who at that time was 
Vice-Principal of the Royal School, Honolulu. They were married in October, 
1891. -After her marriage, Ms. Peck maintained a keen interest in education, 
in fact, she actively participated in the field of religious instruction until 
death. 

She is survived by her husband, their son, Robert Gowan Peck, and 
daughter, Evelyn Marguerite Peck, both of Fullerton, California. 

As a pastor’s wife she was ever ready to share with her husband and 
family, the manifold cares of the parsonage home. In the home, on all 
sides, were tangible evidences of the ideal wife, and the exemplary mother. 

Shortly after her birth in Ohio, she moved with her parents to Honolulu, 
Hawaiian Islands, and living in that missionary land became greatly interested 
in missions at home and abroad, and with her husband educated a number of 
young folks in India and China, who are now workers for God in their home 
lands. 

In 1894, she returned to Honolulu with her husband, and was an invalu- 
able helper to him in re-establishing the present Methodist Episcopal Mis- 
sion which had twice been abandoned as an impossible proposition, in the 
Hawaiian Islands. 

As one of the managers of the Pacific Branch of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society she was thoroughly informed concerning the work, and 
workers of that society, and was a great inspiration and source of informa- 
tion to the auxiliaries of the charges served in pastoral relationship. Her’s 
was a life of devoted service.

MRS. T. S. URENN 


Fannie Frances Freeman was born in Essex Center, Vermont, January 
4, 1834. Her religious life dates from her early childhood. She desired to 
be admitted in‘o the Methodist Episcopal Church, of which her mother was a 
charter member, but was refused, being too young, and after several unsuc- 
cessful attempts she was finally taken in when she was fifteen years old and 
has remained a faithful member of the same until she was called home to the 
Church Triumphant. 

Her education was received in the public schools and later in Green

Institute. 

In July, 1864, she came to California by way of the Isthmus, there 
being no railroads across the continent at that time. On the vovage on board 
the steamer, Ocean Queen, she met Dr. and Mrs. Jessie T. Peck, returning 
to California, and after staying with them for some time Dr. Peck (after- 
wards Bishop Peck) secured her a position as a professor of French, Music 
and English in the Napa Collegiate Institute, where she taught for two years 
and then returned to her native state.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS 


1. Examinations in the Conference Courses of Study will be held the 
Tuesday preceding the opening of the Conference and at the seat of the 
Conference, and that afternoon at 4 o’clock the Board of Examiners will 
hold its annual meeting. 


2. All applicants for Admission on Trial must present to the Registrar 
certificates of graduation from a High School or an institution of equal 
standing and as early as possible in the conference year shall send to the 
Registrar for application blanks to be filled out and returned to him. See 
also Discipline par. 596, Sec. 2. 


8. All candidates holding a bachelor degree from an accredited college 
or University shall be exempt from examination in all studies not biblical 
and theological, and all graduates from accredited theological seminaries 
shall be exempt from examination in theological and biblical studies. 
This exemption shall not, however, exclude examination on the Discipline. 
All candidates whether excused from other examination or not must take 
examination in this study.. (See Discipline, par. 597, Sec. 4.) Certificates 
of such work must be sent the Registrar not later than Sept. ist. 


4, A syllabus of each book in the “Collateral Reading and Study” 
shall be presented to the respective examiner (see name on opposite page), 
but this rule shall not apply to the College and Seminary graduates excused 
from examination in the courses of study. But these latter must present 


to the Registrar a certificate giving the grade of each study for work done 
in college or seminary. 


5. Examinations in the conference studies shall be marked on a scale 
of 100. This shall be the maximum and 70 the minimum, and no one shall 
be advanced when conditioned on more than one study. 


6. Sermons must be typewritten and sent to W. E. Tilroe, University 
of Southern California, not later than Sept. 1st and should contain from 
2000 to 3000 words. The paper used should be letter-size and should be 
folded and rolled when sent. Deduction will be made when the spelling, 
grammar or general executica is faulty. 


7. A pre-requisite to being admitted to full membership in this con- 
ference shall be a Bachelor’s Degree from an approved college or university 
and graduation from one of our theological seminaries. Exceptions for 


special reasons may be allowed under this rule when endorsed by a two- 
thirds vote of the conference. 


8. The written work required ts as follows: Each student rs to write 
one essay for each book in his year of the conference course of study, of 


‘wat, 
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at least 1000 words, on some one of the topics given in the Directions and 
Helps, and one of the same length on each book in the Collateral Reading 
and one on some self-chosen article in the Review. As soon as the essay 
is completed it is to be sent to the proper examiner. Markings will be 
given on this work and form a part of the report to the Conference. The 
essays must be sent in by Sept. 1st. The attention of each student excused 
from examination is specially called to paragraph three above. 


9. The examiners and the Registrar will be glad to communicate with 
the undergraduates regarding studies. Inclose stamps for reply. The 
addresses of the examiners will be found in the List of Appointments. 


Your Board of Examiners presents the following brief report: 

We call your attention to the increasingly high standard of edu- 
cational equipment by the men seeking admission-into our ministry all 
but one of the present class being college men; but that we may move 
still further forward and in view of the legislation of the last General 
Conference we recommend that henceforth the educational requirement 
for admission on trial into this conference be the A. B. Degree, this 
requirement being excepted in special cases by a two-thirds vote of the 
Board of Examiners and of the Conference; and further in the case of the 
Mexican and other Latin-American brethren we recommend that in addi- 
tion to the new and exacting courses of study inthe vernacular, the 
candidate shall be expected to have completed, before admission into 
full membership in the Conference, a High School course in English or 
its equivalent in the vernacular, or three years of training in one of our 
training schools of universities. 

Your Board further recommends that it be authorized to arrange for 
a mid-year examination, if possible, when all the classes except those for 
admission on trial shall complete their examination in their respective 
courses of study. -Your Board is endeavoring to arrange for a Summer 
School which all the undergraduates are urged to attend to consider the 
big questions of their educational and ministerial training. 

And your Board asks that this Conference request all undergraduates 
attending school to communicate with the registrar at the close of their 


school year as to their intentions for the succeeding year.

No member shall speak more than ten minutes, 
except by permission of the Conference, Nor shall it be in order to move 
the previous question, nor to lay on the table at the close of a speech in 
which the pending question has been discussed.

John H. Turner of the Committee on Home Missions:—Spirituality 
and good fellowship was manifested throughout the work of this com- 
mittee. They discussed the organization of rural societies, created a 
revolving loan fund to aid building projects, stressed the need of 
evangelism, adopted a report that showed the great need of keeping 
the evangelistic note in our church. 

Doctor Geo. H. McClung, representative of the Home Missions Board, 
was introduced, and talked for five minutes on contributions to the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension, stating that the funds are not 
coming in sufficiently to meet the needs of the work which must suffer 
unless the money is forthcoming. 


Doctor von KleinSmid of the Committee on Education stated that 
the outstanding question was the Conference Course of Study. It was 
decided to be’as finally arranged by the Board of Bishops. A special com- 
mittee on war:—They arranged a commission to consider this question, 
which resulted in one of the most statesmanlike utterances on war ever 
given, which has made a long step toward the realization of international 
peace. 

Doctor A. M. Wilkinson, who was unable to be present, owing to the 
serious illness of his wife, sent his address, which was read by Mr. Geo. E. 
Hume. The address was very interesting and inspiring, particularly 
along the line of prohibition and public morals. It also explained the 
consolidation of the board of Epworth Leagues and the Board of Sunday 
Schools together with the addition of two other boards all of which were 
consolidated under the Board of Education, to make for efficiency and 
economy.

Mrs. S. F. Johnson presented the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society. She said that this is a distinct and important part of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Their object is trying to win women and children 
in lands outside the United States for Christ. 

Dr. J. L. Corley presented the Sunday School work. He stated 
that our great church is extending many hands of relief to help here in 
this Southland. Educational processes are root processes and you do not 
see them grow. Five years ago there were no directors of religious 
education in all the Southern California Conference, and now there are 
twenty-seven churches with such directors under salary. 

Brother Coate gave a brief talk regarding the nicotine habit. He said 
that no Methodist ministers are permitted to use tobacco. We should 
do all we can to discourage the use of tobacco in our schools and edu- 
cational institutions. 

Mr. Frank C. Johnson of the Main Street Church spoke of a special 
financial plan which he has worked out which facilitates the work of the 
financial secretary of local churches.

The Church owes “a comfortable support” to every man accepted into 
its ministry. In order to enable the preacher, worthy of his hire, to do 
his best work, the church must provide a living wage. The records of 
our Conference reveal the fact that many of our pastors are under paid; 
and in order to more adequately brother them, and also to challenge the 
charges to better financial support of the preachers and their families, 
we recommend: ; 

(1) That we aim to make the minimum support for the man 
who has passed the registrar and been received into the Conference 
on trial a salary of $1,200. $1,000 with house or $1200 without house. 

(2) Make the minimum salary for the married man who has 
served four years in the Conference $1500 and house. 

(3) Standardize the salary of the Conference at $1800 and house; 
that is, aim to make the salary so that the majority of pastors will 
receive $1800 and parsonage. 

We recommend that a definite plan to reach these standards be worked 
out during the year by the present commission on finance and the District 
Superintendents, and that the plan be considered at a joint meeting with 
the Laymen’s Association at the next session of the Annual Conference 
pene ‘

Whereas, the question is to be submitted to the 1925 Annual Con- 
ferences for approval or rejection: 


RESOLVED: That this Lay Association unanimously indorse the 
proposition, and urge our Lay Electoral Convention to approve the plan 
when called for the purpose of considering same. Adopted. 


THE PLAZA COMMUNITY CENTER: Recognizing the King- 
dom value of the four-fold program of the Plaza Community Center of 
Los Angeles, and the urgent and immediate need for an enlarged plant 
in which to house the various activities of this great and growing institu- 
tion, which is, indeed, Methodism’s outstanding work among the Mexicans 
of the Pacific Southwest, and Southern California’s greatest home mission- 
ary opportunity and first responsibility, we heartily endorse the plans now 
being made for completing the fund which is needed to build and equip 
the Church unit of the proposed project at the earliest date possible, and 
we hereby pledge ourselves to render all assistance within our power, and 
to give largely and generously of our material substance, to the end that 
this Plaza enterprise may become a glorious reality in the very near 
future. Adopted. 


RESOLUTION: Our Federal Government is founded on the teach- 
ings of the Bible, the expression of which is Christian character. Any- 
thing which degrades the physical, mental or spiritual welfare of American 
people must be branded as highly un-American. 

The American tobacco business degrades the physical, mental and 
spiritual welfare of the American people; and, therefore, Be it Resolved, 
that we discourage the use of tobacco in any and all forms, and recommend 
that our churches do not consider employing any person as a teacher 
or an officer in our church schools, who is a user of the weed. And we 
further recommend that special instruction be given in our denominational 
schools against the use of the weed, since its use makes for poorer 
scholarship and tends to decrease the number of students who would 
otherwise enter the Christian ministry of our Church. Adopted. 


WHEREAS, there is to be submitted to the voters at the coming 
November election an initiative measure looking to the restoration of 
prize-fighting in the State, 


RESOLVED, that this Lay Association record its unanimous disap- 
proval of said measure, and earnestly urge all Christian voters to vote 
against its passage. Adopted. 


RESOLUTION: We, the laymen of the Southern California Con- 


. ference, in annual meeting assembled, realizing that the time now given 
’ for Bible study in Sunday schools is all too short, look with interest and 
pleasure upon the effort of the Southern California Council of Religious 


Education to secure time during the secular school period for Bible 
instruction each week. We rejoice that the Protestant, Catholic and Jew- 
ish people have agreed on this. Adopted. 
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WHEREAS, one of the Los Angeles papers published the following 
article recently: : : Ae 

“The proposal of the California Dancing Association to ask the 
school board of Los Angeles to inaugurate courses in dancing in the 
public schools has won the hearty endorsement of Alexander Ouman- 
sky, who directs the dance numbers in ‘Harry Carroll’s Pickings, 
the musical revue at the new Orange theater. 

“‘Eyery human being should know how to dance,’ says Oumansky. 
‘And they should-be taught the art young. ; 

“We teach music to children. We teach games to children. 
Why should we not teach them dancing? 

“Dancing is one of the greatest aids to health that one can 
imagine. It is second, in my opinion, only to swimming as an all- 


round exercise. It develops grace; it develops the quick correlation . 


between the mind and the body. Every human should know how to 

dance, and to dance properly.’”’ therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Laymen’s Association object to 
the above plan being carried out, and ask the Conference now in session 
to take action to prevent its being carried out, not only in Los Angeles, 
but throughout Southern California. Adopted. 


WHEREAS, it is authoritatively claimed that one out of every twelve 
deaths in the United States is caused by tuberculosis, and that practically 
every individual is infected with this disease at sometime in life, and, 

Whereas, Southern California has a larger percentage of persons 
affected than any other like area in the United States, due to the coming 
of those seeking its favorable climate, and, 

Whereas, many of these are Methodists, and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is committed to the alleviation of human suffering and to the 
care of the sick of its own household and others needing its aid, and, 

Whereas, Methodism has no institution in the Southern California 
Conference to meet this need; 

Therefore, We, the Laymen’s Association of the Southern California 
Conference, urgently and respectfully petition the Southern California 
Annual Conference, now in session, to appoint a committee of seven (7) 
persons, at least three (3) of whom shall be laymen, to consider the 
advisability of establishing an institution for this purpose in this Con- 
ference, under the supervision of the Board of Hospitals and Homes. 
Adopted.
